Barbaric  Punishment  In

Fole<lad,  Vez.,  Tues«lay.  6  a.  m.,  July 
14. — Yesterday  niorning  the  remainder 
of  the  g-overnment  war  vessels,  with 
four  small  craft  in  tow,  arrived  oft 
Ciudad  Bolivar  without  incident.  The 
torpedots  placed  by  the  revolutionists 
In  the  t'rinoco  river  did  not  explode 
-when  the  fieet  passed  them,  Ciudad 
Bolivar  presents  an  extraordinary  ap- 
pearance. On  all  the  government  build- 
ings the  white  flag,  the  emblem  of  the 
revolutionists,  is  hoisted  and  more 
than  225  American,  German,  French, 
British  and   other   foreign   ensigns   are 

flying  over  private  houses.  The  city 
appears  to  have  been  decorated  for  a 
holiday. 

At  3  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon  fil- 
ing was  heard  north  of  Ciudad  Bolivar 
and  immediately  afterwards  five  river 
steamers  recently  captured  by  the  revo- 
lutionists, the  majority  of  which  are 
the  propt-rty  of  the  Orinoco  Steamship 
company,  the  others  being  owned  r>y 
American  crocodile  and  bird  huuii-rs 
hoisted  the  American  flag.  Ten  minute - 
later,  however,  the  flags  were  Iovver»-d 
by  order  of  the  rtvolutionists. 

At  5  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon  the 
steamer   Socorro,    displaying   a   flag    of 


truce,  left  Ciudad  Bolivar  and  went 
alongside  the  Venezuelan  warship  Boli- 
var, the  flagship  of  Gen.  Gomez,  conj- 
mander-ln-chief  of  the  government 
forces,  on  board  of  which  vessel  a  con- 
ference too'K  place  between  the  priest 
who  left  Ciudad  Bolivar  and  visited  Li 
Solima,  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the 
Orinoco,  Saturday,  bearing  an  American 
flag  and  a  flag  of  truce,  and  other  per- 
sonages. At  9  p.  m.  the  Socorro  re- 
turned to  Ciudad  Bolivar  with  a  letter 
from  Gen.  Gomez.  At  the  same  hour 
heavy  artillery  and  rifle  firing  was 
heard  south  of  Ciudad  Bolivar.  The 
night  passed  without  further  incident. 

Shortly  before  6  o'clock  this  morning 
(Tuesday),  the  government  troops  coni- 
m.anded  by  Gen.  Rives,  the  first  lieu- 
tenant of  Gen.  Gomez,  were  under  arms 
about  fifteen  minutes'  march  fio.ii 
Ciudad  Bolivar,  ready  to  begin  an  at- 
attack  on  the  city.  A  strorig  battery 
of  guns  had  been  established  on  a  hil! 
overlooking  Ciudad  Bolivar  and  was 
preparing  to  open  fire  on  that  part  of 
the  city  where  all  the  ammunition  re- 
cently received  by  Gen.  Rolando,  the 
revolutionary  commander,  is  stored. 
Many  women  and  children  e-caped  from 
the  city  yesterday  before  the  arrival 
of  the  government  troop?.  Among 
those  were  many  foreigners. 


Solitary  Confinement  Will

Future. 


LIFE  SAVERS  HUNT  FOR  BODY 
OF  WOMAN  IN  JACKSON  PARK 

Mysterious  Tragedy  Develops  In  Which  Byron's  ||'IH 


St.  Petersburg,  July  15.— The  Birz- 
hevia  Vedomosti  in  a  leading  article 
says:  "The  czar  has  abolished  the 
harshest  remnants  of  the  barbaric 
punishments  of  former  times,  namely, 
castigation  with  cudgels  and  cat-o- 
nine-tails,  chaining  to  the  car  and 
sh.iving  the  head,  which  were  still  in- 
flicted for  certain  offenses  on  p.ersons 
exiled    to   penal   settlements   or   to    the 

rr'nes.  Castigation  with  cat-o-nine- 
tails  and  even  with  cudgels  not  infre- 
quently ended  in  death  and  was  one 
of  the  harshest  forms  of  the  death 
penilty,  being  death  by  torture.  Only 
the  most  hardened  prison  administra- 
tions could  stand  the  terrible  sight  of 
the  death  of  human  beings  under  the 
measured  blows  of  the  cat-o-nine-tails." 

The  cudgel  and  the  "cat"  are  re- 
placed in  the  new  staute,  suys  the 
paper,  by  prolongation  of  term  or  by 
solitaiy  confinement  up  to  one  hundred 
day.s,  with  bread  and  water,  except 
every  third  day,  when  broth  will  be 
served  at  one  meal. 

The  abolition  of  the  cudgel  and  of 
the  "cat"  does  not,  however,  mean 
the  prohibition  of  corporal  punishment 
altogether.  The  revised  statute  of 
June  15,  prescribes  thastisement  with 
birch  rods  up  to  one  hundred  blows 
"for  slight  offenses  and  misdemean- 
ois,"  acccrding  tc>  the  same  authority 
nd  the  matter  is  lef  to  the  discretion 
prison  authorities  or  to  the  local 
goven.ors 


Poems,  Photographs  and  Love  Letters,  Coupled 
With  an  Empty  Boat,  Play  a  Part. 


Chicago,  July  15. — A  marked  passage 
from  Byron  dealing  with  the  sweet- 
ness of  death,  together  with  'a  frag- 
ment of  a  love  letter  and  two  photo- 
giaphs,  contribute  to  a  mystery  which 
will  be  hidden  by  the  Jackson  park  la- 
goon until  the  life-savers  finish  their 
dragging  of  the  water  today. 

The  probable  drowning  came  to  the 
attention  of  the  police  through  a  tele- 
phone message  from  a  man  who  refused 
to  revfal  his  name. 

"C»ne  of  my  servants,  while  walking 
through  the  park,  saw  the  body  of  a 
woman  floating  in  the  water  at  the 
edge  of  the  wooded  island."  he  said. 
"She  was  so  frightened  that  she  re- 
turned home  at  once  without  notifying 
the  park  authorities." 


A  search  of  the  wooded  island  and 
the  vicinity  revealed  no  body,  but  au 
empty  rowboat  was  found  floating  near 
the  bank. 

Floating  in  the  water  near  the  drift- 
ing boat  was  a  book  of  poems  by  Byron. 

Inside  the  book  were  the  two  photo- 
graphs, one  of  them— that  of  a  man- 
bearing  the  inscription,  "For  my  darling 
Lottie;  for  your  locket  opposite  your 
own  dear  self.    Victor." 

The  other  photograph  was  a  pretty 
youii"?  woman,  and  written  across  the 
back  were  the  v.ords,  •"Lottie  Free- 
mont." 

The  picture  of  the  man  was  taken  in 
New  York. 

The  boat  had  been  dired  last  night  by 
a  man  and  a  :  oung  woman,  the  latter 
being  described  as  stylishly  dressed  and 
pretty.

Returned  to  the  Family  Residence  a  Short  Time

Augusta,  M-?.,  July  15.— Mr?.  Jame^? 
G.  Blaine  died  at  the  Blaine  home- 
stead here  today. 

Mrs.  Blaine  was  76  years  of  age.  From 
Washington  a  short  time  ago  she  cam.e 
to  the  old  fam.ily  residence  on  State 
street.  She  was  in  an  enfeebled  con- 
dition and  her  death  was  due  to  a 
general  breakdown  of  the  system.  Mrs. 
t'iuine's  maiden  name  was  Harriet 
Stanwood,    the   daughter   of   a    leadinj 


citizen  of  Maine.  She  met  her  hus- 
band while  boih  of  them  were  teach- 
ers in  a  school  in  Kentucky.  They 
were  married  at  Pittsburg  and  later 
came-  to  Augusta,  where  Mr.  Blaine 
became  editor  of  the  Kennebec  Journal. 
She  leaves  one  son,  James  G.  Blaine, 
and  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Harriet  Beale 
and  Mrs.  Walter  Damrosch.  of  New 
York,  who  were  at  her  bedside  durinar 
her  last  sickness.  The  funeral  ser- 
vice will  occur  Friday  and  the  body 
will   be   buried   at    Washington.

Chicago,  July  15.— Riotous  scene.? 
were  repeated  totlay  when  a  mob  of 
nearly  1000  men  .and  boys  chased  for 
nearly  two  miles  a  wjigon  loaded  with 
freight  from  the  Kellogg  Switchboard 
and  Supply  company's  plant  to  the 
Northwestern  railroad  freight  house.

Rome,  July  15.— The  pope's  condition 
shows  practically  no  change  since  yes- 
terday. After  a  comparatively  quiet 
night  he  became  restless  during  the 
forenoon  hours,  and  complained  of  his 
inability  to  sleep.  He  turned  uneasily 
from  side  to  side  and  seemed  unable  to 
settle  himself  In  a  comfortable  position, 
but  there  was  no  recurrence  of  those 
dangerous  periods  of  delirium  which 
aroused  such  apprehension  yesterday. 
The  doctors  continue  to  feel  that  the 
patient's  condition  is  extremely  danger- 
ous, but  they  say  he  may  still  linger 
for  days.  They  repeat  that  all  of  the 
ordinary  calculations  are  likely  to  fail 
in  the  present  extraordinary  case. 
Speaking  of  the  specific  conditions,  the 
doctors  say  that  they  think  the  pneu- 
monia ha?  practically  disappeared.  The 
regathering  of  liquid  in  the  pleura  i«? 
so  slight  as  to  cause  the  patient  no 
trouble.  The  chief  remaining  danger 
lies  in  the  almost  complete  prostration, 
succeeding  the  acute  stages  or  the  dis- 
ease.

The  dt^lirium  ceased  entirely  at  4 
o'clock  p.  m.,  when  his  holiness  again 
revived.  Having  eaten  nothing  through- 
out the  day.  he  was  the.n  given  four 
sioonsfull  of  meat  i^roth  and  ma&ti- 
cated  some  beef  without  swallowing 
it. 

From  midnight  up  to  5  o'clock  this 
morning,  the  pontiff  was  constanliy 
drowsy.  The  urine  has  become  lesB 
in  fre<iuency,  the  pope  in  the  past 
twenty-four  hours  having  passed  thirly 
cubic  centmetres.

KENTUCKY  MOB,  ENRAGED  AT 
COURTS,  LYNCHES  WHITE  MAN 

William  Thacker,  Who  Was  Given  a  Life  Sentence 
For  Killing  John  Gordon,  Taken  From  Flemings- 
burg  Jail  and  Hanged  to  Tree. 


Maysvllle,  Ky.,  July  15.— Enraged  at 
the  courts,  a  mob  broke  Into  the  Flem- 
ingsburg  Jail  this  morning  and  hanged 
William  Thacker,  a  white  man.  whu  had 
been  given  a  life  sentence  for  the  mur- 
der of  John  Gordon  two  years  ago. 
Thacker,  in  a  quarrel  with  Gordon  at 
Foxport,  shot  and  killed  him.  and  then 
sat  on  the  body,  Winchester  in  hand, 
while  he  smoked  his  pipe,  and  dared 
anyone  to  attempt  to  arrest  him.  At 
the  time  Thacker  escaped,  but  was  later 
arrested  and  lodged  in  jail  at  Flemings- 
burg.  He  was  given  two  trials  and 
finally  given  a  life  sentence. 

Gordon  was  a  good  citizen  and  an 
inoffensive  man.  After  being  sentenced 
Thacker  appealed  to  the  court  of  ap- 


:  peals,  and  was  waiting  for  another 
trial. 
I  Thacker  had  some  money  and  w.as 
I  able  to  command  the  support  of  some 
I  influential  men.  and  it  v.fis  feared  that 
i  he  might  escape  punishm.ent  alto- 
i  gether.

The  jailer  refused  to  surrender 
the  keys.    He  was  overpowered  and  the 
keys    taken    from    him.      Thacker    was 
hurried  to  a  tree  near  the  jail  and  wa? 
given  time  in  which  to  say  his  prayers, 
which  he  refused  to  do,  but  begged  for 
his  life.     To  hush  his  cries  he  was  hit 
on  the  head   with   a  rock  and  his  un- 
conscious body  strung  up  until  life  had 
become  extinct. 


ALL  RAIL  ROUTE  FROM  NEW 
YORK  TO  PARIS  MAY  BE  BUILT 

Member  of  Geographical  Society  Is  Working  on  the 
Plan  of  a  Trans-Alaska-Siberia  Railroad  In  Which 
Wealthy  Men  Are  Interested. 


San  Francisco,  July  15.— :M.  Locqui 
Lobet,  member  of  the  Geographical 
society,  is  here.  He  has  conceived  tho 
idea  of  building  a  trans- Alaska-Siberia 
railroad  and  thereby  affording  an  all- 
rail  route  from  New  York  to  Paris, 
shifting  the  commercial  axis  from  the 
Suez  canal  to  Bering  straits.  In  1S!«S 
Lobet  visited  Alaska  on  a  scientific 
mission,  and  it  was  there  he  first 
thought  of  the  great  scheme  that  has. 
since  interested  many  wealthy  men  of 
Europe  and  resulted  in  the  formation 
of  a  big  company,  which  he  says  has 
pledged  him  ample  funds  to  carry  it 
out.  He  is  now  making  a  tour  of  the 


world   in    the  interest  of  this   railroad 

scheme  and  it  is  this  motive  that  has 
brought  him  to  San  Francisco.  In  his 
proposed  route  over  the  American  con- 
tinent, Canada  is  eliminated.  Tho 
present  plans  outline  a  road  across  Ihe 
United  States  fiom  New  York  to  San 
Francisco,  therice  northward  through 
California.  Oregon  and  Washington 
along  the  coast  to  Juneau,  thence  ta 
Fort  Cudahy  and  thence  to  the  most 
westerly  point  of  Alaska  extending  in- 
to the-  Bering  sea.  Here  a  tunnel  will 
connect  the  two  maimlands  and  thenco 
through  Siberia  to  .s't.  Petersburg,  and 
then  finally  through  Europe  to  Berlin 
and  Paris.

Shortage   of   Coke  and 

Cars  Lessens   Ore 

Consumption. 

Season's  Iron  Ore  Ship- 
ments Will  Be  Com- 
paratively Small 


Shortage  of  coke  and  shortage  of 
cars  at  the  Lake  Erie  end  of  the  iron 
ore  business  will  be  responsible  for  the 
short  tonnage  universally  prophesied 
for  1303  in  iron  ore  transportation. 

"If  there  hadn't  been  a  ton  of  ore 
delivered  on  Lake  Erie  until  Aug.  1  this 
year,"  said  A.ssistant  General  Manager 
Harvey  of  the  Pitt-sburg  Steamsiiip 
company  this  morning,  upon  his  return 
from  Lake  Erie  iron  ports,  "not  one  of 
the  furnaces  would  have  had  to  shut 
down. 

'The  amount  of  ore  on  the  docks  Is 

iinrr.ense. 

"It  is  my  personal  opinion  that  the 
tonnage  will  tall  short  oi  the  estimate.? 
for  transportation  made  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  season.  I  .im  not  talking 
as  an  official,  but  from  personal  ob- 
servations made  while  in  the  East. 

"My  visjt  to  Erie  was  not  to  ascertain 
these  conditions,  and  what  1  learned  on 
this  point  was  purely  from  observation 
and  conversation. 

"The  Pennsylvania  lines  from  docks 
to  lurnaces  are  in  the  worst  shape  for 
cars,  and  the  crimp  is  at  Ashtabula, 
Erie  and  Cleveland  as  well. 

"As  to  the  Pittsburg  boats  and  the 
other  boats  carrying  for  this  company, 
they  are  rr.oving  with  great  regularity 
and  rapidity,  and  Monday  when  I  was 
at  Conneaut  there  were  ten  boats  ar- 
rived, and  all  were  expected  to  leave 
the  next  day. 

"Tlie  Fourth  of  July  mixed  things  up 
some.  It  always  does,  has  and  alw.iys 
will,  but  I  think  blockade  is  a  little 
strong  for  the  situataion  on  the  lower 
lakes. 

"All  the  furnaces  are  making  it  a 
point  to  ship  direct  from  the  boats  to 
the  furnaces,  as  they  get  away  from 
the  7-cent  charge  per  ton  for  loading 
and  unloading.  When  the  tons  used 
run  up  into  the  millions,  it  counts.  Un^ 
less  some  hurry  order  for  a  low-grade 
steel  or  something  unusual  that  has  noi 
been  anticipated,  comes  in  to  the  fur- 
naces, they  take  the  ore  direct  from  the 
boats  and  do  not  touch  the  ore  on  the 
docks.  None  of  the  furnaces  are  run- 
ning stock  piles,  and  they  are  using  the 
ore  as  it  comes. 

•The  coke  situation  is  a  serious  one 
at  present.  Some  new  ovens  may  re- 
lieve the  situatit/Ji  somewhat,  but  the 
distribution  of  coke  has  become  a 
mammoth  undei  taking  in  the  furndace 
country.  The  ore  dock  facilities  have 
been  greatly  improved  this  year,  but 
with  all  there  '.s,  it  seems  to  me  im- 
possible that  the  ore  shipments  of  this 
year  should  equal  those  of  la.st  year, 
and  you  can  look  for  it,  though,  as  1 
said,  this  is  only  rry  personal  opinion." 

It  was  learned  totiay  that  operations 
at  the  Corrigan-McKinney  mines  are 
being  curtailed  to  a  great  extent,  and 
shipments  are  easing  up.  Mr.  McKiii- 
iiey  will  be  here  in  a  day  or  two  to  look 
over  the  situation  at  this  end.  It  is 
said  that  the  shipn.ents  fiom  the  mines 
have  been  reduced  a  large  per  cent  in 
the  past  month.  Pickands,  Mather  & 
Co.  have  shut  down  all  along  the  line 
on  mine  shipments,  and  the  Cleveland- 
Cliffs  company  are  also  said  to  be 
hauling  in  sail  at  a  rapid  rate. 

The  trouble  at  the  lower  end  is  with 
the  cars  prim.arily  and  w.^.i  the  coke 
secondarily.  There  is  not  enough 
coke  to  last  six  days  if  the  source  of 
supply  should  be  cut  off,  and  when  it  is 
ready  for  delivery  the  cars  cannot  be 
secured  readily  to  transport  it  to  fur- 
naces, 'rhis  has  caused  the  furnaces 
to  run  light,  and  the  cars  are  taking 
the  incoming  ore.

Theodore  Hansen  yesterday  regarding 
the  Manchurian  situation  was  of  tne 
most  satisfactory  nature.  Secretary 
Hay  went  over  the  ground  very  care- 
fully with  the  charge,  who  through  his 
long  experience  here  is  thoroughly  fa- 
miliar with  the  American  view  of  the 
case.  The  result  Is  that  the  secretary 
will  further  advise  the  American  treaty 
commissioners  at  Pekin  of  what  trans- 
pired yesterday,  and  it  is  hoped  these 
additional  instructions  will  pave  the 
way  for  an  early  settlement  of  the 
question  of  ports  in  Manchuria,  which 
is  the  one  point  in  controversy. 

T'.ie  Japanese  minister  who  called 
to  imiulre  regarding  the  conference  was 
infoimed  that  Mr.  Hay's  policy  in  Man- 
churia was  solely  to  secure  opinions  on 
the  situation.

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A  PP^OMISING  OUTLOOK. 

Reference  was  made  in  a  New  York  dispatch  pub- 
lished by  The  Herald  yesterday  to  the  singular  fact  that 
while  the  last  issue  of  United  States  Steel  b.Mids  are  sell- 
uig  in  the  stock  market  around  S3  and  85,  and  will  pay 
close  to  6  per  cent  on  the  investment,  the  securities  of 
railroads  whose  net  earnings  cannot  compare  with  the 
United  States  Steel  corporation,  are  selling  much  above 
par  and  are  yielding  less  than  4  per  cent  on  the  invest- 
ment. The  low  price  at  which  United  States  Steel  se- 
curities are  quoted  is  surprisinjj  also  in  view  of  the 
favorable  character  of  the  quarterly  statement  recently 
issued  by  the  directors  of  the  company.  It  is  true  there 
was  a  slight  decrease  iu  the  net  earnings  in  the  quarter 
ended  with  June  30,  as  compared  with  the  corresponding 
quarter  of  the  preceding  year,  but  nearly  all  of  this 
loss  was  due  to  the  later  opening  of  navigation,  thus  de- 
creasing the  big  revenue  from  the  lake  business.  For  the 
past  quarter  the  net  profits  were  $36,499.5^8,  as  compared 
with  $37,662,058  a  year  ago.  June  was  the  banner 
for  profits  thus  far  this  year,  the  returns  amounting 
$12,850,000,  while  January  was

INVENTIVE  AMERICANS. 

Citizens  of  the  United  States  are  certainly 
geniuses  in  che  way  of  inventions.  No  nation  on  the 
face  of  the  globe  receives  so  many  applications  for  pat- 
ents as  does  the  patent  department  at  Washington.  For 
the  past  week  alone,  the  issue  of  patents  from  this  of- 
fice aggregated  731.  This  consisted  of  669  patents,  10 
designs.  30  trademarks,  16  labels,  5  prints  and  i 
The  record  of  the  patent  office  for  the  past  year 
ble,  chiefly  in  point  of  volume  of  issue,  according  to  pat- 
ent officials.  There  v.ere  29.329  patents  issued  during 
the  year,  against  2tS,03i  the  previous  year,  while  the  trade- 
maks  showed  an  increase  from  1864  to  2194. 

The  year  did  not  pass  by  without  the  usual  number  of 
applic.itions  for  patents  on  perpetual  motion  machines. 
The  patent  office  is  ready  to  receive  all  applications  : 
along  along  this  line,  '"provided  that  the  applicants  sub- 
mit a  working  model."  This  proviso  has  enabled  the  de- 
partment to  let  those  working  on  such  devices  '"down 
easily."  So  far.  of  course,  no  working  model  of  the 
principle  of  perpetual  motion  has  been  submitted,  and  all 
makeshifts  at  working  models  have  been  rejected  with 
remarkable  regularity. 

Patents  for  aerial  f)ight  have  continued  to  be  ap- 
plied for,  hut  the  real,  profound  students  of  that  prob- 
lem, those  who.  like  Professor  Samuel  P.  Langley  of  the 
Smithsonian  institution,  and  Professor  Santos-Dumont, 
the  French  scientist,  who  has  performed  some  very  nota- 
ble feats,  are  not  hurrying  to  get  out  patents,  contenting 
themselves  with  the  precaution  of  making  applications, 
which  constitute  sufficient  safeguard  for  their  ideas  for 
the  present. 

The  wireless  telegraphy  ideas  have  been  in  constant 
evidence  during  the  year.  That  branch  of  science  is 
making  rapid  strides,  and  has  approached  what  might  be 
called  a  systematic  stage.  One  of  the  interesting  devel- 
opments in  this  situation  is  the  cross-current  of  ideas 
here  scientists  are  trj-ing  to  devise  means  for  intercept- 
messages  as  v/ell  as  of  preventing  such  interception 
while  messages  are  being  transmitted. 

While  naturally  a  great  many  patents  issued  never 
prove  of  any  value  to  the  public  or  patentee,  still,  on 
the  other  hand,  a  day  never  passes,  but  what  some  inven- 
tor Solves  a  problem  that  assi.sts  in  the  conduct  of  some 
business.  Great  are  the  .American  people  when  it  comes 
to  the  liberal  application  of  brains  to  obtuse  problems.

of  the  large  railroad  systems  have  placed  their  orders  for 
1904,  contracts  for  more  than  500.000  tons  of  rails  are  on 
the  books.  The  indications  are  that  there  will  be  a  heavy 
demand  for  structural  material,  but  the  size  of  this  de- 
mand, as  well  as  of  that  of  the  railroads  for  ail  kinds  of 
metal  equipment,  will  depend  to  a  considerable  extent 
upon  the  crops.  If  we  have  g^  year  of  normal,  if  not 
bountiful,  harvests,  the  iron  and  steel  industry  will  profit 
thereby,  especially  in  those  branches  which  produce  rail- 
road supplies.  The  indications  now  point  to  excellent 
harvests,  and  ajtogether  there  is  a  promising  outlook 
for  the  iron  and  steel  business,  which  means  that  the 
mining  operations  of  the  corporati<»n  in  Minnesota  will 
be  continued  on  a  large  scale,  maintaining  one  of  the 
factors  in  the  prosperity  of  Duluth  and  the  range  towns.

INCREASE  OF  NATIONAL  BANKS. 

Ti:e  incr..-asc  of  u:a;  >nal  banks  during  tlie  past  fiscal 
year  has  been  large  and  gratifying.  According  to  the 
report  of  the  comptroller  of  the  currency,  in  the  year  end- 
ing Jane  30,  537  national  banking  associations  were  or- 
ganized with  an  aggregate  capital  of  $33,696,500.  Of  1 
these.  310,  with  a  capitalization  of  $i7.-95.50o,  were  banks  ; 
of  primary  orgatiization;  the  remainder  were  conversions 
of  state  banks  and  reorganizations  of  state  and  private 
banks.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  an  unusual  number 
of  national  banks  were  organized  in  June  and  that  this 
gain  is  attributed  in  part  to  Secretary  Shaw's  $100,000,000 
refunding  offer.  v.-hich  has  made  a  large  number  of  2 
per  cent  bonds  available.  These  bonds  have  special  ad- 
vantages as  a  basis  for  circulation. 

At  the  time  the  banking  act  of  1900  was  adopted,  there 
were  in  existence  3617  national  banking  associations. 
Since  then  1598  banks,  with  a  total  capitalization  of  $96.- 
045.506,  have  been  organized.  These  figures  include  one 
bank  in  Hav.-aii,  with  a  capitalization  of  $25,000.  and  one 
with  a  capital  of  $500,000,  and  one  in  Porto  Rico  with  a 
capital  of,  $100,000.  The  banking  act  of  March  14.  1900, 
was  designed  mainly  to  encourage  the  grov.th  of  small 
banks— that  is,  tho-ie  having  a  capital  of  from  $25,000  to 
$50,000.  Since  the  enactment  of  the  law.  1041  such  banks, 
with  a  total  capitalization  of  $27,175,000,  have  been  or- 
gani?:ed.  It  was  expected  that  th.e  small  cities  and  the 
towns  m  the  farm.ing  communities  v.ould  espedally  profit 
by  the  act  and  it  would  seem  that  such  has  been  the 
case.  Of  the  104 1  small  banks  established,  only  146 
were  organized  in  the  New  England  and  Eastern  states 
and  only  32  in  the  Pacific  states.  This  leaves,  excluding 
the  one  in  Hawaii,  862  for  the  states  where  the  bulk  of 
our  grain  and  cotton  is  produced.,^ 

One  object  in  providing  for  these  small  banks  was  the 
belief   that    thev    would    relieve   the    money    pressure    at

Senator  Hanna  opposed  an  indorsement  resolution,  prior 
to  the  assembling  of  the  Ohio  Republican  state  con- 
vention. By  a  superb  move  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Roose- 
velt, Mr.  Manna  was  induced  to  support  th-  resolution 
of  indorsement.  Shortly  afterward  Mr.  Fairbanks  visited 
the  Ohio  statesman,  and  announcement  was  made  to  in- 
dicate the  senator  would  not  be  a  candidate.  Now,  these 
two  senators  arc  on  the  best  of  term.s  with  the  president. 
They  are  Roosevelt  men.  There  will  be  many  confer- 
ences held  at  Sagamore  Hill  during  the  summer  having 
political  significance.  Efforts  have  been  made  at  these 
conferences  to  reach  a  conclusion  relative  to  the  vice 
presidential  nominee,  but  the  president  has  insisted  that 
this  be  left  entirely  with  the  delegates. 

Scretary  Root  is  much  talked  of  as  a  candidate  for 
governor  of  New  York  on  the  ticket  with  President 
Roosevelt  next  year.    Secretary  Root  has  had  profession-

The  Xorth  Dakota  crop  report  for  the 
week  ending  Monday  does  not  offer  much 
encouragement  to  those  who  believe  the 
crop  has  been  benefited  by  rains  re- 
cently. It  reported  the  rains  as  scattered 
with  many  portions  receiving  none  and 
others  only  light  rains,  not  heavy  enough 
to  more  than  freshen  the  plants  up  some- 
what.    The  report  is  as  follows: 

•"While  good  showers  fell  in  some  parts 

of  the  state  the  past  week,  yet  the  greater 

portion  received  none,  or  very  light  rain. 

not  heavy  enough  to  do  more  thnn  wash

"Early  flax  still  continues  good,  as  a 
rule,  and  while  not  making  rapid  progress, 
is  standing  the  droutli  better  than  any 
other  grain;  that  sown  late  is  just  com- 
ing up.  and  the  stand  is  generally  thin 
and  uneven,  and  it  is  not  expected  to 
mature. 

"it  has  been  rather  cool  for  corn,  and 
ni>  material  improvement  has  been  made 
in  it;  yet  it  has  not  gone  back  any. 
hut  is  at  a  standstill,  and  needs  warmer 
weather,  as  well  as  moisture  to  promote 
rapid    growth. 

"Haying  has  commenced  in  some  places, 
but  is  not  general.  The  yield  is  expected 
to  be  light,  as  the  grass  is  very  thin,  and 
on  the  uplands  is  not  worth  cutting,  while 
on   bottoms   it   Is   short   and   P'jor." 

The  Minnesota  reiK)rt  tells  of  the  need 
for  rain  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
state,  high  winds  having  dried  up  the 
m<jisture  recei\-ed  from  the  showers  in 
t!ie   first   week  of  the  month.     It   says: 

"There  were  local  showers  on  the  7th 
and  Sth.  and  much  more  widely  distrib- 
uted showers  and  thunderstorms  on  the 
9th;  th<^;-e  rains  were  ligiit  in  the  northern 
half  of  the  state,  .^nd  heavy  in  parts 
of  the  South  and  Middle  West.  The  rains 
of  the  0th  were  accompanied  by  higli 
winds  in  a  regian  apparently  extending 
i  from  the  upper  part  of  the  Minnesota 
j  valley  to  t!ie  extreme  souih»^ast  corner 
of  tiie  state;  some  damage  was  di>ue  to 
I  windmills  and  light  outbuildings,  and 
mich  grain  was  blown  down.  There  was 
a  seve!-e  rain,  wind  and  hail  storm  in  the 
extreme  Soutliwest  on  the  Tlh,  with  some 
damage.  The  7th  was  a  hot  day.  the  max- 
imum t'='mperatures  in  tlie  state  ranging 
from  S"!  degrees  to .95  degrees  In  the  shade; 
the  sth  an<l  9th  were  moderately  warm. 
and  the  rest  of  the  week  was  cool. 

"in  the  northern   lialf  of  the  state  rain 
is   much  needetl/-  the  showers  of  the   pre- 
vious week  having  been  dried  up  by  the 
high  winds  of  the  7th  and  Sth.    The  local 
slioWt-rs   (jf   the   week   have   benefited   the 
crops  where  tliey  fell,  but  elsewhere  there 
is   viy   little   growth   going  on.     In   many 
tielus    the    wheat,    oats    and    barley    .are 
thin    .and    they    are    heading    with    short 
straw.     Early  flax  is  in  bloom.     The  late 
sown  millet  is  slow  in  starting,  and  as  the 
hay  crop  is   light,   a  deficiency   in   winter 
feed    is   feared, 
"in   much   of   the  southern   half  of   the 
]  state  til--  l.>w  lands  are  wet  or  flooded,  so 
that    wilu    hay    cannot    be    cut.    and    the 
improvement  of  grains,  corn  and  potatoes 
I  is  slow.    On  tht'  high  lan<ls  the  abundant 
moisture    has    caused    a    rank    gmwth    of 
j  wheat,  oats,  barley  and  the  grasses,  with 
j  large    areas    of    the    grain    b;idly    lodged. 
I  Some  rye  and  barley  are  in  shock;   win- 
ter  wheat   is   nearly   ripe,    and   early   oats 
•  it  re  beginning  to  ripen.     In   western   pnr- 
I  tions  of  the   South   the   frequent   showers 
!  have    prevented    haying    and    cultivation; 
farther  east  the  weather  was  go<jd  till  the 
i»tn.    A  large  raspberry  crop  is  being  mar- 
ket-d."

LITTLE  BOY 
LOSES  A  FOOT 


Three-Year-Old  Child  Cut 

By    a   Mowing 

Machine. 

Fosston.  Minn..  July  15.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— A  distressing  accident  oc- 
curred near  Popple  Lake,  five  miles  east 
of  Fosston.  yesterday  afternoon,  where- 
by Oscar  Swanson,  the  3-year-old  son 
of  Frank  Swanson,  lost  his  right  foot 
and  narrowly  escaped  being  literally 
ground  to  pieces  by  a  mowing  machine. 
Frank  Swanson,  father  of  the  injured 
boy,  is  a  prominent  farmer  living  near 
PoppJe  Lake,  and  was  out  on  his  hay 
field  cutting  grass,  when  the  accident 
occurred. 

Mr.  Swanson  has  a  glass  eye  on  the 
right  side,  and  is.  of  course,  unable  to 
st'e  distinctly  on  that  side  of  liis  face. 
He  was  running  the  mower  through- 
some  grass  that  was  ab>ut  three  feet 
high  when  the  sickle  struck  something 
that  caused  it  to  rock,  and  when  Mr. 
Swan.son  turned  his  good  eye  in  that  di- 
rection he  was  iiorrilied  to  see  that  the 
sickle  had  struck  his  little  son  Oscar, 
wno  is  but  three  .vears  old  and  scarcely 
over  two  and  a  half  feet  high,  and  that 
the  sharp  knife  had  entirely  severed  his 
riglit  foot  at  the  ankle  and  lacerated  and 
cut  the  limb  a  lew  inches  above  the 
ankle. 

The  frightened  father  hastily  picked  up 
the  boy  and  took  him  to  the  house. 
where  the  arteries  wer?  tied  up,  and 
lii telling  up  a  team  drove  to  Foss-ton, 
where  the  leg  was  amputated  a  few 
inches  above  where  cut  oif  by  the  sickle. 
Altiiough  the  little  sufferer  lost  consiJ- 
erai)le  blood  he  will  undoubtedly  pull 
through  all  riglit.

Washington,  July  15.— It  seems  to  be 
a  general  understanding  among  officials 
of  the  war  department  who  ought  to 
know  that  the  name  of  Robert  Shaw 
Oliver,  vho  has  just  been  appointed 
j  a.ssistant  secretary  of  war,  will  be  fa- 
I  vorably  considered  for  secretary  of  war 
when  Secretary  Root  retires  from  the 
!  cabinet.  It  has  been  known  for  some 
time  that  on  the  completion  of  certain 
[  important  matters  which  Secretary 
I  Root  iias  in  hand  he  intends  to  return 
[  to  New  York  to  resume  the  practice 
of  law.  Just  when  this  might  happen  is 
and  has  been  very  indefinite.  .Secretary 
Root  sails  for  England  the  last  of  the 
month  to  take  his  place  as  chairman 
of  the  American  commission  on  the 
Alaskan  boundary  commission.

In  case  the  affairs 
which  have  been  under  his  e.'pecia;

WITHIN  THE 


CONDITION 
OF  CROP: 

Is  Better  Than  Is  Shown 

By  the  Government 

Report. 


Statement  Regarding  De- 
creased Area  of  Seeding 
Called  Erroneous. 


Washington.  Ju;y  15.— The  govern- 
ment crop  report,  just  issued,  is  forn^eO 
upon  data  acquired  prior  to  July  1,  and 
every  person  conversant  uith  the  orop 
situation  is  well  aware  that  conditions 
have  had  a  remarkable  change  for  the 
better   since    the   date    named. 

The  weather  for  the  past  two  weeko 

has  to'en  ideal,  when  the  conditions  u* 

growth  anil  of  the  soil  before  that  date 
are  considered. 

The  government  report,  therefore,  is 
acknowledged  to  represent  a  period 
that  more  recent  changes  have  vastly 
improved,  and  yet  the  official  report 
makes  crops  seeni  to  be  vei  y  good  in- 
deed, even  prior  to  July  1. 

One  point  in  the  government  report 
is  erroneous — that  in  which  decreased 
area.s  of  seeding  and  cultivation  ar? 
reported,  and  this  point,  if  an  error, 
make.'-  a  tremendous  difference  m  the 
total  tf  the  crops  and  in  the  values  to 
be  rc^'<.Iized  by  th*>  country  frc>m  the 
sale  .Tiul  transportation  of  the  crops  to 
the  Seaboards,  for  the  transi>ortaticn 
charges  :'.re  paid  by  liie  consumei  5 
abroad  for  ail  grain  or  prcKlucts  pur- 
chased in  this  country,  and  this  goes 
to  swell  the  amount  realized  by  th« 
country  at  large  from  the  sales  of  our 
products    to   the    foreign   consumers. 

.Agriculturalists  ur^ually  rotate  crops. 
and  each  year  witnesses  changes  in  the 
area  of  the  seedin.*:  of  the  respective 
cerea'.s,  and  cotton,  cane  and  graSi, 
lands:  but  farmers  and  planters  have 
prospered  so  much  during  the  pa-^t 
four  iir  five  years  that  they  have  betr. 
able  to  plant  and  to  take  care  of  far 
more  acreage  cf  their  farms  than  in 
previous  years.  This  applies  to  all  sec- 
tions of  the  country,  and  especially 
to  the  New  England  and  the  Eastern 
Atlantic  slope.  During  the  decades  of 
1880  to  lytiO  many  Ne\y  Knglnnd  and 
New  York  farms  were  virtu;ii!y  idle 
and  decreased  in  productive  areas,  but 
this  has  been  rever.«ed  in  latter  years, 
and  productive  areas  everywhere  in 
the  Eastern  and  Southern  -.antic 
states  are  now  showing  atinunl  increas- 
es, and  very  fair  pro<lu>.tJve  values  in 
cash  as  neainst  losses  during  the  former 
period.  The  Gulf  and  Central  Western 
agriculturalists  have  not  reduced  acre- 
ages either  in  cotton,  corn  or  wheat, 
but  universally  have  extended  their 
productive  areas  individiuiliy,  and  this 
must  necessarily  tell  heavily  'pon 
grand  totals  of  productica  when  cropj 
are  normal  or  above  the  average  age. 
Both  east  and  west  of  the  Mississippi 
there  are  the  usual  changes  or  rota- 
tion of  crops,  but  the  government 
report  i.^  undoubtedly  in  error  as  to  d«  - 
creased  acreage  for  the  reverse  is  the 
case  in  almost  every  county  of  the  re- 
gions noted  above. 

Another  point  in  this  connection  does 
not  seem  to  have  e.-itered  into  the  cal- 
culation of  the  crop  totals,  and  yet  it 
is  of  vital  importance  in  the  couputa- 
tion.  and  ih?it  is  the  immense  increase 
In  the  ticreage  of  corn,  wheat  and  cot- 
ton cultivated  in  Texas.  Indian  Terri- 
tory, Arkansas.  New  Mexi'O.  Oklah- 
oma. Kansas  and  Arizona  this  present 
year,  as  compared  v.ith  prior  yenrs 
The  writer  has,  during  the  past  two 
months,  made  perstmai  obseivations 
throughout  the  se«  tions  liarnpd.  and 
never  in  the  history  of  the  nation  has 
such  an  area  been  added  to  our  cu.-- 
vation  in  any  single  year. 

For  the  first  time  in  five  years  the 
great     counties     in    Texas    and     New 


Mexico  along  the  Pi!o  Grande  produce 
immense  crops  of  cotton  and  corn, 
while  the  more  northern  counties  will 
show  remarkable  production  in  wheat 
;nid  corn.  The  writer  rode,  during  the 
latter  part  of  June,  from  the  Rio 
Grande  to  the  Missouri  river,  and  the 
entire  one  thousand  miles  directly  north 
was  through  a  region  as  productive 
this  year  as  the  best  valleys  of  Ohio 
and  Iliiuois. 

Along  the  Rio  Grande,  from  its  mouth 
well  up  into  New  Mexico,  there  lies  a 
region  fully  SOO  miles  in  length  by  200 
miiCH  in  breadth  that  has  suffered  fcr 
years  from  lack  of  rain  and  consequent 
failure  of  all  crops.  The  only  supply- 
of  wat.?r  in  this  entire  region  has  been 
from  weils  which  were  very  few  in 
number  and  very  far  apart.  t^o  long 
lias  been  the  drought  that  many  of 
the  inhabitants  despaired  of  even  the 
grass  roots  retaining  any  vitality.  Hce 
is  an  area,  as  large  as  any  Ea.stein 
state,  that  for  five  years  last  past  hi  s 
virtiialiy  produced  nothing  of  value.  In 
January  last,  wonderful  to  relate,  this 
legion  was  favored  with  raine,  and  the 
poor,  almost  ruined,  planters  were  en- 
couraged to  put  in  their  crops.  All 
during  the  past  spring  and  up  to  this 
writing  the  ben^^cent  showers  have 
continuetl,  and  as  several  of  the  plant- 
ers told  me.  if  they  had  chosen  the 
time  and  duantity  of  the  falling  mois- 
ture it  could  not  have  been  belter 
adapted  to  the  crops.  Now,  through 
this  gcrat  area,  there  is  happine-ss, 
Filenty  and  every  confidence  in  great 
prosperity  as  the  result  of  great  crops 
of  cotton,  corn  and  grass  and  in  the 
last  week  cf  June,  as  far  as  the  eye 
could  reach  for  miles  in  every  direc- 
tion, the  country  was  garbed  in  living 
green.  North  and  west  of  this  iUo 
Grande  belt  the  increased  acreage  in 
all  the  great  staples  is  vast  in  num- 
bers, and  the  conditions  are  far  above 
ihe  average.  The  country  is  reading 
this  week  in  all  the  journals  of  the 
stoppage  of  trains  in  Kansas  to  obtain 
harvest  hands,  and  even  this  day  te'.e- 
piams  are  here,  stating  that  $3  and  $4 
per  day  are  being  offered  in  that  state 
for*  men  to  work  in  the  fields  at  Ui'3 
gathering  of  the  crops. 

A  m.ost  conservative  and  compre- 
hensive revision  of  the  cotton  crop  hi 
Texas  reports  under  date  of  yesterday 
that  the  yield  cf  that  gre;it  staple  In 
the  state  of  Texas  alone  bids  fair  to 
exceed  S.OOP.WO  bales,  and  at  a  reason- 
able market  price  will  yield  upward  of 
$100.rOO.COO  to  the  planters  of  that  em- 
pire state  of  the  youth. 

In  view  of  that  personally  observed, 
and  from  data  obtained  from  sources 
of  undoubted  a?curacy,  the  writer 
feels  justified  in  holding  to  the  opinion 
that  in  corn,  wheat  and  cotton  the 
areas  have  not  only  decreased  this 
vear,  but  that  in  each  one  of  the.se 
three  important  crops  the  areas  have 
largelv  increased,  and  from  present 
conditions  the  productions  of  each  will 
be  far  in  excess  of  any  prior  year  ui 
the  histrrv  of  this  country.  Infor- 
mation on  this  importa'^t  matter  should 
be  of  the  greatest  a^-curacy  possible, 
for  it  mean«  much  to  every  business 
man  in  the  United  States,  and  it  is 
gratifving  to  be  able  to  report  that 
ihe  crops  are  in  such  admirable  con- 
dition and  insure  prosperity  and  plenty 
for  all  during  the  coming  winter  and 
spring.  ,        , 

Speculators  may  give  forth  alarm - 
me  bulletins  to  advance  their  own  ends 
and  furthf-r  their  own  purposes,  but 
the  plains,  the  hills  and  the  valleys  tel! 
the  story  of  plenty  for  the  mill.ons.

A  LYNCHING 
PREVENTED 


Negro  Spirited  Away  By 

Slieriff  Before  Mob 

Arrived. 

J  'bany,  N,  Y.,  July  15.— The  quick 
wit  of  a  deputy  .sheiiff  at  Coxsackie 
yesterday  afternoon  prevented  the 
lynching  of  James  Little,  a  19-year-old 
negro,  hailing  from  Summerhurst,  N.  J., 
who  early  yesterday  morning  near  New 
Baltimore  criminally  assaulted  Emma 
Cole,  aged  11  years,  daughter  of  Joseph 
Cole,  a  farmer  living  one  mile  back  of 
New  Baltimore.  The  negro  escaped 
after  threatening  the  child  with  death. 
Two  other  children  had  given  the  alarm 
and  Mr.  Cole  and  neighbors  met  the 
child  coming  home  and  at  once  or- 
ganized a  party  to  scour  the  woods. 

A  description  of  the  negro  was  sent 
to  nearby  towns,  and  an  hour  later  he 
was  captured  on  the  railroad  track  near 
Coxsackie  by  Roy  Cutler.  He  con- 
fessed the  assault  and  was  locked  up. 

In  the  meantime  news  of  the  capture 
reached  New  Baltimore  and  a  mob  of 
150  enraged  farmers  started  for  Cox- 
sackie, augmented  by  a  large  number 
of  striking  Coxsackie  moulders  and 
river  men,  all  frankly  vowing  their  in- 
tention to  lynch  the  negro. 

Deputy  Sheriff  Van  Loon,  realizing 
that  the  cominjg-  of  darkness  would 
mean  the  breaking  of  the  flimsy  local 
lockup  and  the  violent  death  of  his 
prisoner,  smuggled  the  negro  out  and 
took  him  down  the  river  on  the  boat 
to  Catskill,  where  there  is  a  well-built 
jail. 

The  Cole  child  is  seriously  injured  but 
may  recover.  Her  father  and  the 
neighboring  farmers  are  in  a  terrible 
state  of  excitement,  and  but  for  the 
deputy's  (juick  action,  would  certainly 
have  lynched  the  negro. 

The  negro  Little  says  he  has  been 
living  in  Albany  until  Monday,  when 
he  started  to  walk  to  his  home  in  New- 
Jersey.  His  co.ifession  fully  corrobo- 
rates the  story  told  by  the  child.

Appointment  of  J.  E.  Mc- 

Comb  Ratified  By  Civil 

Service  Commission. 

Commission  Will  Here- 
after Certify  Payrolls  of 
Civil  Service  Employes. 


The  civil  service  commission,  at  a  meet- 
ing in  the  council  chambers,  last  even- 
ing, ratified  tlie  action  of  Comptroller 
McCormick  in  the  matter  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  J.  E.  McComb,  who  was  appoint- 
ed temporarily  as  accountant  In  the 
comptroller's  office,  by  passing  a  resolu- 
tion directing  the  secretary  of  the  com- 
mission to  certify  the  name  of  Mr.  Mc- 
Comb on  the  payrolls  until  such  a  time 
as  a  regular  appointment  i-i  made. 

Thi.s  action  was  taken  by  the  commis- 
sion l>y  reference  from  the  city  council, 
after  the  payroll  of  J.  E.  McComb.  for 
June,  was  held  up  until  ii  w;is  determined 
whether  he  was  legally  qualified  to  draw 
the  same   under  tlie   civil   service   rules. 

The  commi.s.sion  held  thai  Mr.  McCor- 
mick was  acting  within  his  authority 
when  he  appointed  Mr.  McComb  to  fill 
a  vacancy,  that  the  aipointment  came 
under  the  emergency  cl.tuse  of  the  civil 
service  rules,  and  that  Mr.  McComb  is 
entitled  to  draw  salary  until  a  regular 
appointment  is   made. 

Coinmis-sioner  Harri.K.  who  took  his  seat 
for  the  first  lime  las>t  evening,  succeed- 
ing Henry  F.  (Jreene.  .<aid  that  the  ques- 
tion of  cUizen.ship  did  n^t  .-nter  into  the 
matter,  that  there  W;..s  nuthhig  in  the 
city  charter  to  prevent  a  person,  not  a 
citizen,  from  holdinj;  a  pcsition  in  one 
of   the   city  departments. 

Mr.  McCormick  rai.seii  the  question  of 
citizenship,  altliuugh  he  saia  Mr.  McComb 
has  been  a  resident  of  the  city  since 
April,   1901. 

ilereafter  the  payrolls  of  all  the  city 
departments  having  emi>lo>es  who  come 
under  the  civil  service  rules,  must  be 
certified  to  by  the  secietarr-  of  the  com- 
mission before  going  te  the  city  comp- 
troller for  payment.  The  rules  of  tne 
commission  reciuire  this  certification,  but 
the  practice  has  not  beeu  strictly  adhered 
to  for  the  reason  that  tht  payrolls  are 
not  made  up  until  the  last  day  and  arc 
then  rushed  through  tlie  departments  in 
order  to  be  presented  t(.  the  city  council 
for  passage.  Secretary  Nes-bitt  said  that 
certification  by  the  secretary  has  not 
been  practicable. 

Commi.ssioner  Walk  nder  raised  the 
point  and  argued  thai  by  certification 
of  the  payrolls  the  cmmlssion  had  its 
only  method  of  ascertaining  whether  the 
men  in  the  different  departments  are 
properly  (lualified  to  <lraw  sahixies.  He 
claimed  a  raise  In  .salary  is  equivalent 
to  a  promotion,  and  a  promotion  is  not 
to  be  gained  except  by  pa.sj;age  of  a  civil 
service  examination.

CHARGES 
MADE 

Against  Assistant  Super- 
intendent Masten  of  Rail- 
way Mail  Service. 

Alleged  to  Have  Asked 

Money  For  Clerical 

Positions. 


Washington,  July  15.— The  postoffice 
inspectors  are  investigating  eliarges 
made  against  John  M.  Masten,  now  as- 
sistant superintendent  of  the  railway 
service  and  formerly  chitf  clerk  of  the 
first  assistant  postmaster  generals  of- 
fice. 

A  man  named  Terry,  now  In  the  gov- 
ernment service  has  made  an  affidavit 
before  the  inspectors  alleging  that  Mas- 
ten,  while  chief  clerk  to  the  first  assis- 
tant postmaster  general,  proposed  that 
Terry  pay  him  $50  down  and  $8  or  $10  a 
month  to  secure  reinstatement  in  a  for- 
mer i<o.sition  in  Mastens  bureau.       . 

Terry  eliarges  that  he  was  onginaUy 
a  $GW  employe  in  the  dead  letter  office, 
that  he  was  removed  under  an  order  ot 
Masten  and  put  Into  the  city  postotfue, 
that  he  protested  and  finally  that  Mas- 
ten  suggested  hia  getting  an  outside  par- 
ty a  close  friend  of  Masten  and  a  former 
employe  of  the  postal  service,  to  help 
him.  ,.     , 

The  affidavit  alleges  that  Masten  gave 
Terry  assurance  that  if  he  paid  the 
amount  mentioned  he  could  get  Vjack, 
that  he  went  to  Masten"  s  house  about 
the  matter,  but  did  not  pay  the  money. 
Terry  charges  that  suljsequently  he 
made  an  affidavit,  making  these  charges 
and  handed  it  to  Masten  to  pre;-ent  to 
First  Assistant  Postmaster  General 
Johnson  and  that  the  affidavit  did  not 
reach  Johnson. 

According  to  the  charges  Masten  sub- 
setiuently  was  asked  liiy  Terry  for  the 
affidavit  and  refused  to  return  it,  and 
Terry  thereupon  placed  the  information 
before  the  civil  service  commission,  who 
took   up  the   matter  with   the  president. 

Tiie  federal  grand  jury  in  this  city  is 
considering  several  important  postoffice 
cases  v.nich  are  expected  to  prove  of 
widespread  interest.  Postmaster  General 
Payne  said  yesterday  afternoon  that  he 
expected  there  would  be  some  Important 
news  during  his  absence  on  his  trip 
along  the  coast  and  he  expected  that  the 
giand  jury  would  furnish  some  interest- 
ing developments  There  is  no  definite 
information  available  as  to  the  identity 
of  the  cases,  but  the  jury  has  been  work- 
ing on  them  for  some  time.  ^ 

An  agreement  has  been  reached  oo- 
twf>en  tne  postoffice  department  and  tne 
civil  service  commission  regarding  the. 
transfer  of  employes  from  other  depart- 
ments   to   the    postoffice   department.

Mrs.  Johns  Taken  From 

Perilous  Position  With 

Difficulty. 

Tosemite  Valley,  Cal.,  July  15.— The 
party  which  went  to  the  relief  of  Mrs. 
Johns,  who  fell  into  a  crevasse,  foirn'J 
her  position  to  be  critical  in  the  ex- 
treme. Her  escape  from  a  frighlfa' 
death  had  been  nothing  less  than  a 
miracle.  She  had  fallen  a  distance  ot 
300  feet  from  the  crevasse  walls  and 
had  partly  broken  her  fall  by  catching: 
juniper  bushes  and  scrub  trees  through 
whose  branches  she  had  plunged.  When 
the  rope  had  been  lowered,  Mr.  Potter 
descended  to  examine  the  ground  and 
determine  the  best  cour.se  to  pursue 
in  getting  Mrs.  Johns  from  htr  peril- 
ous position.  There,  lodged  upon  a 
two-foot  ledge  with  her  clothing  torn 
to  fragments  and  her  flesh  scratched 
and  bruised,  lay  Mrs.  Johns,  weak  from 
exhaustion  and  lack  of  food  and  be- 
numbed by  the  frosty  chill  of  the  night. 
With  diffli-ulty  the  rope  was  securely 
tied  around  Mrs.  Johns'  waist  and  an 
effort  made  to  help  her  to  the  rim 
above.  This  attempt  proved  futile 
because  of  her  weight.  By  leaning  over 
the  abruijt  precipice  Mr.  Potter  could 
discern  another  and  larger  edge,  a  hun- 
dred feet  below  from  which  was  a 
sheer  drop  of  hundreds  of  feet.  He 
determined  to  try  this  plan  of  re.scue. 
Giving  the  order  to  those  above  to 
'ower  the  rope,  Mr.  Potter  swung  Mrs. 
Johns  clear  from  the  tiny  strip  of 
ledge  on  which  she  had  braced  herself 
for  eighteen  hours,  into  the  chasm  be-

•broader  ledge  beneath.  Then  Mr.  Pot-

two  picking  up  Idrs.  Johws.  the  three 
made  their  way  round  difficult  places 
until  they  reached  safety  orce  more. 

Mrs.  Johns  is  suffering  fiom  expo- 
sure, but  as  no  bones  are  broken  she 
will  recover. 


MILES  IS  ACTIVE. 


Rode  Ninety  Miles  on  Horse- 
back In  Nine  Hours. 

El  Reno,  Okla..  Juiy  15.— Lieut.  Gen. 
Nelson  A.  Miles  completed  a  horseback 
ride  from  Foit  ^^ill,  I.  •  T.,  to  Fort 
Reno,  Okla.,  a  distance  of  ninety  miles, 
\n  nine  hours  and  ten  minutes.  The  first 
thirty-five  miles  was  made  in  record 
time,  the  distance  being  covered  in 
two  hours  and  twenty-five  minutes.

Woman  Indicted  May  Not 

Be  Amenable  to 

the  Law. 


In.Jianapoli-s,  Iiid.,  July  15. — The  in- 
dUtment  of  Mrs.  Martha  Dixon  of 
Perry  county  for  the  murder  of  her 
hu.5ijand  less  than  a  month  ago  haa 
cau>-d  the  suggestion  of  a  novel  d^- 
lente  and  developed  some  peculiar 
features  in  connection  with  the  case, 
vhuh  appears  to  be  somethnig  mor.^ 
than  an  ordinary  murder. 

Mrs,    Dixun    was   a   Miss    Miles,    and 

several  years  ago  was  married  to  Em- 
ory Dixon,  a  prosperous  young  farmer 
living  near  Uristow.  The  young  coui»le 
were  deeply  in  love  with  each  other, 
and  their  four  j'ears  of  married  life 
was  witlsout  a  rippie  of  discontent. 
She  was  but  I'l  when  left  a  widow,  and 
three  years  later  she  married  an  uncle 
of  her  deceased  husband,  Napoleon  Dix- 
on, aged  62.  It  was  no  secret  in  the 
iieighborh'iod  that  the  couple  did  no: 
agree,  and  fre.juent  and  sometimes  very 
violent  quarrels  were  the  result. 

On  the  morning  of  March  21,  Dixon 
went  out  to  work,  but  an  hour  later 
was  brought  home,  suffering  severely 
with  pains  in  his  stom.^rh  and  vomiting 
freely.  Mrs.  Dixon  did  not  send  for 
a  dKtor.  and  for  two  diys  the  old  man 
sufiered  terribly.  A  son  by  a  lornier 
marriage  happened  to  hear  of  his 
Illness  and  dropi>ed  in  to  see  him,  ana 
at  once  sent  for  a  physician.  It  was 
then  too  late,  for  the  patient  died 
shortly   after    the    doctor    arrived. 

The   widow  i  a  used  herself   to  be  ap- 
pointed administratrix  and  immediately 
filed   a   petition   to  have  the   land   par 
titioned  amon.g  the  heirs,  lier  husband 
having  died  without  a  will. 

The  death  of  the  old  man  without 
meV; -al  attention  and  the  haste  of  the 
widow  to  secure  her  share  of  the  prop- 
erty led  to  suspicion,  and  a  grand  jury 
investigation  was  ordered.  The  body 
of  the  dead  husband  was  exhumed  and 
evidences  of  arsenical  poisoning  wer? 
found.  A  chemical  analysis  showed 
that  death  was  due  to  poison,  and  the 
widow  Vk-as  indicted.  In  the  meantime, 
however,  Julge  Cook  of  the  Perry 
circuit  court  appointed  Doctors  Bennett 
and  E.ads  to  examine  Mrs.  Dixon  and 
make  a  report  to  the  court,  it  having 
been  reported  that  she  had  fallen 
madly  in  love  with  a  man  who  was 
comparatively  a  stranger  in  the  neigh- 
hood,  and  whom  she  thought  she  might 
win  if  lier  aged  husband  was  out  of 
the  way. 

The  physicians  called  to  see  her  at 
her  home  and  questioned  her  closely 
about  the  death  of  her  husband.  She 
deni.-d  that  she  had  been  in  any  wav 
connected  with  his  death,  and  said 
she  would  have  sent  for  a  doctor  when 
he  was  taken  sick,  but  he  had  pro- 
tes  •:>d  against  it.  She  was  then  asked 
regir  ling  the  report  that  she  had  seen 
a  stranger  in  the  village  of  Brlstow. 
and  th.at  he  was  In  some  remote  wav 
connected  with  the  death  of  her  hus- 
band. 

Her  candor  astonished  her  hearers, 
for  .she  made  no  effort  to  conceal  the 
fact  that  she  had  seen  such  a  person 
and  that  she  had  fallen  desperately  In 
love  with  him.  She  said  that  siie  and 
her  first  husband  had  otte:i  talked  of 
being  separated  by  death,  and  that 
each  h;>d  given  a  solem.n  promsie  to 
the  oiher  to  reappear  in  the  flesh  if 
su'h  a  thing  should  !)e  possible. 

When  she  saw  the  stranger  she  said 
she  was  satisfied  that  it  was  the  rem- 
carnation  of  her  first  husband,  though 


he  did  not  appear  to  recognize  her. 

She  was  too  much  surprised  wnen 
meeting  him  casually  upon  the  street 
to  make  any  advances,  ar.d  he  disap- 
peared before  she  recovered  her  com- 
posure, but  she  v.as  satisfied  that  the 
man  was  her  first  husband,  and  that 
he  could  bo  made  to  recognize  her  if 
she  could  see  him  Asked  if  he  had 
spoken  to  her  or  if  she  had  receive! 
any  word  f.nm  him  before  or  since  the 
chance  meeting,  she  replied  she  had 
not. 

Throughout  the  interview  the  woman 
was  perfectly  candid  and  did  not  at- 
tempt to  evade  a  single  question.  She 
stoutly  maintained  that  she  was  inno- 
cent of  the  crime  that  gossip  then 
charged  against  her.  and  that,  while  shf; 
and  her  second  husband  did  not  alway.^ 
live  happily,  she  respected  him  and  no 
thought  of  murder  ever  entered  her 
mind.  The  tv.o  physicians  were  not 
convinced  of  her  innocence,  but  report 
ed  to  the  court  that,  while  .she  may 
have  committed  the  crime,  she  is  not 
responsible  to  the  law  for  it. 

They  sf.y  the  woman  is  not  insane, 
but  is  a  pervert  from  a  psychological 
standpoint  and  not  responsible  for  acto 
that  are  suggested  by  her  peculiar 
conceptions.  They  declare  she  was  in 
&uch  a  state  of  mind  that  if  anyone 
had  suggested  that  her  •reincarnated" 
husband  would  be  happier  if  she  wer.' 
single,  it  would  have  so  wrought  upon 
her  as  to  impel  iier  to  murder  and  yet 
not  realize  that  she  was  committing  a 
crime. 

The  defense  has  taken  Its  cue  from 
the  report  of  the  physicians  and  evi- 
dence will  be  introduced  to  show  that 
the  woman,  if  the  crime  is  proved  aginst 
her,  was  not  responsible  for  it.  Such 
a  defense  has  never  been  made  in  this 
state  and  the  attorneys  on  both  sides 
are  very  much  interested  in  it.  Though 
under  indictment  for  murder  in  the 
first  degree,  Mrs.  Dixon  has  not  been 
arrested  or  placed  under  bond,  but  is 
living  at  her  home  near  Bristow. 
E\ery  one  says  she  will  appear  for 
trial  when  the  case  is  called  next 
month.

KHEDiVE  IS  A 

VIRTUOUS  MAN 


Egypt's     Ruler   Neither 

Drinks  or  Smokes  and 

Has  No  Harem. 

London,  July  15. — Abbas  II,  khedive  of 

Egypt,  first  of  the  rulers  to  visit  Eng- 
land this  year,  is  a  m.odel  in  a  good 
many  ways.  Not  only  does  he  follow 
implicitly  the  injunctions  of  the  koran 
by  never  indulging  in  wine  and  spirits, 
but  he  is  a  non-smoker,  too,  which  is 
rather  "emarkable  In  the  head  of  a 
country  where  most  people  use  "the 
weed"  all  day  long.  However,  the 
khedive's  conscience  Is  superior  to  the 
usages  of  his  domain,  which  he  flouted 
openly  by  electing  to  content  himself 
with  one  wife  inste.ad  of  setting  up  a 
royal  harem.  Probably,  however,  his 
highness  is  not  dissatisfied,  for  his  con- 
sort is  described  as  a  Circassian  of  rare 
loveliness.  She  lives  with  her  children, 
in  the  complete  seclusion  prescribed  by 
Maham;nedan  law,  in  the  palace  of 
Koubbeh,  where  dwells  also  the  khe- 
dive's mother,  who,  by  the  way,  is  only 
a   little  over  40. 

The  khedive  gets  a  salary  of  $.500,000 
a  year  and  has  $.500,000  more  with  which 
to  support  the  various  members  of  his 
family,  who,  however,  number  nearly 
a  hundred.  But  Abbas  II  has  a  large 
private  fortune  as  well,  and  owns  im- 
mense tracts  of  farm  land  in  the  Nile 
delta,  for  the  working  of  which  he  in- 
sists on  having  the  latest  machinery 
from  America.  And  he  oversees  his 
estate  per.sonally,  as  far  as  po.=3ible. 
He  is  up  and  on  horseback  by  6  almost 
every  morning  and  spends  several  hour3 
in  riding  from  point  to  point  to  consult 
with  his  different  superintendents. 

Abbas  II  was  in  I..ondon  last  In  1900, 
when  It  was  noticed  how  well  he  spoke 
B^nglish.  His  highness  is,  in  fact,  rather 
famous  as  a  polyglot,  for,  besides  our 
tongue,  he  speaks  French.  German, 
Italian,  Turkish  and,  of  course,  Ar- 
abic.

Sour  Lake,  Tex..  July  15.— Four 
months  ago  this  place  liad  a  popula- 
tion of  about  thirty  people.  It  today  has 
a  population  of  more  than  7000  people. 
The  only  buildings  here  when  the  great 
oil  boom  started  were  the  hotel  which 
provided  accommodations  for  the 
guests  who  came  to  take  the  waters  of 
the  medicinal  springs  situated  liere  and 
a  few  straggling  shacks  occupied  by 
workmen.  There  are  at  this  time  scores 
of  brick  and  frame  business  buildings 
in  course  of  erection,  and  thousands  of 
typical  land  boomers,  oil  speculators, 
fakirs  of  almost  every  description,  sun- 
stantial  business  men  and  investors  are 
cam.ped  out  in  tents.  Many  of  these 
people  are  here  with  the  expectation  of 
locating  permanently  as  soon  as  the 
material  can  be  obtained  and  the  neces- 
sary buildi!igs  can  be  erected  in  which 
to  conduct   business. 

The  scene  of  excitement  and  activitj' 
to  be  witnessed  here  dally  is  far  be- 
yond that  wiiich  characterized  the  early 
development  of  the  Beaumont  oil  held. 
Sour  Lake  is  only  twenty-one  miles 
from  Beaumont,  and  nearly  all  of  the 
Beaumont  oil  producers  and  land  spec- 
ulators are  represented  here  in  full 
force.  In  addition  to  tliese  people  from 
Beaumont  and  other  near-by  places, 
thousands  of  men  liave  Hocked  in  here 
from  all  over  the  country  and  are  all 
seeking-  the  almighty  dollar  with  a  vig- 
ilance that  is  indescribable.  The  crest 
of  the  excitement  has  not  been  reached, 
and  it  is  freely  preJieted  by  enthusi- 
asts that  by  the  first  of  the  coming  year 
Beaumont  will  be  far  outstripped  and 
that  Sour  Lake  will  have  a  population 
of  50.000  people.  If  her  growth  keeps 
up  at  the  present  rate  this  prediction 
will  not  fall  far  short  of  being  true. 

Practical  oil  men  say  that  the  Sour 
Lake  oil  field  is  the  most  extensive  m 
the  world.  The  proved  oil  territory  is 
already  several  times  larger  than  the 
Spindle  Top  oil  field,  situated  adjacent 
to  Beaumont,  and  which  was  noted 
through!"»ut  the  country  for  its  wonder- 
ful "gushers."  The  Sour  Lake  field  is 
being  widened  each  day  by  the  bringing 
in  of  new  wells.  It  is  the  theory  or 
some  of  the  experienced  oil  men  here 
that  this  oil  strata  has  a  direct  connec- 
tion with  that  of  Spindle  Top,  and  th.it 
this  continuous  field,  extending  for  more 
than  thirty  miles,  running  northeast 
and  southwest,  will  be  developed  in  the 
course  of  a  few  years.

These 
same  lands  are  now  selling  for  $1U,00> 
to  Sr>0,<iOO  per  acre.  Lands  that  are  not 
situated  in  the  proved  oil  territory 
readily  sell  for  SIOOO  per  acre. 

A  tovvnsile  company  laid  oflf  a  plat  of 
eround  for  a  great  city  here  a  few 
weeks  ago  and  began  selling  lote  f>r 
SIOO  each.  Many  of  the  purchasers  of 
lots  at  that  time  have  since  sold  them 
for  as  high  as  $3000  each.  The  sjiecula- 
tion  fever  has  such  a  hold  on  the  people 
who  are  here  that  they  will  invest  in 
anj'tliing  that  offers  a  quick  profit. 

.Soiiie  large  fortunes  have  been  quick- 
ly made  here.  Men  who  came  here  a 
low  weeks  ago  with  only  a  few  hun- 
dred dollars  of  money  have  realized 
profits  amounting  to  many  thousands 
cf  dollars  by  buying  and  selling  land. 
One  of  these  fortunate  investors  was 
James  Mason,  of  Atlanta,  Go.  Mr. 
Mason  was  on  his  way  to  California 
on  a  vacation  trip.  He  heard  so  much 
talk  on  the  train  between  New  Orleans 
knd  Beaumont  about  the  new  Sour 
lake  oil  field  that  he  decided  to  stop 
over  here  for  a  day  and  satisfy  his  curi- 
f.slty.  That  was  about  six  weeks  ago. 
He  became  so  interested  the  first  day 
that  he  spent  here  that  he  purchased 
twenty  acres  of  land  situated  some 
distance  from  what  was  then  tlie 
proved  oil  field.  He  paid  $500  for  this 
twenty  acres.  The  oil  field  was  rapni- 
ly  widened  until  it  reached  his  tract 
of  land  and  prices  went  soaring,  and 
he  sold  the  land  several  days  ago  \o 
the  representative  of  an  Eastern  syn- 
dicate for  $100,000  cash.  It  is  con.sid- 
ered  to  be  worth  several  times  that 
amount  today.  Mr.  Mason  has  returned 
to  Atlanta  and  says  that  after  he  has 
made  conservative  and  good  interest- 
bearing  investments  of  his  monej-  lie 
will  journey  to  California  in  his  own 
private  car. 

R.  E.  Brooks,  former  judge  of  the 
district  court  at  Austin,  Texas,  cleaned 
up  $200,C00  net  profit  in  one  day  about 
two  weeks  ago.  He  bought  a  tract  of 
land  in  the  morning  and  sold  it  a  fev/ 
hours  later  at  an  advance  in  price  of 
$200,000. 

George  A.  Hill,  formerly  a  railroad 
excursion  agent  employed  by  the 
Mexican  Central  railroad,  went  through 
the  oil  boom  at  Beaumont.  He  came  to 
Sour  lake  with  the  advance  guard  of 
boomers.  He  had  a  few  thousa.id 
dollars  in  money  and  lots  of  experi- 
en'^e.  He  has  use^l  both  of  these  valu- 
able assets  to  advantage  and  is  now- 
reputed  to  be  worth  $S00,000  in  cash- 
all  made  within  the  past  three  months. 

John  T.  Smith,  chief  clerk  in  the 
state  comptroller's  department  at  Aus- 
tin, Texas,  traded  for  a  tract  of  land 
embracing  eighty  acres,  situated  nine 
miles  from  Sour  lake,  in  what  is  known 
as  the  Saratoga  oil  field.  He  acquired 
this  land  about  three  years  ago  and  it 
cost  him.  all  told,  about  $300.  He  has 
already  sold  seven  acres  of  this  land 
for  $10,000  cash  and  has  been  offered 
$120,000  for  the  remainder  of  the  tract. 

These  are  only  a  fe\v  of  the  many 
instances  of  the  fortunes  that  have 
been  made  here  by  individual  invest- 
ors. The  syndicate,  of  which  former 
Governor  J.  S.  Hogg  is  a  member,  has 
added  several  millions  of  dollars  to  its 
wealth.  All  of  the  larger  oil  produc- 
ing companies  that  are  operating  in  the 
Beaumont  field  have  acquired  interests 
here. 

John  W.  Gates,  the  well-known  spe- 
culator of  New  York  and  Chicago,  has 
added  many  millions  of  dollars  to  his 
wealth  by  his  investments  here.  He  l3 
the  principal  stockholder  in  the  Texas 
company,  which  got  in  on  the  groiind 
floor  here  several  months  ago  bj'  pur- 
chasing a  solid  tract  of  800  acres  of 
land,  situated  in  the  very  heart  cf 
what  is  now  tlie  proved  oil  field.  They 
paid,  approximately,  $1,000,000  cash  for 
this  land.  What  it  is  worth  today  Is 
hard    to    say.       There    is    little    doubt 


that  it  could  easilsT  behold  for  $25,000.- 
000  if  divided  int<)/smfell  tracts.  Mr. 
Gates  and  his  as.si«iatis  decline  to  .sell 
any  part  of  it,  h*\ve|er,  and  neither 
are  they  developing  lt*o  any  great  ex- 
tent. It  is  undei^tood  that  they  are 
holding  it  until  tie  remainder  of  the 
oil  territory  has  oben  punctured  with 
wells,  and  well  dralJieA  when  they  will 
open  up  their  on  suhierranean  lesor- 
voir  and  reap  the  advantage  of  in- 
creased prices  of  Oil.  ^  In  the  Spindle 
Top  oil  field  the  Hog  syndicate  sold 
one-sixteenth  acre  "tracts  of  land  at 
$1,000,000  per  acre.  If  such  prices 
should  be  obtained,  by  Mr.  Gates  and 
associates  for  thelifSOO'acres  here,  their 
wealth  would  run  Into  almost  ten  fig- 
ures. Former  Governor  Hogg  was  at 
one  time  interested  in  the  Texas  com- 
pany, but  was  frozen  out  by  Mr.  Gates. 
That  occurred  some  time  before  ll:e 
Sour  lake  boom  began.  The  Texas 
company  has  a  six-inch  pii)e  line  in 
operation  between  Sour  lake  and  Beau- 
mont. It  handles  the  oil  of  other  pro- 
ducers. The  J.  M.  Guffey  Petroleum 
company  also  has  a  pipe  line  running 
from  here  to  Port  Arthur  by  way  of 
Beaumont.  Three  other  pipe  lines  are 
being  built  from  this  place  to  Beau- 
mont. 

This  oil  field  cover.s  such  a  territory 
that  it  is  difllcuK  to  obtain  informa- 
tion as  to  the  number  of  producing 
wells.  New  wells  are  being  brought  in 
each  day.  Derricks  are  to  be  seen, 
scattered  all  over  the  country  for  matiy 
miles,  around  the  town.  The  wells 
yield  from  1000  barrels  to  5000  barrels 
per    day. 

The  Southern  Pacific  has  just  built 
a  branch  line  of  railroad  to  .Sour  lake 
and  iui  electric  road  Is  being  con- 
structed from  Beaumont  to  this  place.

William    Waldorf  Astor 

Forbids  Fishing  From 

Cliveden  Banks. 

London.  July  15.— William  Waldorf 
Astor  and  the  famous  Anglers'  society, 
of  the  city  of  Limdon,  have  not  yet 
settled  the  diffen^r.ces  between  them, 
which  caused  so  much  bitterness  last 
year  in  connection  v  iih  the  millionaire's 
refusal  to  allow  any  but  his  own  friends 
to  fish  from  the  banks  of  Cliveden,  iiis 
Thames-side  estat^a. 

Several  influential  persons,  including 
Mr.  Marston,  of  the  old  publishing 
house  of  Sampson,  Low.  Marston  & 
Co.,  have  been  endeavoring  in  the 
meantime  to  come  to  some  amicaljle 
arrangement  with  Mr.  Astor,  who, 
however,  refuses  t)  laidge  an  inch  from 
his  original  posit  ion.  He  says,  in 
effect:  "If  you  warn  to  fl.sh  the  waters 
bordering  on  Cliveden,  you  must  do  so 
from  boats  and  nnt  from  the  river 
banks."  Mr.  Aster's  action  is  causing 
a  great  deal  of  ar.giy  comment  among 
the  piscatorial  sorieties  throughout 
the  country,  particularly  as  he  ha?; 
nothing-  to  do  with  fi-eding  that  part  of 
the  river  Thames  with  fish.  When  he 
bought  Cliveden,  ho\\ever,  he  stipulated 
that  the  right  of  fishing  that  portion  of 
the  river  should  b>  exclusively  his. 
His  predecessor  enjo>ed  a  similar  right, 
but  he  never  prohibiied  any  respectable 
person  from  lishfflg  the  river  in  any 
way  he  liked,  so  long  as  he  conformed 
to  the  rules  laid  dov  n  for  such  a  pur- 
pose  by  the  Than  es  conservancy. 

Before  Mr.  Astoi's  tenancy,  the  queen 
and  Princess  Victoria,  who  are  en- 
thusiastic anglers,  used  to  visit  these 
water  occasionally,  but  it  is  remark- 
able that  they  never  go  there  now, 
this  being  the  queen's  way.  it  is  sup- 
posed, of  showint:  her  disapproval  of 
the  restrictions  placed  by  Mr.  Astor  on 
v.hat  she  has  always  encouraged  as  a 
healthful  and  innocent  pastim.e. 

One  or  two  bold  spirits  have  defied 
the  ex- American  millionaire,  and  in 
consequence  liave  been  brought  before  a 
magistrate  and  fined.  Considering  how 
generous  he  is  with  his  purse,  anglers 
are  puzzled  at  th?  attitude  Mr.  Astor 
has  taken  up  in  the  matter.  Oddly 
enough,  loo.  the  best  fishing  in  the 
river  is  at  the  part  which  is  the  cause 
of  tlie   trouble.

BENEFIISOF

the  Railroads  Are 

Exp-:ained. 

Crawfordsville,  Ind.,  July  15.— "Will 
you  explain  just  the  practical  btaKfits 
of  mileposts  alon?  a  railroad  tra.k."" 
asked  an  inquisi  ive  traveler  of  Su- 
perintendent Schaff,  of  the  Peoria  & 
Eastern,  as  they  Hew  past  one  of  the 
white  painted  po?ts. 

"That's  an  exp'auation  that  I  have 
not  been  called  upon  to  make,  but  it 
is  an  easy  one,"  replied  the  superin- 
tendent. "It  is  w"ll  to  remember  that 
there  is  nothing  about  a  railroad  but 
has  its  use  and  j-urpose.s.  So  fai  as 
the  general  public  is  concerned,  I 
don't  suppose  th  it  mileposts  aie  of 
any  particular  bt  nefit.  The  traveler 
can  tell  by  lookim,'  out  the  car  windcw 
how  far  he  is  from  terminal  iwints.  but 
in  that  he  is  not  greatly  interested. 

"Some  people  liice  to  figure  out  from 
the  mileposts  hov  far  they  have  gra- 
veled or  hov.  far  they  have  to  go,  and 
there  are  not  a  few  who  like  to  time 
the  speed  of  traias  by  the  mileposts. 
But  that  is  not  wiat  the  posts  arc  for.

This  was  the  day  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  grain  rate  to  the  lower 
Jukes  another  1-8  cent,  in  line  with  the 
policy  adopted  June  1,  of  increasing  the 
rate  l-8c  every  fifteen  days.  As  far 
as  can  be  learned,  however,  the  rate 
wtill  stands  at  1  3-8c.  Shippers  heard 
the  rumor  this  morning  that  they  would 
be  asked  to  pay  1  l-2c  by  the  line 
bouts  but  several  agents  of  lines  denied 
this  and  said  that  the  rate  would  be 
contin-ued  at   1  3-Sc. 

The  line  boats  do  not  want  -wild 
boatK  entering  into  the  grain  trade  at 
this  time.  The  amount  of  grain  on 
hand  is  small  and  they  have  been 
taKi:ig  it  in  small  lots  to  fill  out  car- 
goes otherwise  incomplete.  For  this 
purpose  they  can  accept  it  at  the  rales 
that  have  been  going.  They  take  the 
grain  rather  than  carry  that  much  cap- 
acity empty  and  in  this  way  can  afford 
to  do  it  at  the  rates  that  have  been 
cliarged  where  a  boat  carrying  nothing 
but  grain  cannot  afford  to  touch  it. 
Tlie  amount  of  grain  on  hand  is  about 
enough  to  carry  them  along  through 
the  summer  and  they  want  to  keep  the 
rate  at  as  high  a  point  iis  they  can 
without  meeting  the  competition  01 
wild  boats,  whii^h  woui^,  if  the  rate 
we're  sufficiently  remunerative.  Jump  in 
and  rush  out  the  small  stock  very 
quickly,  leaving  the  line  boats  to  carry 
considerable   empty   capacity. 

The  opinion  of  some  of  the  line  men 
is  that  a  rate  of  1  l-2c  might  attract 
some  of  the  wild  boats,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  ore  carrying  is  not  as  allur- 
ing as  it  might  be,  owing  to  the  great 
delays  being  experienced 
at  the  lower  lakes.

VESSELS  AT  DULUTH. 

Enrollments  For  Fiscal  Year 
Show  au  Increase. 

The  annual  vessel  report  for  the  past 
year  h.'is  been  completed  by  the  local 
customs  office. 

It  shows  a  total  of  33V  vessels  hailing 
from  the  port  of  Duluth,  with  a  total 
legistc-reel  gross  tonnage  of  493,620. 
This  IS  an  increase  of  40  vessels  with  a 
total  grors  tonnage  of  90,000  over  the 
last  fiscal  year. 

A  loss  of  13  vessels,  with  a  gross 
tonnage  of  11,000  is,  however,  shown 
•since  January  1.  This  is  caused  by  the 
withdrawal  of  the  fleet  of  the  Mutual 
Transit  comijaiiy,  which  was  tran.sfer- 
red  fiom  the  Northern  Steamship  com- 
pany, and  is  registered  at  Buffalo.

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MANCHURIAN  PORTS 

ARE  TO  BE  OPENED 


Eastern  Question  Is  Set- 
tled Satisfactorily. 

Russia  Has  So  Assured 
the  United  States. 


CAMPED  IN 
CHURCH 

Hundreds    of    Epworth 

Leaguers  Slept  on 

the  Cushions. 


TVashington,  July  16.— The  Manchur- 
ian  question  has  been  settled  satisfac- 
torily to  this  government.  Assurances 
have  been  received  from  the  Chinese 
government  that  it  will  in  the  near  fu- 
ture, open  as  treaty  ports  several  ports 
now  closed  to  the  world's  trade.  The 
Russian  government  has  conveyed  for- 
mal assurance  to  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment that  it  will  not  in  any  way 
oppose  such  opening.  While  the  ports 
to  be  opened  are  not  yet  specified.  It 
Is  gathered  from  the  communication.^ 
received  that  they  are  Moukden,  the 
principal    inland    port    of    Manchuria, 

and  Te  Tung  Kuo,  at  the  mouth  of 
Yalu  river.  The  state  department  i^ 
highly  gratified  at  this  outcome,  feel- 
ing that  it  ,has  secured  not  only  for 
American  commerce  but  for  the  com- 
merce of  the  world  at  large  a  very  sub- 
stantial pain. 

It  now  develops  that  the  meeting  of 
Russian  officials  at  Port  Arthur  just 
conciuded  ^\ns  but  one  of  the  steps, 
though  an  important  one,  which  the 
St.  Petersburg  government  had  planned 
In  execution  of  its  purpose  to  place 
matters  of  international  administration 
In  Manchuria  in  such  condition  that  the 
ports  desired  by  the  United  States  and 
Japan  could  be  opened  to  trade  with- 
out causing  disturbance,  or  involving 
undue  sacrifice  of  proper  Russian  inter- 
ests. It  already  has  been  represented 
that  much  of  the  friction  that  had 
grown  cut  of  the  Manchurian  question 
was  caused  by  a  sort  of  triple  adminis- 
tration of  affairs  in  Manchuria,  by  rep- 
resent.ntlves  of  the  different  branches  of 
the    Russian    government.      The    result 


was    that    one    official    would    not    feel 
!  bound  by  the  pledges  made  by  another, 
'  so   that   foreign   nations  complained   of 
,  bad  faith.     It   is  understood   that  now, 
following   the   Port   Arthur  conference, 
'  a  compact  and  responsible  direction  of 
[affairs  has  been  arranged  for  and  or- 
■  ders    issued    from    St.    Petej^^burg    are 
certain  to  meet  with  speedy  and  exact 
compliance.     Although   no    set    time    is 
mentioned   in   the  promise  to  open   the 
ports,   it   is  believed  that  this  will  fol- 
low   soon    after    the    Russian    evacua- 
tion in  September. 


"Washington.  July  16.— It  is  now 
known  that  the  negotiations  which  have 
terminated  so  successfully  today  sQ 
far  as  broad  lines  are  concerned,  for 
only  details  remain  to  be  adjusted, 
were  practically  brought  to  their  pres- 
ent phase  by  Secretary  Hay  and  Count 
Cassini  at  a  meeting  at  the  Russian 
embassy  on  June  28,  the  day  before 
the  secretary  departed  for  Newport, 
for  the  ambassador  then  had  in  hand 
the  necessary  authorization  from  his 
own  government  to  make  the  pledges 
which  are  now  in  process  of  redemp- 
tion.. The  pledges  were  reduced  to 
writing  by  Mr.  Hansen,  the  Ru.ssian 
charge,  during  his  call  at  the  state 
department  today.  It  now  remains  for 
Mr.  Conger  to  define  in  the  trade  treaty 
which  he  is  negotiating  with  China,  the 
terms  and  conditions  under  which  the 
new  ports  are  to  be  oi>ened.  It  may 
be  stated  that  had  the  United  States 
government  cared  to  pursue  a  selfish 
policy  in  this  matter  it  might  easily 
have  secured  promises  of  special  priv- 
ilege from  Russia,  but  Secretary  Hay 
has  held  to  the  broader  doctrine  of  the 
open  door  in  Manchuria  for  the  whole 
world.

'•Feeble  with  age,  yet  strong  in  the 
hope  that  he  might  obtain  tidings 
which  would  asauage  a  mother's  grief, 
Patrick  Quinu  came  to  Duluth  yester- 
dai'  from  Sparta,  Wis.,  to  search  for 
his  erring  son,  Thomas,  from  whom  he 
had  liad  no  word  for  over  a  year.  Last 
night  he  left  for  home,  bowed  down 
with  sorrow,  knowing  that  his  son  had 
died  an  awful  death,  his  life  crushed 
out  under  the  wheels  of  a  train.  No 
mourners  had  assembled  at  the  grave  in 
Calvary  cemetery  and  no  headstone  told 
of  the  man  whose  life  had  been  brougnt 
to  this  abrupt  end." 

This  is  the  opening  paragraph  of  a 
touching  story  in  the  News  Tribune 
;  of  this  morning.  The  story  tells  further 
of  the  grief  of  the  mother  at  hearing 
nothing  from  her  son  and  the  blasting 
of  the  hope  of  Mr.  Qulnn  that  he  mirnt 
obtain  news  in  Duluth  that  would  as- 
suage her  grief  and  dry  her  tears. 

The  story  was  one  to  drain  the  tear 
ducts,  but  unfortunately  it  lacks  a  few 
essential  elements  of  truth. 

<Jine  of  the  shortcomings  is  that  Pat 
Quinn's  wife  and  the  mother  of  Thomas 
Quinn  has  been  dead  for  twelve  years. 

Another  is  that  Pat  Quinn  knew  all 
about  the  death  of  his  son,  had  the 
body  sent  to  the  place  he  desired  and 
buried,  and  later  had  his  grief  some- 
what assuaged  by  .settling  with  the 
Duluth  &  Iron  Kange  Railroad  com- 
pany, in  whose  employ  Thomas  was 
when  killed,  for  $1200.  This  was  after 
he  had  a  number  of  lawyers  take  the 
case. 

Young  Quinn  was  killed  in  February, 
1902,  near  p:ndion.  in  Duluth.  His 
i  lather  was  immediately  notified,  and 
i  wired  that  if  the  dead  man  had  any 
means  or  resources,  to  send  the  body 
I  to  Cashton.  Wis.,  for  burial,  he  being 
i  unable  to  send  for  it.  This  was  done. 
!  Quinn  then  placed  the  case  in  the 
1  hands  of  a  number  of  lawyers,  and 
'  several  times  had  a  settlement  agreed 
!  upon,  but  backed  out  of  it.  He  wanted 
!  $15,000,  but  being  76  years  of  age,  would 
I  have  had  some  trouble  to  prove  tlie

Confined  In  Insane 

Asylum. 

Winchester.  Va..  July  15.— A  suit  has 
Just  been  filed  in  the  circuit  court  of 
Clarke  county  which  Involves  tlie  names 
of  several  of  the  best  known  families  in 
Virginia   and  Tennes.see,   and   which   may 

develop  an  unusual  story  of  inhuman 
treatment,  if  the  plaintiff's  allegations 
are  proved. 

The  plaintiff  is  Mrs.  Thurman,  wife  of 
Gen.  Ciiarles  Thurman,  wlio  for  some 
years  pa^t  has  been  residing  upon  a 
beautiful  estate  in  Clarke  county,  near 
Berryvil.'e,  and  who  is  reputed  to  I)e 
worth  ove  ra  (luarter  of  a  million  dol- 
lars. Mrs.  Thurman  is  a  memi)er  of  one 
of  the  first  familiies  of  Tennessee,  and 
is  a  cousin  of  former  Governor  Bates, 
of  that  state.  Her  husband  is  .said  to  be 
a  near  relative  of  the  late  Allen  G.  Thur- 
man,   of   Ohio. 

In  her  hill  of  complaint  Mrs.  Thurman 
alleges  excessive  cruelty  on  the  part  of 
her  husl>and.  She  avers  that  her  hus- 
band, under  pr.;ten3e  of  taking  a  driv^ 
took  her  to  Staunton.  Va..  presumably  to 
examine  .some  property  there,  antl  when 
in  the  office  of  tl;e  Superintendent  of  the 
insane  asylum  she  was  suddenly  con- 
fronted with  commitment  papers  and 
placed  in  one  of  the  wards.  This  was 
during  tlie  past  winter,  and  after  being 
incarcerated  lor  several  montlis  she  man- 
aged to  commi-nicate  wltli  her  friends, 
who  employed  counsel  and  secured  her 
release. 

One  of  the  affidavits  In  the  ca.se  is  that 
of  an  official  at  the  Institution,  who 
swears  that  Mrs.  Thurman  was  not  in- 
sane when  received  at  tlie  asylum;  that 
slie  was  given  no  medical  treatment  while 
Kftsere  and  was  held  merely  upon  the 
strength  of  tlie  commitment  papers. 
Tlie.se  papers,  tlie  plaintiff  alleges,  were 
signed  by  a  lunacy  commission  in  Berry- 
ville  without  her  knowledge  upon  ihe 
testimony  .)f  an  old  colored  m.^n  formerly 
in   her   employ.

A    Wealthy   Yachtsman 

Wrongfully  Kept  $T54,- 

000  From  His  Sister. 

New  York,  July  16. — In  a  decision  that 
contained  a  rebuke  for  William  West 
Durant,  yachtsman,  member  of  several 
clubs  and  sportsman  generally,  the  ap- 
pelate division  of  the  supreme  court  de- 
clared that  he  has  been  for  years  with- 
holding from  his  sister,  Mrs.  Helen 
Durant  Rose,  nearly  $7.')4,000,  her  share 
of  her  father's  estate.  It  also  declared 
he  allowed  his  mother,  now  dead,  to  be- 
come dependent  while  he  "reveled  m 
luxury,"  although  she,  too,  was  entitled 
to  a  portion  of  the  millions  left  by  her 
husband. 

This  decision  is  a'nother  step  in  liti- 
gation that  has  been  going  on  for  ten 
years,  in  whicli  different  phases  of  the 
case  have  been  fought  up  to  the  highest 
court  and  back  atrain.  In  this  litigatioii 
Mr.  Durant  has  been  before  criticised 
in  unmeasured  terms  by  other  judges, 
and  once  he  was  ordered  under  arrest 
for  refusal  to  obey  a  court  order  to  pro- 
duce his  b»ok3. 

W.  Durant  and  Mrs.  Rose 
the  son  and  daughter  of 
late  Dr.  Thomas  <'.  Du- 
who  was  one  of  the  builders 
Union  Pacific  railroad  and  other 
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the  MiLslin  family  out  of  $1(8. 

When  Albrecht  applied  at  the  Mi.slin  s 
for  board  he  said  he  was  a  German  of 
aristrocratic  birth  and  employed  at  the 
world's  fair.  He  lived  with  the  De  Hod- 
lamont  family  long  enoug.i  to  obtain  $108 
from    Mr.    Mislin.    and    then    disappeared. 

Last  June  Sheriff  Hencken  .of  St. 
Louis  county  received  word  from  tlie 
chief  of  police  of  Los  Angeles  that  Al- 
brecht had  been  arrested  in  California. 
He  had  been  apprehended  on  a  trivial 
charge,  but  while  in  confinement  th« 
pang*  of  remorse  moved  him  to  confess 
to  the  St.   Louis  .swindling. 

Shi^riff  Hencken  sent  Essen  to  Los 
Angeles  to  bring  Albrecht  back.  Al- 
brecht seemed  fully  repentant  and 
agreed  to  accompany  the  Missouri  sher- 
iff without  requisition  papers.  But  at 
La  Hunta,  Colo.,  the  pri.soner  jumped 
from  the  moving  train  and  made  iiis 
esc4ipe. 

While  in  California  Albrecht  had  writ- 
ten to  a  friend  in  Cincinati  to  forward 
his  trunk  to  George  Sitterle  at  1513-15-17- 
la  Market  street.  Denver.  E.s.sen  found 
Sitterle  and  asked  him  to  inform  him  of 
developments.  Last  Frid;v  Essen  re- 
ceived word  to  come  to  Denver  inimed- 
iatelv,  and  left  on  the  first  train,  ar- 
riving there  at  G  o'clock  Sunday  morn- 
ing. 

He  went  to  Sitterle's  address,  hut  none 
of  lie  occuplints  seemed  to  know  any- 
thing of  the  man.  He  imjulred  about  the 
neighboriiood  and  at  l:tst  got  a  clew  thai 
a  person  answering  the  de.scription  of 
Albreoht  was  living  at  tlie  house  of  A. 
Miller,    at    Eleventh    and   Curtis   streets. 

On  his  way  to  the  new  address  he  en- 
listed the  .services  of  two  detectives. 
Es.sen  remained  on  the  outside  of  the 
house  while  the  two  detectives  went  to 
look  for  AlbreclU. 

The  fugitive  had  learned,  however, 
that  some  one  was  Inquiring  for  him, 
and  so  was  prepared  for  fll^ilit.  When 
the  detectives  entered  the  room  he  leap- 
ed through  a  window  on  to  tiie  roof  of  a 
porch  and  started  to  slide  down  a  post. 
But  he  slid  into  Es.sen's  arms.  Albrecht 
made  a  desperate  resistance,  but  was 
thrown  to  the  ground.  Essen  had  the 
handcuffs  on  his  m.in  when  the  two  de- 
tectives arrived  on  the  spot.

Eveleth,  Minn.,  July  16.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)

Just  e  week  later,  his  intimate  friend, 
Doyle,  attemi>ted  to  make  away  with 
hnnself,  and  it  has  not  yet  been  dcter- 
mmed  whether  or  not  his  effort  will 
be  successful,  though  the  chances  are 
that  he   will  recover. 

So  far  as  known  there  was  no  reason 
for  Doyle  s  attempt  at  self-murder  ex- 
cei't  the  example  of  his  friend  and  his 
grief  over  the  tragic  event  of  last 
week,  over  which  he  had  brooded  a 
great  deal.  Last  evening  he  took  a 
dose  of  laudinum  in  his  room,  but  his 
sufferings  were  such  that  he  was  com- 
pelled to  manifest  them  by  groaning. 
His  groans-  were  overheard,  and  his 
loom  was  entered  Ijy  the  people  of  the 
house.  He  was  at  once  removed  to  the 
hospital  and  there  the  doctors  pumped 
out  his  stomach,  relieving  his  system 
of  a  considerable  quantity  of  the 
poison.

In  making  experiments  for  the  pur- 
pose of  developing  new  and  effective 
methods  of  fighting  mosquitoes,  prac- 
tical application  has  been  made  of  the 
remarkable  discovery  that  a  cerlaiii 
musical  note  raised  to  a  great  number 
of  vibrations  per  second  will  cau.»e 
these  insects  to  experience  sudden  and 
complete  paralysis.  Not  only  does  this 
intensified  note  arrest  the  mosquito  in 
flight  or  hurl  it  from  ceiling  or  wall, 
but  also,  oecause  of  a  strange  con- 
struction of  the  insect's  auditory  sys- 
tem, it  causes  the  inostjuito  to  plunge 
undeviatingly  toward  the  spot  whence 
the  music  issues,  says  the  Saturday 
Evening  Post. 

Hence,  by  sounding  this  note  and  ar- 
ranging a   paper  screen  or  any   recep- 
tacle in   the   immediate  vicinity  of  tlit 
musical  instrument,  all  the  mosquitoes 
in  a  room  or  house,  and.  in  fact,  all  of 
these   insects   within   the   radius  of  the 
undiminished      sound-wave,      may      be 
caught  and  destroyed.    A  scientific  elec- 
trician  has   invented   a    screen   chiirgid  | 
with    sufficient    voltage    to    electrocute  ' 
the    insects   as    they   are   thus   precipi-  j 
tated. 

In  the  series  of  investigations  leading  | 
up  to  his  phenomenal  discovery  of  the  i 
potency  of  certain  .s<iund-waves.  scien- 
tists   have    learned    that    in    ability    10  j 
detect      the      direction     whence    sound  ' 
issues      the      mosquito      is      unequaled  I 
in   the  entire   animal   kingdom,   the  in-  i 
sect's  auditory  acutene:-s  in  this  regard 
surpassing  by   far   that  of   the  hUioan 
ear. 

The  practical  application  of  these  in- 
genious experiments  has  been  effected 
by  raising  to  a  far  greater  number  of 
vibrations  the  second  the  parliculai 
note  to  which  the  mosquito  is  most 
sen.'-itively  attuned.  Thi.s  intensified 
note  was  produced  by  sudden  eiectricai 
impulse  upon  a  musical  instrumeijt.

Discovering    that    mosquitoes      lured 
and  prostrated  by  certain  notes  of  higii 
vibration    were   not   killed,    but   simply 
stunned,  and  that  after  cessation  of  ihe 
tone   they   would  gradually   revive  and 
be   ready   anew   to   attack   victims,   ar- 
rangements  v.'ere   made  to  catch   them 
with    adhesive    fly   paper    as    they    feil. 
This  proved  to  be  very  simi  le  and  effe'  - 
tlve.      Pursuing    the    experim.ents    fur- 
ther   for    the    purpose     of     devising    a 
method      of     mosquito    slaughter    that  | 
should  prove  more  pleasing  to  ihe  fye,  j 
it   has   been   found   practicable  to  e!ec-  j 
trocute    the    m.osquitoes    as    they    hur!  ; 
themselves  toward  the  musical  instru- 
ment. 

This    part    of    the   unique   method    of 


mosquito  extermination  consists  of  a 
wire  screen,  similar  to  a  window  screen, 
with  the  frame  removed  and  mounted 
on  a  board.  Numbers  of  wire  nails 
driven  between  the  meshes  are  connect- 
ed by  electric  wires,  by  which  arr.ange- 
ment  one  electrode  of  an  induction 
coil  is  provided,  the  opposite  electrode 
being  lormed  by  the  wire  screen  it- 
self. 

Ready  now  to  proceed  to  the  elec- 
trocution, the  operator  itresse«  p  '■•ut- 
ton  which  sounds  the  note  whose  vibra- 
tions have  such  potent  eiiect  upon  mos- 
quitoes and  simultaneously  turns  on  a 
current  to  the  screen  spread  across  the 
musical  instrument.  Instantly  every 
mosquito  in  the  room  is  dashed  upon 
the  screen  and  electrocuted. 

As  long  as  these  notes  were  repeated 
and  the  windows  of  the  room  kept  open, 
mosquitoes  continued  to  be  lured  to 
their  death  from  the  outside,  until  liie 
eJettric  screen  became  a  veritable  in- 
sect abattoir.  It  w.is  found  that  the 
n"iOS((uitoes  would  lunge  rather  than  fly, 
as  they  neared  the  source  of  the  sound 
imipelling  them. 

That  this  novel  meth(*d  of  mosquito 
warfare  could  be  conducted  successfully 
in  the  open  on  a  large  scale,  especially 
at  nisrht  when  mosquitoes  are  aflight, 
there  seems  to  be  little  doubt  in  the 
nnnds  of  experimenting  scientists.

Chicago.  July  16.— Unique  preparations 
were  made  for  the  removal  of  freight 
from  the  Kellogg  Switchboard  plant  early 
today.  A  truck  was  ordered  to  start  un- 
der toliie  guard  with  sealed  orders  and 
the  driver  given  a  note  instructing  him 
where  to  go,  but  was  ordered  not  to 
open  the  note  until  after  the  start.  Only 
two  of  the  officials  of  the  company  were 
advised  where  the  wagon  was  to  go.  A 
crowd  of  pickets  and  strikers  had  gath- 
ered near  the  plant  and  squads  t)f  uni- 
formed police,  city  detectives  in  plain 
clothes  and  private  detectives  assembled 
at   the  plant  when   the  start  was  made. 

The  crowd  surrounding  the  Kellogg 
company's  factory  increased  until  more 
than  3W0  hid  g;ithered.  the  greater  num- 
ber of  v.'hom  were  strikers  and  strike 
sympathizers  intent  upon  i>reventing  the 
nioving  of  freight  from  the  factory  to 
the  depots.  The  blockade  of  the  streets 
adjacent  to  the  factory  became  so  seri- 
ous that  police  inspector  Shea  was  applieil 
to  for  additional  aid  in  di.^pelling  the 
mob.  Fifty  policemen  charged  into  the 
crowd,  which  they  routed  l.-y  free  us"  of 
their  chilis.  The  .saloons  and  gather- 
ing plac-s  of  the  neighborhood  were 
cleared  in  a  like  manr.er.  The  rioti.m 
was  general.  One  policeman  was  struck 
in  tb''  ■  with  a  brick  and  seriously  in- 
jured.

Washington,  July  16. — An  appeal  from 
the  office  of  the  colonial  secretary  of 
Englnad  as  to  how  the  present  famine 
conditions  in  India  can  be  Improved 
and  the  inhabitants  given  more  ade- 
quate means  of  sustaining  life  has 
been  made  to  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
Wilson.  Inquiry  made  by  Mr.  Wilson 
revealed  the  fact  that  the  people  of 
India  are  living  on  rice  alone  and  have 
only  one  meal  a  day.  Under  the  cir- 
cumstances Mr.  Wilson  was  not  sur- 
prised to  learn  that  the  number  of 
deaths  by  starvation  in  India  is  greater 
than  the  births. 

In  response  to  the  British  appeal 
Secretary  Wilson  replied: 

"Mix  the  rice  with  ground  peas  or 
beans  and  you  will  have  plenty  of 
food  foi-  all.  Less  food  will  be  required 
and  greater  strength   will   result." 

Secretary  Wilson  believes  the  soil  of 
India  will  produce  beans  and  peas  in 
great  abundance.  These,  mixed  with 
rice,  he  says,  will  make  a  muscle  and 
brain  producing  food.

Chinese  Director  Prefers 

That  Belgians  Should 

Construct  Railways. 

London,  July  17.— The  Times  correspond- 
ent at  Shanghai  telegraphs  that  serious 
friction  has  arisen  betwei-n  Sheng  Ta 
Jaen,  director  general  of  Chinese  railways, 
and  Mr.  Gray,  the  manager  of  the  Amer- 
ican-China Development  company,  on  the 
question  of  the  construoticn  of  the  Han- 
kow &  Canton  railroad.  Sheng  has  re- 
quested the  Chinese  miulsti'r  at  Washing- 
ton to  defer  his  signatuie  of  the  first 
mortgage  bonds,  and  the  r<'sult  Is  a  dead- 
lock. Sheng  explains  thai;  his  action  is 
the  outcome  of  personal  objections  to  Mr. 
Gray,  but  well-informed  Chinese  do  not 
hesitate  to  express  the  belief  that  Sheng 
desires  to  substitute  Belgian  for  American 
control  of  the  construction  of  the  railway. 
The  position,  continues  tie  correspond- 
ent, renders  it  neces.sary  tluit  the  United 
States  government  should  insist  on  the 
strict  fulfillment  of  the  contract  and  the 
cessation  of  vexatious  obstructions  and 
delays. 

The  Russian  authorities  at  New  Chwang 
asserts  the  Times'  correspondent,  are 
sanctioning  the  export  of  wheat  from 
New  Chwang.  which  means  the  nullifi- 
cation of  the  China  governments  general 
prohibition  of  the  export  of  Chinese  grain, 
in.asmuch  as  wheat  can  be  shipped  from 
the   other    treaty   ports    to    New   Chwang.

BARR  IS  IN 
DISFAVOR 

One  of  the  Colonists  Re- 
lates Experiences  of 
Expedition. 


Charges  Reverend  Promo- 
ter With  a  Series  of 
Irregularities. 


Winnipeg,  Man.,  July  16. — Martin 
Lord,  of  the  town  of  Ramsgate,  Eiig., 
is  one  of  the  original  Barr  colonists  who 
returned  to  Winnipeg  lately  and  re- 
lated his  experiences.  Mr.  Lord  is 
equally  strong  in  his  praises  of  the 
country  and  his  denunciation  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Barr,  whom  he  considers  al- 
most responsible  for  the  troubles  of  the 
colonists. 

With  regard  to  the  incident  of  the 
waterproof  sheets,  Mr.  Lord  says  that  it 
was  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  com- 
plaint. Barr  made  a  strong  point  about 
these  before  he  left  England,  and  prom- 
ised that  they  should  have  them  as  soon 
as  they  reached  Saskatoon.  He  also 
drew  the  money  before  they  left  Eng- 
land, and  "in  my  own  case  and  that  of 
my  brother,"  said  he,  "we  paid  60  cents 
for  American  and  $1.08  for  English  rub- 
ber sheets,  but  we  have  never  received 
them  to  this  day.  Hundreds  were  in  the 
same  position,  and  the  consequence  was 
that  rheumatism  was  rife  in  the  colony. 
Several  young  fellows  died  owing  to  itii 
absence  of  these  sheets.  One  Scotsman 
named  Young  was  plowing  on  a  Satur- 
day, died  of  pneumonia  on  Sunday  and  j 
was  buried  on  Monday.  This  sort  of 
thing  naturally  caused  indignation. 

"We  came  over  in  the  Manitoba,  2300 
strong  and  packed  like  sardines.  We 
used  to  lie  in  boxes  of  a  dozen  in  the 
hold.  We  arrived  at  Winnipeg  on 
Easter  Thursday,  and  the  train  journey 
was  the  best  part  of  it. 

"We  arrived  at  Saskatoon  the  follow- 
ing Friday  and  slept  in  the  train  that 
night.  The  following  day  we  started, 
and  then  the  trouble  began.  The  first 
fuss  was  about  the  tents.  Barr  had 
said  that  he  would  deliver  free  these 
tents,  but  he  wanted  to  charge  a  dollar 
for  each.  Some  paid  it,  but  the  rest 
would  not,  and  they  went  in  a  body 
and  took  them. 

"At  Saskatoon  the  government  had 
supplied  us  with  wood— the  wood  was 
valued  at  $400— and  hay.  It  all  went  in 
four  days.  ,  _ 

"We  moved  out  a  week  later,  and  the 
trail  was  across  a  black  prairie  whlcn 
ha  dbeen  burned.  We  only  got  eight 
miles  that  day,  as  we  stuck  in  a  bog, 
the  first  of  many  such  experiences. 
Sometimes  we  had  to  unload  and  re- 
load three  times  a  day,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  two  or  three  teams  were 
hitched  onto  one  wagon. 

"On  Monday  we  started  again  and  it 
was  bitterly  cold;  most  of  us  had  never 
felt  such  cold  before.  We  reached  the 
Doukhobor  settlement  near  Henrietta 
about  3  p.  m.,  and  they  treated  "«  SP'^"- 
didly,  giving  us  good  vegetarian  diet  for 
which  they  refused  to  accept  payment. 
They  sold  us  cattle,  however,  as  long  as 
it  was  not  for  killing  purposes,  rhe 
houses  were  plastered  inside  and  built 
with  verandas.  They  had  fine  cattie 
and  altogether  the  settlement  was  a 
very   pleasant   and   prosperous   place. 

•We  reached  Eagle  Creek  that  even- 
ing,  and  had  hard   work  to  get  down 
We  had   to   lock   the   wheels   and  have 
men  with  chains  hanging  on  beniiid. 

••There  was  any  amount  of  good  na- 
ture all  through  the  journey,  and  the 
worst  difficulties  were  jested  over;  --e 
women  were  splendid  and  were  the 
pluckiest  of  the  party.  "They  were  good 
to  the  voung  unmarried  men  and  did 
their  cooking  for  them  and  showed  them 
how  to  make  bread.  In  Ictct.  everyone 
admired  the  weaker  sex  in  the  way 
thev  went  through  the  journey. 

••W^ arrived  at  Battleford  on  Friday 
and  left  on  the  following  Monday.  "Tlie 
mul  was  now  through  ^^^^•''•^r  country 
though  on  Wednesday  we  had  to  wait 
for  luides  to  take  us  through  the 
swamps.

WOMAN  TELLS 
STRANGE  STORY 


Blind  Mrs. Town  Says  That 

She  Was  Refused 

Justice. 

La  Crosse,  Wis..  July  16.— If  the  story 
told  by  Mrs.  Town,  th?  old  blind  grand- 
mother of  Mr.s.  Ruby  Samples.  who 
with   Wiilliam   Beede,   was   tarred   and 

feathered  a  few  days  ago  at  Hokah.  is 
true,  the  affair  wus  one  of  the  most 
sensational  ever  heard  of  in  the  north. 
That  she  was  refusc-i  justice  of  the 
courts  after  the  riots  is  her  claim. 

Mrs.  Sanipl-s  lived  with  her  grand- 
mother in  a  modest  cottage  near  tlie 
central  part  of  the  village.  The  blind 
grandmother  cared  for  the  woman's 
child  and  thes  tory  she  tells  of  tho 
mob's  actions  so  aroused  the  better 
cla.ss  in  Hokah  that  It  is  yet  probable 
that  violence  against  the  members  of 
the  mob  will  follow.  All  are  youngr 
men  of  the  village. 

Mrs.  Town  in  an  interview  tells  the 
following   story: 

'We'  were  going  to  bed.  Ruby  and  I. 
"When  someone  knocked  at  our  door. 
She  went  to  the  window  and  asked  who 
vas  there.  There  was  a  second  re- 
quest for  admittance  and  she  told  them 
that  they  could  not  come  in.  Then 
Ihey  broke  down  the  door  and  I  heard 
someone  say;  "Where  is  the  rope?"  I 
■was  terribly  frightened  and  thought 
they  were  going  tp  hang  us.  I  called 
for  help  and  then  fainted.  They  left 
me  there*  on  the  tloor,  and  when  1  came 
to  I  groped  about  for  the  door  and 
foutid  the  baby  lying  unconscious.  I 
siepied  on  the  child  in  my  perpetual 
darkness.  I  ran  to  the  street  and  called 
for  help,  but  none  came.  After  the 
terrible  affair  I  went  to  the  home  of 
Rev.  .Steffer,  the  Methodist  minister, 
who  is  also  justice  of  the  peace.  I 
asked  him  for  a  warrant  against  the 
people  who  had  committed  the  inde- 
cent acts,  and  he  replied: 

*'  Hokah  is  not  l>x»king  for  decency.' 

'•J  then  asked  him  if  there  was  no 
law  to  protect  the  blind  and  the  wt.ak 
and   he  refused  to  aid  me." 

The  coidition  of  the  aged  woman  l.s 
paid  to  be  critical.  The  child  is  still 
with  her,  but  the  mother,  .disgraced,  i.^ 
gone.  Citizens  of  Hokah  say  the  deed 
was  committed  by  a  gang  of  hoodlums 
and  an  investigation  now  Vteing  con- 
ducted, may  be  followed  by  a  dozen  or 
more  arrests  within  a  week. 


than  a  year  ago  she  was  married  to 
E.  S.  Blydenburg.  and  they  made  E'- 
dora.  Iowa,  their  home. 

The  next  day  after  the  marriage  fjhe 
deeded  him  104  acres  of  land,  and  gave 
him  a  large  sum  of  money,  which,  it 
is  alleged,  he  spent. 

The  .Sunday  before  her  death  the  hus- 
band sent  her  to  church,  saying  he 
would  get  dinner.  About  an  hour  after 
dinner  she  was  taken  deathly  sick  and 
attacked  with  violent  vomiting.  Doc- 
tors were  called,  but  gave  her  no  relief, 
and  she  died  May  29,  1903.  The  body 
was  shipped  to  Elmira  and  the  funeral 
followed  on  June  1.  Blydenburg  has 
been  aiTested,  and,  it  Is  stated,  feigns 
insanity. 

This  was  Blydenburg's  third  mar- 
riage, and  it  is  said  he  spent  a  large 
fortune  of  his  first  wife.  Foul  pla} 
was  suspected  in  connection  with  the 
death  of  his  second  wife,  and  her  body, 
which  was  buried  in  New  York,  will  be 
exhumed  by  the  authorities  in  that 
city.

New  York,  July  16.— The  selling  of 
Northern  Securities  and  the  severe  de- 
clines in  that  stock  cannot  be  attributed 
to  unfavorable  earnings  for  the  fiscal 
year  closed  on  June  30  last.  The  gross 
earnings  of  three  constituent  com- 
panies for  last  year  are  officially  esti- 
mated at  $150,380,000.  These  figures  ex- 
ceed Mr.  Hill's  estimate,  made  nearly 
a  year  ago,  by  $380,000.  At  the  time  Mr. 
Hill  gave  out  his  figures  he  was  r'.- 
garded  as  too  optimistic. 

It  is  now  estimated  that  the  Northern 
Securities  company  will  show  a  com- 
bined surplus  for  the  twelve  months 
ended  June  30  last  of  more  than  $41,- 
000,000,  or  practically  10  per  cent  on  the 
stock  of  the  company.  A  director  of 
the  Northern  Securities  company,  com- 
menting on  the  showing  of  the  North- 
ern roads  to  the  matter  of  earninjjs, 
says: 

"If  anything  was  wanting  to  demon- 
strate the  railroad  wisdom  of  J.  J.  Hill, 
the  part  that  the  Burlington  has  played 
in  our  business  this  past  year  should 
furnish  it.  Burlington  has  been  our  best 
earner  of  money  directly,  and  has  doni 
much  to  make  it  possible  for  the  other 
two  roads  to  make  the  showing  that 
they  have  made.  Of  course,  we  have 
been  favored  by  good  crops  and  gen- 
eral business  prosperity,  and  it  is  mair 
to  assume  that  even  without  the  Bur- 
lington the  other  roads  would  have 
done  pretty  well,  but  we  owe  a  good 
deal  of  the  increase  in  gross  directly  to 
nevv-  business  that  the  Burlington  has 
brought  to  the  Northern  roads  through 
Chicago  and  to  the  excellent  shipping 
facilities  that  we  have  been  able  to 
offer  the  West  toward  Chicago  through 
the  Burlington  connection. 

"The  company  owes  a  great  deal  of 
gross  business  to  the  development  ol 
the  Northern  country,  made  possible  by 
the  co-operation  of  the  three  roads. 
This  remark  Is  particularly  true  of  the 
territory  northwest  of  the  Twin  Cities, 
where  the  roads  have  done  more  than, 
perhaps,  anywhere  else  to  assist  new 
indusries,  to  help  new  towns  and,  in- 
cidentally, to  create  new  business. 

"The  competition  of  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific and  the  Soo  line  has  not  mater- 
ially affected  our  earnings  this  year, 
and  Vve  do  not  expect  that  it  will.  Of 
course,  where  the  two  roads  are  brought 
into  nev,"  competition  by  the  building 
of  new  spurs  or  trunk  lines,  the  road 
that  formerly  occupied  the  territory 
exclusively  i.';  bound  to  lose  some  ton- 
nage at  the  outset,  but  I  do  not  believe 
that  any  factor  that  tends  to  oi>en  up 
the  North  will  ultimately  hurt  the 
roads    of    the    Northern    Securities. 

"The  projected  line  of  the  Soo  from 
Greenwood  to  the  Manitoba  border  does 
rot  directly  invade  any  but  a  few  hun- 
dred square  miles  of  our  territory,  and 
any  tonnage  we  shall  lose  through  this 
invasion  will  probably  be  made  up  at 
connecting  points  on  tonnage  that  the 
new  road  will  create.  The  pro.sperity 
of  a  country  means  the  wealth  of  its 
railroads,  and  Mr.  Hill  is  the  last  man 
to  object  to  the  opening  of  new  coun- 
trj'.  whether  by  his  own  roads  or  the 
roads  of  some  one  else. 

■"The  Northwest  is  not  covered  with 
railroads,  and  will  not  be  for  many 
years.  We  think  it  has  not  as  many  as 
it  might  have,  and  we  do  not  blame 
anyone  for  a.greeing  with  us — and  build- 
ing railroads. 

"Perhaps  the  most  prominent  factor 
in  the  business  of  our  roads  has  been 
the  movement  of  traffic  westward  for 
shipment  across  the  Pacific.  This 
movement  of  export  freight  has  been 
steady  throughout  the  year,  and  we 
expect  to  see  it  figure  prominently  in 
the  government  report  of  exi>orts  from 
the  Puget  Sound  ports.  It  is  not  yet 
by  any  means  what  Mr.  Hill  expects 
to  make  it  within  the  next  two  years, 
but  it  is  a  healthj'  infant. 

"Burlington   has  had   a  good   deal   to 
do    with    the    nourishing   of    it    so    far. 
and    will    probably   continue   to   be   an 
important  factor.    I  suppose  we  get   a 
pood   deal   of  freight   that   is   to   go   to 
San  Francisco.     I  do  not  know  certain- 
ly, and  I  think     that  San  Francisco  is  ! 
still    doing    business    all    right,    but    I 
think  that  in  cotton  and  cotton  goods 
paricularly,     we    have    obtained     more  I 
freight    for    export    than    would    have  I 
been    our    share    under    the    conditions 
of  1900. 

"It  is  much  too  early  to  prophesy 
what  the  roads  will  do  in  1904.  Crops 
arc  all  important,  and  while  our  crops 
reports    are    not    at    all    unfavorable,  • 

they  are  not  altogether  optimistic.  \ 
They  are  cautious.  In  all  other  respects 
our  future  looks  rosy  and  President 
Hill,  who  has  generally  been  a  prophet 
worth  following,  thinks  he  will  have 
a  much  bigger  fleet  on  the  Pacific  in 
1905  than  he  did  in  1903." 

Charles  i*-  Mellen.  president  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railway  company, 
who  has  just  arrived  in  this  city  from 
the  West,  gave  out  the  following  opti- 
mistic interview: 

"Crop  prospects  from  the  west  end 
of  the  Northern  Pacific  are  about  20  per 
cent  off  as  compared  with  last  year. 
The  crop  is  now  being  harvested  and 
may  said  to  be  out  of  reach  of  further 
damage. 

"Cpon  the  east  end  of  the  lino,  es- 
pecially in  the  Red  River  valley,  liie 
situation  is  ofE  as  compared  with  last 
year.  The  crop  was  affected  by  the 
drought  to  some  extent.  The  recent 
rains  did  not  wholly  relieve  the  dam- 
age. The  cr^p,  therefore,  is  not  yet 
secure,  and  later  reports  may  show 
still  further  damage. 

"I  should  estimate  the  North  Dakota 

wheat  crop,  from  present  advices, 
about  15  per  cent  off  from  last  year.  i 

"Notwithstanding  the  reduction  in 
wheat  tonn.age  to  be  moved,  the  gen-  , 
eral  development  upon  the  line  is  such 
that  there  will  be  a  larger  increase  in  i 
earnings,  both  gross  and  net,  for  the  j 
year  ending  llune,  1904,  ever  the  year  i 
just    closed."  ] 

According  to  President   Mellen   there  j 
exists  a  mistaken  idea  as  to  the  rc-la-  i 
tive   importance   of    traffic    other    than  ' 
wheat   in   arriving  at    the   total   move-  ,' 
ment  of  freight  handled  by  the  West-  ; 
ern  roads  during  tlie  course  of  a  year,  i 
Wheat,    of    course,    governs    the    pur- 
chasing  power  of   farmers  and       mer-  j 
chants,    but    under    normal    conditions  j 
the   percentage   of  revenue   derived   by  \ 
the    roads    for    transporting    rye.    oats,  i 
barlej',  lumber  and  coal  is  much  mor-^ 
profitable  than    that   secured   from   the 
movement  of  the  farmers'  staple  crop.

The  exact  date  of  Mr.  Cleveland's  com- 
ing has  not  Ijeen  fixed.  That  has  been 
iett  to  him  with  the  understanding  that 
he  will  name  ti  da.v  early  in  October. 
Meanwiiile  the  tact  that  he  ha.s  engaged 
to  come  is  supposed  to  be  a  profound 
secret;  but,  like  its  kind,  it  has  leaked 
out.

Grand  Rapids,  Wis.,  July  16.— The 
famous  case  of  the  Peshtigo  Lumber 
company  vs.  R.  O.  Hunt  is  being  tried 
here.  It  is  attracting  a  great  deal  of 
attention  on  account  of  the  many 
prominent  people  who  are  connected 
with  it.  A  large  number  of  ladies  at- 
tend daily  to  hear  the  testimony  o£  the 
expert    witnesses. 

The  case  began  some  months  ago  be- 
fore Judge  O'Neill,  in  Marinette  coun- 
ty, but  after  two  days  of  the  trial  it 
was  transferred  to  Wood  county  last 
month.  In  the  sixties  Walter  C. 
Wilson  entered  10,000  acres  of  timber 
lands  from  the  United  States  in  Mari- 
nette county.  Later  Wilson  deeded  all 
the  land  to  a  relative,  Truman  H. 
Judd.  The  lands  are  valued  at  $50,000. 
This  is  the  deed  that  is  now  under  dis- 
pute. The  Peshtigo  Lumber  company 
claims  that  the  deed  conveyed  an  un- 
divided half  of  the  interest  to  Juda. 
Hunt,  on  the  other  hand,  claims  that 
the  deed  conveyed  the  full  interest.  It 
seems  that  Judd  later  deeded  back  lo 
Wilson  an  undivided  half  of  this  same 
land.  The  next  claim  is  that  Wilson 
deeded  his  entire  interest  to  the  Pes^h- 
tigo  Lumber  company.  HuuL,  how- 
ever, sets  up  the  claim  that  he  had  a 
deed  from  the  joint  heirs  of  the  other 
half  interest.  The  first  deed  made  by 
Wilson  to  Judd  is  missing  from  the 
records  of  Oconto  countj'.  The  pag'is 
upon  which  it  was  written  were  care- 
fully cut  out  of  the  record  book  by 
some  unknown  party.  Hunt  was 
charged  witn  the  crime  last  winter,  but 
the  state  could  not  prove  its  case  and 
he  was  dismissed. 

The  Peshtigo  Lumber  company  al- 
leges that  the  other  records  relating  to 
tliis  case  have  been  tampered  with,  and 
they  are  trying  to  establish  this 
through  expert  witnesses.  Hunt  nas 
produced  two  certified  copies  of  the 
missing  deed,  one  of  which  purports 
to  have  been  made  in  1893  and  the  other 
to  have  been  vertified  to  by  the  regis- 
ter of  deeds  of  Oconto  county.  Both 
of  these  certified  copies  give  Hunt  a 
full  interest  in  the  lands  in  question. 
The  whole  case  hangs  on  the  point 
whether  Hunt  can  establish  his  claim. 
Albert  Osborn,  an  expert  on  typewrit- 
ing, has  testified  that  the  certified  cop- 
ies were  not  written  till  after  1894.  Ilia- 
bases  his  opinion  on  his  knowledge  of 
typewriters  manufactured  during  the 
past  ten  years.  He  believes  that  there 
were  no  typewriters  in  existence  in  lS9i 
that  could  have  done  tht  work  as 
.shown  by  the  exhibited  certified  copie.i 
of  the  missing  deed.  The  plaintiffs 
also  claim  to  have  in  their  possession 
the  very  typewriter  upon  which  the 
copies  were  written.  They  tried  to 
show  that  this  typewrite^^ was  rented 
by  Miss  Nellie  Hunt,  a  sister  of  the 
defendant,  in  April  of  this  year  from 
a    Milwaukee    concern. 

John  F.  Tyrrell,  of  Milwaukee.  a 
handwriting  expert,  was  on  the  stand 
Saturday,  Monday  and  Tuesday.  The 
aim  of  the  plaintiffs  is  to  show  through 
him  that  the  records  which  are  still 
in  their  possession  have  Ijeen  tam- 
pered with  in  the  interest  of  Mr.  Hunt. 

Among  the  other  prominent  witnesses 
who  have  testified  are:  Isaac  Steven- 
son, Perley  Love,  H.  A.  J.  Upham.  of 
the  Peshtigo  Lumber  company;  Attor- 
neys M.  J.  Feney  and  Martineau,  of 
Marinette;  George  F.  Stillman,  of 
Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  and  J.  S.  Davis.  of 
Milwaukee,  typewriter  experts;  F.  X. 
Morrow,  of  Oconto,  identifier  of  seals.

Favored  By  Committee  on 

Credentials  at  Kentuclcy 

Convention. 

Louisville,  July  16.— The  second  day's 
session  of  the  Republican  state  con- 
vention opened  with  the  prospect  of 
further  excitement  to  be  furnished  by 
the  report  of  the  committee  on  creden- 
tials. The  committee  sat  until  midnight 
last  night  hearing  evidence  in  the  con- 
test waged  by  the  Belknap  and  Wilson 
forces  over  the  Louis\  ille  delegation. 
The  tinal  vote  on  the  matter  resulted  7 
to  5  in  favor  of  seating  the  Belknap 
delegates.  Heartened  by  Governor 
Bradley's  personal  poi^larity  and  the 
semi-stampede  of  yesterday,  the  Wil- 
son forces  have  determined  to  carry 
the  fight  over  the  Louisville  delegation 
to  the  floor  of  the  convention,  and  the 
five  members  of  the  committee  on  cre- 
dentials who  voted  for  the  Wilson  dele- 
gation prepared  a  strong  minority  re- 
port, it  having  been  arranged  that  Gov- 
erior  Bradley  should  lead  the  fight. 

The  night  was  spent  by  the  Belknap 
managers  in  strengthenina'  their  fences 
and  bolstering  up  the  weak  spots  where 
the  Bradley  zephyr  had  carried  them 
away.  There  was  a  general  shifting 
of  lines  last  night,  the  Wilson  and 
Pratt  men  taking  renewed  courage  after 
yesterday  afternoon's  Bradley  demon- 
stration. They  were  claiming  that  the 
vote  for  temporary  chairman  was  not  a 
fair  test,  and  that  Maj.  Owens  received 
many  votes  from  a  large  personal  fol- 
lowing, the  majority  of  whom  were 
against  Belknap.  It  was  this  state  of 
affairs  which  led  to  the  determinatioa 
to  throw  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
credentials  to  the  floor  of  the  conven- 
tion. The  opposition  to  Belknap  reck- 
oned the  moral  effect  of  a  victory  or  at 
least  a  hard  fight  worth  twice  the  249 
contested  votes  in  the  delegation  count- 
ing on  former  Governor  Bradley  or 
Judge  W.  H.  Holt,  of  Porto  Rico,  as 
dark  horses. 

While  the  delegates  were  waiting  for 
the  call  to  order  the  Bradley  boom  was 
given  another  shove.  When  the  former 
governor  entered  the  hall,  he  was  giveu 
an  ovation  scarcely  less  enthusiastic 
than  the  one  of  yesterday.  The  conven- 
tion was  cblled  to  order  at  10:15  o'clock 
but  the  committees  were  not  ready.  The 
cimvention  adjourned  until  1  o'clock  with 
the    committee    on    credentials    still    out. 

KISHINEFF  REFUGEES.

MINNESOTA 
TUBERS 

New  Potatoes  From  Home 

State  Now  Coming  to 

Market. 


Too  Early  For  Crop  Cal- 
culations— Raspberries 
Coming  In  Freely, 


Three  cars  of  Minne.sota  new  pota- 
toes were  received  by  Duluth  pro- 
duce dealers  this  week.  They  are  the 
first  Minnesota  new  potatoes  to  be  re- 
ceived tliis  year. 

St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  have  had 
new  potatoes  from  this  state  for  a  week 
or  ten  days  past,  but  they  have  come 
from  market  gardens  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  cities,  and  the  shipments  have  not 
been  more  than  enough  for  home  con- 
sumption. The  three  carloads  that 
were  received  hof^  came  from  the  vi- 
cinity of  St.  Paul.  It  will  be  a  few 
days  yet  before  the  northern  potatoes 
will  commence  to  come  in. 

In  spite  of  the  receipt  of  these  three 
cars,    the    price    of    new    potatoes    haa 

jumped  10  cents  a  bushel  during  the 
past  week.  The  reason  for  the  raise 
in  price  is  that  the  shipments  from  the 
South  have  about  ceased,  and  the  home 
grown  supply  is  not  yet  sufficient  to 
supply    the    demand. 

•"It  is  still  too  early  to  make  any 
detinite  calculation  of  the  crop  of  po- 
tatoes this  year,"  said  a  well-known 
Michigan  street  dealer.  "There  is  an 
immense  area  in  potatoes  about  Pine 
City,  Little  Falls  and  along  the  line  of 
the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  road,  but  it  is 
still  too  soon  to  predict  with  any  de- 
gree of  certainty  the  amount  of  the 
yield.  I  know  01"  one  Duluth  man  who 
has  12S0  acres  in  one  solid  plot  of 
potatoes.  If  the  price  is  high  this 
winter,  he  stands  to  make  a  small  for- 
tune out  of  the  crop." 

Red  and  bUi  'v  raspberries  are  now 
coming  in  freely.  Hitherto  the  ship- 
ments have  been  small,  but  the  Iowa 
and  Illinois  berries  are  now  on  the 
market    in    lar^^e    quantities. 

Minnesota  is  now  supplying  about 
all  the  fresh  vegetables  used  by  the  m- 
habitants  of  the  state.  Lettuce,  peas, 
beans,  radishes,  onions,  carrots,  tur- 
nips, cabbage,  parsnips  'and  almost 
every  other  vegetable  seen  on  the  tables 
of  the  residents  of  the  city  are  now 
received  from  the  farms  of  the  state. 
Shipments  of  vegetables  from  the 
.South  have  about  ceased. 

Meats  have  been  active  during  the 
past  week,  with  little  change  in  prices. 
Dressed  beef  is  selling  for  7  and  8  cents, 
lamb  for  10  cents  and  mutton  for  9. 
Lard  has  acted  in  a  very  erratic  man- 
ner, dropping  from  8^  to  11^  and  then 
resting  at  S  cents.  It  has  been  selling 
for  as  high  as  10  and  11  cents  during 
the   winter. 

•That  price  was  too  high."  said  a 
local  manager  for  one  of  the  large 
packing  houses.  'The  present  price  Isi 
about  normal,  and  I  believe  that  it 
will  remain  fixed  for  the  remainder  of 
the  season."

Passenger,   Freight  and 
Ore  Traffic  Blocked- 
No  One  Hurt.

Ijocal  freight  train  No.  274  from  Cass 
Lake  on  the  Great  Northern  road,  didn't 
appear  io  be  going  fast  enough  in  the 
vicinity  of  four  miles  this  side  of  Carlton, 
and  an  ore  train  attempted  to  increase 
Its  momentum. 

The  result  was  the  laying  out  of  the 
right  train  west,  loaded  with  passengers, 
the  morning  train  into  Dulutn,  and  the 
whole  nights  ore  shipments  from  the 
ranges    to   Allouez    Bay    dock.--. 

Investigation  is  now  being  made  as  to 
■wn»?ther  the  ore  train  was  running  too 
last   or   the    local    freight    too   slow. 

No  matter  wliat  tlie  result  of  the  in- 
vestigation, the  Great  Northern  will 
Buffer  heavy  damages  besides  the  delays. 

Not  a  man  was  injured. 

The  rear  end  collision  took  place  in 
the  det'p  cut  this  side  of  the  junction. 
Tht  ore  train  ran  under  the  rear  of  the 
freight,  lifting  the  cars  off  the  track, 
and  destroying  tlie  upper  works  of  the 
biii     "Lattleship"     which     hauled     it. 

So  far  as  is  known  the  local  pulled  out 
ot  Carlton  at  an  easy  clip,  and  was  to 
have  madf  way  for  the  S;oO  o'clock  pas- 
senger  train   west    from   Duluth. 

The  ore  train  came  on  to  the  main 
track  from  tlie  range  branch  and  whisked 
along  until  thf  cut  was  reached,  when  it 
met  an  obstacle.  As  the  obstacle  was 
not  immovable,  and  as  the  ore  train  was 
almost  irresistible,  the  cut  was  piled 
up  with  cars,  caboose  splinters,  ore, 
shi-ct  iron  and  ore  cars.  The  cloud  of 
ere    didn't    settle    for    ten    minutes. 

When  the  crews  came  vnck  they  found 
the  fireman  and  engineer  busy  looking 
things  over,  and  flagmen  were  sent  out 
to  catch  the  Duluth  train.  It  was  stopped' 
Bome  distance  east  of  the  scene  of  the 
wrt-ck.  and  stayed  there  until  8  o'clock 
this  morning  with  a  large  crowd  of  anx- 
ious  and  angry  passengers  aboard. 

The  incoming  train  due  at  6  o'clock 
had  to  wait  at  Carlton  until  8.  and  there 
■Were    mere   angry    persons   on    that. 

But  the  most  angry  were  the  men  in 
the  ore  transportation  department  of  the 
Great  Northern,  who.se  nine  ore  trains  of 
abtut  M)>i  cars  or  less,  were  laid  out  all 
pight.  and  din't  reach  the  docks  until 
10    o'clock    thi.>»    morning. 

Several  boat.s  were  in  the  docks  wait- 
ing for  ore.  but  there  was  little  delay  in 
gftt'ng    them    away. 

The  officials  at  the  general  offices  of 
the  division  are  waiting  for  a  report 
from  the  engineer  of  the  ore  train,  and 
tlie  conductor  of  the   freight.

The  county  board  of  equalization  will 
meet  in  County  Auditor  Halden's  office 
next  Monday  for  the  purpose  of  equaliz- 
ing the  assessments  in  the  different  towjis 
in  the  county  and  to  listen  to  the  com- 
plaints, if  any,  of  excessive  assessment 
from    taxpayers. 

This  is  the  only  meeting  of  the  year 
in  which  the  county  commissioners  and 
the    county    auditor,     who    comprise    the 

board  of  equalization,  each  have  a  vote. 
The  board  is  expected  to  equalize  the  as- 
sessments on  property  in  adjoining  town-§ 
where  they  have  been  made  higher  in 
one  town  than  in  the  other.  It  also  equal- 
izes the  assessments  on  the  same  classes 
of  I'ersonal  property  in  the  different 
towns.  For  'instance,  the  assessment 
on  a  cow  and  a  horse  caimot  be  made 
liigher  m  one  town  than  In  another. 

The  board  of  e<iualizatio!i,  however,  has 
not  the  authority  to  reduce  the  aggregate 
a.ssessment  of  the  county,  although  it 
can  increae  the  same.  If  the  board  re- 
duces the  assesment  on  a  certain  class  of 
property  it  must  spread  an  increase  in 
the  assessment  of  some  other  classes  of 
property  in  order  that  the  aggregate  a.s- 
sessment  may  not  fall  below  the  ligure.i 
on    the  assessment   roll. 

The  assessment  roll  aftter  being  acted 
on  by  the  county  boaid  of  etjualization 
is  sent  to  the  state  auditor  who  presents 
it  to  the  state  board  cf  e<iualizatlon.  The 
duties  of  this  board  are  the  same  relative 
to  the  equalizing  the  assesments  on  prop- 
erty adjoining  counties,  as  are  the  duties 
of  the  county  board  of  eciualization  in 
the  matter  of  assessments  in  the  adjoin- 
ing  towns   of   the   county.

Was  Put  In  By  the  Ep- 

worth  Leaguers  at 

Detroit. 


Twelve  Meetings   Were 

Held  In  the  Various 

Auditoriums. 


Detroit,  July  i 7.— Beginning  with  a 
watch  service  at  'n.ifi  6*clock  this  morn- 
ing, today's  program'  for  the  Epworth 
leaguers,  who  are  attending  the  sixth 
international  ccnv«ition  of  the  league, 
comprised  twel.e  meetings  during  the 
day  and  evening.  Despite  the  early 
hour  there  was  a  good  attendance  at 
the  morning  service,  which  was  presid- 
ed over  by  Rev  .S.  B.  Towne,  of  Green 
Castle,  Ind.,  in  the  Central  M.  E. 
church. 

At  9  a.  m.,  four  departmental  confer- 
eneces  began,  \shich  occupied  the  rest 
of  the  morning  They  were  on  spirit- 
ual work  in  the  Central  M.  E.  church, 
missionary  work  in  the  Detroit  opera 
house,  junior  work  at  the  Central  Pres- 
byterian church  and  literary  and  social 
work  at  the  Fort  Street  Presbyterian 
church. 

At  the  junior  conference  Rev.  A.  F. 
McKenzie  of  Tcronto,  said  in  his  paper 
on  "The  problem  of  our  big  boys  and 
girls,"  that  he  favored  having  boys  and 
girls  in  separate  classes  In  Sunday 
schools  after  a  certain  age.  "Exper- 
ience teaches  me,"  he  said,  "that  boys 
and  girls  frora  fourteen  to  sixteen 
years  are  very  difficult  to  reach  and 
interest  when  brought  together  in  mix- 
ed classes.  If  Intermediate  leagues 
were  formed  1  would  suggest  forming 
two,  one  for  the  boys  and  one  for  the 
girls." 

He  urged  cart?  in  selection  of  lessons 
and  pointed  oi;t  the  benefits  of  ath- 
letics as  an  adjunct  to  church  and 
Sunday  school  vork  among  boys.  Girls, 
too,  Dr.  McKenzie  declared,  should 
have  their  exercises,  lessons  in  house- 
keeping, etc.,  to  help  interest  them  in 
the  work.  He  urged  that  boys  and 
girls  converted  n  early  life  be  carefully 
guarded,  for  he  said,  Iney  easily  drift 
into  doubt  and  sin  if  they  are  not. 

The  general  tapio  of  the  three  after- 
noon meetings  li  Epworth  auditorium. 
Tent  Ontario  and  the  Detroit  Opera 
house  was  "Witnessing."  The  same 
programs  were  followed  at  each 
meeting.  Following s  are  subjects  dis- 
cussed: "The  EpwcSrth  League  and 
Personal  Testimpny,"  "The  Epworth 
League  and  Our  t^npaved  Associates," 
"The  Epworth  Leagiie  and  the  Indif- 
ferent Multitude"  and  "The  Epworth 
League  and  the  Boy  Problem." 

In  addition  to  fhe  addresses  on  these 
subjects  and  the  usual  devotions  and 
singing,  there  \vere  fifteen  minutes  of 
"moments  of  \iaitlng"  during  each 
meeting. 

In  his  address  on  "The  Epworth 
League  and  PeMOn|l  Testimony,"  at 
Tent  Ontario  n*et5fig,  Rev.  Hugh  C. 
McDermott,  of  Scranton,  Pa.,  declared 
that  every  Epv/orth  leaguer  ought   lo 


realize  the  intrinsic  importance  of  being 
a  competent  witness  for  Christ.  "So 
many  of  the  testimonies,"  he  said,  "that 
we  hear  in  our  devotional  meetings 
are  meaningless;  they  lack  fire,  force 
and  fervor.  They  give  the  impression 
that  the  witnesses  have  not  a  strong 
sense  of  the  sin  from  which  they  are 
saved.  The  value  of  Christian  testi- 
mony depends  upon  the  quality  of  the 
person  who  testifies.  A  10-per  cent  life 
will  not  bear  out  a  100-per  cent  testi- 
mony." 

Rev.  George  A.  Hough,  of  Los  An- 
geles, discussed  "The  Epworth  League 
and  the  Boy  Problem,"  at  the  Auditor- 
ium Epworth  meeting.  He  said:  "There 
are  four  things  that  the  church  ought 
to  attempt  to  do  for  the  boys.  It  must 
train  them  in  the  habits  of  Christian 
manliness;  it  must  help  them  in  de- 
veloping a  true  Christian  conscience; 
it  must  aid  them  in  the  formation  of 
Christian  ideals;  it  must  lead  them  to 
personal  consecration  to  Christ." 

He  declared  that  the  boy  problem 
will  not  be  solved  until  we  understand 
the  subject.  "The  end  should  be  de- 
velopment, not  suppression,"  he  said. 
"Boys  are  restive,  ambitious,  imagina- 
tive. Too  many  people  set  out  to 
break  a  boy  just  as  they  would  a 
broncho.  The  Epworth  league  leaders 
must  have  some  better  message  than 
'boys,  be  still.'  The  robust,  American 
boy  must  be  made  to  feel  his  welcome 
in  our  churches.  There  must  be  no 
place  too  sacred  for  him." 

At  the  headquarters  of  the  reception 
it  was  said  today  that  although  about 
12,000  delegates  were  registered,  it  was 
estimated  that  reports  of  the  workers 
who  have  met  the  trains  and  suburban 
cars  that  there  are  approximately  23,000 
delegates  in  the  city  today.  This  esti- 
mate, Chairman  South  wick  says,  is  con- 
servative, as  half  the  incoming  dele- 
gates do  not  take  the  trouble  or  the 
time  to  register.  The  record  for  at- 
tendance heretofore  was  21.000  at  San 
Francisco  two  years  ago.  The  weather 
Is  cool  with  a  delightful  breeze  blow- 
ing.

Will  Be  Great  From  Royalty 
on  Iron  Ore. 

St.  Paul.  July  IT.— (.Special  to  The 
Herald.)— State  Auditor  S.  G.  Iverson, 
In  a  recent  trip  through  the  Mesaba 
and  Vermilion  ranges,  ascertained  that 
there  are  immense  ore  deposits  on 
some  ul  the  university  lands.  Mr. 
Iverpoii  Pays  that  a  full  township  of 
university  land  is  covered  by  mineral 
lea«e3,  and  that  present  indications 
point  to  a  productive  yield  as  soon  as 
the  mines  are  operated.

They  are  found  asleep  in  bath  tubs  en 
day  work  and  put  in  fake  material  on 
contracts.  Every  local  association  is 
a  'trust.'  and  all  the  members  thereof 
are  magnates  of  the  Sohwab-Gary  type, 
industrious  Senator  Ho\r  is  ascertai.n  • 
Ing  the  amount  of  watered  stock  :n 
connoctlon  with  the  same.  Lincoln  J. 
Carter  has  a  plot  laid  for  a  melodrama 
to  be  known  as  "The  Great  America  a 
Swindle."  in  which  an  old  man,  a  real 
estate  agent,  98  years  old,  taftered  and 
gray,  stands  barefooted  in  ^ne  feet 
of  snow.  In  his  clasped  hand^  is  the 
vlilain's  bill,  headed  Mike  (>"TiA)le,  the 
Plumber."  for  $68.80  for  a  hoppAr  seat. 
You  behold  the  villain  about  to  slpy  the 
poor  old   .-oul  with  a  forty-sevek-inch

!  The  Red  Cro.ss  society  and  the  Benevo- 
lent ai'd  Protective  Order  of  Real  Es- 
tate Agents  have  reserved  the  whole  of 
the  house  for  the  opening  night. 

"The  plumber  is  warned  continually 
bv  hotel  proprietors  that  his  grip  must 
be  placed  in  the  safe  nights,  and  they 
are  not  responsible  for  jewelrj'  left  in 
the  rooms.  There  is  a  niovement  on 
foot  among  the  trafRc  managers  of 
railroads  to  accept  no  more  plumbing 
as  freight.  It  must  be  shippe<l  by  ex- 
pre.ss,  according  to  the  following  rules: 

"Pipe  must  Ije  wrapped  in  tlesh  col- 
ored  tissue  paper. 

"Soil  pipe  must  be  in  corrugated  pa- 
per tubes. 

"Brass  <ocks  to  be  in  plush  lined  lea- 
ther cases. 

"Bath  tubs  to  be  packed  in  ice  and  a 
ti'. ket  bought  to  destination  for  each 
and  every  one  with  the  proper  certi- 
ficates from  the  board  of  health. 

"Plumbers  must  be  provided  with 
private  cars,  with  proper  attendants. 

"Presidents  and  directing  spirits  of 
concerns  manufacturing  plumbing  ma- 
terial will,  under  no  conaiueration,  be 
allowed  on  trains.  They  may  ride  in 
v.hite  yachts  or  red  automobiles. 

The  Pullman  company's  commissary 
department,  I  undstand.  shipped 
eighty-one  cars  of  Mumm's  Very 
Damp'  to  be  distributed  along  the  line 
to  San  Francisco  before  the  recent 
national  convention,  so  that  the  mag- 
'  nates  attending  the  convention  would 
j  be  continually  wet. 

"Tile  most  amu.iing  part  of  this  con- 
tinual potpourri  of  protests  from  the 
'swifidied*    public    is    this: 

"Where  Is  all   the  money? 

"Where  is  the  millionaire  joint- 
wine  r? 

"Where   are   the    thousandaires? 

"Did  you  ever  stop  to  think  that  not 
5  per  cent  of  the  master  plumbers  of 
this  country  are  rated  $3000  or  better 
in  Dun's  and  Brddstreet"s  reference 
books'.'  If  you  doubt  this  deplorable 
fact,  take  the  trouble  to  make  inquiry. 

It's  a  sad  condition  of  affairs  in  a 
business  of  the  magnitude  of  ours.  In 
my  humble  opinion  the  reason  thereof 
is   principaliy   as   follows: 

"Most  people  assume  that  because  a 
man  is  a  practical  plumber  he  is  a 
business  man.  My  experience  in  the 
tride  impresses  me  with  the  fact  that 
this  is  not  .so,  necessarily.  There  are 
too  many  practical  plumbers  in  the 
business  and  not  enough  business  men. 
]  The  average  plumber  opens  a  shop  in 
I  a  basement  with  no  required  amount 
j  of  capital.  He  may  be  a  practical 
plumber,  but  who  would  declare  him 
to  be  a  capable  business  man'?  He  suc- 
ceeds  alone   a3    long   as   his   accoun.ts 


are  not  too  great  for  his  pocket  note-  ( 
book.  Then  he  hires  a  bookkeeper 
and  moves  up  on  the  tirst  floor,  because 
he  is  ambitious.  Then  he  becomes* 
the  bookkeeper"s  slave  and  loses  his 
own  individuality.  Then  the  bookkeep- 
er wants  an  interest  in  the  busines.s. 
When  he  is  refused,  the  business  end 
of  the  concern  is  disgusted,  and  things 
drag  along  and  time  is  wasted. 

"If  plumbers*  profits  are  so  enor- 
mously excessive,  why  are  there  not 
more  rich  plumbers.  I  wonder  that 
some  of  the  people  that  are  constantly 
exclaiming  against  the  'terrible  plumb- 
er" do  not  sometimes  think  of  that.  Is 
there  a  Duluth  plumber  that  owns  a 
yacht,  an  automobile  or  a  mansion? 
If  all  the  reports  were  true,  they  ought 
all  of  them  to  be  in  the  millionaire 
class.  Yet  I  know  of  none  that  are 
very  near  it."

BELKNAP  IS 
CHOSEN 

As  file  Republican  Candi- 
date For  Governor  of 
Kentucky. 


Governor  Beckham  Sev- 
erely Arraigned  In  Plat- 
form Adopted. 


Louisville,    Ky.,    July     17.— The     ticket: 

For    governor— Morris    B.    Belknap. 

For  lieutenant  governor— J.   B.   Wilhoit. 

For   treasurer— John   A.    Black. 

For    auditor— George    VVt'lsh. 

For  attorney  general— William  Beckner. 

For  secretary  of  state— J.   C.   Speight. 

A  second  day  of  political  maneuvers  in 
the  state  convention  of  Kentucky  Repub- 
licans failed  to  culminate  In  the  nomina- 
tion of  a  dark  horse,  wlio.'.e  selection  had 
been  hinted  at  and  wliose  friends'  ef- 
forts, had  set  the  political  managers  to 
guedMing. 

Col.  Morris  B.  Belknap  of  Louisville, 
a  wholesale  merchant  widely  known 
throughout  the  country,  received  the 
nomination  for  governor  on  tne  first 
ballot.  Mr.  Belknap-was*  nominated  after 
an  enthusiastic  suppgrtep  of  Former  Gov- 
ernor Bradley  had  placed  t  he  former  gov- 
ernor in  nomlnatioilT  The  followers  of 
Augustus  E.  Wilson  had  tacitly  with- 
drawn the  man  supposed  to  be  Mr.  Bel- 
knap's neare.st  competitor  by  failing  to 
present   his  name. 

The  threatened  stanipeie  to  Bradley 
was  quelled  by  an  emph'it'c  declaration 
by  Mr.  Bradley  that  he.  would  not  be  a 
candidate.  But  the  convention  officers 
called  Bradley's  name  during  the  ballot- 
ing, and  he  received 'a  greater  number  of 
votes  thai!  CUfton  J.  Pratt,  who  made 
an    active   canvas.  > 

The  conv-eiitioa  di<|  practically  nothing 
during  the  morning  .se.ssioii,  and  the  long 
wait  was  profitably  emploifed  b>-  the  Bel- 
knap leaders  In  holding  tleir  men  in  line 
and   in   chilling  the   Bradley   sentiment. 

The    resolutluas,    which    were   adopted. 


are  in  part  as  follows: 

"We  congratulate  the  people  of  the 
United  States  and  its  new  po.sse.^^sions 
upon  the  unparalleled  prosperity  achieved 
under  national  Republican  policies  that 
have  nmintalned  the  public  honor,  fos- 
tered industry,  stimulated  enterpri.se.  ex- 
tended American  commerce,  strength- 
ened American  influence  and  ennobled 
citizenship  by  giving  security  to  labor  and 
capital  alike  and  insuring  to  every  man 
who  works  a  standard  of  living  and  an 
expectation  worthy  of  American  civiliza- 
tion and  civic  sovereignty. 

"We  stand  for  the  continuance  of  ex- 
isting Republican  financial  and  tariff 
policies. 

"We  express  highest  appreciation  of 
the  record  that  President  Roosevelt  has 
made  in  continuing  the  great  work  be- 
gan by  William  McKlnley.  and  himself 
dealing  with  the  new  problems  that  he 
has  had  to  solve;  in  his  handling  of  the 
Philippine  question;  in  his  firm  manage- 
ment of  the  V^enezuelan  crisis;  in  his 
wise  and  courageous  course  with  refer- 
ence to  the  anthracite  coal  strike;  in  his 
honest  efforts  to  secure  justice  to  Cuba; 
in  his  zeal  for  the  Panama  canal;  in  his 
vigorous  demand  for  official  purity  and 
honesty  and  punishment  of  the  corrupt 
and  dishonest;  in  hi.s  resolute  stand 
against  the  closing  of  Chinese  ports  to 
our  trade;  in  the  success  achieved  by  his 
practical  efforts  to  enforce  the  law 
against  unlawful  combinations,  and  the 
encouragement  he  has  given  to  the  laying 
of  a  cable  acro.ss  the  Pacific,  which 
brings  us  into  closer  touch  with  the  Phil- 
ippines than  we  were  with  the  Louisiana 
territory  or  with  California  when  ac- 
quired.

The  speech  was  of  the  fervid 
Kentucky  style,  and  m.oved  the  dele- 
gates to  a  wild  demonstration.  Mr. 
Bradley    finally    quelled    the    tumult    by

•I  have  declared  for  twelve  months 
that  I  would  not  accept  tlus  nomination. 
I  am  an  lionest  man.  and  while  I  thank 
my  friends,  I  adlxere  to  my  original  reso- 
lution. 1  cannot  be  a  candidate  for  gov- 
ernor." 
A   negro    delegate   provoked   wild     en- 


thusiasm by  a  word  of  praise  of  Former 
Governor  W.   S.  Taylor. 

As  the  ballot  progressed  it  showed 
that  Bradley  drew  the  Wil.son  strength 
and  part  of  Pratt's  strength,  but  failed 
to  materially  affect  Belknap's  vote  and 
by  the  time  three-fourths  of  the  (/iniy 
count  had  been  called.  Belknap  had  re- 
ceived 1147  votes,  or  twelve  more  than 
enough  to  nominate. 

Many  counties  which  had  voted  for 
Bradley  and  Pratt  then  began  changing 
their  votes  to  Belknap.  Just  before  the 
roll  call  was  completed  Judge  Pratt 
withdrew  his  name  and  Mr.  Bradley  re- 
Iterated  that  he  was  not  a  candidate, 
only  to  be  Interrupted  by  a  delegate  wiio 
tauntingly  cried:    "Yo'u're   beat   now." 

As  soon  as  he  hisses,  which  greeted  the 
interruption,  had  died  away,  Mr.  Brad- 
ley turned  to  the  point  whence  the  taunt 
had  come  and  shouted: 

"I  don't  know  who  you  are,  af."^  I 
don't  care,  but  you  are  a  liar." 

The  interruption  subsided.  The  nona- 
Ination  of  Belknap  was  then  made  un- 
animous. After  Belknap's  speech  of  ac- 
ceptance, an  adjournment  was  tal^^n  and 
tiie  rest  of  the  ticket  was  completed  at 
the  night  .session.  , 

LONGSHOREMEN 
TAKE  ACTION 


On  Alleged  Discrimina- 
tion Against  Union  M:n 
at  Duluth. 

Bay  City,  Mich.,  July  17.— The  Interna- 
tional 'Lrongsroremen.  Marine  and  Trans- 
port Workers"  convention  yesterday  dis- 
cus.sed  for  some  time  the  proposal  to  in- 
corporate the  Marine  Engineers'  Bene- 
ficial association  into  the  organization, 
a  favorable  report  having  been  made 
by  a  committee.  Objections  were  made 
and  the  resolutions  was  in  a  fair  way 
to  be  shelved  when  it  was  withdrawn  with 
the  understanding  that  it  should  go  to 
the  committee  on  constitution.  At  yes- 
terday's session  there  were  renewed  de- 
mands from  all  parts  of  the  country  for 
organization. 

Addres.ses  were  made  by  delegates  from 
the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts,  from  the 
Gulf  states  and  from  Canada,  all  favor- 
able to  the  expansion  idea.  A  resolution 
was  also  Introduced  providing  that  the 
association  stretch  across  the  sea  and 
embrace  in  its  membership  the  marine 
workers  on  the  Atlantics  in  Europe. 
Nothing  has  yet  been  done  with  the  pro- 
posals. 

The  convention  decided  to  take  up  the 
alleged  discrimination  against  union  men 
by  the  Anchor,  the  Union,  the  Transit, 
the  Port  Huron,  the  Canada  Atlantic 
and  the  Western  Transit  companies  at 
Duluth.     Tiie   freight  handlers   ask  that 


similar  ar'tion  be  taken  with  referenf^e  to 
freight  boats  in  Milwaukee'.  Erie.  Duluth 
I  and  Cleveland.  A  protest  Is  making 
against  violation  of  the  constitution  by 
member.^  who  sell  liquor  in  addition  to 
their  work  and  action  on  this  matter 
will    likely    be    taken.

Chicago,  July  17.— Chin  Mon  Yuen 
has  been  killed  and  the  death  of  Dr.

But  a  message  had 
gone  around  the  world  in  all  lodges  of 
the  ChineFe  Mason.s — the  highbinders  of 
China — telling  the  story  of  Dr.  Don 
Hang's  wiongs  and  advising  other 
members  of  the  world  wide  organiza- 
tion of  the  fate  which  had  been  decreed 
for  Chin.  From  Chicago  he  fled  to  New 
York  and  joined  the  erring  wife  from 
whom  he  had  been  torn  by  the  New 
York  Chinese  Masons  and  turned  over 
to  the  Chicago  detectives.  New  York 
authorities  might  not  tolerate  Chinese 
vengeance  and  Chin  Mon  Yuen's  exe- 
cution was  deferred. 

Like  many  a  white  couple,  the  two 
ostracized  by  their  former  friends,  fled 
for  the  tropic?.  They  were  booked  for 
Yucatan,  where  they  hoped  to  spend 
the  remainder  of  Dr.  Don  Sang's  stolen 
money  unmolested.  Warning  of  their 
arrival  had  preceeded  them.  They  dis- 
embarked at  Progreso.  In  the  city  are 
abcnit  two  hundred  Chinamen,  many  of 
them  members  of  the  same  pov.erful 
order  to  which  Dr.  Pang  belonged. 

The  surveillance  which  had  haunted 
Chin  Mon  Yuen  in  New  York  recom- 
menced as  soon  as  he  touched  foot  in 
Old  Mexico.  Mexican  officials  are  not 
so  vigilant  as  those  In  New  York  nor 
are  they  so  liable  to  Investigate  the 
death  of  a  mere  Chinarnan.  Chin  Mon 
Yuen  was  disembowled. 

It  is  not  know  whether  the  Mexi- 
can authorities  have  even  yet  found 
the  body.  The  Chinese  were  the  only 
onep  in  the  village  who  knew. 

The  letter  was  received  in  Chicago 
bearing  the  black  Mexican  rK3st  mark 
and  on  the  rice  paper  Chinese  hiero- 
glyphiLS  told  how,  ten  days  ago.  Chin 
Mon  Yuen  was  punished.  Red  designs 
were  pasted  on  the  bulletin  boards 
and  the  story  was  told  in  the  Chinese 
stores  on  Clark  street. 

The  Chinese  were  not  surprised.  They 
had  known  that-  Chin  Mon  Yuen's  hor- 
rible death  was  as  certain  as  is  the 
bowl  of  rif-e  for  m»rning  breakfast. 
It  might  have  been  delayed  while 
American  laws  satisfied  their  demands 
by  a  sentence  in  penitentiary.  But 
Chicago  law  had  not  reached  the  cul- 
prit. He  passed  beyond  the  reach  of 
this  government  and  his  death  came 
that  much  quicker. 

Chin  Mon  Yuen  was  a  cook  at  Dr. 
Don  Sang's  home,  3340  Wabash  avenue, 
January  12.  he  eloped  with  Mrs.  Jessa- 
mine Don  Sang,  taking  $7700  cash  and 
diamonds  belonging  to  the  physician. 
No  trace  of  the  fleeing  couple  could 
be  fovind  until  the  Chinese  Masons,  of 
which  the  physician  was  an  influential 
member,  took  up  the  search.  Gong 
Wen.  the  New  York  "king  of  China- 
town." wired  to  Chicago  that  the  two 
disguised  as  Japanese,  had  been  lo- 
cated in  New  York,  at  Ninth  avenue 
and  Fourteenth  street,  and  that  their 
trunks  were  at  16  Pell  street. 

Chin  Mon  Yuen  was  brought  back  by 
white  officers,  indicted  and  placed  un- 
der bonds,  which  he  promptly  "Jumped" 
and  returned  to  New  York,  where 
Mrs.  Don  Sang  was  awaiting  him. 
Much  of  the  stolen  property  was  re- 
covered, but  Dr.  Don  Sang,  who  was 
70  years  old.  did  not  survive  the  shock 
and  died,  leaving  the  five  children 
practically  orphans.  They  are  now 
waidK  of  the  county  probate  court. 

Chin  Mon  Yuen's  quene  Is  at  the 
Joliet  penitentiary,  where  it  was  cut  off 
in  18?5,  when  he  started  a  three-years' 
term  for  ro>)bery.  Mrs.  Don  Sang  was 
a  slave  girl  in  a  Chinese  tea  house  in 
San  Francisco  when  the  physician  pur- 
chased her  for  $15,000.  The  local  Chin- 
ese say  she  is  part  negi-o.  She  does  not 
know  who  her  parents  were.  The  let- 
ter from  Mexico  said  that  she  proposed 


1  to  return  to  Chicago  to  secure  possess- 
I  ion  of  the  remainder  of  the  estate,  but 
,  the  Chinese  will  resist  this,  as  a  China- 
I  man   from   San   Francisco   is   now   here 
awaiting    its    final    adjustment    by    the 
court  so  that  he  can  take  the  five  child- 
ren West  to  be  educated.

— "Pete  the 
Pepperer"  is  abroad  in  .San  Francisco. 
There  If  no  more  daring  scoundrel  in 
the  story  of  cri  iminal  records.  His 
victims  are  women.  No  day  is  too 
bright,  no  street  tco  trowded  to  prevent 
him  from  committing  his  crimes.  He 
obtains  his  criminal  sobriquet  from  the 
fact  that  he  uses  pepper  to  blind  the 
women  whom  he  intends  to  rob.

Mrs.  Nash  is  the  wife  of  a  commiss- 
ion merchant  of  means  and  standing. 
She  had  taken  quite  a  large  sum  of 
money  to  the  banlc  of.  the  Savings  and 
Loan  Society,  on  the  northwest  corner 
of  Sutter  and  }IOTitgomer>'  streets. 
This  money  was  f-\  a  large  pocketbook 
— a  thing  to  tempt  a  thief. 

As  she  was  leaving ^he  bank  she  was 
rudely  jostled  by  lii  tall  man  with  a 
straw  hat.  As  she  supposed  he  was 
simply  some  unc<  uth  fellow  who  had 
bumped  against  her  by  accident,  Mrs. 
Nash  did  not  ob-erve  him  carefully, 
but  pas.«5ed  on  down  the  street,  stopping 
at  one  of  the  windows  of  Nathan,  Dohr- 
mann  &  Co.'s  store.  There  the  same 
man  Jostled  her  a,'ain. 

Again  Mrs.  Nash  thought  the  jostling 
was  accidental,  and  moved  to  another 
window.  The  man  pursued  her  and 
suddenly  dashed  a  handful  of  black 
pepper  in  her  eye-.  At  the  same  time 
he  grabbed  at  her  pocketbook,  but  she 
held  on  to  it  in  h' r  agony,  and  as  she 
groaned  in  her  pain  he  made  his  es- 
cape. 

Mrs.  Nash  ran  to  the  office  of  a 
friend  nearby  and  was  conveyed  to  her 
home.  Dr.  Lewitt,  the  family  physic- 
ian, was  sent  for.  He  found  that  the 
pepper  had  causec  so  much  inflamma- 
tion of  the  eyes  that  a  specialist  would 
have  to  take  the  case,  and  so  Dr.  E. 
Hopkins  was  calh'd  in.  For  a  time  it 
was  feared  that  Mrs.  Nash  would  lose 
her  eyesight,  and  she  has  to  be  shut 
in  a  dark  room,  but  the  chances  now 
aie  in  favor  of  h<r  complete  recovery. 
Yesterday  she  told  the  story  of  this 
latest  assault  of  "J^ete  the  Pepperer"  as 
follows:

GEN.  CHAFFEE  ADOPTS 


Plan   of  Athletics  For  His 
Department. 

Washington,  July  17.— Gen.  Chaffee, 
commanding  the  department  of  the  East, 
has  determined  to  make  athletics  a  feat- 
ure of  the  military  training  of  the  sol- 
diers in  his  department.  The  attention 
of  deartment  commanders  was  called  to 
the  importance  of  the  athletic  training 
of  .soldiers  some  time  ago  by  Secretary 
Root  and  Gen.  Chaffee  has  now  perfected 
a  plan  for  the  general  athletic  training  of 
his  troops.  The  deuartment  of  the  Ka.st 
has  l^een  divided  into  ten  athletic  dis- 
tricts which  include  all  the  army  posts 
and  coast  fortifications  from  Maine  to 
Florida.  The  instructions  fhust  issued 
by  Gen.  Chaffee  to  deartment  command- 
ers provide  for  athletic  meets  in  each  ol 
the  athletic  districts  some  time  next 
year.  A.s  soon  as  possible  after  the 
district  meet  there  will  be  held  a  de- 
partment athletic  n:eet  at  West  Point 
where  the  district  teams  will  compee  in 
the  events  to  be  practiced  by  the  mili- 
ta'ry  authorities.  It  is  propesed  to  have 
an  ordinary  post  athletic  meet  next 
month,  but  not  until  next  year  will  any 
event  of   importance   take   place. 

Some  of  the  events  described  in  an  or- 
der on  the  subject  are:  Ha«ty  intrench- 
ing bayonet  race,  equipment  race,  tent 
pegging,  jumping,  skirmishing,  mounts, 
hurdling  and  gymnastics.

GREAT  LIBRARY 
GOING  TO  WASTE 


Will  Contest  Has  Tied  Up 

Millions  of  Valuable 

Volumes. 

San  Francisco,  July  17.  On  Montgom- 
ery street  stands  an  old  theater,  one  of 
the  first  erected  on  the  Pacific  coast,  and 
interesting  on  that  account.  But  within 
its  walls  is  something  which  makes  the 
ghosts  of  dead  actors  to  many  i>eople 
easy  to  forget.  It  is  the  Sutro  Liurary. 
a  collection  of  books  ranking  fourth  in 
size  among  the  libraries  in  the  United 
States,  and  containing  rare  works  which 
make  it  one  of  tue  worlds  notacle  col- 
lections. 

Upward  of-  3,000,000  titles  are  In  the 
two  divisions  of  the  library,  the  larger 
of  which  is  in  the  old  theater,  the  other 
being  lodged  in  equally  poor  quarters  in 
Battery  street.  There  are  four  and  a 
half  miles  of  shelves,  and  should  you 
read  a  volume  every  day  for  1177  years, 
many  would  still  remain  unopened. 

The  University  of  California,  Stanford 
University  and  the  city  of  San  Fran- 
cisco are  among  the  seekers  for  tiie 
possession  of  this  mine  of  literary 
wealth,  but  the  Sutro  library  is  within 
the  tight  clutches  of  the  law,  and  until 
its  bony  fingers  are  unclasped  only  the 
favored  holder  of  a  permit  from  the  ex- 
ecutors of  Adolph  ffhfro's  will  can  get 
even  so  much  as  a  peep  at  the  volumes. 
The  will  was  executed  in  18fc2.  It  be- 
queathed all  the  books,  papers  and 
manuscripts  in  its  makers  library  to 
his  daughter,  Emma  L.  Sutro,  now  Mrs. 
Merritt.  The  helrs-at-Iaw  contend,  how- 
ever, that  Mr.  Sutro  referred  only  to 
the  small  library  in  his  residence,  and 
not  to  the  great  collection,  most  of  which 
was  gathered  together  at  a  Oate  subse- 
quent to  the  will.  The  often  expressed 
intention  of  Adolph  Sutro  to  present  the 
libraijy  to  Stanford  University  in  trust 
for  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  of  which 
he  was  once  mayor,  gives  color  to  this 
contention. 

But  while  lawyers  wrangle  and  heirs 
disagree,  rats,  bookworms,  dust,  water 
and  fire  threaten  the  legacy-.  If  the 
courts  decide  in  her  favor  it  is  believed 
tiiat  Mrs.  Merritt  will  present  the  library 
to  the  public,  but  if  it  falls  into  the 
hands   of   the   heirs-at-law   and    thus    be- 


comes a  part  of  the   residuary   estate,   it 
will  be  sold  and  scattered. 

Adolph  Sutro.  who  built  the  great 
Comstock  tunnel  through  Mount  David- 
son in  18S1  and  left  an  estate  ol  $2.fiyo.OW. 
assembled  this  library  also.  He  devotetl 
the  last  30  j-ears  of  his  life  to  cclU-cting 
bocks.  From  the  Sunderland  library, 
sold  by  the  Duke  of  Miu-lborough.  he 
obtained  one  vf  the  mt).-<t  complete  seta 
of  political  broadsides  relating  to  tlia 
war  betv.-een  Charles  I  and  Parliament 
to  be  found  anywhere.  He  bought  large- 
ly from  the  Duke  of  Hamilton,  from  tha 
Royal  Bavarian  library,  from  the  Cath- 
usian  Monastery  at  Builhfim,  and  ho 
gathered  large  lets  pretaining  especiall/ 
to  the  drama,  the  fine  arts  atid  the  his- 
tory of  the  American  continent  wherever 
they  could  be  found.  In  this  way  ho 
obtained  quantities  of  rare  Spanish 
works  from  Mexico,  several  tli<»u^and 
copies  of  Chinese  clasics  and  many  Heb- 
rew manuscripts. 

In  the  Hebrew  collection  is  a  tome 
entitled  "'Yenach,"  which  is  a  history  of 
the  worJd  from  the  earliest  time-  to  1092— 
printed  at  Frankfort-on-tho-Muln  in  ]«i96 
by  David  GariS,  and  lying  uncartnl  for  in 
an  old  showcase  in  tne  Montgomery, 
street  division  are  well  preserved  and 
almost  complete  coj'ies  of  the  first  anil 
second  Shakespeare  folios.  In  tne  Bat- 
ter.v  street  division  is  a  set  of  the  plays 
believed  to  be  ma<le  up  of  siieets  taken 
from  the  first  and  second  folios  and 
bound  together. 

No  reliable  catalogue  has  ever  been 
made  -of  either  dlvition.  and  thos»>  who 
knew  even  generally  wliat  the  shklvea 
contained  are  now  dead.  Thousands  of 
the  volumes  have  not  been  .even  un- 
packed, and  if  educated  eyes' ere  ever 
permitted  more  than  to  glance  over  tills 
world  of  bt>oks  important  discoverle*  are 
likely  to  be  made.  At  present  a  woman 
with  no  pretensions  to  book  learning 
presides  over  the  collection,  and  only 
at  rare  intervals  some  visitor  who  has 
had  the  patience  to  unravel  an  unusually 
elaborate  barrier  of  red  tape  wanders  for 
a  few  hours  among  the  long  rows  of 
volumes.

a  protection  to  them.  it  was  the  growth 
of  the  Canadian  territory  just  north  of  this 
country  in  the  raising  of  grain,  that  brought  this 
conviction  to  their  minds.  They  could  see  that  unless 
the  American  grain  men  were  free  to  go  after  the  sur- 
plus raised  in  the  Canadian  Northwest  and  handle  it  with 
the  American  grain  and  as  part  of  it,  the  surplus  of  this 
country  must  wait  for  the  disposition  of  the  Canadian 
stock  before  it  could  find  a  market.  The  Canadian 
country  is  now  raising  a  good  surplus  and  a  constantly 
increasing  one,  and  the  prediction  is  proving  true  to  the 
letter.  The  competition  of  Manitoba  spring  wheat  is 
such  that  Duluth  shippers  find  little  chance  to  work 
American  wheat  for  export  so  long  as  there  is  any  of  the 
former  offered. 

It  is  this  condition  which  has  prompted  the  grain  men 
to  take  an  active  interest  in  the  campaign  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  reciprocal  trade  relations  with  Canada.  They 
are  by  no  means  alone  in  the  movement,  for  the  manufac- 
turers in  all  parts  of  the  country  that  can  reach  Canadian 
markets  are  actively  allying  themselves  with  the  organ- 
ization. 

Other  grain  men  than  those  of  the  Northwest  are  now 
beginning  to  see  the  danger  of  a  continuance  of  the  tariff 
on  wheat.  It  is  beginning  to  penetrate  the  intellect  of 
the  Chicago  grain  men.  They  do  not  come  in  as 
close  competition  with  the  Manitoba  stuff  as  do  the 
Northwestern  grain  men,  handling  winter  wheat  more 
than  the  spring,  but  they  are  reali-^ing  the  men.ice  of- 
fered by   the  constantly   growing   Canadian  crop. 

One  of  the  Chicago  board  of  trade  men  is  quoted 
thus  in  the  columns  of  one  of  the  papers  there:  "A  very 
important  point  has  been  overl«).oked  by  the  grain  trade. 
Nobf)dy  is  paying  any  attention  to  the  Canadian  crop, 
which  will  in  a  year  or  two  be  even  larger  than  the  Ar- 
gentine. In  fact,  I  believe  it  is  actually  larger  this  year. 
It  will  be  far  better  for  us  if  we  would  take  the  tariff 
off  this  wheat  and  take  care  of  it  through  our  regular 
trade  sources  than  to  force  it  into  competition  with  us 
among  our  only  foreign  customers,  as  we  are  doing  now." 

That  is  exactly  the  contention  which  the  grain  men  of 
the  Northwest  have  been  making  for  two  or  three 
years  past  and  which  they  are  now  trying  to  m.ake  th.e 
members  of  congress  appreciate.  They  can  find  hope  in 
the  knowledge  that  their  cause  is  growing.

AN  EXPENSIVE  STRIKE. 

The  cost  of  the  strike  and  lockout  of  the  men  in  the 
building  trades  in  New  York,  which  is  now  practically 
ended,  has  been  enormous  and  should  teach  a  lesson  to 
the  men  who  rely  on  v.'alking  delegates  or  "business 
agents"  to  govern  their  affairs.  The  idleness,  which  start- 
ed with  a  strike  early  in  May  and  ended  in  the  lockout, 
has  lasted  51  days.  There  were  involved  75,000  skilled 
workmen  and  37,000  unskilled,  the  total  wages  of  which 
for  the  5X  days  would  have  been  $17,839,000.  The  loss  to 
workmen  in  other  trad^ii^  is  estimated  at  $18,000,000,  while 
the  loss  of  the  contractors  in  prospective  profits,  interests, 
office  expenses,  etc..  is  estimated  at  $30,000,000.  Here 
is  a  grand  total  of  $65,839,000.  In  the  May  bulletin  of  the

THE  MISSION 
OF  GIBBONS 

Will   See   That   United 
States  Has  Recogni- 
tion In  Rome. 

Rome,  July  17— A  monsiffnor,  who  is 
a  friend  of  the  United  States,  apropos 
oi  the  comingr  conclave  and  the  inter- 
ests of  Roman  Catholics  in  America, 
said: 

"Cardinal  Gibbons  is  on  the  point  of 
arriving  in  Rome.  This  is  very  im- 
portant., as  it  is  the  first  time  that  an 
American  cardinal  takes  part  in  the 
election  of  a  pope.  Cardinal  McClos- 
key,  on  the  last  occasion,  arrived  too 
late  to  take  part  in  the  conclave.  He 
heard  of  the  eU-ction  of  Leo  XIII.  on 
his   arrival   at   Queenstown. 

"If  It  had  no',  heen  that  a  number 
of  cardinals  favorable  to  him  have  died 
recently,  Cardinil  Gibbons  would  have 
had  a  very  good  chance  of  being  elect- 
ed pope.  The  la:e  Cardinal  SicUiaho  de 
Rende,  who  was  formerly  papal  nunico 
at  Paris,  would  have  done  all  he  could 
to  have  him  elected. 

"Cardinal  Gibbons,  however,  will  have 
a  great  infiuerice  in  the  next  con- 
clave. He  has  great  authority  with  all 
the  members  at  the  Sacred  college,  and 
will  impress  upon  that  as.sembiy  the 
power  which  he  possesses  as  the  re- 
presentative of  the  United  States.  He 
will  prove  to  them  that  the  United 
States  n.^-3  a  rlglii  to  be  no  longer  con- 
sidered as  a  simple  colony,  with  a  single 
cariiinal.  It  has  a  right  to  have  pro- 
portionately as  many  cardinals  as 
Spain.       If    this    right    were    admitted 


there  would  be  twelve  American  car- 
dinals. 

"The  conclave,  in  view  of  the  au- 
thority which  Cardinal  Gibbons  will 
exercise,  will  probably  pave  the  way  for 
a  more  just  representation  of  the  Uni- 
ted Slates  in  the  Sacred  college,  which 
will  bear  its  fruits  in  the  next  con- 
clave. But  even  now  Catholics  of  the 
republican  United  States  will  not  per- 
mit that  a  monarchical  nation  should 
mtervene  in  the  coming  conclave  with 
Its  veto,  and  thus  affirm  its  historical 
right  to  have  at  the  Vatican  an  ally 
of  European  monarchy. 

"For  the  moment  while  awaiting  the 
forthcoming  transformation  of  the  sac- 
red college  in  their  favor,  the  ( 'atholics 
of  the  United  States  demand  a  new 
pope  with  modern  ideas — ideas  which 
will  lead  him  to  approve  the  action  of 
American  Catholicism,  a  pope  who  will 
maintain  most  friendly  relations  with 
the  president  of  the  United  States,  as 
Leo  XIII.  showed  his  great  admira- 
tion and  sympathy  for  the  personal 
qualities  of  Mr.  Roosevelt. 

"Leo  XIII.  did  much  for  the  Catholics 
of  the  United  States.  He  put  an  end 
to  the  stupid  polemics  of  certain  French 
Catholic  writers  against  so-called  Am- 
ericanism. Hjj  created  a  Catholic  uni- 
versity in  "Washington  and  Instituted  an 
apostolic  delegation,  by  which  he  put 
an  end  to  conflicts  between  (L'atholics 
of  the  United  States.  But  one  of  his 
mos  important  acts  was  making  Mon- 
signor  Gibbons  a  cardinal. 

"Cardinal  Gibbons  enjoys  the  respect 
of  every  one  in  the  United  States.  Mr. 
Roosevelt  gave  the  measure  of  his 
nminence's  great  pei-sonal  authority  by 
giving  him  first  place  after  himself 
at  the  ceremony  of  laying  the  founda- 
tion stone  of  the  St.  Louis  exposition, 
and  this,  in  spite  of  the  presence  of 
leading    personages      of      the      United 

"If  Leo  XIII.  did  so  much  for  the 
Catholics  of  the  United  States,  we  can 
see  how  great  are  the  duties  of  his 
successor,  vIs-a-vis  the  American  re- 
public. Catholics  cannot  accept  a  pope 
with  re-actionary  and  anti-liberal 
ideas." 


AN  INDIAN  AS 
A  REFORMER 


He  Is  Shaking  Up  the 

Saloonkeepers  at 

the  Soo. 

I     Sault   Ste.    Marie.    Mich.,    July   17.— The 

'  campaign    against    the    saloons    launched 

by  Charles  Boucher,  an  Indian  who  has 

\  turned   reformer,    is   being  watched    with 

interest    by    the    drj'    element    and    with 
apprehension  by  the  liauor  faction  of  the 
city.     Boucher  is  particularly  determined 
r  to   stop    the  sale    of   intoxicants   to    Indi- 
ans,   something   which,   despite    the   '■tate 
i  law  against  it,   has  been   openly  done   In 
i  the  Soo  for  many  years,  and  as  a  result 
.  of    his    warfare    there    have    been    .several 
arrests   of  saloonkeepers   who    have  been 
,  bound  over  to  the  circuit  court  for  trial. 
Boucher's    campaign     is     denounced    by 
the  Indians,  notably  by  a  brother  of  the 
reformer,    and   .some   are   vigorous   in    de- 
claring   that    he    must    be    afflicted    inen- 
tally.     Boucher  himself  was  a  hanger  on 
around    the    saloons    for    years    until    re- 
centl.v,   when   a  change   was   noticed   and 
•  he    is    said    to    have    come    out    with    the 
:  declaration     that    henceforth    he     would 
devote  his  life  to  bettering  the  condition 
of  his  people.     For  years  he  was  behind 
the  bar  at  several  li'^uor  rooms  and  for  a 
time   he   was   the   proprietor   of   a  saloon 
of  his  own  until  burned  out  In  the  Soo's 
last  big  fire.    He  then  drifted  away  from 
;  the    city    and    was    not    seen    in    the    Soo 
for    a   number   of   years.     On    his    return 
he  married  a  white   woman,   with   whom 
he  is  said  to  live  happily. 

As  a  result  of  Boucher's   agitation   the 

saloon      men    have    become      exceedingly 

'  chary     about    selling    liquor    to     Indians. 

Some,   however,   take   the   chance  by   first 

asking    the    customer    If    he    has    Indian 

;  blood  in   his  veins  and  then  serving  him 

,  if    the    answer    is    in    the   negative.    How 

I  an    evasion    of    the    law    by    this    means 

would  come  out  in  the  courts  is  a  ques- 


i  tion  that  Is  being  asked  and  discu.»se<t 
by  both  the  liquor  dealers  and  the  red 
men.  The  dealers  claim  they  are  not 
I  sui)po.sed  to  know  whether  a  man  is  aa 
j  Indian  or  not.  and  that  if  the  man  him- 
self asserts  he  is  not  then  they  are  free 
to  furnish  him  with  liquor.  Particularly 
is  this  true  with  halfbreeds,  many  of 
whom  are  hard  to  detect  from  men  who 
spend  most  of  the  time  in  the  open  air. 
The  saloon  men  are  inclined  to  believ* 
that  the  reform  is  but  spasmodic  and  will 
soon  die  out.  but  generally  there  is  great 
interest  in  the  outcome,  i)drtlcularly  in 
the  cases  noted  for  trial.

Declared  By  Japanese  Lec- 
turer to  Be  Myth. 

Chicago,  July  17.— "Tii..'  yellow  p«'rir  la 
a  myth,"  declared  Dr.  Toyokicai  lyenac* 
in  a  lecture  at  the  University  of  Chicar 
go  yesterday.  "The  Chinese  will  never 
conquer  the  world  in  a  commercial  sense, 
because  once  they  have  adopted  the  meth- 
ods of  the  Western  nations  ihey  learn  to 
live  luxuriously  and  their  ratio  ot  eon- 
sumption  and  production  is  relatively  the 
same  as  the  occidentals. 

"The  Chinese  as  a  nation  are  the  moat 
commercially  gifted  people  In  the  world. 
They  have  a  high  sense  of  honor  In  trade. 
The  Chinese  become  good  mechanics  with 
little  teachitig,  and  they  can  stand  all 
conditions  of  climate  and  more  work 
with  less  fatigue  than  any  other  peopJo. 
I  consider  the  Chinese  laundryman  • 
wonder  and  a  hero.  He  works  el.-ven 
hours  a  day  without  a  murmur.  There 
Is  an  old  adage.  "Go  to  the  ant.  thoa 
sluggard.'  A  modern  paraphrase  would 
read,    'Go   to   the    laundryman.'  "

«ens  of  Duluth,  dropped  dead  In  the 
Kugler  drug  store  in  the  New  Jersey 
building  shortly  before  8  o'cloi^^k  this 
niornir^. 

Death  came  suddenly,  and  Mr.  Kugler 
had  been  talking  and  joking  with  the 
clerks  but  a  moment  before.  At  the 
same  time.  It  had  been  known  for  some 
time  that  death  was  likely  to  come 
suddenly,  his  heart  being  affected,  it 
was      heart      disease      that      produced 

death. 

Mr.  Kugler  was  one  of  the  pioneers 
c£  the  city  of  Duluth,  having  come 
here  about  thirty-four  years  ago.  For 
a  number  of  yeai-s  after  his  taking  up 
a  residence  here  he  was  engaged  in  the 
meat  busine.ss  with  his  brother-in-law, 
Herman  Burg,  who  is  now  a  i-esident 
of  the  city.

Kugler,  he  estab- 
lished a  drug  bu.  iness  at  127  East  Su- 
perior street,  where  the  tirm  continued 
until  a  short  time  ago,  when  it  moved 
to  the  present  stand  in  the  New  Jersey  | 
building. 

Deceased    was    known    to   nil    of    the 
older    residents    of    the    city,     and     to 
many  of   those   who   came   later.     His 
spirit    was    a    kindly   one    and    he    was 
deeply  esteemed  by  all  who  knew  him.  | 
He  served   two  years   a.s  an  alderman  ! 
of  the  city   of  Duluth,   during  the  ad-  | 
ministration   of    Mayor   J.    B.    Sutphin,  I 
from  lSsS6  to  IbSO,  and  he  was  a  prom- 
inent ai>''  valu.ible  member  of  the  city 
legislative  body. 

Mr.  Kugler  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
two  daughters  and  a  son.  The  daugh- 
ters are  Mrs.  William  Schupp  and  Mis.- 
Dora  Kugler,  and  the  son  is  F.  W.  Kug- 
ler. with  whom  he  was  a.<»sociated  in  the 
drug  business.  His  sister.  Mrs.  Herman 
Burg,  lives  in  the  city.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Independent  Order  of  t.tdd 
Fellows  and  of  the  Ancient  Order  of 
United  "Workmen. 

The  funeral  arrangements  have  not 
yet  been  announced.

WILL  BUY  THE  DIVES. 

Chicago  University  Surround- 
ings to  Be  Purified. 

Chicago.  July  17.— It  is  reported  in  cer- 
tain Hyde  Park  circles  that  John  D. 
Rockefeller  is  endeavoring  to  buy  up  the 
Hyde  Park  "Levee"  in  Lake  avenue,  be- 
tween Fifty-fourth  .and  Fifty-sixth 
sreets.  It  is  easy  for  the  university  men 
to  walk  to  Lake  avenue  for  a  "stein" 
after  their  evening  studies,  and  so  al- 
luring have  been  the  attractions  of  the 
place  that  gambling  and  carousals  have 
often  resulted.  One  of  the  chief  rea.sons 
for  locating  tlie  university  in  Hyde  Park 
was  because  it  was  a  prohibition  district, 
with  the  exception  of  the  two  blocks 
mentioned. 

I'r.der  tiie  or<linances  of  the  old  village 
f.f  Hyde  Park  the  village  trustees  were 
given  authority  to  close  tlie  saloons  at 
any  time,  but  when  Chicago  annexed 
liO'de  Park,  that  right  passed  away  and 
the  saloonkeepi-rs  are  now  enjoying  a 
life  tenure  as  long  as  the  city  will  grant 
license,  whicii  it  has  always  been  willfng 
to  do.  Hence  there  is  but  one  way  to 
close  them  up— buy  the  property  and 
ou.-=t    the  tenants. 

President  Harper  of  the  Chicago  uni- 
versity could  not  l>e  seen  to  deny  or  af- 
firm the  story,  but  a  prominent  real 
esate  m.in  admitetd  that  he  was  ap- 
f'raislr.ii:  the  property  and  endeavoring  to 
ascertaia  if  It  could  be  bought  up. 


Lincoln,  Neb.,  July  17.— Nebraska  and 
K.ansaij  are  remarkably  free  from 
tramps  just  now  and  this  condition 
promises  to  continue  for  anoth-^r 
month.  The  tramps  have  evidently 
begun  to  read  the  newspapers,  or  else 
v'ord  has  been  passed  around  that  the 
wheat  belt  of  the  West  is  a  bad  place 
lor  the  hobo  in  the  good  old  summer 
time. 

Some  fantastic  tales  have  gone  out 
from  the  West  in  past  years  about 
desperate  farmers  who  have  boarded 
freight  trains  ar.d  impressed  the  way- 
faring passengers  into  service  in  the 
harvest  fields  to  save  their  ripened 
grain  from  destruction,  but  these  tales 
have  had  only  a  slight  basis  of  truth. 
Nevertheless,  the  tramps  seem  to  havo 
taken  the  alarm. 

Whatever  may  be  the  cause,  the  fact 
exists  that  the  tramps  are  very  scarce 
this  year,  and  the  state  labor  bureau 
and  employment  agencies  in  the  vari- 
ous cities  are  being  deluged  with  in- 
quiries for  harvest  hands.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  the  shortage  in  this  state 
alone  will  be  several  thousand. 

The  cool  v.eather  of  May  and  June 
retarded  the  ripening  of  wheat  in  this 
•State  as  well  as  in  other  Western 
states,  and  the  pinch  has  not  yet  come. 
The  first  grain  will  be  cut  next  week 
and  from  that  time  on  the  de'nand  for 
harvest  hands  will  be  great.  Ordinary 
unskilled  labor  in  the  ciies  has  been 
getting  $1.75  and  $2  a  day,  and  there  is 
practically  no  surplus  market  to  draw 
from  this  year,  public  improvements 
and  private-  enterprises  absorbing 
about  all  of  the  available  men. 

Last  year  as  much  as  $3  and  $4  a 
day  was  paid  to  experienced  harvest- 
ers, and  with  wheat  at  its  present  high 
price  the  farmers  will  not  care  much 
what  the  harvesters  demand.  The 
wheat  growers  have  already  run  up 
.-.gainst  the  fact  that  the  farm  hands' 
union  was  no  winter's  dream  of  the 
hired  men.  High  wages  are  demanded 
and  secured  by  the  hired  hands.  In 
many  cases  as  much  as  $30  and  $35  a 
month,  with  board  and  laundry  added, 
is  being  demanded,  with  at  least  six 
months'  work  guaranteed.  Eastern 
and  Central  Nebraska  have  been  pretty 
Well  organised  and  the  minimum 
schedule  of  $25  is  easily  enforced. 

Nebraska  is  going  to  have  another 
big  bumper  crop  this  year,  both  in 
wheat  and  corn.  The  acreage  of  win- 
ter wheat  is  estimated  by  the  crop  ex- 
perts at  more  than  $2,500000,  which  in- 
sures a  yield  of  from  60,000,000  to  75,- 
0(0,000  bushels.  Tho  acreage  is  about 
500,000  acres  larger  than  last  year.  The 
corn  acreage  will  go  about  5,800,000 
acres  and  that  of  oats  to  1,750,000  acres, 
which  are  about  the  average  for  the 
past  four  years. 

For  the  last  two  or  three  years  the 
acreage  of  corn  has  deci eased  as  that 
of  wheat  has  increased,  but  the  farmer 
has  discovered  that  it  pays  to  plant 
both.  One  crop  is  well  enough  In 
states  where  climatic  conditions  do 
not  vary  much  from  year  to  year,  but 
In  Nebraska  and  Kansas  the  agricul- 
turists have  learned  not  to  figure  on 
one    crop    alone. 

It  is  rarely  the  case  that  both  corn 
and  wheat  fail  in  the  same.  If  th» 
spring  is  wet  and  cold  wheat  flourishes 
and  corn  does  not.  If  the  contrary 
conditions  obtain,  com,  being  the  later 
planted,  has  an  excellent  chance  of 
winning  out. 

This  vear  floods  and  rains  caused  the 
postponement  of  planting  until  nearly 
June  1.  This  necessitated  the  plant- 
ing of  ninety-day  corn  in  order  to  es- 
cape the  frosts  of  early  autumn,  but 
this  grades  well. 

The  crop  sharps  say  that  the  era  of 
cheap  corn  is  past  in  the  West.  Foreign 
demand  has  increased  so  greatly  in  re- 
cent years  that  it  will  always  com- 
mand a  good  price,  the  exports  being 
many  times  as  large  as  formely.  There 
never  will  be  enough  wheat  raised  ma- 
terially to  reduce  the  price,  experts 
say.  the  di5^covery  of  new  fields  failing 
to  keep  pace  with  the  expansion  of  the 
wheat-consuming   population. 

The  acreage  of  all  crops  is  larger 
'than  ever  before  because  the  western 
and  northwestern  parts  of  the  state, 
through  irrigation  and  scientific  farm- 
ing, have  been  redeemed  from  their  old 
place  as  grazing  lands  and  made  into 
profitable  farms.  Large  fields  of  al- 
falfa are  in  bloom  and  the  returns  are 
even  richer  than  those  from  wheat 
fields. 

The  calamity  howler  has  been  ef- 
fectively disposed  of  in  the  West.  The 
money  power  has  no  longer  any  terrors 
for  the  Western  farmer.  He  has  be- 
come something  of  a  money  power 
himself. 

He  borrows  only  to  buy  more  land 
and  his  only  dealing  with  the  Eastern 
capitalist  is  when  the  latter  comes 
along  seeking  a  good  investment  for 
his  money.  The  money  lender  regards 
it  as  a  favor  now  for  a  farmer  to  bor- 
row money  from  him. 

The  large  farm  is  growing  in  favor, 
and  in  one  coimty  in  ^Southwestern 
Nebraska  this  year,  four  German 
farmers,  ir.en  who  came  here  fifteen 
years  ago  with  but  little  money,  have 
a  tract  of  .SO.OOO  acres  sown  in  winter 
wheat.  Ten  thousand  dollars  clear 
off  an  800-acre  farm  makes  Nebraska 
farm  lands  better  than  government 
bonds. 

This  condition  of  affairs  has  greatly 
stimulated  business  in  all  the  towns 
and  cities  of  the  state.  Farmers  are 
buying  better  goods  and  more  of  them, 
and  the  country  banks  are  full  of 
money.  Country  banking  in  the  West 
is  one  of  the  best  m.oney-making  pro- 
positions of  the  day.

New  York,  July  It.— <:harles  A.  Bau- 
doulne,  who  receives,  ii;  is  said,  an  in- 
come of  $30,000.  a  year  from  a  trust 
fund  created  under  the  will  of  his 
grandfather,  was  called  upon  to  ex- 
plain to  Judge  'tSrefenbaum,  in  the  su- 
preme court,  why  he  iihould  not  con- 
tribute $1000  adflitldnal  to  the  support 
of  his  son,  Charles  Alfred  Baudouine, 
19  years  of  age.  The  young  man  is  a 
victim  of  incipient  tuberculosis  and 
has  been  at  Saranac  lake,  Adirondacks, 
since  June.  His  mother,  now  Mrs. 
Maude  R.  Garr,  wife  of  George  Fred- 
erick Garr,  who  is  staying  at  Saratoga 
for  the  summer,  presented  an  applica- 
tion to  compel  her  former  husband  to 
support  their  son.  }>he  obtained  a 
divorce  from  Baudouine  in  1894,  and 
the  young  man  was  pkiced  in  her  cus- 
tody. Ba^idoulne  aerreed  to  allow  his 
son  $3000  a  year  until  he  became  of  age, 
and  settled  the  claim  of  alimony  on,  the 
part  of  his  wife  by  paying  her  $10,000 
shortly  before  her  marriage  to  Garr. 
Baudouine  resides  at  Rye,  where  he 
maintains  an  establishment  and  dog 
kennels  and  stables.  The  motion  for 
the  additional  $1000  was  presented  by 
Thomas  P.  Wicks,  who  informed  the 
judge  that  Mrs.  Garr  was  without 
means  herself.  She  saj's  she  has  been 
compelled  to  borrow  money  from  her 
present  husband  and  her  mother  to  pro- 
vide the  establishment  iind  camp  where 
the  young  man  is.

Washington,  July  17.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  commerce  of  the  United 
States  with  its  non-contiguous  territory 
will  amount  to  nearly  $10,000,000  in  the 
fiacal  year  just  ended.  The  figures  for 
eleven  months  ending  with  May,  1903, 
as  announced  by  the  department  of  com- 
merce through  Its  bureau  of  statistics, 
amount  to  $86,581,026,  and  as  those  for 
the  single  month  of  May  amount  to 
nearly  $9,ti00,000,  it  Is  apparent  that  the 
total  for  the  full  year  will  fall  but  lit- 
tle below  JICO.OOO.OOO.  Of  this  grand  to- 
tal of  nearly  $100,000,000  of  commerce 
with  the  non-contiguous  territory,  more 
than  cne-thlrd  Is  merchandise  shipped 
to  that  territory.  Of  the  grand  total  ot 
$Sti.581,0J6  In  the  eleven  months  ending 
with  May,  $33,080,779  was  merchandise 
shipped  to  Porto  Rico,  Hawaiian  Is- 
lands, Philippines,  Guam,  Tutuiia  and 
Alaska.  Of  this  total  of  practically  |33,- 
OCO.OOO  of  merchandise  shipped  tu  non- 
tontiguous  territory  In  the  eleven  months 
ending  with  May,  a  little  over  $11,000,000 
went  to  I'orto  Rico.  $10,0(H),000  to  the  Ha- 
waiian Islands,  $8,000,000  to  Ahiska.  a  lit- 
tle over  53.500,000  to  the  Philippines  and 
nearly  $100,000  worth  to  Guam  and  Tutui- 
ia. 

Of  the  $6.''.,000.000  of  merchandise  received 
from  the  non-contiguous  territory  budlng 
the  eleven  months,  nearly  $22,000,000  worth 
came  from  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  $11.- 
000,000  from  the  Philippines.  $10,500,000 
Irom  Porto  Rico  and  $10,000,000  from  Al- 
aska. These  $10,000,000  from  Alska  is  mer- 
chandise and  does  not  include  the  gold 
received  from  that  territory,  which 
amounted  In  eleven  months  to  $4,540,077. 
Adding  the-se  shipments  of  gold  Alaska 
sent  us  to  the  grand  total  of  meichandise 
above  .mentioned,  and  estimating  the 
month  of  June,  the  grand  total  will  prob- 
ably  reach    the   round   sum  of  $100,000,000. 

Taking  up  the  details  of  this  commerce 
of  $100,000. 0<X)  between  the  United  States 
and  Its  noncontiguous  territory,  it  may 
be  said  that  the  principal  articles  re- 
ceived from  that  territory,  during  the 
eleven  months  for  which  the  detailed

Holds  First  Session. 

White  Gets  Another  Weei( 
to  Produce  Witness. 


copy  of  the  conversation  between  him- 
self and  the  alderman  not  supposing 
that  he  would  ever  have  use  for  it. 
He  ihen  suggested  that  steps  be  taken 
to  secure  the  testimony  of  the  man  that 
look  those  notes.

"I   v.ould  be  a  consummate  ass,   fool 

or  idot  to  make  the  statements   1   did 

here   on   Monday   night   if   I   could    not 

prove   them.     I   made  those   charges  in 

good  faith  and  I  intend  to  prove  them.

George  Tischer  for  years. 

"Since  Monday  night  I  have  been 
accosted  by  men  that  tried  to  persuade 
I  me  to  withdraw  these  charges,  making 
j  the  plea  that  the  alderman's  mental 
capacity  was  such  that  he  could  not 
distingish  right  from  wrong.  If  such  is 
the   case   then   he   has   no   right   to   oc- 


Daflantly  reiterating  charges  of 
brit)ery  .soliciting.  Tnomas  G.  White, 
apr>oa:ed  before  the  Tischer  investigat- 
ing committee  last  night. 

He  claimed  to  have  destroyed  the 
stenographic  copy  of  conversation  al- 
leged to  have  taken  place  between 
btmself  and  Mr.  Tischer  in  July  1893, 
vhen  the  alderman  is  said  to  have 
asked  $75  to  get  the  V-Tiite  Employment 
agency  license  through. 

He  said   that  since  he  had  made  the 

charg*^s  against  Alderman  Tischer.  pol- 
iticians whose  names  he  did  not  know, 
hid  approached  him  m  a  down  town 
hotel  reciuesting  a  withdrawal. 

He  declined  to  furnish  the  investiga- 
ting lommittee  with  the  name  of  a 
third  man  supposed  to  have  overheard 
Ithe  alleged  bribe  soliciting  conversa- 
tion, but  said  he  would  produce  the 
•witness  at  the  next  meeting  and  would 
then  explain  his  reasons  for  keeping  the 
i.ame  of  this  mysterious  third  party, 
secret  at  this  time. 

Tfie  investigation  was  then  contin- 
ued for  one  week  to  give  Mr.  White  an 
oppfjitunity  to  get  Joseph  Lang  of 
Woodstock.  111.,  to  c<Hne  to  Duluth  and 


give  testimony.  Mr.  Lang  was  a  clerk 
in  Mr  White's  office  at  the  time  and 
it  is  claimed  he  made  the  stenographic 
notes  of  the  alleged  bribe  soliciting 
conversation. 

The  in\estigating  committee  consists 
of  Aldermen  Krumseig,  Barnes  and 
Olsen  but  all  other  members  of  the 
council  wore  present  except  the  two 
from  the  Eighth  wacd.  Mr.  Krumseig 
did  most  of  the  questioning.  Mr. 
White  conducted  his  own  case,  and 
Alderman  Tischer  was  represented  by 
Attorney  James  A.  Hanks. 

The  specific  charge  is  that  in  July, 
1S9S,  while  the  White  Employment  li- 
cense was  being  held  up  by  the  council 
Alderman  Tischer  went  to  the  office  of 
Mr.  White,  by  arrangement  made  over 
the  telephone  by  a  "friend"  and  sug- 
gested that  by  giving  him  $75  Mr. 
White  could  get  three  votes  necessary 
to  pass  his  license. 

A  further  charge  is  made  that  Alder- 
nuin  Tischer  used  his  office  as  alder- 
man and  a  member  of  the  council 
license  committee  to  enforce  the  pay- 
ment of  a  $125  note  of  Mr.  White's 
held  by  him. 

Mr.  White  first  told  the  committee 
that  in  cleaning  out  his  safe  last  Dec- 
ember he  had  destroyed  a  stenographic

Judge  Hanks— That  is  adding  insult 
to  injury     I  object  to  that. 

Alderman  Krumseig.— Confine  your- 
self to  strictly  legitimate  evidence,  Mr. 
White. 

Mr.  White— That's  what  I'm  doing. 
Why.  I  have  met  George  Tischer  on 
the  street  for  years  and  he  has  never 
had  the  manhood  to  look  me  in  the 
face. 

Mr.  Krumseig: — Who  was  in  your 
office  at  the  time  Mr.  Tischer  is  alleged 
to  have  asked   for  the  bribe? 

Answer: — My  clerk,  Joseph  Lang  and 
another  party  whose  identity  I  do  not 
wish  to  divulge  until  you  have  Joseph 
Lang   or   his   testimony   before   you. 

Mr.  Krumseig — Describe  the  whole 
transaction. 

Mr  White — On  the  morning  of  July 
11,  1898.  when  my  license  was  to  come 
before  the  council  that  night.  I  was 
called  up  by  telephone  by  some  person 
that  said: — "Mr.  White  I  am  a  friend 
of  yours  and  I  want  you  to  do  just  as 
I  say.  There  will  be  a  certain  alder- 
man calling  on  you  today.  You  do  just 
as  he  says  and  your  license  will  go 
through  all  right." 

"I  got  to  thinking  it  over  and  when 
I  came  back  from  lunch  I  told  Mr. 
Lang  and  the  other  party  in  my  office 
that  a  certain  alderman  would  be  in 
my  office  and  told  them  to  come  up 
against  the  partition  of  my  private 
office  and  get  every  word  that  was 
said.

Mr.  Krumsieg— In  what  tone  of  voice 
was  this  conversation  carried  on? 

Answer — In  an  ordinary  tone  of  voice 
that  could  easily  have  been  heard  out- 
side the  office. 

Question — Could  that  conversation 
have  been  heard  all  over  the  main 
office? 

Answer— I  think  it  could. 

Question— When  did  this  occur — what 
date'/ 

Answer— July  H.  1S98. 
Question — Your     license    first    came 
up  in  May  that  yjar,  did  it  not? 

Answer — Yes. 

Question — Are  you  aware  that  Mr. 
Tischer  voted  for  your  license  on  May 
3.   1898? 

Answer— No,  I  think  you  are  mis- 
taken, alderman. 

Mr.  Krumsieg — IHere  are  the  records. 

Mr.  White  (examining)— Yes,  you  are 
correct. 

Question — Charges  were  then  made 
against  you,  and  after  these  charges 
had  been  preferred.  Alderman  Tischer, 
on  June  20,  voted  "no"  on  your  license, 
did  he  not?

Mr  White  has  dealt  considerably  In 
time  checks  and  l.is  dealings  along  this 
line  were  then  drawn  into  the  contro- 
versy for  the  purpose  of  attempting  to 
show  that  the  council  had  been  justi- 
fied   in   withholding   a  license. 

The  employment  agent  admitted  that 
he  had  i.ssued  as  high  as  $1050  certi- 
ficates of  deposit  for  from  $10  up,  but 
that  onlv  four  of  these  certificates,  ag- 
gregating $fi50  were  o'.tstanding. 

One  of  these  ceFtitjente.-.  was  pro- 
duced in  evidence,  ar:'!  .v^  there  was 
no  name  on  it  tt>  Identify  the  owner, 
such  as  Is  the  ca.^e  on  certificates  of 
deposit  issued  by  banking  institutions. 
Judge  Hanks  ac?t»«ed  Mr.  White  of 
having  the  certificates  made  out  in  this 
way  for  the  exp'csa  purpose  of  pre- 
venting their  a-Testance  and  cashing 
by  banks  and  sail  tliat  when  a  holder 
Kot  away  from  Duluth  with  one  of 
them  he  was  not  likely  to  get  back 
and  call   for  the   money  deposited.

FROM  RUSSIA 


Sliortage  Elsewhere  Will 

Boost   Prices  In 

California. 

New  York.  July  17.— The  Journal  of 
Commerce  says:  M.  Theodore  Kearney, 
of  Fresno,  Cal.,  furmer  president  of  the 
California  Raisin  Growers'  a.ssooialion. 
who  is  In  this  city  on  his  way  to  Ger- 
many, .says  indications  point  to  fruit 
crops  of  good  size  and  quality  in  Cali- 
fornia ana  in  view  of  the  shortages  el^^e- 
wiiere,  growers  are.  he  said,  expecting 
higher  prices  this  year.  The  signing  of 
contracts  by  growers  to  deliver  to  tlie 
Raisin  Growens'  association  is  progress- 
ing satisfactorily  and  he  beUeves  the 
one  year  agreement  will  be  signed  gen- 
erally. 

Mr.  Kearney's  attention  was  called  to 
reports  that  the  Smyrna  raisin  crop  this 
season  is  as  likely  to  be  a  very  heavy 
one.  He  was  asked  what  effect,  if  any, 
this  might   have   on   prices   here. 

'•As  far  as  the  foreign  crop  is  con- 
cerned," he  .said,  "tlie  Spanish  crop  last 
year,  for  instance,  was  very  large— ia 
fact,  the  largest  for  many  year.s  and, 
owing  to  the  failure  of  he  crop  in  one 
district,  prices  ruled  higher.  Nevertheless 
practically  the  entire  cr*op  was  taken  up 
at  home  and  there  was  no  effect  on  the 
American  market.  In  view  of  that  fact, 
there  seems  to  be  no  danger  of  foreign 
raisins  being  sent  here  this  year  in 
quantities  large  enough  to  affect  prices. 
There  is  a  customs  duty  on  raisins,  and 
furthermore,  it  is  the.  policy  of  the  Cal- 
ifornia association  to  put  prices  so  high 
as  to  invite  foreign  competition." 

GRAIN  VIA  CANAUA. 

Big  Increase  In  the  Shipments 
to  Montreal. 

Montreal.  July  17.— Thomas  Harling. 
general  manager  of  the  Canadian  Lake 
and  Ocean  Steamship  company,  announ- 
ces that  with  additions  made  to  their 
fleets  the  Canadian  companies  can  now 
handle  tW.OOO.OOO  mushels  of  grain  from 
the  West  in  a  shipping  season  of  thirty 
weeks.  Te  points  out  that  the  withdraw- 
al of  tolls  on  Cnadian  canals  has  result- 
ed in  the  Canadian  water  route  becoming 
much   more   popular. 

Since  the  opening  of  navigation  to 
June  20  the  records  of  the  Montreal 
board  of  trade  show  that  7.53<>.S77 
bushels  of  grain  have  been  shipped  frotti 
that  port  against  5.1SO.0(,-3  bushels  in  the 
same  period  last  year.  Shipments  are 
now  being  made  over  the  all-water  route 
from  Fort  William  to  Montreal  at  ^''k 
cents  a  bushel,  compared  with  5»^  cents 
from   Fort   Wi:iia:n    to   Buffalo. 

Mr  Harling  considers  that  one  of  the 
greatest  necessities  is  that  more  elevator 
storage  capacity  be  secured  east  of  the 
great  lake.s.  At  the  present  time,  includ- 
ing Midland.  Ooderich.  Sarnia,  Kingston 
and  Montreal,  it  does  not  total  more  than 
6.000,000  bushels. 

The  rr'Moed  rate  on  '^anadian  r-Mitc  is 
also  being  taken  advantage  of  by  the 
shippers  of  corn  from  the  Western  states. 
By  the  end  of  the  season  Mr.  Harling  is 
confident  the  records  will  show  that  close 
to  30.000.000  bushels  of  erain.  more  than 
any  previous  .sea-son.  will  find  their  way 
for  shipment    from   Caaadlan   3eac>orts. 


Quarterly    Dividend   of 

1 1-8  Instead  of  1 

Per  Cent. 


New  York,  July  17.— The  gro."33  earn- 
ings of  the  Northern  Securitie.<;  roads 
for  the  year  ending  June  30  are  $151,- 
544,000,  an  increase  of  $18,449,000  for  the 
year.  James  J.  Hill  expressed  the 
liveliest  satisfaction  over  the  showing 
the  roads  had  made.  He  said,  however, 
he  had  expected  the  year's  report  to  be 
of  this  character,  and  remarked  that 
results  justified  his  prediction,  made 
several  months  ago,  that  complete  re- 
turns for  the  year  would  show  earn- 
ing for  three  companies  of  at  least 
$150,000,000. 

Last  year  the  three  companies  earned 
$141,314,000,  of  v.hich  $77,150,000  was 
taken  up  iw  operating  expenses  and 
$29,050,000  in  fixed  charges,  leaving  sur- 
pluses applicable  to  dividends  of  $28,- 
200,000.  Last  j^ear  three  roads  had  other 
income  in  excess  of  $3,000,000,  and  the 
earnings  given  for  this  year  represent 
income  from  operations  only.  It  is  prob- 
able that  the  item  of  "other  income" 
will  show  a  substantial  increase  for  th2 
year  just  closed. 

The  year  Is  all  the  more  remarkable 
from  the  fact  that  it  follows  a  year  of 
rapidly  increasing  tonnage  and  earn- 
ings. The  gross  earnings  for  the  yea: 
ended  June  ;-0,  1902,  were  $20,000,000  in 
excess  of  those  of  the  year  before.  The 
increase  in  surplus  after  payment  of 
fixed  charges  last  year  %vas  only  a  little 
less  than  $10,000,000.  The  earnings  for 
the  j-ear  1900-1901  were  amply  sufficient 
to  enable  the  company  to  pay  4  per  cent 
dividends  upon  outstanding  stock. 

It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the 
steadily  increasing  earnings  of  the  last 
two  years  place  the  company  in  a  re- 
markably strong  position,  and,  barring 
legal  difHcultie.s,  it  is  scarcely  conceiv- 
able that  the  stock  of  the  giant  merger 
would  cease  to  pay  as  much  as  4  per 
cent,  even  under  waning  business  condi- 
tions in  the  territory  of  the  railroads 
controlled.  The  directors  of  the  Securi- 
ties company  have  declared  a  dividend 
of  \y%  per  cent,  payable  Aug.  3,  transfer 
books  to  be  closed  July  23  and  reopened 
Aug.  4. 

The  first  dividend  paid  on  Northern 
Securities  was  I  per  cent  Feb.  1,  1902. 
This  amount  was  paid  each  quarter 
until  February.  1903,  v/hen  1»4  per  cent 
was  paid.  Trie  dividend  just  de^ 
Glared  will,  therefore,  be  the  seventh 
quarterly  dividend  on  the  stock  and 
th^  third  one  at  the  rate  of  1%  per 
cent.  The  dividend  on  Northern  Pacific 
stock  will  be  announced  the  last  few 
days  of  this  month,  and  it  is  expected 
the  rate  will  be  ly^  per  cent,  the  same 


Declines  to  Receive  or 

Consider  the  Jewish 

Petition. 

Washington,  July  17.— It  was  learned 
last  night  that  the  state  departmtnt 
had  received  a  reply  from  Ru.s.'jla 
stating  that  it  neither  would  receive 
nor  consider  the  matter  of  the  Jewish 
petition  on  the  subject  of  the  Kishineff 
incident.  This  information  came  in  the 
form  of  a  cable  dispatch  from  Mr. 
Riddle,  American  charge  at  St.  Peters- 
burg, to  whom  was  committed  the 
delicate  task  of  inquiring  of  the  Rus- 
sian government  as  to  its  attitude 
with  respect  to  the  presentation  of  'he 
petition.  It  is  believed  that  this  will 
close  the  matter  and  that  no  furth'^r 
steps  will  be  taken  by  this  governmoiit 
to  bring  the  views  of  the  petitioner.s  to 
the  attention  of  Ru.ssia,  although  as 
yet  no  consideration  has  been  given  by 
the  president  to  the  course  to  be  pur- 
sued in  tne  light  of  Russia's  respon»e 
to   our   inquiry. ' 

The  reply  that  Russia  makes  to  all 
suggestions  on  the  subject  of  the 
Kishineff  massacre  was  forecasted  bjr 
the  Asso'^iated  Press  some  weeks  ago 
in  an  authorized  statement  when  the 
public  was  definitely  informed  that 
Russia  regarded  the  affair  as  an  in- 
ternal matter  as  to  which  she,  in  th* 
exercise  of  her  oiflcial  sovereignty, 
must  decline  to  receive  suggfstions 
from  any  other  government  or  oulstdo 
source.

State  Auditor  Could  Not 

Act  Without  County 

Auditor  Halden. 


The  action  of  County  Auditor  Hiilden 
in  rtfu?i:^g  to  concur  in  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners for  an  abatement  in  the  as- 
sessment and  reduction  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  railway  company,  settled  the 
ina.tttr  so  far  as  any  reduction  in  taxes 
is  concerned,  without  any  action  on 
the  part  of  Sitate  Auditor  Iverson.  The 
situation  is  fully  explained  in  an  edi- 
torial which  appeared  recently  in  for- 
mer 8tate  Auditor  Dunn's  paper,  the 
Princeton  Union,  which  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

"County  Auditor  llalden  of  St.  Louis 
county  retused  to  .  recommend  to  the 
state  audit<.ir  a  reduction  in  the  assess- 
ment of  Northern  Pacific  projerty  in 
Duluth  and  the  newspapers  in  Duluth 
•sseit  that  State  Auditci  Iverson  has 
sustained  tiie  action  of  County  Auditor 
Halden.  There  is  no  sustaining  about 
it.  The  slate  auditor  tannot  act  upon 
any  applicatioun  for  the  correction  of 
assessment  and  abatement  of  taxes  un- 
less the  same  is  recommended  to  him 
by  the  county  conim.issioners  and  the 
county  auditc>r  of  the  county  in  which 
the  property  is  situated.  When  the 
county  auditor  withholds  his  appro\al 
the  state  auditor  has  no  jurisdiction. 
The  only  remedy  left  the  disgruntled 
tax  payer  or  tax  shirker  is  to  apply  to 
the  c«<urts  for  redress." 

"The  facts,  as  stated  in  the  clippinR," 
■aid  County  Auditor  HaJden,  this 
morning,  "are  correct.  The  law  states 
express  ,y  that  the  application  for 
abaten:ent  of  taxe"  and  redaction  of 
taxes  niust  contain  the  signatures  of 
the  county  commissioners  and  of  the 
county  auditor  when  it  is  presented  to 
the  state  audiKr.  The  application  for 
the  abatement  of  the  Northern  Paci- 
fic con.panys  taxes  contained  the  sig- 
natures of  the  St.  Lrfiuis  county  com- 
missiciicrs.  but  did  not  contain  my 
slgnaturre,  when  it  was  given  to  Mr. 
Iverson.  He  very  properly  held  that 
the  matttr  was  not  properly  before 
him  unless  it  had  all  the  signatures 
mentioned  and  that  he  could  not  take 
any  action.  It  was  not  a  matter  of 
his  concurring  with  the  county  audi- 
tor as  has  been  stated,  for  as  the  mat- 
ter now  stands,  the  application  is  not 
belore   him. 

If  thi  application  contained  all  of  the 
rc«|ufred  signatures  the  state  auditor 
■would  have  .luiisdiction  and  could  ex- 
ercise his  authority  in  either  acting  on 
the  recommendation  or  turning  it 
down,  as  he  saw  fit.  "I  did  not  sign 
the  recommendation  for  the  reduction 
of  taxes  on  The  railway  company's 
prop'erty  for  the  reason  that  I  could 
not  do  so  in  justice  to  the  owners  of 
property  adjoining  that  of  the  rail- 
way compiinys,  whc)  have  been  as- 
sessed  just    as    high."

Eellefontaine,  Ohio,  July  17.— The 
claim  of  Rufus  Cantrell,  "King  of 
Ghouls,"  who  thrilled  Indianapolis  and 
the  entire  nation  with  his  terrible  con- 
fessons  of  grave  robbing,  that  he 
could  throw  some  Ight  on  the  disap- 
pearance of  Kcnnetli  Lawrence,  a 
wealthy  young  man  of  this  city,  recalls 
all  the  sorrows  of  that  mystery. 

Kenneth  Lawrence  was  an  orjihan 
and  grandson  of  the  late  Judge  Will- 
iam Liiwrence,  of  Eellefontaine.  He 
was  raised  by  an  auni  In  Indianapolis, 
and  at  the  death  of  Judge  Lawrence 
Inherited  something  Ike  $4(X),000  from 
the  estate.  Part  of  the  inheritance  was 
in  Eellefontaine  proj^erty,  while  the 
rest  of  it  was  In  Illinois  land  and  resi- 
dence property  in  Indiana  oil  towns. 

After  reaching  his  maturity  young 
Lawrence  lived  in  Indianapolis  part  of 
the  time,  and  Wiis  a  young  man  of 
rather  peculiar  habi  s,  although  he 
was  always  thought  to  be  of  an  exem- 
plary disposition. 

Lav.rence  left  Indianapolis  one  day 
the  latter  part  of  Aut:ust,  in  1900,  and 
went  to  Illinois  t(.  see  his  farm  prop- 
erty. He  remained  there  a  few  days 
with  his  tenant  and  left  before  set- 
tling a  part  of  the  matters  that  had 
made  the  errand  necessary.  Nothing 
was  heard  from  him  directly  after  that. 
He  was  apparently  lost,  and  after  a 
few  weeks  had  elapsed,  relatives  began 
to  make  a  search  for  him.  He  had 
made  a  few  trips  to  New  York  city 
shortly  prior  to  his  sudden  disappear- 
ance. Investigation  Avas  made  there, 
and  it  was  suppised  that  some  trace 
had  been  secured  of  him. 

Lawrence  was  known  to  have  had 
with  him  about  $2000,  the  result  of  a 
sale  of  some  property  in  Muncie.  Ind., 
and  about  the  first  clew  disclosed  to 
inquiries  in  New  York  city  was  that 
Lawrence  had  been  playing  the  races 
at  Sheepshead  Bay  and  had  lost  heav- 
ily. 

A  young  man  attached  to  the  Wal- 
dorf-Astoria hotel  acknowledged  to 
have  been  in  conipanj-  with  Lawrence, 
but  no  trace  of  the  missing  young  heir 
could  be  found,  .nd  the  friends  came 
home  and  soon  afterward  entered  nego- 
tiations with  Fr; <nk  Smoot.  a  Spring- 
field detective. 

Smoot  went  to  Nev/  York  and  fol- 
lowed the  Sheep.shead  Bay  clew,  and 
one  that  led  to  .\ew  Grlean.s,  but  there 
nothing  could  b"  learned,  and  he  gave 
the  matter  up.  The  relatives  put  other 
detectives  on  the  trail,  but  nothing  of  a 
satisfactory  nature  was  ever  learned, 
and,  although  the  family  was  not  ready 
to  accept  the  theory  that  Lawrence  was 
dead,  they  knew  of  nothing  else  to  do 
but  wait. 

In  the  meantime,  whenever  anything 
developed,  the  clew  has  always  been 
closely  followed,  but  always  with  the 
same   unsatisfactory   result. 

It  remained  for  Rufus  Cantrill,  the 
Indianapolis  grave  robber,  to  furnish 
the  latest  clew,  and  so  different  was  it 
from  anything  before  suggested  that  it 
at  once  attracted  attention.  Cantrill 
claims  that  he  knew  something  about 
the  disappearance  of  young  Lawrence, 
and  pretends  to  say  tJiat  the  idea  that 
young  Lawrence  disappeared  while  In 
New  York  is  entirely  wrong,  but  that 
he  met  with  foul  plaj-  in  Indianapolis. 
He  says  that  Lawrfnce  returned  to 
Indianapolis  from  Ne-.v  York,  and  was 
made  prey  for  the  gang  of  robbers  that 
then  Infested  that  city. 

Mayor  William  T.  Haviland  and  Sen- 
ator H.  West,  of  this  city,  relatives  by 
marriage  of  the  missing  man,  went  at 
once  to  Indianapolis  to  interview  the 
negro  about  the  matter.  They  came 
home  discouraged  over  the  outcome  of 
their  journey  and  disgusted  with  Cant- 
rill. He  posed  for  them  and  pretended 
to  know  something,  but  would  not  give 
up  a  single  thing,  and  they  believe  that 
he  is  simply  dealing  out  hot  air  and 
endeavoring  to  secure  a  diminution  of 
his  sentence. 

The  matter  simply  reverts  to  where  it 
started  and  the  myst«ry  is  no  nearer 
solution. 

Only  about  a  year  before  Lawrence 
disappeared    he    took    out    a    policy    of

The  minute  it  was  ended 
I  was  sc  excited  that  I  jumped  right  into 
the  ring  and  challenges  a  150-pound 
fighter  named  Hart  to  fight  right  then 
and  there  if  a  jiurse  were  laised.  I 
weighed  only  124  pounds  and  had  bepn 
walking  to  the  fight,  but  i  didn  t  oare 
for   that,   as  1   wanted  a  fight. 

"Well,  tlie  crowd  was  so  anxious  to  see 
more  lighting  that  they  s(Xtn  filled  the 
hat,  and  Hart  and  I  went  at  it.  Al  Smith 
was  stakeholder  and  referee,  and  Jim 
Smith,  tlie  walker,  and  Tom  Allen,  tht 
champion  of  Ameiica,  seconded  me.  The 
ring  was  pitched  in  the  turf,  and  it  had 
been  raining  so  the  ground  was  soggy. 
We  fought  in  half  a  fool  oi.  mud,  V'Ut  1 
didn't  care.  I  started  in  to  get  that 
pur.-^e,  and  I  get  it.  I  beat  the  other 
fellow  in  thirteen  rounds  in  40  minutes. 
Bare  knuckles?  Sure.  We  didn't  heein  to 
care  foi   tiie  gloves  in  thi'^^e  days. 

"To  tell  vou  the  truth.  1  got  .-o  tired  on 
the  la.sl  round  that  when  it  was  all  over 
and  1  was  given  the  decision,  1  just  fell 
down  exhausted.  But  I  soon  gfjt  up  and 
walked  tc  a  lodging  hou.se.  The  backers 
<jf  the  other  fellow  paid  a  boy  5(J  cents 
to  drag  him  to  .shelter.  I  got  just  $li:.5(i 
for  my  prize.  Oh,  they  held  out  on  me, 
hut  that  s  nothing.  That  battle  was 
fought  NovemlKr  17,  187::,  and  1  was  with- 
in ten  davs  of  being  ISJ  years  old." 

"And   after    that?  ' 

Madden  shifted  his  Panama  hat  and 
crossed  his  legs  the  other  way. 

"Tliat  settled  it  for  me.  "  he  said.  "After 
that  1  was  bound  to  be  a  fightn.  But  in 
the  mean  time  1  had  to  live,  so  I  got  a 
job  on  a  railroad.  You  know  what  I  mean 
—section  hand.  I  worked  hard  for  a 
month  and  then  the  railroad  company 
busted  and  I  didn't  jiet  any  money.  Then 
I  turned  to  the  prize  ring  again  to  help 
me  out,  and  1  fought  and  beat  Tom 
Demr>sey  for  a  purse  of  $25.  It  lock  me 
half  an  hour  to  lick  him.  With  this 
monev  Jim  Smith  and  I  v.ent  to  Mobile, 
working  half  the  time,  and  now  iind  then 
getting  a  fight.  From  there  we  took  a 
boat  up  the  Mississippi  to  St.  Louis.  We 
were  traveling  seven  days,  and  had  a 
trunk  full  of  bologna  sausage,  as  we 
didn't  have  enough  money  to  buy  meals. 
Before  we  got  there  1  was  barking  like 
a  dog  and  Uiought  I  had  the  rabies.  You 
know  what  I  mean. 

"Weil,  I  got  along  pretty  well  at  St. 
Louis.  Y'ou  see  Tom  -Mien,  the  fighter, 
had  a  saloon  there  and  he  gav  ;  me  a  job 
as  a-ssistant  barkeeper.  Ycu  know  what 
I  mean— kind  of  a  rousUV)out,  cleaning 
up  the  place,  and  now  and  tlien  we  had 
a  rough  house,  cleaning  it  out.  Tom 
matched  me  against  all  comers.  The 
comers  were  principally  K.ugh  loggers. 
who  came  floating  down  from  Wi?consin 
on  their  rafts  loaded  with  logs.  As  soon 
as  the  loggers  unloaded  their  logs  they 
loaded  themselves  with  whisky— well. 
Tom  called  it  whi.sky— you  know  what  1 
mean.  And  when  they  got  that  stuff 
in  them  they  thought  they  could  Tight. 
So  Tom  used  to  match  me  against  them. 
But  bv  the  time  they  sobered  uo  they 
wouldn't  want  to  fight.  Tom  would  de- 
clare the  match  forfeited,  and  to.ss  it  in 
behind  the  bar.  At  the  end  01*  the  sea.'-on 
Tom  and  me  divided  up  a  pt  ck  of  watch- 
es.    But  that's  nothing. 

"Yes,  1  did  have  one  fight  with  a  logger. 
His  name  was  Eld  Agnew.  He  weighed 
ISO  pounds  and  was  (j  feet  3  inches  high 
and  the  terror  of  the  loggers.  We  went 
down  in  the  cell.-.r  and  had  it  out.  I  fin- 
ished him  easily,  and  he  took  quite  a 
fanev  to  me  and  got  me  to  go  back  into 
Wisconsin  with  him.  I  got  to  giving  ex- 
hibition fights  around  the  country  aiid 
did  pretty  well.  Id  hire  a  hall  for  U  and 
p-rnaps  take  in  $oO.  The  best  man  1  went 
up  against  in  that  country  was  JacK  bul- 
livan  a  big  Irishman.  In  the  eighth 
round  1  gave  him  a  hard  one  in  the  eye. 
He   threw   up  both   hands  and   yelled: 

••  'Holt'  Bedad.  I've  got  a  straw  in  me 
peeper  an'   Ml  hght  no   more. 

"And  they  couldn't  drag  him  into  the 
rine  auain.  This  was  near  Oshko^n.  The 
farmers  used  to  come* in  and  bet  oyster 
stews  and  clgras  on  the  fights  I  had  a 
standing  challenge  to  knock  out  any  man 
in  the  world.  Y'ou  know  what  1  mean. 
The  world  in  Oshkosh  wasn't  very  big  and 
I  was  safe.  I  kept  this  thing  up  till  1*72, 
when  I  gf>t  all  fixrtl  in  fine  shape  with  a 
new  watch  and  a  suit  of  clothes  ana 
eame  home.  My  father  was  very  proud 
of  me  now  that  I  was  a  fighter.  I  start- 
ed out  with  George  Siler  and  we  went 
about  the  country  giving  exhibition  light.s 
1  was  getting  along  quite  well  now,  and 
was  fighting  for  $'200  a  side 

"In  Chicago  I  was  matched  to  fight 
Tim  Tavlor.  the  champion  of  the  West, 
for  $lXiO"  He  weighed  forty  pouids  more 
than  T  did.  and  w^as  two  inches  taller. 
The  battle  was  fought  out  in  Roberts- 
dale  Ind  .  just  over  the  Illinois  line,  and 
I  found  out  afterward  that  the  gamblers 
who  got  up  the  bout  put  up  a  job  on  the 
chief  of  police,  \^^1shburn.  in  order  to  try 
to  break  him.  They  had  a  lip  sent  to  him 
that  a  fieht  was  being  pulled  off  in  Chi- 
caco  and  he  started  out  with  his  sleuths 
to  make  a  raid.  In  the  meantime  Taylor 
and  I  were  hard  at  It  with  bare  knuckles. 
■We  had  fought  thirty-five  rounds,  and  al- 
thnuKh  he  was  bigger  than  1.  and  had 
thrown  me  several  times,  I  had  him  about 
beaten.     His  head  was  as  big  as  a  tar 


bucket,  and  he  couldn't  have  lasted  mujh 
longer,  when  up  lomes  a  train  of  b:ix 
cars  on  the  railroad  track,  which  wa.<* 
within  iOO  yards  of  the  ring,  and  out  hops 
fifty  or  more  coppers  anil  jiulls  us  all. 
Although  1  had  tought  so  long.  I  ran  a 
mile  and  a.  half  before  they  captured  me. 
The  cops  took  us  ail  to  Chicago,  and  we 
were  released  on  JKXK)  bonds.  But  we 
brought  suit  against  the  chhf  of  poliie 
tor  arresting  us  In  Indiana,  and  withotii  a 
requisition  But  Washburn  thought  lio 
was   in   Cliicago  all   the   time. "' 

Madden  returned  to  New  York  after 
this,  and  then  spent  two  years  In  Canada, 
where  he  made  Labeseur  ehamplon  of  the 
Dominion.  Soon  after  this  he  went  to 
Boston  and  opened  a  saloon,  wheie  he 
met  John  L.  Sullivan. 

•Sullivan  in  fhos^  days  was  a  great. 
big.  rough  fighter."  said  Madden.  "Ho 
didn't  have  anv  science.  Init  h<  Wic<  quirk, 
and  1  saw  that  he  had  the  trui  stall  lu 
him.  1  took  hfild  of  him  and  train,  d  hiin, 
and  had  him  fight  with  Joe  <joss.  D.ui 
Dwvev.  (ieoige  Rourko  and  others,  and 
he  "surprised  the  peop.le  who  saw  him. 
At  this  time  Paddy  Ryan  was  champion 
of  the  world,  and  John  wanted  Paddy  to 
put  on  the  gloves  with  him.  But.  of 
course.  Paddy  woiihl  not  listen  to  him. 
So  Sullivan  <-nme  to  me  an<l  asked  If  I 
would  take  hi$  to  New  York.  1  said  I 
would,  and  I  did.  but  when  I  got  Idni 
there  I  didn't  know  what  to  do  wliii 
him.  I  thought  up  a  lot  of  schemes,  .tiid 
finally  hit  on  the  plan  of  offering  $:><•  to 
any  one  who  would  stand  bef<  re  him  Jor 
three  rounds.  Marqui.*  of  Queensbeiiy 
rules.  This  was  suoh  an  uiuisnal  off*  r 
that  it  attracteil  atlention.  I  hired  Many 
Hills  plfic  and  got  up  a  fight  between 
Sullivan  and  Steve  Taylor.  The  i.ollce 
stopped  It  in  thp  second  round.  Then  1 
got  up  a  fight  between  S.divan  and  Jolm 
FItiod.  and  it  v.as  fought  on  a  bargo  on 
the  Hudson  for  a  purse  of  f7;",0.  Sullivan 
won  In  eight  rounds.  My  man  was  well 
known  bv  this  time,  and  he  foon  fought 
his  way  "up  to  Paddy  Rvaii.  You  know 
how  that  fight  came  off.  I  made  him 
champion  of  the  world  in  one  year's  time. 
Well.  John  and  I  had  a  falling  out-you 
know  " 

Madden  was  silent  for  a  minute  Then 
be  readjusted  his  hat  again  and  said: 

"Don't  vou  know  there  are  a  lot  or 
fighters  who  get  to  think  that  the  men 
who  trained  them  are  not  wi.se.  rhey 
think  thev  know  as  much  about  training 
as  men  who  have  made  it  a  lifo  stu<ly. 
But  that's  nnthine.  After  Sullivan.  I 
brought  out  Charlie  Mitch*  11  and  m.Td.* 
him  ohampion  of  Engl.ind.  I  matcheil 
him  against  Sullivan  In  Madison  i^"",'';;* 
Garden,  and  thev  divided  up  over  J1I.«««W. 
It  was  a  good  fight.  In  the  second  round 
Mitchell  knocked  Sulivan  down  I 
taught  Sullivan  his  terrible  nunch  an-l  I 
told  MlKhell  all  about  it.  and  he  avoided 
it  After  he  was  floored.  Sullivan  jumr.e«i 
up  like  a  mad  bull,  and  started  for  Mit- 
chell, but  the  police  came  in  and  stoppea 
the  fight.

FAREWELL  ADDRESS. 


International  Sunday  School   Lesson    For  July 

19,  1903. 


1  Samuel  12:13-25.  "Now.  therefore, 
behold  the  king  whom  you  hav^ 
chosen,  and  whom  ye  have  asked  for: 
and.  behold,  the  Lord  hath  set  a  kii  s 
over  you.  It"  ye  will  fear  the  Lord, 
.and  serve  him.  and  hearken  unto  his 
voice,  and  not   rebel  ag:ainst  the  rom- 

jnandment  of  the  I.ord.  and  both  y-- 
and  also  the  king  that  reigneth  over 
you  be  followers  of  the  Lord.  yovr 
ood.  well;  but  if  ye  will  not  hearken 
unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  but  rebel 
against  the  commamlment  of  the  Lord, 
then  shall  the  hand  of  the  Lord  be 
against  you,  a.«i  it  was  against  your 
fathers.  Now,  therefore,  stand  still  and 
see  this  great  thing,  which  the  Lord 
•will  do  before  your  eyes.  Is  it  not 
"Wheat  harvest  today?  I  will  call  unto 
the  Lord,  that  He  may  send  thunder 
and  rain:  and  ye  shall  know  and  soe 
that  your  wickedness  is  great,  which 
ye  shall  have  done  in  the  sight  of  the 
Liord.  in  asking  you  a  king.  So  Samuel 
called  unto  the  Lord:  and  the  Lord 
sent  thunder  and  rain  that  day:  and 
all  the  people  greatly  feared  the  Lord 
and  Samuel.  And  all  the  people  said 
unto  Samuel:  Pray  for  thy  servant  un- 
to the  Lord,  thy  God,  that  we  die  not: 
for  we  have  added  unto  all  our  sins  this 
evil,  to  ask  us  a  king.  And  Samuel  said 
unto  the  people:  Fear  not,  ye  have  in- 
deed done  all  this  evil:  yet  turn  not 
usiilf  from  following  the  Lord.  but 
ser\e  tl\e  Lord  with  all  your  heart;  and 
turn  ye  not  aside:  for  then  should  ye 
KO  after  vain  things  which  cannot  profit 
nor  deliver,  for  they  are  vain.  F  n- 
the  Lord  will  not  forsake  His  people 
unto  himself.  Moreover,  as  for  me,  God 
forbid  that  I  should  sin  against  the 
Lord  in  ceasing  to  pray  for  you:  but  I 
■will  instruct  you  in  the  good  and  the 
right  vay.  Only  fear  the  Lord  and 
serve  Him  in  truth  with  all  your  heart: 
for  consider  how  great  things  He  hath 
done  for  you.  But  if  ye  shall  do  wick- 
edly, ye  shall  be  consumed,  both  ye  and 
your  king."'

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SAMUEL'S    SELF-VINDICATION. 

Behold  your  king!  was  what  the  ola 
seer  of  Kamah  said  to  Israel  that  day 
at  Gilgal  after  they  had  hailed  then- 
victorious  ruler  with  regal  honors.  The 
people  were  responsible  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  king.  The  man  thoy 
had  gotten  fulfilled  their  worldly  ideas 
of  what  a  king  should  be.  although  he 
was  far  from  being  the  true  man  whom 
God  would  later  raise  up  to  become 
the  jKition's  ideal  of  u  i-uler.  But  he 
was  peculiarly  their  king!  For  belter 
or  for  worse  they  had  to  keep  him. 

Samuel  adroitly  mentioned  the  two 
reasons  the  people  had  given  for  ask- 
ing to  have  a  king.  He  was  old  a;.d 
gray-halretl  and  his  sons  were  there 
with  them.  It  cut  him  too  much  to 
the  Quick  to  say  thnt  his  sons  wera 
wiiked,  although  that  was  the  fact; 
the  people  were  left  to  imply  it.  Now 
that  the  king  had  actually  been  set,  it 
was  well  for  the  people  to  recall  the 
reasons  they  had  given  for  asking  such 
a  change.  The  third  reason,  whicfi 
the  people  did  not  mention  when  they 
appealed  to  Samuel  for  a  king.  but 
which  was  the  real  reason  for  the  de- 
frired  change,  Samuel  did  not  refer  to 
until  near  the  middle  of  his  addre.ss, 
and  then  only  in  a  general  way.  It 
was  the  dissatisfaction  with  the  gov- 
ernment of  Trod  through  the  prophetic 
Judges  and  the  desire  to  have  a  kn.g 
!;ke  the  other  nations.  This  was  an 
outbreak  of  the  worldly  spirit  that 
sucked  away  so  much  of  the  religious 
life  of  Israel  even  as  it  robs  the  church 
to<lay  its  its  religious  vitality  and 
^■lothes  it  with  the  formal  garb  of  a  re- 
ligion   of    propriety. 

It  was  a  natural  i)art  of  his  farewell 
address  fi>r  Samuel  to  justify  his  con- 
du<'t  of  office,  especially  so  since  ch^ 
Ijeople  had  requested  to  have  him  suc- 
ceeded by  a  king.  The  apostle  Paul 
was  wont  to  appeal  to  his  manner  of 
life  as  his  best  defense,  whenever  ne 
was  arragined  before  Sanhedrin  or 
court.  He  thereby  followed  the  ex- 
ample of  the  illustrious  Samuel,  whose 
mar.iier  of  life  had  been  public  from  his 
childhood  up.  His  pious  mothei  had 
carried  him  to  the  temple  and  put  him 
under  the  tutelage  of  the  saintly  EIi. 
dedicating  hmi  to  tho  service  of  God. 
There  in  the  temple  he  had  served  in 
Viirious  stations,  acording  to  his  ad- 
vancing years,  until  he  had  become  iiot 
only  the'  leading  priest  of  the  nation, 
but  also  the  deliverer  from  the  Philis- 
inie  oppression  and  the  regular  supreme 
Judge  of  the  land.  \^'hat  a  conscious- 
r.'ss  to  have:  He  was  sure  that  no 
one  could  i>refer  any  charge  against 
him  of  righteousness  in  any  of  his; 
rdealings. 

The  principal  topic  on  which  Samuel 
sought  to  vindicate  himself  wa.-,  his 
conduct  as  a  Judge.  This  %vas  doubt- 
le.ss  because  judges  were  then  accus- 
tomed to  practices  of  corruption  m  the 
conduct  of  their  courts.  In  later  days 
of  Israel  Amos  severely  rebuked  ihe 
maljiractices  of  the  courts  and  vigor- 
ously condenuied  their  habits  of  tak- 
Inij  bribes. 

In  modern   times  the  corruption       of 


The    law   of 
fully    in   the

Oriental  courts  Is  proverbial.  Pro- 
fessor Blaikie  relates  the  following  in- 
cident in  the  volume  on  First  Samuel 
in  the  expositor's  Bible:  "I  have 
heard  from  an  excellent  American  mis- 
sionary a  tale  of  a  court  of  justice  that 
came  within  his  experience,  even  at  a 
conspicuous  place  like  Beirut,  that 
shows  that  without  bribery  it  is  hard- 
ly possible  to  get  a  decision  on  the 
proper  side.  A  claim  had  been  made  to 
a  piece  t»f  land  whicfi  he  had  pur- 
chased for  his  mission,  and  as  he  re- 
fused to  pay  what  on  the  very  face  of 
it  was  unjust,  he  was  summoned  be- 
fore the  magistrate.  The  delays  that 
took  place  in  dealing  with  the  case  were 
alike  needless  and  vexatious,  but  the 
explanation  came  in  a  message  from 
the  authorities,  slyly  conveyed  to  nim, 
that  the  wheels  of  justice  would  move 
much  faster  if  they  were  duly  oiled 
with  a  little  American  gold.  To  such  a 
proposal  he  would  not  listen  for  a 
moment,  and  it  was  only  by  threaten- 
ing an  exposure  before  the  hio^er 
powers  that  he  decision  was  at  last 
given  where  really  there  was  not  the 
shadow  of  a   claim   against  him." 

The   old  seer   and   judge   was   certain 
that   no  one  could  charge  against  him 
that   he   had    taken   anything    that   did 
not  belong  to  him.     He  had  never  used 
his    power   to   accumulate   property   by 
unfair    or    dishonest    means.      He    had 
blinded  his  eyes  to  justice  by  a 
A  pair  of  shoes  seems  to  have 
a     proverbial     expression     for     a 
sum;    -SO   the  Septuagint  version 
"From    whose    hand    have    I    re- 
as  a  bribe  even  a  pair  of  shoes?" 
This  picturessjue  rendering  of  Samuel's 
words  perhaps  brings  out  the  real  sense 
more  exactly  than  does  our  more  pro- 
saic and  literal  translation.    The  prom- 
ise  to  restore  anything  he  had   gotten 
by   false   means   was  a   sincere   appeal 
to   the   people   that   he   had  obeyed   the 
highest    law    he    and    they    knew,    and 
that  he  would  cheerfully  obey  the  law 
of    restitution    if    anyone    could    show 
wherein   he  had  defiauded.     Zaccheus, 
in  the  New  Testament,  appealed  to  this 
same    law    when    he    said.    "If    I    have 
i  taken  anything  from  any  man  by  false 
accusation.     I    restore    him    fourfold." 
restitution    is    written    out 
twenty-second   chapter   of 
in   the  twenty-third  chap- 
same    book    the    law    says, 
tike  no  gift:    for  the  gift 
wise,    and    perverteth    the 
words  of  the  ri°'hteous." 
The  testimony  of  the  people  to  Sam- 
j  uel's  purity  was  a  remarkable  evidence 
1  of  the  justice  of  all  his  acts.    They  had 
I  evidently  asked  for  a  king,  not  because 
;  of  any  personal  dislike  of  .Samuel,   but 
I  merely  because  they  desired  a  change. 
',  With  solemn  form  the  aged  and  retiring 
I  seer  appealed   to  Jehovah  to  bear  wlt- 
i  ness    that    his    claims    of    personal    in- 
}  tegrity    were   true.     And    with   religious 
form  the  people  ratified  the  oath  of  tes- 
I  timony. 

GOD'S  GOODNES.S  VINDICATED. 

Thereupon  Samuel,  satisfied  with  his 
1  own    vindication,    sought    to    vindicate 
the  justice  of  God's  dealings   with   the 
people.     It  was  due  to  Jehovah  that  the 
[  embryo    nation    had    the    leadership    of 
I  such    capable    and    courageous   men   as 
'  Moses    a:id    Aaron    and    all    the    other.?

,  God    to    guide    and    deliver    the    people 
whose  rebelliousness  had  rendered  them 
unworthy  of  such  care.     The  names  of 
I  Jerub  lal.    and    Bedan,    and    Jephthah, 
and  even  of  Samuel   himself,   ought   l<j 
,  stand    to    their    minds    for    the    loving 
I  goverance   of   God;    this    was    the   sub- 
stance of  what  Samuel  said  to  them. 
j      At     this     point      Samuel      mentioned 
i  something  which  had  not  been  brousln. 
I  out  before;  which,  in  fact,  seems  some- 
what  contrary   to   the   statements    that 
have   previously   been    made   as   to    the 
'  circumstances  of  the  request  for  a  king. 
The  eighth  chapter  states  that  the  cor- 
ruption of  Samuel's  sons  was  the  ocea- 
I  sion    for    the    request    to    have   a    king, 
while    the   statement   of     the     twelfth 
vei.se  of  the  twelfth  chapter  Is  to   the 
effect  that  the  advance  of  Nahash,  the 
ki'ig  of  the  Ammonites,   was  the  occa- 
;  sion  for  it.     Now,   of  course,   it   is   poo- 
sible    that   this   event   entered   into    the 
I  question   along   with   the   corruption   of 
.  the  sons  of  Samuel:  the  people  saw  the 
danger   that    might    fall    upon    them   at 
any  time   from   Nahash  and   wished  to 
]  be    prepared    against    It    more    suitably 
than    the    leadership   of    Samuel's    sons 
promised;  or  it  is  possible  that  the  ref- 
erence is  to  a  second  demand  that  the 
,  people  made  after  Saul  had  gone  back 
;  to   his   home.     Perhaps  while   Saul  was 
at  his  farming  the  people  arose  and  de- 
;  manded    that    the   king  should    quit    his 
plowing   and    organize    the    nation    for

not  solve  the  difficulty  so  well  as  does 
the  method  of  higher  crticism  which 
seeks  to  show  that  the  book  of  Samuel 
is  compiled  from  different  earlier  docu- 
ments by  a  i-edactor.  or  editor,  who 
has  put  the  variou.s  materials  together, 
adding  or  interpolating  some  words  of 
his  own  as  he  thought  the  sense  or 
purpose  of  his  work  demanded.  Occa- 
sionally something  has  thus  been  intro- 
duced from  an  earlier  document  that 
is  not  thoroughly  in  harm.ony  with 
what  has  been  copied  from  another 
document.  It  is  on  this  account  diffi- 
cult to  decide  the  exact  historical  order 
of  this  and  also  of  many  other  passaged 
of  the  Old  Testament  history. 
OBLIGATIONS  THAT  DO  NOT 
CHANGE. 

Behold  your  king!  you  have  made 
him;  God  has  given  him.  This  is  a 
true  epitome  of  the  things  that  rule 
us  all  through  life.  Men  make  their 
own  kings;  God  gives  them.  A  man 
makes  his  own  motives,  and  yet  they 
are  divinely  provided.  God  makes 
everything;  man  decides  for  himself 
how  "he  will  use  those  things  and  what 
shall  be  his  attitude  toward  them. 
Creation  has  given  man  certain  ap- 
petites and  passions,  but  man  decides 
between  a  lawful  or  an  illicit  use  of 
them,  whether  he  %vill  control  them  or 
allow  them  to  dominate  his  higher 
nature.  The  people  chose  Saul  and 
God  chose  him.  yet  neither  Gcd  nor  the 
people  compelled  the  other  party  to 
make  the  choice.  They  both  acted 
freely.  Such  is  the  divine  moral  gov- 
ernment. Men  can  choose  righteous 
ends  and  methods  of  life  to  control 
their  actions;  then  God  chooses  those 
same  ends  for  them.  Men  can  choose 
evil  ends  and  evil  methods;  then  their 
ov.n  deeds  work  out  their  destruction 
and  by  his  law  of  the  fixity  of  char- 
acter God  chooses  retribution  as  the 
man's  proper  end.  Behold  your  king! 
You  cannot  say  that  God  forced  him 
■ipon   you;    he  is  your  very   own. 

A  change  of  government  in  Israel  did 
not  bring  freedom  from  obligation  to 
obey  the  law  of  God.  Formerly  the 
people  nad  been  subject  to  that  law; 
now  both  the  king  and  the  people  must 
obey  it.  Recently  there  has  been  a 
revolution  in  Servia.  Murder  th:i,t 
would  have  disgraced  the  worst  despot- 
ism of  ancient  or  medieval  times  char- 
acterized the  transition.  Msot  of  the 
nations  of  the  world  have  withdrawn 
their  representatives  from  the  court  at 
Belgrade.  Thus  they  seek  to  condemn 
the  atrocious  deeds  that  consummated 
the  revolution  and  declare  that  no 
change  of  government  can  condone  for 
such  diabolical  deeds.  Men  often  seem 
to  feel  that  under  changed  conditions 
moral  obligations  change;  but  not  so 
of  the  fundamental  moral  verities  to 
which  men  must  cling  tenaciously  at 
all  times.  Vacation  time  brings  no 
legitimate  relaxation  of  moral  duty; 
nor  does  the  change  from  a  location 
where  one  is  known  to  new  and  strange 
surroundings  relax  the  obligation  for 
one  to  be  upright  before  God  and  men. 
Change  and  decay  may  surround  us. 
but  God  remains  evermore  the  same, 
and  the  universal  law  of  right  that 
lies  at  the  foundation  of  the  throne  of 
God  retains  its  authority  whenever 
there  is  a  human  conscience  to  respond 
to  it. 

The  people  of  the  Bible  wished  signs 
to  reveal  the  will  of  God  to  them. 
Samuel  proposed  to  give  them  a  sign 
from  God  that  would  impress  on  theu 
minds  the  solemnity  of  the  procedure: 
he  told  them  to  stand  still  and  see 
what  the  Liord  would  do.  Then  he  call- 
ed upon  the  Lord  to  send  rain  upon 
them.  It  was  harvest  time  and  a 
rain  at  that  season  was  unprecedented; 
but  the  rain  came  in  answer  to  the 
prophet's  request,  and  the  people  were 
so  deeply  impressed  that  they  confess- 
ed the  evil  of  their  action  in  asking 
for  a  king  and  asked  Samuel  to  pray 
for  them  that  the  Lord  would  have 
mercy  upon  them  and  spare  their 
lives. 

Samuel  promised  to  faithfully  pray 
for  them,  even  as  Moses  had  prev- 
iously prayed  for  the  Israelites  after 
they  had  worshipped  the  golden  calf. 
Ho  bade  them  have  courage  and  re- 
tain hope,  for  God  would  certainly 
bless  them  if  they  walked  in  the  proper 
Avay.  Had  he  not  selected  them  to  be 
His  people?  There  was  hope  for  them 
in  right  doing;  the  Lord's  faithfulness 
was  their  hope;  He  would  greatly  blesj 
thorn;  if  they  .disobeyed  him,  his  sanc- 
tions would  visit  them  relentlessly. 
The  way  the  people  had  treated  Sam- 
uel might  have  been  considered  ample 
reason  for  him  to  allow  them  to  get 
along  without  his  advice;  but  he  prom- 
ised not  onlj'  to  pray  for  them  but  also 
to  instruct  them  In  the  good  and  the 
right  vv-ay.  How  splendidly  the  old  man 
came  to  the  end  of  his  days,  with  his 
colors  flying  and  his  voice  strong  in 
its  testimony  for  the  will  of  God!  How 
fittingly  did  his  farewell  address  bring 
to  a  close  his  own  valiant  rule  as  well 
as  that  of  the  long.,  line  of  judges  of 
which  he  was  the  grand  climax!

New  York,  July  17.— Broad  shoul- 
dered, bronzed  by  his  life  on  the  sea, 
with  a  calm,  blue  eye  and  firm-set  jaw, 
such  is  Lieut.  E.  H.  Shackleton.  Royal 
navy.  F.  R.  G.  S.  He  has  just  re- 
turned by  way  of  San  Francisco  and 
New  Zealand  from  a  voyage  of  explor- 
ation in  the  South  polar  regions,  ui 
which  his  ship,  the  Discovery,  attained 
the  farthest  south  yet  reached  and 
found  a  new  land,  which,  with  the 
royal  permissior,,  they  will  name  King 
Edward's  Land,  in  honor  of  their  mon- 
arch. 

Commander  R.  F.  Scott,  Dr.  Wilson 
and  the  crew  of  the  Discovery  lie  ice- 
locked  in  their  ship,  awaiting  the  re- 
turn of  the  lieutenant  with  the  relief 
expedition  for  which,  and  for  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  work,  he  will  ask  his 
government  for  $6i»,fl00. 

Seen  at  the  Murray  Hill  hotel,  the 
Antarctic  explorer  was  extremely  reti- 
cent in  regard  to  his  achievement,  and 
made  light  of  the  T'erils  and  hardships 
of  the  voyage.  All  he  would  say  of 
himself  was  tha':  h"  was  Irish,  born  in 
1874.  and  that  Edmund  Burk  was  a 
pupil  of  his  great-grandfather.  He  ex- 
pressed regret  that  the  necessary  perils 
of  the  voyage  in  the  interests  of 
science  were  to  be  regarded  as  heroic. 

The  Discovery  was  sent  out  on  Aug. 
6.  1901.  by  the  lioyal  Geographical  so- 
ciety and  the  Briti?h  admiralty  in  quest 
of  scientific  information — biological, 
meteorological,  geological,  magnetic, 
physical,  geographi'-al  and  botanical.  In 
every  respect  tie  expedition  was  suc- 
cessful beyond  air  expectation,  and  in 
addition  to  the  Valuable  reports  the 
lieutenant  carries  home  a  marveloi^s 
collection  of  spe.i-imens.  He  shares  the 
distinction  with  Cornmander  Scott  and 
Dr.  Wilson  of  having  penetrated  nearer 
to  the  South  Pole  than  any  other  men, 
having  lived  for  ninety-four  days  in  a 
temperature  of  5:5  degrees  below  zero  on 
their  wonderful  3ledj,'e  trip  of  270  miles 
on   the  ice. 

Two  lives  were  lost  of  the  forty- 
eight.  One  man  fell  from  the  maintop 
half  an  hour  after  the  ship  left  New 
Zealand,  the  other  slid  600  feet  over  a 
smooth  glacier  t  nd  'iver  a  precipice  SO 
feet  high  into  tlie  s-a.  His  body  was 
not  found.  The  others  reached  latitude 
82.17  in  longitude  163.  All  of  the  twen- 
ty-two dogs  died  on  the  sledge  trip,  and 
the  explorers  were  >bliged  to  act  as 
their  own  beast?  of  burden. 

Most  important  work  was  accom- 
plished in  the  magnetic  researches.  The 
magnetic  instruments  ran  day  and 
night,  resristerin?  automatically  for  an 
entire  year.  Foremost  of  the  geogra- 
phical discoverits  was  that  of  a  range 
of  mountains  of  from  8000  to  9000  feei 
elevation  extending  due  north  and 
south,  or  300  mil«;s.  and  with  a  width  of 
12  miles.  Lieui;.  Shackleton  believes 
these  mountain?  extend  south  to  the 
pole.  Lieut.  Armitage.  with  a  side 
expedition,  climbed  one  peak  to  a  height 
of  9000  feet. 

Entering  the  i:e  on  New  Year's  day, 
1902,  the  Discovery  reached  Cape  Adore 
on  Jan.  9  and  c:.xpe  Crozier  on  the  22d. 
Winter  quarters  were  established  near 
Mount  Erebus,  \vhence  the  dash  to  the 
southward  was  made  on  the  sledge  by 
the  three  enthuskistic  explorers.  In 
March  the  ship  was  frozen  fast.  The 
lowest  temperatare  was  62  degrees  be- 
low. The  sun  l?ft  on  April  23  and  on 
Sept.  2  the  sledge  journey  was  com- 
menced. If  the  dogs  had  not  died  the 
expedition  wouM  have  reached  a  point 
much  farther  south  than  it  did. 

During  the  entire  expedition  Lieut. 
Shackleton  kept  a  complete  and  de- 
tailed diary,  wh  ch  he  called  the  .South 
Polar  Times,  an  1  which  was  published 
farther  south  t.aan  any  other  maga- 
zine. It  Is  in  ."Ive  numbers.  All  the 
members  of  the  expedition  contributed 
to   its  i>a2:es. 

The  Times  wa^  typewritten  and  each 
number  consisted  of  about  fifty  pages, 
with  600  words  to  the  page.  They  will 
be  published  by  the  Royal  Geographical 
society.  Three  or  four  of  the  men  were 
artists  and  contiibuted  sketches  in  col- 
ored inks,  which  will  prove  of  great 
scientific  value.  Lieut.  Shackleton  took 
hundreds  of  phoi  ographs  with  a  camera 
which  won  the  irold  medal  at  the  Paris 
exposition.  Litut.  Shackleton  suf- 
fered so  much  from  hemorrhage  that 
when  it  became  neces.sary  for  someone 
to  return  with  the  reports  and  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  out  the  relief  expedi- 
tion. Dr.  Wilson  decided  that  he  was 
the  man  for  the  trip.  On  the  sledges 
they  discarded  their  furs  and  wore 
burbery  clothes.  The  dress  consisted 
of  a  blouse  and  trousers,  and  woolen 
caps  under  the  burbery  caps.  The 
Finesko  boots  are  made  from  the  fur 
fiom  the  neckH  of  reindeer.  Lieut. 
Shackleton  was  taken  from  the  Dis- 
covery by  the  morning,  which  brought 
supplies  from  England. 

"The  value  of  these  voyages  of  ex- 
ploration cannut  be  overestimated." 
said  Lieut.  Shackleton.  "Why.  we 
know  more  today  about  the  stellar  sys- 
tem, more  about  the  little  planet  Mars 
than  we  do  about  the  ends  of  our  own 
earth.  If  it  had  not  been  for  the  per- 
sistence of  the  pioneers  in  geograph- 
ical work,  this  erreat  nation  of  Amer- 
ica, in  many  ways  the  most  progressive 
and  up-to-date  on  the  face  of  the  earth, 
would  never  have  existed.  If  Columbus 
had  not  discovered  these  lands,  the 
civilized  world  would  have  been  con- 
fined   to   little    Ilurope."

Rome,  July  18,  7  p.  m.— The  pope  is 
reported  to  be  somewhat  better.

In  fact  it  is 
known  that  Dr.  I^apponi  and  Dr.  Mazz- 
oni  discussed  the  question  whether  to 
announce  an  amelioration  in  this  morn- 
ing's bulletin  but  abandoned  the  idea, 
sc  as  not  to  raise  excessive  optimism. 
The  heat  is  beginning  to  tell  on  the 
patient.  The  widows  is  open  and  the 
curtams  are  drawn  back.  It  is  reported 
that  steps  will  be  taken  to  install  an 
electric  fan  in  the  room.  The  cabinet 
ministers  have  held  several  meetings 
today  to  discuss  the  attitude  of  the 
government  on  the  death  of  the  pope 
and  it  has  been  decided  that  if  the 
Vaticm  notifies  the  Italian  government 
of  his  death,  as  it  has  done  in  the  case 
of  the  death  of  other  distinguished  pre- 
lates. Italy  will  not  officially  partici- 
pate in  any  manifestations  of  mourn- 
ing but  lim.it  itself  to  miaintaining  pub- 
lic order  and  insuring  full  liberty  for 
the  conclave,  as  prescribed  by  law.  In 
arriving  at  such  a  decision  the  minis- 
ters declared  that  they  had  been  guid- 
ed by  the  wish  to  protect  the  dignity 
\jI  the  state,  and  by  no  lack  of  res- 
pect for  the  aged  pontiff,  towards 
whom,  there  have  been  most  chivalrous 
manilestations  of  sympathy  from  the 
king  who  postponed  his  journey  to 
I\aris  on  account  of  the  pope's  health 
and  from  the  whole  people,  who  are 
paiticipating  in  the  universal  feeling 
of  regret  at  the  pope's  illness,  thus 
forgetting  the  traditional  struggle  be- 
tween church  and  state. 


Rome,  July  18.— One  of  the  most  pic- 
turesque ceremonies  of  this  season  in 
Rome,  the  procession  of  the  Caramelite 
madonna,  v  hich  occurs  two  days  after 
tne  fete  day  of  the  madonna,  was  much 
curtailed  because  of  Pope  Leo's  con- 
dition. Usually  a  long  procession  of 
v>omen,  girls,  priests  and  monks  winds 
through  the  tortuous  streets  of  Traste- 
vere.  the  popular  district,  carrying  an 
image  of  the  madonna  and  chanting 
hymrs  in  her  praise,  while  candles 
flare  and  flov>ers  are  strewn  along  the 
route,  the  multitude  looking  on  enchant- 
ed. Today,  however,  the  image  of  the 
madorma  was  taken  early  and  privately 
to  the  church,  without  any  display,  but 
lone  and  more  fervent  prayers  were 
oficrtd  to  God  for  the  preservation  of 
the  aged   pontiff.

All  of  tbe 
buildings  at  Electric  Park  were  de- 
stroyed and  the  fence  and  amphitheater 
of  the  ball  park  were  blown  away.

Passing  on,  |;he  tornado  caught  a 
number  of  smalMiouaes,  wrecking  some, 
turning  others  half  way  round,  twist- 
ing huge  trees  three  feet  in  diameter 
and  breaking  them  off  at  the  base. 
The  baseball  park,  the  street  railway 
park  and  the  driving  park  were  in  the 
storm's  path.  A  $15,000  ampitheater 
was  in  the  course  of  erection  at  the 
driving  park.  The  storm  took  in  these 
thjee  parks  and  dftxtroyed  buildings, 
fencei3  and  gTandstu.'.ds. 

At  the  driving  park  about  fifty  car- 
penters had  just  clo<«ed  work  and  left. 
A  number  of  horseman  and  fine  horses 
were  in  the  park.  IJere  four  persons 
were  killed  outright  find  about  fifteen 
injured.  Nine  ol  the  horses  were  also 
killed.

Chicago,    Jnly    18.— Hon.    William    J. 

Bryan  spoke  to  a  large  audience  this 
afternoon  on  the  occasion  of  the  grand 
Democratic  picnic.  The  subject  of 
Mr.  Bryan's  speech  was  "The  Demo- 
ciatic   Ideal."

St.  Paul,  July  18.— A  special  to  the 
Dispatch  from  Montevideo,  Minn.,  says: 
Helen  Olson,  aged  25  years,  a  pretty 
daughter  of  Tom  Olson,  was  assaulted 
early  this  mornin?  by  b  man  supposed 
to  be  a  negro,  a:3d  although  alive  at 
noon,  she  will  die.  She  was  living  alone 
in  her  father's  home  at  Watson  during 
the  latter's  absence  in  Minneapolis, 
where  he  is  111,  and  had  Miss  Julia 
Torgenson  with  her  last  night.  Early 
today  the  girls  \irere  Awakened  by  a 
man,  who  demarded  their  valuables. 
Miss  Olson  said:  "If  I  give  you  all 
the  money  in  the  house,  will  you  go?" 

The  man  ordered  her  to  get  the 
money.  He  then  dragged  her  down 
stairs,  where  he  struck  her  on  the  fore- 
head with  an  ax  tr  hatchet.  Miss  Tor- 
gemson  had  been  ordered  to  remain  in 
bed  and  not  mo\e,  but  on  hearing  a 


noise  down  stairs  she  stepped  out  of  a 
window  to  the  roof.  The  intruder  fired 
a  shot  at  her  as  he  fled.  Her  screams 
aroused  the  neighbors,  and  a  search 
was  at  once  begun  for  the  murderer.  At 
10  o'clock  Marshal  Woodsworth  rang 
the  bells  of  the  town,  calling  a  posse  of 
citizens  together.  When  a  crowd  had 
assembled,  Attorney  Lyndon  A.  Smith 
addressed  the  citizens  from  the  steps  of 
the  city  hall.

If  the  demurrers 
are  uplield  Mr.  Mai^lnni-s  goes  fioe.  and 
it  th.-y  are  not  upheld  he  in  at  liberty  to 
reuew  liLs  pioa  ol  not  guilty. 

C.  O.  Baldwin,  of  Duluth.  and  C.  D.  O'- 
Brien, of  St.  Paul,  appeared  for  Mr.  Ma- 
ginnlng.  and  the  government  wa^i  repre- 
sented by  District  Attotn-,>y  C.  C  Haupt 
and   iiis  assistant,   Al  J.   Smith. 

The  aTgunientj  were  still  in  progre.-*.* 
this  afternoo.n.  and  the  outlook  was  that 
they  would  take  up  most  of  the  after- 
noon. Mr.  Baldwin  opened,  and  took  up 
all  of  tho  forenoon  session.  The  first  in- 
dicnofnt  taken  up  was  that  for  conspir- 
acy, wherein.  C  P.  Maginnis,  Jo.seph 
Cohture.  Robert  Louden  and  James  O'- 
Brien are  charged  with  conspiring  t-' 
make  fraudulent  entries  upon  land  in  this 
couaty.  Ihey  are  accused  of  inducing 
Anni4»  Stensland  to  make  a  tim'uer  and 
stone  entry,  swearing  that  she  had  made 
no  Agreement  to  transfer  the  Uuid,  when 
In  fact  she  had  agreed  to  transfer  it  to 
the    defendants. 

Mr.  Baldwin  first  took  up  the  interpre- 
tation of  the  law  governing  timber  and 
stone  entries,  showing  that  there  is  a  con- 
siderable divergence  between  the  atti- 
tude of  the  land  office  and  that  of  the 
courts.  The  land  office  has  held  that 
any  s<jrt  o»f  a  deal  wliereby  the  entryman 
is  to  sell  the  land  he  takes  is  fraud- 
ulent, while  the  courts  have  held  in  a 
much  narrower  manner.  He  quoted  a 
supremo  court  decision  which  held  that 
all  the  law  denou!ices  is  an  agreement  in 
advance  of  entry  whereby  the  entryman 
merely  becomes  agent  for  anoliier.  In  the 
case  uix.Ti  which  the  de.-ision  is  based  one 
of  t!ie  defendants  bought  a  large  number 
of  claims,  and  in  most  of  them  the  wit- 
ne.sses  were  the  .same.  The  court  held 
that  a  man  might  cime  into  a  timber  sec 
tlon  antl  proclaim  that  he  was  v.-illing  to 
buy  i.inber  and  stone  cl-iims.  and  that 
he  might  even  speak  about  It  to  individu- 
als,   without   invalidating  the   entries. 

On  this  decl.sion  Mr.  Baldwin  based  his 
claim  that  the  facts  set  up  in  the  indict- 
ment did  not  constitute  a  case  of  action. 
He  cl.aimt^d  that  an  agreement  for  sale 
mlgiit  exist  prior  to  the  entr.v.  and  that 
it  mi<ht  even  specify  the  amount.  If  the 
amount  was  a  reasonable  price  the  entry 
Would  be  gov>d.  Thr  law  is  against  par- 
ties acting  as  agents  foi  others  .n  taking 
up  land,  and  merely  lending  the  use  of 
their  names.  Where  the  entryman  gets 
the  rfa.-onabie  oenefits  of  his  land,  the 
deal  IS  legal.  Should  he  knowingly  as- 
sign iiis  land  so  that  the  benefits  would 
inure  to  .others,  it   would   be  fraudulent. 

Mr.  Baldwin  also  claimed  that  the  in- 
dictment was  faulty  in  that  it  did  not 
particr.Kirize  sufficiently.  The  I'nited 
Staff's  laws  governing  conspiracy  requires 
that  not  only  must  the  conspiracy  be  set 
up  but  .-iome  overt  act  carrying  out  the 
Illegal  compact  must  be  shown.  They 
common  law  and  the  laws  of  many  states 
-limply  re<)uirft  the  conspiracy  to  Ije 
showTi.  hut  the  federal  law  requires  that 
s»ome  of  the  parties  to  the  conspiracy 
prove  their  intenc  by  committing  one  or 
more  overt  acts.  But  the  charge  v>f  the 
conspiracy  itself  is  the  vital  part  of  the 
accu.sation.  uid  it  mu^^t  l»e  set  up  in 
suffi'ient  detail  to  inform  the  defendant 
of  what  he  is  acou.-»«-d.  In  this  case  the 
Indictment  simply  charged  that  the  de- 
fendants conspired  to  defraud  th--"  gov- 
ernment by  'oringing  .ibout  an  illegal  en- 
try. This  was  merely  staling  a  conclu- 
sion of  law,  and  was  not  sufficient.  The 
various  branches  of  the  government  it- 
.self  are  divided  as  to  what  constitutes 
an  Illegal  entrv.  Th"  indictment  does  not 
state  whether  the  !  jw  to  be  broken  by 
the  conspiracy  was  the  timlx'r  and  stone 
act.  the  mineral  laws,  the  homestead 
laws,    or    what.

Mr.  Smith  -said  that  the  last  day  he

Company  Formed  For  Pur- 
pose of  Convicting; 
Blind-Piggers. 

NORTH  DAKOTA. 
Wahpeton — The  new  law  which  went 
into  effect  in  this  state  on  July  1,  giv- 
ing a  reward  for  evidence  to  convict 
illegal  liquor  selling  is  beginning  to 
bear  fruit.  The  law  provides  that  a 
reward  of  $50  shall  be  paid  for  the  ar- 
rest and  conviction  of  each  and  every 
person  who  violates  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  prohibition  law.  and  a 
former  Wahpeton  man  has  formed  a 
company  in  .South  Dakota  to  go  after 
the  blind-piggers  and  get  the  rewards. 
It  is  reported  that  the  company  has  had 
several  men  through  various  parts  of 
the  state  and  has  secured  evidence 
against  large  numbers  of  violators  of 
the  law,  and  that  if  the  convictions  aie 
secured  it  will  receive  thousands  of 
dollars  as  reward.  Blind  pigs  have 
flourished  in  almost  every  town  in  the 
state,  the  small  hamlets  having  one  and 
and  larger  places  proportionately  more, 
and  it  is  estimated  that  each  place  is 
operated  by  or  has  employes  to  the 
number  of  three  or  four  persons.  As 
the  law  provides  for  a  reward  for  each 
and  every  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  prohibition  law,  every 
person  connected  with  the  blind  pig  is 
subject  to  prosecution,  and  it  is  esti- 
mated that  this  new  reward  company 
will  be  able  to  gather  up  from  $100  to 
$250  reward  from  each  blind  pig  it  has 
secured  evidence  against. 


Belle  Fourche— E.  W.  Speed,  of  South 
Omaha,  has  just  come  in  after  a  ten 
days'  ride  over  the  range  country,  as 
far  north  in  South  Dakoita  as  the 
Moreau  river  and  as  far  west  as  the 
Devils  tower  in  Wyoming.

Doctors  and  jarents  and  guardians 
and  others  familiar  by  painful  experi- 
ence with  the  dangers  of  Fourth  of 
Juij'  e-r-losives.  are  wondering  whether 
right  now  is  not  a  good  time  to  begin 
agitation  for  an  <*rdnance  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  the  deadly  toy  pistol,  chief 
of  the  Fourth  of  Juiy  dangers  and  in- 
famous and  notorious  promoter  of 
•  lockjaw. 

Usually  all  the  talk  about  such 
jegisiaticn  prevails  during  the  few  days 
folic  wing  the  Fourth,  when  the  coun- 
tiy  is  teniporarily  aroused  by  the  re- 
ports of  lockjaw  deaths  caused  by  toy 
pistols. 

People  fuss  and  fume  a  few  days, 
and  tell  each  ether  what  a  shame  it 
Is  that  the  sale  of  such  dangerous  wea- 
pons  should    be    permitted. 

Then  the  death  reports  cease,  all 
the  victims  having  died  olt,  and  the 
lc)y  pistol  is  forgotten  until  another 
Fourth    rolls    around. 

The  talk  is  a  bit  more  serious  now. 
It  has  taken  sensible  form,  and  the 
suggestion  is  made  that  the  city  coun- 
cil prcKeed  at  once  to  pass  an  ordin- 
ance that  will  forever  bar  the  toy 
pistol  from  the  limits  of  the  city  of 
Duluth.  There  are  other  explosives 
that  are  daiigeious  enough,  but  th>? 
toy  pistol  appears  to  be  chief  of 
them  all  in  its  death-dealing  possi- 
bilities, and  it  is  against  the  toy  pistol 
that  most  ol  the  talk  is  directed. 

Chicago  has  taken  the  matter  up 
and  will  pass  an  ordinance  along  thi.^ 
line,  thus  saving  a  large  number  of 
lives  that  would  otherwise  go  at  the 
next  Fourth  of  July  celebration.  There 
•were  fifteen  deaths  from  lockjaw  due 
to  toy    pistols   in   that   city. 

Duluth  has  had  two  deaths  from  toy 
pistol  lockjaw  and  there  was  anofher 
one,  at  least,  in  the  county  outside.

Successful  Treatment  Re- 
ported From  Charing 
Cross  Hospital. 

New  York.  July  18.— At  Charing  Cross 
hospital  a  cancer  has  been  successfully 
treated  by  means  of  radium,  cables  the 
London  correspondent  of  the  Herald. 

Dr.  Davidson,  who  Is  carrying  on  the 
tests,  said:  "I  am  experimenting  and  I 
am  hopeful  that  radium  has  proved  effect- 
ive with  superficial  cancer.  As  to  deep 
tumors  I  cannot  speak,  and  I  should  be 
very  sorry  to  see  false  hopes  raised.  The 
whole  matter  Is  new  and  as  to  deeper 
cancer  ca.ses  It  would  be  premature  to  say 
anv  thing.

Wa.shington,  July  18.— A  conspiracy  by 
Senators  Quay,  Tom  Piatt,  of  New  York, 
and  some  others  to  remove  Mark  Hanna 
from  tlie  I'nited  States  senate,  and  to 
strip  him  of"  his  influence  and  power,  by 
nominating  him  a.s  vice  president,  is  re- 
ceiving tlie  serious  consideration  of  influ- 
ential politicians  all  over  the  country. 
By  Hanna  and  his  friends  the  passibili 
ties  are  being  discus.sed  with  supp-essoJ 
heat  and  some  apprehen.sion.  By  tij/fe 
on  the  synioa^^hetic  i^.sido  of  ihe  nic  ■  e- 
ment  the  discussion  is  not  for  publication. 

To  those  interested  in  the  big  game  of 
national  politics  tlio  situation  is  fascin- 
ating in  its  possibilities.  It  threatens  to 
make  the  next  Kepublican  convention  a 
very   lively  and   uncertain   affair. 

Of  late  years  the  vice  presidential  se- 
lectioji  has  degenratcd  into  a  game  of 
"puss-in-the-corner.  '  When         United 

States  senators  are  candidates— or  "pos- 
sil.ilities"— for  the  po.sition,  the  chief  in- 
terest seems  to  be  as  to  who,  after  the 
general  mixup,  is  to  be  the  puss  without 
a  corner.  It  was  Senator  Quay's  contribu- 
tion to  politics— his  and  Piatt's— at  the 
last  convention,  to  show  how  the  vlce- 
pr<v5idenry  might  be  made  to  serve  a-3  a 
side-track  for  an  on-coming  politician.  If 
Roosevelt  could  be  eliminated  from  New 
York  state  politics  by  this  method,  why 
not  a  United  States  senator? 

Quay  has  a  large  unsettled  score  against 
Hanna.  It  does  not  date  back  to  four 
years  ago,  though  there  was  a  feud  of 
good  proportions  v^n  then.  The  burden 
of  the  obligation  of  enmity  was  accumu- 
lated last  winter  during  the  famous  state- 
hood bill  fight.  Quay  wanted  statehood 
for  the  territories.  He  had  much  at 
stake— much  of  a  financial  nature  as  well 
as  his  political  prestige.  He  was  defeat- 
ed, and  it  was  chiefly  Mark  Hanna  who 
did  the  businesss.  Beveridge  was  captain, 
and  led  the  charge;  but  Hanna  was  gen- 
eral in  charge  of  the  campaign.

A  daring  hold-up  0<:<;urred  early  thia 
morning  in  West  Duluth. 

Louis  Lawrenson  aind  Andrew  Ander- 
son, two  sailors,  were  held  up  on  Fifty- 
fourth  avenue  neajr  Gosnold  street  by 
four  West  Duluth  .young  men,  and 
Phil  Connors,  Joseph  De  Chambeau, 
Mike  Lee  and  Mike  La.  Flaire  are  under 
arrest  for  the  crime.  The  sum  of  $50  In 
all  was  secured  by  tlie  highwaymen. 

The  two  sailors  ard  the  four  young 
men  who  have  been  iilaced  under  arrest 
were  in  one  of  the  West  Duluth  saloons 
together  last  evening.  The  sailors  had 
Just  received  their  pay  and  were  buying 
a  jug  of  whisky  to  take  back  to  a  friend 
on  the  boat.  The  four  young  men  heard 
of  their  plan  and  wei-e  attracted  by  ihe 
money  displayed.  Leaving  the  saloon 
a  short  time  ahead  <  f  the  sailors,  they 
waylaid  them  on  Fifty-fourth  avenue 
near  Gosnold  street  and  relieved  them 
of  their  money. 

The  sailors,  whose  names  are  Louis 
Lawrenson  and  Andrew  Anderson, 
called  lustily  for  help.  Their  cries  were 
heard  by  Patrolman  Stahl,  who  was  on 
duty,  and  he  hurried  to  the  spot. 

When  he  arrived  fit  the  scene  of  the 
robbery  the  two  sailors  and  De  Cham> 
beau  and  Connors  had  fled,  but  the 
other  two  men  were  still  there.

Wahington,  July  18.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Strong  efforts  were  made  to 
secure  the  signature  of  Postnaaster 
General  Payne  to  the  contract  for  the 
printing  of  the  money-order  blanks  be- 
fore his  departure  on  his  ten-day  vaca- 
tion, but  the  contract  has  been  held  up 
pending    a    thorough    investigation    by 

the  post  office  departinent  officials  in- 
to certain  circumstances  in  connection 
with  the  bid  of  Paul  Merman,  the 
lowest  bidder,  which  are  regarded  as 
being  suspicious  to  say  the  least.  The 
contract  for  printing  money-order 
blanks  will  be  the  largest  ocntract  to 
be  let  since  the  development  of  the  i 
scandals  in  the  postoffice  department  j 
and  Po>»tmaster  General  Payne,  by  no 
means  .satisfied  that  former  contracts 
have  been  free  from  suspicion,  is  thor- 
oughly fietermined  that  when  his  name 


department  officials  as  to  why  the 
new  contractor  is  so  anxious  to  have 
safety  paper  used  in  the  printing  of  the 
money  order  blanks,  and  it  Is  thought 
the  reason  has  been  discovered.  It  is 
well  known  to  the  department  officials 
concerned  with  this  contract  that  when 
Herman  made  his  bid  he  was  practic- 
ally without  resources  and  there  was 
considerable  speculation  as  to  where  he 
was  to  get  his  backing.

TARIFF  AND  TRUSTS 

Will  Be  the  Democratic  Issues 
In  Iowa. 

Des  Moines,  Iowa,  July  18.— The  Demo- 
crats of  Iowa  will  conduct  a  vigorous 
campaign  this  fall  with  the  tariff  and 
trust  issues  dominant,  according  to  Con- 
gressman M.  J.  Wade,  of  the  second  dis- 
trict.

THE  CROP  ESTIMATES. 

While  it  is  true  that  predictions  of  crops  at 
this  season  of  the  year  are  liable  to  be  erroneous, 
when  it  comes  to  final  results,  especially  as  to  corn, 
still  the  present  reports,  even  with  due  allowances 
of  the  many  hazards,  are  highly  favorable  for  this 
season.  According  to  g<n'ernment  reports  at  the 
present  time  the  wheat  acreage  and  condition 
means  a  yield  of  about  720,000,000  bushels  for  190J. 
This  is  the  largest  wheat  crop  which  the  couiUry 
has  ever  had  except  in  1901.  The  yield  was  670,- 
000.000  bushels  in  1902,  748,000,000  in  1901,  522,000.- 
00  in  1900.  347.000.000  in  1899,  and  675,000.000  in 
^v  1898.     The  only  time  the  6oo,ooo,ooo-bu3hel  yield 

^  was   ever  closely   upproached  before    i8>j&  was   in 

iS*^!,  when  a  6ii,ooo.ooo-bnshel  crop  was  harvested. 

The  estimates  on  the  corn  yield  of  1903  vary 
within  a  wide  range.  Some  of  the  prophets  put 
it  as  high  as  2,500,000,000  bushels,  from  the  present 
outlo<ik.  while  others  bring  it  below  the  2,000,000,- 
000  line.  The  government's  figures  are  2,263.000,- 
000  bushels.  In  1902  the  corn  yield  was  2,523.000,- 
000  bushels,  as  compared  with  r, 5*2,000.000  in  1901, 
2,105.000.000  in  1900,  2,078,000,000  in  1899  and  1,924,- 
000,000  in  1898.  Previous  to  1899  the  corn  yield 
^  went  up  to  the  2.ooo,ooo,ooo-bushel  line  four  times 

— in  181)6,  when  it  was  2,283.000,000  bushels;  in  1895, 
when  it  was  2,151,000,000;  in  1901,  when  it  was  2,- 
060,000,000,  and  in  1889,  when  it  was  2.112,000.000. 

In  1903,  moreover,  the  crop  is  a  little  later  than 
in  average  years,  and  a  prediction  as  to  yield  made 
at  this  time  is  subject  to  a  very  large  margin  for 
possible  errors.  Corn  is  the  country's  imperial 
crop,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  elements  from 
this  time  onward  to  the  harvesting  stage  will  be 
propitious.  In  1902,  when  the  corn  yield  was  the 
largest  ever  harvested,  the  value  of  the  crop  on 
Dec.  I  was  placed  at  $1,017,000,000,  as  compared 
with  $422,000,000  for  wheat  at  that  date  and  $467.- 
000.000  for  wheat  on  Dec,  i,  1901,  when  the  crop 
was  the  largest  ever  gathered. 

Take  it  all  in  all,  the  crop  prospect  for  this  year 
may  be  considered  highly  satisfactory.  It  looks 
like  another  year  of  prosperity  for  the  farmers.

I  MR.  HILL  VINDICATED. 

i        The    prediction    made    by    President    James    J. 

I  Hill  that  the  gross  earnings  of  the  three  Northern 
Securities  roads  for  the  year  which  ended  June 
30  would  be  at  least  $150,000,000  has  been  fully 
verified.  This  estimate  has  been  surpassed,  the 
earnings  having  reached  a  total  of  $151,544,000,  an 
increase  of  $18,449,000  over  the  gross  earnings  of 
the  previous  year.  This  is  a  magnificent  showing 
and  is  a  demonstration  of  the  sagacity  of  those  who 

I  evolved  the  plan  of  community  of  interest  among 
the  Great  Northern,  Northern  Pacific  and  Burling- 
ton  roads.  The  record  for  the  past  year  is 
especially  remarkable  from  the  fact  that  it  follows 
a  year  of  rapid  increasing  tonnage  and   earnings. 

I  The   gross   earnings   for  the   year  ended  June  30, 

I  1902,  were  $20,000,000  in  excess  of  those  of  the 
year  before.  The  increase  in  surplus  after  payment 
of  fixed  charges  last  year  was  only  a  little  less 
than  $10,000,000.  The  earnings  for  the  year  1900- 
1901  were  amply  sufficient  to  enable  the  company 
to  pay  4  per  cent  dividends  upon  outstanding  stock. 
It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the  steadily  increas- 
ing earnings  of  the  last  two  years  place  the  com- 
pany in  a  remarkably  strong  position,  and,  barring 
legal  difficulties,  it  is  scarcely  conceivable  that  the 
stock  of  the  giant  merger  would  cease  to  pay  as 
much  as  4  per  cent,  even  under  waning  business 
conditions  in  the  territory  of  the  railroads  con- 
trolled. As  a  result  of  the  heavy  earnings,  an  in- 
creased dividend  has  been  declared,  which  must 
have  a  tendency  to  strengthen  the  position  of  the 
Northern  Securities  in  the  somewhat  demoralized 
stock  market. 

The  showing  made  by  these  roads  is  a  vindica- 
tion of  the  policy  pursued  in  uniting  these  three 
roads  in  the  creation  of  new  traffic  and  the  ex- 
tension of  business  into  new  regions.  By  the 
joint  operation  of  these  roads  traffic  has  been  di- 
verted over  this  northern  route  which  formerly 
passed  over  other  lines  farther  south,  while  the 
rapid  development  of  the  Northwest  during  the 
past  year  has  contributed  largely  to  the  increase 
of  tonnage,  all  of  which  has  been  handled  with 
greater  economy  and  dispatch  and  at  rates  which 
are  steadily  declining  to  a  lower  basis.  It  would 
not  be  surprising  to  hear  in  the  not  distant  future 
of  a  further  reduction  of  rates  on  the  Northern 
Securities  road.s,  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of 
adjusting  the  rates  according  to  the  growth  of  traf- 
fic and  the  increase  of  earnings.  All  that  Mr.  Hill 
claimed  for  the  community  of  interest  plan,  as  ap- 
plied to  these  three  roads,  has  been  brought  about, 
and  it  is  evident  that  the  future  will  witness  still 
further  proofs  of  the  wisdom  of  the  policy  which 
he  inaugurated. 


THE  ARMY  PROMOTIONS. 

The  announcement  made  j'csterday  by  the 
president  of  promotions  in  the  aimy  to  become  ef- 
fective within  a  few  weeks  raises  some  question  as 
to  the  future  promotions  of  those  who  advance  at 
this  period.  According  to  the  announcement  of 
the  president  yesterday.  Brig.  Gen.  Wood  is  pro- 
moted to  be  major  general,  as  soon  as  Gen.  Miles 
retires  on  Aug.  8.  Gen.  Wood  will  not  retire  until 
1924,  but  already  speculation  "has  begun  as  to 
whether  or  not  he  will  be  made  lieutenant  general 
as  soon  as  he  becomes  eligible  for  that  high  ap- 
pointment. All  the  men  now  on  the  army  register 
above  Gen.  Wood  will  have  retired  by  1909.  Gen. 
Arthur  MacArthur  is  the  youngest  of  this  lot,  and 
he  goes  out  in  June  of  1909.  Ttiat  will  put  Wood 
at  the  top  of  the  grade  of  major  generals,  and 
right  in  line  for  elevation  to  lieutenant  general.  Of 
course,  everything  will  depend  on  conditions  as 
they  may  exist  when  that  time  comes. 

Secretary  Root  believes  that  before  a  great 
many  years  have  passed  the  United  States  will  be- 
come involved  in  another  war;  he  told  the  cadets 
at  West  Point  the  other  day  th^.t  as  sure  as  they 
stood  before  him,  the  country  would  have  another 
big  fight  on  its  hands  before  very  long.  In  that 
prospective  contest,  new  military  stars  may  arise 
and  be  jumped  up  over  the  head  of  Gen.  Wood. 
But  leaving  this  contingency  out.  Gen.  Wood  will 
be  in  line  of  promotion  to  lieutenant  general  in 
1909.  If  he  should  be  appointed  at  once,  he  would 
remain  at  the  head  of  the  army  for  fifteen  years, 
shutting  out,  during  that  period,  all  other  aspir- 
ants for  the  same  place.  Should  iuch  a  thing  occur 
'  now,  it  would  be  regarded  as  a  great  calamity,  but 
by  IQ09  there  will  not  be  a  great  many  officers  be- 
low Wood  older  than  the  latter.  Whether  or  not 
Wood  is  to  become  a  lieutenant  general  in  1909 
v\ill,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events,  depend  on 
who  is  president  of  the  United  States  at  that  time. 
.\ppointments  oi  general  officers  arc  made  by  se- 
lection by  the  president,  and  the  rule  of  seniority 
is  not  always  followed.  All  things  being  equal,  it 
is  customary  to  make  promotions  according  to  the 
ratings   of  the   register.

THE  PHILIPPINE  CURRENCY. 

Since  the  first  of  July  nothing  but  new  pesos 
and  subsidiary  pieces  of  money  are  being  disbursed 
by  the  government  officials  in  the  Philippines. 
This  is  in  accordance  with  the  new  law  enacted  by 
the  last  congress,  under  which  the  gold  peso,  worth 
50  cents  of  the  money  of  the  United  States,  was 
adopted  as  the  unit  of  value  for  the  islands,  but  no 
provision  was  made  f<jr  the  coining  of  such  a  piece. 
The  standard  unit  therefore  is  an  abstraction;  the 
gold  peso  is  intended  to  measure,  not  to  effect  ex- 
changes. On  the  other  hand,  the  silver  peso,  which 
contains  416  grains  of  standard  silver,  is  intended 
to  replace  the  Mexican  dollar  and  subsidiary  silver 
coins,  in  the  denominations  of  50,  20  and  10  cen- 
tavos,  and  nickel  and  copper  pieces,  will  be  used 
to  supplement  the  silver  peso  in  every-day  business 
transactions.  The  new  system  called  for  the 
coinage  of  5,000,000  pesos  before  it  could  be  intro- 
duced, and  the  limit  of  peso  coinage  was  fixed  at 
75.000.000.  The  Philippine  government  is-  per- 
mitted to  purchase  bullion  for  coinage,  and  it  was 
tc  secure  a  supply  for  this  purpose  that  a  loan  was 
made  some  months  ago  by  the  treasury  department 
at  Washington,  in  exchange  for  $3,000,000  of  certi- 
ficates of  indebtedness.  Peso  certificates  similar 
to  our  silver  certificates  are  authorized. 

The  means  provided  for  maintaining  the  silver 
peso  at  the  value  of  the  gold  peso,  or  50  cents  in 
American  money,  are  particularly  to  be  noted.  A 
general  power  of  adopting  such  measures  is  given 
by  the  law.  One  reliance,  specifically  provided  in 
the  act,  is  the  instruction  to  refuse,  after  some  date 
not  earlier  than  Jan.  1..1904,  to  receive  Mexican  and 
Spanish  silver  for  public  dues.  This  provision,  the 
legal-tender  character  of  the  peso  and  the  limita- 
tion of  coinage,  are  expected  to  do  a  good  deal 
toward  maintaining  the  parity  with  gold.  A  fund 
for  redemption  purposes,  however,  would  appear 
to  be  essential,  and  to  obtain  it,  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness, running  for  not  more  than  one  year,  to 
the  amount  of  $10,000,000.  may  be  kept  outstanding. 

It  will  be  some  time  before  the  new  pesos  will 
be  of  sufficient  quantity  to  supply  all  the  needs  of 
the  Philippines  people,  fi>r  at  least  24,000,000  will 
be  required.  In  the  meantime  the  Mexican  and 
Spanish  coins  will  be  receivable  by  the  government 
at  fixed  ratios  to  the  peso,  and  probably  at  less 
than  the  bullion  value  of  the  Mexican  dollars. 
Three  currency  systems  will  be  in  use  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent  at  the  same  time:  the  American,  the 
Philippines  and  the  heterogeneous  one  which  is  to 
be  replaced.  Two  of  these  systems  will  have  a 
permanent  status  in  the  islands,  for  the  gold  coins 
of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  the  Philippines 
coins,  are  to  be  legal  tender.  The  elimination  of 
the  Mexican  dollar  presents  certain  practical  diffi- 
culties, for  that  piece  has  been  an  institution  in  the 
Orient  f'">r  centuries  and  unquestionably  it  will  die 
hard  in  the  Philippines.  There  seems  to  be  every 
reason  to  expect  that  it  will  circulate  outside  the 
commercial  centers  for  a  long  time  much  more 
widely  than  could  be  wished.  The  interest  of  spec- 
ulators and  persons  who  have  dealings  with  the 
very  ignorant   will  be   to   make  payments  in  the 


CONSUMPTION  OF  BEER. 

Some  interesting  data  will  be  found  in  the  "sta- 
tistical abstract  of  the  United  States  for  1902," 
which  has  just  been  issued  by  the  treasury  depart- 
ment, in  relation  to  the  consumption  of  beer,  wine 
and  spirits. 

Fifty  years  ago  the  American  of  the  times  was 
satisfied  with  a  per  capita  consumption  of  4.08  gal- 
lons of  wines  and  liquors  per  capita.  Today  he  de- 
mands 19.48  gallons.  But  lest  our  temperance 
friends  should  be  too  much  shocked  let  it  be  said 
that  50  years  ago  the  average  citizen  put  away  2.23 
gallons  of  hard,  distilled  liquor.  Now  he  is  sat- 
isfied with  1.36  gallons.  The  fact  is  that  in  malt 
lifiuors,  such  as  beer,  the  American  nowadays  has 
far  out-distanced  the  American  of  1850.  raising  the 
average  from  an  insignificjint  1.58  gallons  to  1749 
gallon.s.  In  the  matter  of  wines  the  American  has 
never  been  a  heavy  drinker.  What  makes  up  the 
heavy  figure  of  his  consumption  is  mostly  beer,  and 
even  this  is  not  the  heaviest  kind  of  beer. 

It  would  not  be  correct,  therefore,  to  say  that 
te  .American  people  are  more  intemperate  now  than 
they  were  fifty  years  ago.  It  is  well  known  that 
the  contrary  is  the  fact.  Any  close  observer  will 
notice  that  sobriety  is  constantly  on  the  increase, 
and  that  drinking  to  excess  or  even  moderately  is 
becoming  less. 

Last  year  Illinois  produced  39,742.876  gallons  of 
distilled  spirits,  and  Kentucky,  which  ranked  sec- 
ond, 26.019,166.  But  among  70,000.000  people  these 
figures  are  not  so  very  heavy.  When  our  ancestors 
took  something  for  the  stomach's  sake  it  was  the 
real  "hard  stuff."  On  the  whole  our  people  are 
now  much  more  moderate,  and  this  is  highly  grati- 
fying. 


RUSSIA  AND  JAPAN. 

In  view  of  the  strained  relations  between  Rus- 
sia and  Japan,  the  massing  of  warships  in  Asiatic 
waters  may  be  considered  sii?nificant.  From  the 
latest  cabled  report  of  the  niunber  of  warships  on 
the  scene  of  possible  troubK  it  is  apparent  that 
Japan  is  taking  no  chances  on  Russia's  protesta- 
tions of  peaceful  intentions.  Japan  has  mustered 
her  entire  fleet  in  Chinese  wnters,  and  is  in  a  posi- 
tion to  strike  quick  and  effective  blows  should 
matters  reach  a  climax.  She  has  a  total  of  106 
vessels  there,  a  fleet,  in  number.s,  almost  equaling 
those  of  any  other  two  nations.  Great  Britain  is 
strongly  represented,  with  5-'  si  ips,  while  Russia 
has  even  a  more  formidable  fleet,  composed  of  57 
vessels.  Japan's  superiority,  however,  is  apparent 
both  in  numbers  and  tonnage.  The  displacement 
of  her  vessels  in  Chinese  waters  is  231,000;  that  of 
Russia  is  174,000  and  that  of  Great  Britain  is  146,- 
000.  France  and  Germany  bring  up  the  rear  of 
this  great  array  of  offensive  and  defensive  strength, 
with  34  ships,  with  a  tonnage  of  58,000,  and  16  ships 
of  a  tonnage  of  35,000.  respectively.  Japan  has  8 
battleships,  6  armored  cruisers,  13  first-class  cruis- 
ers, 25  gunboats,  16  torpedo  boat  destroyers  and  28 
torpedo  boats  on  the  China  statiou  The  toti.l  num- 
ber of  officers  and  men  at  the  command  of  Japan 
on  the  Asiatic  station  is  also  nearly  double  that 
of  any  other  two  nations.  She  las  more  than  18,- 
000  men  on  the  station;  Great  Bt-itain  has  10.000 
and  Russia  has  11,000. 

After  all,  especially  in  view  of  the  concessions 
made  by  Russia  to  the  United  States  in  regard  to 
Manchurian  ports,  there  is  not  riuch  likelihood  of 
trouble  between  the  Japs  and  the  minions  of  the 
czar. 


POSTAL  FRAUDS. 

The  indictments  returned  against  George  W. 
Beavers  by  the  federal  grand  jury  and  the  bench 
warrant  issued  for  his  arrest,  mark  another  stage 
in  the  postal"  investigations.  This  docs  not  jibe 
very  well  with  the  recent  remarks  of  Postmaster 
General  Payne  that  the  investigations  were  nearly 
ended,  and  inferring  that  the  worst  of  the  postal 
scandals  had  been  unearthed.  The  honest  investi- 
gators of  this  unfortunate  scandal  do  not  agree  with 
the  postmaster  general  that  the  eird  of  the  inquiry 
is  in  sight.  On  the  contrary,  there  is  every  indi- 
cation that  the  proceedings  will  continue  with  ac- 
tive developments  for  several  months  more,  and 
the  public  may  look  for  a  number  of  indictments  by 
federal  grand  juries,  dismissals  in  the  postal  ser- 
vice and  a  wholesale  issue  of  fraud  orders  against 
concerns  that  are  operating  in  violation  of  the 
statutes.  Postmaster  General  Payne  would  be  glad 
to  believe  that  the  worst  of  the  postal  scandals 
have  been  unearthed,  and  that  from  now  on  things 
v.ould  run  on  in  the  old,  quiet  way.  Talks  with 
those  who  are  directing  the  details  of  the  inquiry, 
however,  give  little  assurance  that  the  end  is  near. 
Fourth  Assistant  Bristow  and  his  big  corps  of  in- 
spectors, together  with  the  two  special  counsel, 
Messrs.  Bonaparte  and  Conrad,  have  all  given  up 
the  idea  of  getting  any  summer  vacation  this  year, 
and  Gen.  Bristow  expressed  the  wish  that  he 
hoped  cold  weather  would  bring  !  '.m  a  respite  from 
his  exacting  duties  as  chief  inquisitor.  All  of  which 
leads  to  the  belief  that  the  last  of  the  irregularities 
in  the  postal  service  will  not  have  been  cleaned  up 
until   about  Thanksgiving   time. 

The  work  should  go  on.  Postmaster  General 
Payne  and  all  others  will  make  a  serious  mistake 
by  trying  to  curtail  the  investigation.  The  public 
is  aroused  and  nothing  but  a  thorough  overhauling 
will  do.

Twenty  factories  of  Utica,  N.  Y.,  rep- 
resenting various  industries,  are  wag- 
ing a  bitter  war  against  union  labor.

Electrical  linemen  in  California,  Ore- 
gon, Washington  and  Arizona  have  quit 
work  to  enforce  demands  for  the  adop- 
tion of  an  increased  wage  scale,  calling 
for  an  advance  of  15  per  cent. 

A  wage  and  hour  schedule  and  work- 
ing agreement  made  with  a  labor 
union  is  legal  and  not  a  violatiOJi  of 
the  anti-trust  laws,  the  Texas  attor- 
ney general  and  law  officers  have  an- 
nounced. 

New  York  has  the  largest  apartment 
house  in  the  world  in  the  Ansonia. 
It  is  seventeen  stories  high,  and  has 
sixteen  elevators,  1800  people  can  live 
in  it,  and  the  building  alone  cost 
$4,000,000. 

Track  walkers  for  certain  Massachu- 
setts railroads  are  now  required  to 
wind  a  registering  clock  at  certain 
points  every  hour  and  records  are 
kept,  to  be  examined  weekly  by  the 
superintendent. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  A. 
F.  of  L.  has  recommended  that  silk 
workers  be  thoroughly  organized  and 
attached  to  the  United  Textile  Work- 
ers of  America  as  a  distinct  branch  of 
the  textile  industry. 

San  Francisco  is  said  to  be  the  city 
where  the  labor  unions  have  the  mos: 
power  in  the  United  .States,  and  where 
iabor  is  most  perfectly  organized. 
There  are  162  separate  unions  with  a 
membership   of  more   than  65,000. 

The  Iron  and  Heavy  Hardware 
Builders'  union,  of  Chicago,  is  the 
first  to  inaugurate  a  plan  to  protect 
old  age.  The  constitution  now  pro- 
vides that  members  shall  not  be  de- 
barred from  employment  on  account 
of  age,  so  long  as  they  are  able  to 
perform  their  duties. 

Minneapolis  Building  Trades  council 
will  test  Judge  Gray's  injunction,  is- 
sued last  week,  to  refrain  the  build- 
ing trades'  council  and  the  members 
of  the  Electrical  Workers'  union  from 
interfering  with  the  business  of  cer- 
tain contractors  in  the  city.  They  will 


carry    the    question    to    the       supreme 
court. 

People  in  Paris  who  are  Interested  in 
giving  working  girls  a  bit  of  plea- 
sure now  and  then  have  devised  a 
scheme  where  worthy  girls  receive  two 
tickets  to  a  good  theater  once  in  a 
while.  The  scheme  calls  for  an  elab- 
orate system  of  registration,  but  it  Is 
working  to  perfection.  The  kaiser  is 
thinking  of  introducing  the  idea  into 
the  royal  theaters  in  Germany. 

Truck  Drivers'  union  No.  5.  of  Chi- 
cago, is  said  to  be  the  largest  local 
union  in  the  word.  It  has  14,000  mem- 
bers. It  will  elect  twenty-five  delegates 
to  the  Niagara  Falls  joint  convention 
for  the  amalgamation  of  the  two  na- 
tional teamsters'  unions.  The  arbitra- 
tion boa'-d  of  the  two  nationals,  which 
met  at  Washington  last  week,  decided 
on  the  amlagamation  scheme  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  joint  convention. 

The  highest  wage  in  the  world,  $78.30 
a   minute,   for   a  six-hour   day,    is    re- 
ceived   by    the    czar    of    Russia.      The 
•lext   highest,    $.33.60.    is   less    than   half 
as  much,   and  is  collected  by  the  em- 
peror   of     Austria-Hungary,    but    the 
kaiser,     who     recently    '"struck,"     gets 
but    half    that    amount,  and    his  unclt 
of     Great     Britain     gets    $2.42    less,    or 
$14.38  a  minute  for  his  labors.

No  fraternal  organization  in  the  world 
is  as  careful  of  its  poor,  as  close  a 
guadian  of  its  isecrets;  no  church  as 
Dowerful  in  its  E.utocratic  government; 
no  political  division  of  similar  area  and 
numbers  as  wealthy  in  its  income  or 
in  its  vested  capital,  as  the  Mormon 
church.

business  of  $7,500,000  and  employed  500 
persons;  a  tenth  of  its  profits  went  to 
the  church.

What  becomes  of  all  this  money? 
Part  of  it  feeds  the  hungry  and  provides 
for  the  poor  of  the  church,  part  pay.i 
for  the  passage  of  immigrant  converts 
from  the  farthest  confines  of  the  earth, 
part  aids  the  outside  missionaries, 
when  they  are  not  supported  by  con- 
tributions where  they  may  be.  But  all 
these  can  take  a  minor  share  of  thi^ 
vast  income  of  this  hierarchy.  There 
is  no  grinding  poverty  in  Mormondom. 
Few  are  rich,  but  none  suffer  the  pang.^ 
of  hunger.  No  sooner  does  the  peasant 
of  Europe  signify  his  intention  of  be- 
coming a  Mormon  than  all  fear  for  his 
may  be  removed.  He  must  oe 
industrious,  but  when  he  can  no  longer 
earn  his  living  by  his  own  efforts,  the 
church  will  provide  something  he  can 
do.  If  he  is  injia-ed,  it  cares  for  him. 
Wherever  he  may  go  or  be  sent,  if  he 
advances  to  a  position  of  responsibility, 
old  age  will  not  find  him  stranded 
without  home  or  hope.  And  herein  Is 
one  of  the  gerat  causes  of  the  constant 
stream  of  humanity  that  is  flowing  to 
Utah  and  Mormonism. 

There  is  practically  not  a  blade  of 
grass,  nor  a  tree,  nor  a  spear  of  corn 
in  all  Mormon  Utah,  or  Idaho,  or  Ari- 
zona that  is  not  the  direct  result  of 
water  artificially  applied.  Let  the  man 
that  abuses  Mormonism  remember  that 
as  he  drops  down  through  that  spring- 
time paradise  from  the  Rockies  east  of 
Provo  to  the  salt  lake,  and  let  him  give 
credit  to  Brigham  Young  and  his  suc- 
cessors for  the  good  they  have  done. 
Mormon  Utah  is  the  state  at  whose  feet 
the  leaders  of  a  national  irrigation  pro- 
gram must  learn  their  lesson.  Nowhere 
el.se  has  the  use  of  water  for  irrigation 
been  so  scientifically  studied,  and  no- 
where else  have  the  results  been  so 
magnificent. 

The  Mormon   looks   on  Salt   Lake  as 
his  peculiar  heritage,  his  especial  glory. 
But  he  is  deliberately  killing  its  beauty 
by  irrigation.     So  much  of  the  entering 
river  is  taken  off  above  the  lake  that 
it  is  gradually  drying  up.    Where  there 
were  thirty   inches   of  water  six  years 
ago  is  now  dry  sand,  and  one  can  wade  , 
half  a  mile  from  the  towering  pavilion  j 
without  wetting  his  knees.     The  bath-  I 
ing  houses  have    all    been    moved   this  I 
spring    some    ways    out    in    order    that  I 
they  may  be    within    hailing    distance 
of  wet.     The  future  of  great  Salt  lake 
Is  a  waning  beautj'.    And  with  the  be- 
ginning of  national  irrigation,   present 
bad  conditions  will  be  much  worse. 

The  Mormon  has  a  superabundance 
of  patience  and  labor.  Nothing  that 
work  can  do  or  that  time  can  accom- 
plish is  too  severe  for  him  to  under- 
take. Witness  his  temple,  whose  every 
stone  of  its  earlier  construction  meant 
four  days  of  excessive  work  for  oxen 
and  men;  or  the  wonderful  roof  of  his 
tabernacle  put  together  with  bars  and 
rawhide  at  tWe  time  when  iron  fasten- 
ings were  unobtainable.  But  there  are 
forgotten  monuments  to  perseverance 
and  v.ork,  off  in  the  desert.  One  of 
these  appealed  to  me  as  nothing  else. 
Thirty-seven  years  ago  Bishop  Taylor,^ 
then  in  charge  in  the  southwestern 
corner  of  the  territory,  erected  a  little 
iron  furnace  275  miles  south  of  Salt 
Lake  City,  near  great  ore  deposits.  It 
was  just  that  distance  by  wagon  train 
across  the  plains,  infested  by  Indians 
and  with  water  only  at  far  intervals. 
I  will  not  dwell  on  the  little  furnace, 
the  crudities  of  construction,  the  poor 
little  makeshifts  that  had  to  be  adopted 
'way  off  there.  It  seems  to  a  man  ac- 
quainted with  the  iron  industry  im- 
possible that  they  could  ever  have  melt- 
I  ed  ore  in  the  contrivance  they  finally 
constructed.  But  they  did,  and  in 
order  to  fully  utilize  it  they  needed 
I  scrap.  So  they  hauled  old  wheels,  junk 
of  all  sorts,  bars  and  broken  machinery 
ithat  275  miles  to  mix  with  their  pig.  The 
I  product  was  to  be  hauled  back  to  mar- 
i  ket.  That  these  tremendous  difficulties 
did  not  daunt  the  projectors  of  this  the 
pioneer  iron  furnace  of  the  great  West 
is  shown  by  the  foundations  that  were 
i  laid  then  for  a  much  lar^pr  and  more 
t  elaborate  plant.  These  foundations 
'  were  all  of  cut  granite  and  are  standing 
'  today,  though  thirty-five  years  have 
I  passed.  They  are  as  true  and  square 
1  as  when  laid.  But  the  supply  of  water 
grew  insufficient  for  such  a  furnace 
:  plant  and  the  undertaking  was  aban- 
doned.  Church  and  school  buildings,  a 
few  brick  houses,  cast  house  and  shops 
;  still  stand  tenantless  and  alone  in  the 
deserted  foot  hills. 

!     Not  far  away,  above  the  canyons  of 
i  Virgin  river,  near  the  Mormon  villages 
of  New  Harmony  and  Hebron,  is  an- 
'  other    instance    of    the   labor    willingly 
undertaken  by  these  people.     There,  at 
■  the   end   of   the   desert,   a    valley    is   so 
!  nearly   surrounded   by   mountains   that 
'■  a  canyon   a   few   hundred   feet   wide   is 
I  the    only  opening    for  a  valley  that  is 
i  eight  miles  in  circumference.     Through 
i  this    valley    runs    a    stream.      For    ten 
I  years  the  few  poor  farmers  of  the  region 
have    been    building    a    solid  masonry 
1  dam  across  this  canyon  mouth.    .  They 
'  excavated    to    bedrock    and    have    laid 
their   walls   thirty  feet   above   the  sur- 
face.    This   spring  they  had  the  satis- 
faction of  seeing  the  melted  snow  flow 
over  the  crest  of  their  dam  in  a  flood 
three  feet  deep  viithout   injuring  it  in 
the  least.     They  propose  to  raise  it  to 
ninety  feet,  build  spill waj's  and  sluices, 
construct  gates  and  controlling  works, 
ditches  and  canals,  and  will  have  water 
with     which     to     irrigate     thoroughly 
many  thousands  of  acres.     They  have 
spent  no  money  except  for  engineering 
advice,  and  the  farmers  have  stock  in 
the    enterprise  commensurate  with  the 
work  thev  have  done  from  year  to  year 
since  1803.    This  piece  of  desert  will  now 
literally  blossom  as  the  rose 
suit  of  their  ten  years  of 

Valley  after  valley  i»  '^C'.'g  thu? 
brousrhr  V.ri'r  cultivation,  and  the  re- 
sults are  trem^s^ious.  But  so  vast  is 
the  unreclaimed  area  and  so  compara 
tively  puny  are  these  enterprises, 
the  great  bulk  of  the  desert 
main  unavailable  forever. 

But  the  way  those  wool  teamsters 
had  come  up  out  of  the  boundless 
wastes  was  my  own  way  into  them. 
I  was  going  to  a  region  primaeval  in  its 
simplicity  and  antiquity  of  method, 
though  not  of  thought.  It  was  to  be  a 
where    currency    was    scarcely 
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known  till  now;  where  the  children  buy 
"an  egg's  worth  of  candy"  and  the 
grown  man  works  for  so  much  alfalfa 
per  day;  where  Salt  Lake  bank  f-hecks 
are  accepted  with  a  confidence  that  as- 
serts  an  entire   absence   of   the   forger, 

and  where  they  often  circulate  for 
months  before  reaching  the  city  for 
collection;  where  the  Mormon  faith  is 
absolute  and  the  Gentile  is  unknown; 
where  half  the  people  have  never  been 
in  a  city,  seen  a  trolley  car  or  a  paved 
street,  but  where  the  long-distance 
telephone  has  already  made  its  way. 
Ten  or  twelve  hours'  drive  from  the 
station  carries  one  across  the  inter- 
vening waste  and  up  the  mountains  to 
a  village,  deserted  thirty  years  ago,  but 
with  its  dobe  huts  and  its  brick  church, 
all  still  standing  and  as  they  were  left 
suddenly  on  a  fateful  night.  It  is  a 
few  miles  from  the  scene  of  that  fright- 
ful murder,  the  Mountain  Meadows 
massacre,  and  one  of  two  children  es- 
caped alive,  and  sheltered  by  a  couple 
of  humane  Mormon  wives,  grew  to 
womanhood  there. 

The  way— it  can  hardly  be  called  a 
road,  for  each  wagon  makes  a  track  of 
its  own— lies  through  the  wide  valley, 
with  snow-capped  mountains  on  either 
side.  Some  lone  peak,  far  ahead,  is 
still  before  us  as  the  day  wanes  and 
becomes  a  sort  of  will-o'-the-wisp,  that 
seems  to  recede  as  one  advances.  Fin- 
ally it  is  turned,  and  the  way  "Avinds 
up  the  slopes.  Desert  vegetation  gives 
way  to  the  harsh,  prickly  flora  of  the 
mountain  slopes.  There  are  cacti  set 
on    the    ground    like    an        overturned 


familiar 
cactu3, 
baskets, 
and  re- 
in      hia 


a  mat  of  leaves  and  blossoins  as  large 
as  a  barrel.  There  are  clover-like  blos- 
soms of  rod  and  yellow  and  pink;  lilliea 
innumerable,  cacti  of  shapes  and 
rms  uncounted,  globular,  coral  shaped, 
forms  uncounted.  globular,  coral 
shaped,  ribbed,  some  like  a  baseball 
set  upon  the  ground,  the 
prickly  pear,  or  Christmas 
others  like  overturned  bushel 
others  branching  and  upright 
minding  one  of  the  pictures 
school  day  geography,  and  many  more, 
most  of  them  at  this  season  in  a  glo- 
rious  crimson   of  blossom. 

As  you  ride  along  there  comes  into 
view,  off  in  the  lower  desert,  what 
appears  to  be  a  tent.  It  is  a  sheeii 
wagon,  and  is  occupied  by  the  two  men 
whose  duty  it  is  to  follow,  for  months 
together,  the  wandering  flocks.  At 
times  you  may  see  about  you,  near  or 
far,  four  or  five  of  these  wagons.  You 
ride  along  and  soon  reach  the  sheep, 
a  thousand  ewes,  perhaps  heavy  with 
lambs:  perhaps  there  may  be  twice  aa 
m,any  in  the  flock.  The  four  or  five 
wagons  within  your  view  may  round 
up  at  nights  10,000  sheep.  They  grazd 
on  the  desert,  sage  brush,  a  few  tufts 
of  wiry  grass,  the  greasewood  bark 
are  their  food.  Their  water  they  get 
when  and  as  they  can:  water  holes  are 
scarce,  and  it  may  be  twenty  or  thirty 
miles  of  a  drive  to  the  nearest  one. 

As  you  near  water  you  see  scat- 
tered about  the  whitened  bones,  or  the 
skeletons  tightly  covered  with  hide,  of 
scores  of  animals  whose  thirst  killed 
them,    whose   need    for   water    was    so

bidding  plant.      The  slopes,  seen  at  a 
distance,  appear  like  a  great  peach  or- 


chard, so  evenly  and  cleanly  are  the 
low  trees  thereon.  On  closer  view  these 
trees  resolve  themselves  into  stunted 
cedars  covering  thousands  of  acres  to 
the  snow  line,  set  as  though  planted 
and  cultivated,  too,  for  there  no  weeds 
in  this  vast  orchard,  through  which 
one  drives  as  on  a  macadam  roadway. 
These  cedars  show  the  effect  of  scant 
soil,  no  water,  and  high  altitudes,  for 
Ihey  are  not  more  than  fifteen  to 
twenty  feet  high  with  the  base  of  the 
stump  sometimes  two  or  three  feet  in 
diameter,  and  with  the  main  stem  ris- 
ing in  a  sharply  pointed  cone,  marking 
its  dimuendo  by  the  whole  of  its 
branches.  The  foliage  is  har.sh  -and 
stiff,  like  all  in  these  vast  dry  soli- 
tudes. 

The  Utah  deserts,  in  fact  most  of 
tho.se  of  the  United  States,  are 
sprinkled  with  loliage  and  all  pre- 
conceived notions  of  what  these  vast 
lands  are  like  muit  be  revised. 

Close  at  hand  sage  brush  is  sparsely 
Bet.  but  with  perspective  gained  the 
whole  vast  distance  is  a  close-grown 
brownish  green  carpet.  There  are  oc- 
casional straggling  grass,  two  or  three 
weak  little  blades  in  a  bunch.  As 
you  climb  the  mountains  and  get 
fvinong  trees  of  more  or  less  bush-liko 
character,  the  whole  ground  is  car- 
peted with  flowers.  These  spring 
from  a  soil  that  is  half  volcanic  scoria, 
half  granite  pebbles,  a  hot  soil  percept- 
ibly warm  to  the  touch  deep  as  you 
care  to  dig.  The  flowers  have  each  a  ,  -_„- 
single  taproot,  running  very  deep,  but  i  trickling   supply 


no  odor.  There  is  no  decay.  Those 
bones  were  picked  by  that  coyots 
watching  you,  with  ears  pricked  for- 
ward, from  behind  a  bush.  Perhaps 
a  crow  or  an  eagle,  whirling  in  the 
cloudless  amethystine  blue  above  you, 
lunches  there  regularly.  Nothing  de- 
cays in  that  high,  dry  atmospher<». 
Branches  of  trees,  roots  or  stumps  dry 
up  and  lie  for  years  unchanged.  thougU 
one  cracks  under  his  feet  may  hava 
lain   there  for  centuries. 

Besides  the  sheep  of  these  deserts 
are  cattle  and  horses.  On  every  van- 
tage ground  -^hey  are  grazing.  Th« 
horses  are  rounded  up  into  smaH 
herds  of  perhaps  a  dozen  mares,  eacil 
by  their  own  stallion,  and  every  stal- 
lion ready  to  fight  to  the  death  foe 
possession.  These  herds  do  not  mingl^ 
but  each  one  trails  across  the  deserts 
separately,  led  by  the  male.  But  it  Is 
not  always  so.  I  slept  one  night  a  fewi 
paces  from  the  Sand  Spring  water  hole. 
All  that  brilliant  moonlight  night  I 
watched  the  animals  come  for  drink. 
It  was  a  fascinating  sight.  The  springs 
lay  on  the  gentle  slope  of  an  absolutely 
treeless  mountain,  miles  from  any 
other  water.  I  could  see  them  for  miles 
come  trailing  across  the  plain— hoi-ses, 
wolves,  coyotes,  cattle,  wild  goats, 
every  cerature  of  the  region.  They 
were  in  hundreds.  They  would  slake 
their  thirst,  fall  out  of  line,  let  othera 
come  up,  and  later  would  come  back 
for  another  drink.  It  seemed  almost  as 
though  they  were  all  led  by  some  com- 
mon impulse  of  forbearance,  of  knowl- 
edge of  the  inestimable  value  of  their

NOT  A  BIRD,  BUT  '\  CALIFORNIA  BEET. 


WONDERFlIt  ENGINE. 


The  accompanying  photograph  Is  of  a  beet, 
which,  as  will  be  noted,  bears  a  really  won- 
derful likeness  to  a  bird  as  It  sits  on  a  perch. 
The  rear  part  of  the  beet  Is  spread  out  like 
the  tall  of  n  bird,  and  the  rough  skin  looks 
like  a  coat  of  feathers.  The  head  is  perhaps 
the  most  remarkable,  for  it  is  curved  pre- 
cisely like  an  eagle'a  head  and  has  a  small 


silt  In  the  end  which  makes  It  look  Ulie  • 

I  The  beet  was  growa  In  the  garden  of  Mr. 
'  T  H.  Cressey.  of  Compt-'n,  Cal.  When  It  was 
I  dug  up  the  people  in  thi-  neighborhood  were 
I  so  struck  with  the  rfS' mblance  to  an  eagle 
that  Mr.  Creseey  decld.-d  to  fix  It  up.  He 
'  wound  a  bit  of  red,  -white  and  blue  ribbon 


!  about  Its  neck,  put  beads  Into  the  bead  for 
eyes  and  supplied  it  with  claws.  The  rest 
of  the  bird,  however.  Is  entirely  natural. 

It  is  one  of  the  largest  beets  ever  grown 
In  that  country  of  mammoth  vegetables,  be- 
ing about  two  and  one-half  feet  in  length 
from  the  beak  to  the  end  of  the  tall.

Moreover,  Us  entire 
weight  is  practically  supported  on  springs, 
and  thus,  no  matter  uuw  uneven  a  road 
may  be,  there  is  very  little  Jolting.  Ex- 
perts, indeed,  claim  that  It  can  go  almost 
anywhere  without  .«itrnlnlng  Its  mechanism, 
and  that  It  can  easily  walk  over  a  nine- 
inch  log  of  timber  and  Is  In  no  way  im- 
peded by  deeu  ruts  the  accompaaylug  pic- 
lure  shows. 

Professor  Hele-Shaw,  a  noted  anthorlly 
on  road  locomotion,  speaks  very  favorably 
of  this  engine  in  his  official  report.

This  .^hape  is  only  pos- 
sible m  rice  and  tuscan  straws,  it 
would  look  very  heavy  in  felt  or  covei>-'i 
with  veUet. 

The  same  may  l>e  s\id  of  the  new 
mushroom  hat,  of  which  even  fewer  put 
in  an  appearance.  Were  it  not  tiiat 
this  hat  has  an  additional  piece  at  the 
siue.  whit  h  turns  u{>  sharpiy.  it  would 
be  just  the  shape  oi"  a  huge  mushroom, 
an  effect  that  is  all  the  more  conspicu- 
ous from  the  small  amount  of  trimmiug 
vouchsafed  it  being  placed  against  the 
upturned  piece. 

The    fact    is    that    an    overwhelming 
proportion   of  the  best  dressed   women  I 
appeared  in  the  capelines  and  plateaux 
that  have  enjoyed  favor  so  long.     Very  i 
few    of   the    former    had    high    crowns,  j 
but  sojiie  were  rolled  in  front  in.-«tead 
of   at   the  sides,   or   tilted   back  off   the  j 
face.     5mali  hats  or  toques  were  at  a  . 
discount.  j 

In  spite  of  this,  however,  it  is  seri-  ! 
ously  :^tfirmed  that  high-crowned  hats  ; 
will  b$.  taken  up  for  next  summer  by 
some  of  the  best  houses.  At  the  same 
time  there  is  little  doubt  but  that  small- 
sized  hats  and  toques  will  predominate,  i 
the  novelties  produced  for  the  fall 
showing  a  very  decided  tendency  to- 
ward sm.iiler-sized  hat  shapes  and 
toques,  with  brims  turned  or  rolled  up 
In  front  and  at  the  sides  against,  a 
crown  fitting  well  down  on  the  head.  ■ 
As  a  rule,  white  and  light  colors  pre- 
vail in  the  straws.  Of  white  and  ;>ny  i 
light-tinted  rice  straw  shapes  1  .saw 
a  great  many;  they  had  been  chosen 
by  some  of  the  most  notable  persons 
present,  whose  millinery  bore  the  stamp 
of  the  best  houses.  Another  favorit.* 
was  the  hat  covered  with  drawn 
sprigged  net  bound  round  the  edge  of 
the  brim  and  crown,  and  further 
trimmed  with  rouleaux  of  pale-hued 
velvet,  feathers  or  llowers  of  the  same 
tint  as  the  velvet  being  chosen  as  the 
trimming. 

There  were  also  a  good  many  white 
lace  hats  bordered  with  black  velvet. 
In  many  cases  the  same  arrangement 
was  carried  out  in  white  lace  or  net. 
and  very  narrow  ruchings  of  colorel 
or  black  lisse. 

Ribbons  were  chiefly  used  to  make 
up  larg-j  flat  rosettes  in  imitation  of 
full-blown  roses  or  sunflowers,  and  in 
baaids  to  fasten  back  folded  brim.s; 
they  were  m.ostly  to  be  seen  in  different 
shades  of  g'^ranium,  rose  pink,  willow 
gTfei\,  orchid  mauve,  or  Velio .v,  two  or 
more  shades  being  generally  combined 
to  make  the  rosette  bard. 

White  aigrettes  appeared  on  some  few 
of  the  hat's  and  totjues.  generally  fas- 
tened against  an  upturned  brim  by  a 
cabochon  of  simili  on  a  straw  rosette. 
White  paradise  tails  and  long,  sweep- 
ing aigrettes  of  osprey  likewise  figured 
here  and  there.  These  were  mostly 
fastened  rather  far  back,  so  as  to  curve 
back  over  the  hair  behind.  For  the 
rest,  however,  drooping  arrangements 
of  lace.  etc..  at  the  back  of  the  hat  v/ere 
discarded,  though  many  shapes  rested 
behind  on  semi-coronets  of  flowers  or 
closely  ruched  ribbons. 

B*iual  favor  was  extended  to  hats  i 
tilted  forward  over  the  brow,  turned  i 
up  in  front,  and  shelving  down  on  the 
neck  behind,  and  turned  over  or  rolled  , 
on  one  or  both  sides.  In  this  matter  i 
no  rule  whatever  is  follo%ved.  each  of  ! 
these  styles  being  as  fashionable  as  I 
others,  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  if  the  ; 
models  for  next  season  are  to  exhibit  i 
similar   variety.  I 

Many  of  the  various  ways  of  arrang-  ' 
Ing  birds,  wings,  and  feathers  will  be  | 
adopte<i.  By  what  is  being  done  now  ^ 
in  this  respect,  one  can  decide  preltj'  , 
nearly  as  to  the  styles  of  arrangement  | 
that  will  be  fa.*»hionable  for  fall  and  i 
early»  winter.     Thus    a    broad-brimmed  i

hat.  trimmed  with  short  amazons.  has 
two  feathers  fastened  on  the  right  side 
of  the  brim  by  a  heart-sha4)ed  orna- 
ment in  cut  jet,  so  as  to  lie  flat  over 
the  crown,  while  a  third  feather  is  at- 
tached under  the  brim  on  the  left  side. 
Two  amazons  on  a  hat  with  a  rolled 
brim  are  placed  side  by  side  against 
the  brim;  each  feather  is  inserted  in  a 
jet  quill  which  sticks  out  in  front  in 
two  points.  The  tips  of  the  feathers 
curl  back  over  the  ear  and  hair.  In 
another  instance  two  amazons,  one 
white  and  the  other  black,  are  inserted 
severally  into  arrow-shaped  pieces  (ono 
made  of  jet.  the  other  of  steel),  from 
which  bands  of  steel  and  jet  claws  ex- 
tend down  the  center  of  the  feather. 
The  hat  is  of  a  plateau  form,  and  th-? 
feathers  fastened  together  in  front  lie 
on  the  top  of  the  hat. 

A  rolled  toque  has  a  shaded  amazon 
inserted  between  the  brim  and  the  lett 
side  of  the  crown,  which  passes  through 
a  notch  behind  to  end  in  ball  pouf  it 
the  back.  Another  toque  deserves 
special  not  from  its  peculiar  shape;  it 
has  hardly  any  brim  and  consists  al- 
most entirely  of  a  very  large  crown  or 
elongated  oval  shape,  rounded  at  the 
sides  like  the  crown  of  a  chaffeur's 
cap.  Two  ostrich  feathers,  meeting  to- 
gether at  the  front  and  back,  surround 
this  crown,  concealing  the  inch-wide 
brim. 

One  of  the  carnet  a  plaisir  hats,  the 
biim  of  which  is  fastened  back  by  bows 
of  lace  and  cabochons.  rests  in  front  on 
a  coronet  composed  of  very  short  os- 
trich  tips. 

Birds  mounted  flat,  with  outstretch- 
ed v.ings.  accommodate  themselves 
equally  well  to  plateaux  and  to  hats 
with  low  crowns,  which  they  cover 
almost  completely.  They  are  al.-^o  plac- 
ed, so  to  speak,  astride  on  the  up- 
lurned  edge  of  the  brim  of  a  small 
hat  or  toque.  Small  birds,  with  long- 
pointed  tails  and  wings,  are  well  in 
their  places  against  a  rolled  or  fc'.ucd 
brim.  These  need  not  be  mounted  flit. 
Other  small  birds  with  short  tails  aie 
pometimes  set  around  the  brim  of  a 
plateaux  or  other  flat  hat  in  a  circ.e 
with  an  inch  or  .=o  between. 

Pairs  of  large  wings,  mounted  quite 
flat   and   on   soft   muslin   so   that    they 
can  be  folded  or  fluted  if  required,  ar" 
extremely    convenient      for      trimming 
broad-brimmed  hats.      One  model,  roll- 
ed  back   on    the   left    side,    has   a    pair 
of    wings    fastei'.ed    far   back   over    the 
ear,   one   wing  pointed   forward    toward 
the"    brow    and    the    other    fluted    an-i 
resting  across  the  hat. 
I      When  several  wings  compose  a  trim- 
I  ming  for  the  outside  of  a  hat.  they  mr.y

A  second  remarkable  shade 
hat  of  English  split  straw  braid.  In 
white,  has  a  medium  low  and  medium

Keeping  tbe  pre- 
pared one  carefully  concealed  Iu  your  hand, 
borrow  a  penny  from  someone  iu  the  com- 
pany, and  then  dexterously  substituting  the 
prepared  one  for  the  borrowed  one,  put  it 
Into  the  box,  asking  the  company  to  look  at 
you  as  yenj  do  It.

The  original  building  was  still 
aflame  when  the  club  began  its  prepa- 
rations for  replacing  it,  and  the  next 
morning  the  hundreds  of  extra  work- 
men needed  to  rush  the  construction 
through  in  time  were  beginning  to  ar- 
rive. The  expense  involved  in  putting 
up  the  new  convention  hall  was  some- 
thing enormous,  for  its  huge  dimen- 
sions required  specially  made  materials, 
and  every  part  of  it  was  absolutely  fire- 
proof; but  the  club  carried  through 
a  public  subscription  and  supervised 
the  work  in  so  efficient  a  manner  that 
it  was  finished  with  time  to  spare. 
When  the  flood  came  upon  the  valley 
of  the  Kaw  the  Commercial  cluto  con- 
stituted itself  a  committee  of  the  whole 
at  once.  The  convention  hall  that  had 
been  saved  to  the  city  three  years  be- 
fore became  the  home  of  thousands  of 
homeless  from  neighboring  towns  and 
cities;  churches  and  other  public  build- 
ings were  opened  to  the  refugees,  sani- 
tary precautions  were  adopted  prompt- 
ly, and  the  work  of  clearing  away  the 
wreckage  began  as  soon  as  the  waters 
subsided;  and  doubtless  what  the  club 
has  accomplished  in  the  past  in  Its 
more  strictly  commercial  field  was  of 
no  little  assistance  in  keeping  the  city's 
credit  intact  in  the  face  of  such  a  dis- 
aster.

Buyers  All  their  require- 
ments for  immediate  distribution,  but 
in  no  department  of  this  great  industry 
Is  there  any  inclination  to  anticipate 
needs  of  even  the  near  future.  As  sup- 
plies diminish  there  is  a  corresponding 
stiffening  of  quotations. 

Mills  are  steadily  curtailing  produc- 
tion both,  here  and  abroad.  Both  light- 
weight woolens  are  being  opened  with 
fair  results  only,  buyers  exhibiting 
no  anxiety  regarding  the  future.  Silks 
are  firm  owing  to  curtailed  production 
and  the  high  prices  commanded  by  the 
raw  material.  Western  jobbers  are 
operati  ig  freely  in  the  Boston  footwear 
market,  both  on  contracts  for  spring 
goods  and  supplementarj'  fall  orders. 
Eastern  wholesalers  are  also  purchasing 
additional  fall  supplies  and  New  Eng- 
land factories  are  fully  occupied.

DUN'S  WEEKLY 
TRADE  REVIEW 


Each  Week  Brings  Bright- 
er Outlook  For  Future 
Business. 

New  York,  July  IS.— R.  G.  Dun  & 
Co.'s  weekly  review  of  trade  says: 

Conditions  continue  steady  out-side  of 
tlie  regular  speculation,  many  repo,:ts 
indicating  further  improvement.  Dur- 
ing recent  months  the  two  disturbing 
factors  have  been  labor  controversies 
and  weather  conditions,  but  each  week 
has  brought  better  things  in  these  two 
respects  until  the  outlook  contains 
much  that  is  encouraging. 

Crops  are  making  rapid  progress, 
and  the  army  of  unemployed  is  finisli- 
ing.  Railway  traffic  is  heavy,  earnings 
thus  far  reported  for  July  exceeding 
last  year's  by  13.6  per  cent  and  those  of 
1901  by  19.2  per  cent. 

Retail  trade  in  seasonable  merchan- 
dise is  fully  up  to  the  average,  and 
there  is  less  than  the  customary  mid- 
summer quiet  among  wholesaler.s,  while 
the  preparations  of  jobbers  and  manu- 
facturers indicate  confidence  in  a  large 
fall  business. 

Unsettled  conditions  still  exist  in 
forge  and  foundry  pig  iron  markets, 
while  Bessemer  ir:>n  is  only  barely 
steady.  The  chief  difficulty  appears  to 
be  the  inclination  of  prospective  pur- 
chasers to  wait  for  the  lowest  possible 
quotations.  This  is  a  condition  to  be 
expected  in  a  declining  market,  but  ap- 
pears unusually  aggravating  in  the 
present  instance. 

Current  consumption  is  lieavy  and 
the  delay  is  only  in  connection  with 
distant  deliveries.  Structural  steel  be- 
gins to  reflect  the  settlement  of  labor 
troubles    in    the    building    trades,    but

February's   Trade   With 

United  States  Increased 

65  Per  Cent. 

Washington,  July  18.— (Special  to  Tho 
Herald.)— The  insular  bureau  of  the  i 
war  department  is  in  receipt  of  official 
returns  showing  the  trade  of  the 
Philippine  Islands  for  February,  1903. 
the  following  figures,  exclusive  of  gold 
and  silver  and  government  supplies 
being  taken  from  the  summary  of 
commerce  for  that  nnonth  about  to  be 
issued  by  the  bureau. 

Importations  during  the  month  men- 
tioned aggregated  $2,175,723,  a  decrease 
of  $859,896,  as  compared  with  February, 
1902.  More  than  one-third  of  this  de- 
crease consisted  of  boodstuffs  of  which 
so  much,  especially  rice,  has  recently 
been  purchased  to  supply  the  dema.id 
made  necessary  by  light  crops.  For 
the  period  of  eight  months  ending  Feb. 
28,  1903.  the  import  trade  was  $21,535,- 
468,  a  slight  gain  over  the  correspond- 
ing eight  months  of  the  previous  year. 

The    total    exports    for    the       month 


amounted  to  $2,036,306,  as  comparsd 
with  $1,682,612  in  February.  ll^J2.  xn 
Increase  of  $353,694.  For  eight  months 
the  exports  amounted  to  $21,09.'»,225,  iS 
compared  with  $15,294,-534  for  the  cor- 
responding period  ending  Feb.  28,  1902, 
an  increase  of  $5,800,691.  or  38  per  cen- 
tum. This  large  increase  consisted  of 
hemp,  copra  and  sugar,  particularly  of 
the  first  two  products.  Hemp  leads  In 
the  increase,  but  copra  made  a  gain  of 
more  than  $2,000,000.  The  total  ex- 
ports of  copra  for  this  period  were 
nearly  $3,000,000,  leading  those  of  sugar 
and  tobacco.  New  cocoanut  grovas 
the  being  set  out,  the  demand  for  copra 
Is  good,  the  production  is  cheap  and 
the  facilities  for  culture  practically  un- 
limited, so  that  this  promises  to  re- 
main one  of  the  principal  articles  of 
exportation. 

The  United  States  trade  during  Feb- 
ruary, 1903,  was  $1,009,108  as  compared 
with  $1,010,780  for  the  same  month  of 
the  preceding  year,  the  imports  for 
1903  being  about  one-half  and  for  1903 
about  one-third  of  the  value  of  the  ex- 
ports for  these  respective  years. 

During  the  eight  months  ending  Feb. 
28.  1903,  imports  from  the  United  States 
amounted  in  value  to  $2,798,017  and  for 
the  corresponding  eight  months-  of  the 
previous  year  $2,493,555,  and  exports  to 
the  United  States  during  these  years 
were  $8,957,179  and  $4,637,812,  the  total 
increase  of  trade  comprising  these  two 
periods  being  65  per  cent.  It  is  notable 
that  the  sale  of  American  cotton  goods, 
while  still  comparatively  light,  ar« 
steadily  increasing  in  volume.  Sales 
of  boots  and  shoes  from  the  United 
States  are  also  constantly  growing 
larger. 

The  total  duty  collected  on  merchan- 
dise for  eight  months  ending  Feb.  28. 
1903,  amounted  to  $6,158,020,  of  which 
$5,198,804  was  on   Imports,

The  purpose  of  the  sur- 
vey has  been  to  determine  what  lands 
will  be  affected  by  the  raising  of  the 
waters  from  the  Leech.  Wlnnibigoshish 
and  Pokegama  dams.  "  These  dams  have 
been  constructed  by  the  government  in 
connection  with  its  reservoir  system,  to 
hold  in  reserve  a  supply  of  water  that 
can  he  utilized  in  the  rivers  in  the  event 
o-  the  ordinary  sources  of  supply  fall- 
ing off.

If  the  porch  Is  on  the  north  side  you  will 
be  protected  from  the  heavy  showers  that 
demorallKe  porch  life  In  the  summer.  The 
wild  cucumber,  morning  glory,  scarlet  run- 
ner or  Japanese  hop  will  soon  give  you  a 
screen,  or  very  pretty  curtains  of  plain  or 
figured  burlap,  ticking  or  duck  can  be  used, 
with  ring's  to  slide  on  wire.

Tbe   Spley   Gootiobcrrr<  "^ 

A  native  of  Europe  and  Northern  Asln,  ths 
gooseberry  has  derived  its  name  from  its 
fancied  resemblance  to  the  bush  of  goose. 
Easy  to  raise  and  care  for,  once  established 
In  the  kitchen  garden  it  is  always  a  matter 
of  surprise  to  our  Scotch  and  English  popu< 
latiou  that  so  few  of  the  native  l>orn  Amerl^ 
cans  avail  themselves  of  this  very  delicious 
fruit.  While  the  earliest  varieties  ripen  early, 
in  July,  they  keep  for  weeks  on  the  bush, 
and  if  a  sequence  of  the  fruit  be  desired  sev- 
eral varieties  with  different  dates  for  ripen- 
ing will  afford  it.  Cultivation  does  much  for 
the  natural  l>erry.  which  is  small  and  prick- 
ly; and  garden  berries,  sweet,  luscious, 
smooth,  juicy  and  as  fine  as  cherries,  are 
now  coming  into  market.  Among  the  most 
approved  ways  of  usinj  gooseberries  are  the 
following: 

Compote  of  Gooneberrleii. 

"Top  and  tail"  the  berries  and  wash  well. 
Put  into  a  saucepan  with  water  to  cover  and 
boil  until  tender.  Drain  and  put  into  a  glass 
dish.  Make  a  rich  sypup  of  wat<'r  and  sugar 
or  red  currant  juice  and  siipar  and  add  half 
a  cupful  of  white  wiue,  and  when  cold  turn 
over  Hie  gooseberries.  ^ 

tiooHelterry  Jutn. 

To  every  pound  of  gooseberries,  "topped 
and  tailed,"  allow  a  pound  of  sugar.  Put  the 
berries  in  the  pri'serving  kettle  with  just 
enough  water  to  cover,  simmer  until  tender, 
add  the  sugar  and  cook  slowly,  stirring 
often,  for  half  an  hour.  Ponir  into  jars  or 
glasses,  set  aside  to  cool  and  when  quite  cold 
cover  with  paraffiae  and  paper.  , 

Spiced  Gootteberriea.  i 

Prepare  the  berries  and  wash  clean.  Make 
a  sweet  pickle,  allowing  n  pint  of  Unegarto 
three  pounds  of  sugar,  w<  11  spiced  with  cin- 
namon, cloves  and  a  little  allspice.  Put  ia 
the  berries,  boil  slowly  until  thick  and  eau. 
Gootieberr)    rrestied  I'uddiite. 

Take  a  basin,  preferably  a  plain  one,  spread 
with  eold  butter  and  line  elowly  with  thia 
slices  of  bread  from  which  the  crusts  have 
been  taken.    Fill  with  gooseberriett  stewed, 
sweeteued   aud   pressed    through     a    coarse  . 
sieve.    Cover  over  the  top  with  more  bread  ' 
uud  place  a  plate  and  heavy  weight  on  it.  i 
Leave  10  or  12  hours  in  the  cellar  or  ice  box 
to  "set"  and  chill.    Tun.  out  betore  servinjf  . 
and  pour  a  boiled  tnistard  or  flavored  cnani 
about  it.    This  is  a  favorite  pudding  with  the  ; 
Kugiish,    who   also   uso  stewed  raspljerritSj  i 
currants  or  bilberries  in  the  same  way.  , 

GooMcberry  Triile. 

Cook  a  quart  of  pnpan d  gooseberries  in  a 
doutjie  boiler  until  soft  enough  to  rub  through 
a  coiander,  sweeten  to  taste,  cool  an(>  pour 
Into  a  glass  dish.  Make  a  boiled  custard, 
u.sing  a  pint  of  uiiik.  three  t^gs  and  a  half  ' 
cnip  of  sugar.  Chiil  aud  pour  over  the  berries 
lu  the  dish,  ileap  the  whipped  cream  on  top 
and  .serve. 

Gooseberry  tarts  or  pics  are  delicious.  Line 
a  deep  plate  with  pastry  and  till  with  tart 
berries  well  sugar*  d;  a  good  proportion  is  a 
cup  of  sugar  to  every  two  cups  of  the  ber- 
ries; dust  with  Hour,  cover  with  a  rich  crust 
cut  in  ihe  center  to  allow  for  the  escape  oC 
steam;  bake  aboi'l  three-quarters  of  au  iiour 
in  a  quick  oven;  dredge  with  powdered  sugar 
and  serve  with  whipjicd  cream. 

Gooseberry  ice-cream  tastes  as  good  as  it 
looks,  which  is  sayiiig  a  good  deal.  Imt  a 
half  pint  of  stewed  and  sweetened  goose- 
berries through  a  sieve;  add  ji  hall  junt  of 
weil-sweeteued  custHru.  a  half  pint  of  rich 
cream,  sweetened  willi  a  half  euiJfiil  ot 
sxiniii:  a  tubU'h^pooiiful  of  lemou  jiiioe  and  a 
few  drops  of  spitiaeli  green  lo  color.  Mix 
well,  freeze  aud  serve  iu  delicate  sherbet 
glasses. 

Old  KnfirliKh  GooKeberry  Fodslins. 

Cut  the  crust  from  a  large,  thick  slice  of 
bread  and  crumb  ;;p  tine.  Stir  to  a  smooth 
baiter  three  quarters  of  a  cup  of  sifted  flour, 
a  pint  of  milk  and  a  salt-spoon  of  salt.  Pour 
Ibis  over  the  crumb;  d  bread,  soak  lor  a  lit- 
tle, then  add  four  well-beaten  eggs.

Leo  Was  Truly  a  Great 

and    a    Good 

Man. 


T^CTr.e,  July  CO.— At  11.40  a.  m.,  there 
Was  great  alarm  at  the  Vatican,  as 
th«  pope  was  suffering  from  a  grave 
increase  of  cardiac  affection.  Dr.  Lap- 
poni  really  thought  the  end  had  arriv- 
ed and  Cardinal  i^eraflno  Vannutelli, 
the  grand  penitentiary  began  the  pray- 
ers  for  the  dying  and  gave  the  pontiff 
absolution  in  articulo  mortis.  His 
death  was  considered  so  imimennt  that 
all  the  cardinals  were  present  and  the 
members  of  the  diplomatic  corps  were 
adiV'itfd  to  the  sick  room,  as  accord- 
ing to  tradition,  popes,  must  die  sur- 
rounded by  the  sacred  college,  the 
pontific.il  court  and  the  diplomats  ac- 
credited  to  the   Vatican. 

Just  at  that  moment  a  large  party  of 
American  tourists,  unaware  of  the 
critii^.il  situatioii  of  the  pontiff,  as- 
cended the  grandstaircase,  talking  and 
laughing.  They  were  approached  by  a 
gendarme  who  said:  "Please  dD  not 
ir.ake  any  noise  as  the  holy  father  is 
dying."  This  produced  great  emotion 
among  the  tourists  and  they  immed- 
iateiy  retired. 

The  government  has  decided  that 
when  the  i)ope's  death  is  imminent  or 
has  actually  ocurred  it  will  hold  up  all 
dispatches  until  the  facts  are  officially 
verif.ed,  when  the  first  official  an- 
nouncement  will  be  mude. 

Although  this  morning's  bulletin  has 
given  the  impression  that  the  pope's 
condilion  is  somewhat  ameliorated,  in 
reality  the  doctors  do  not  think  so. 
They  consider  that  the  lowering  of  the 
pulse  and  the  domination  of  the  res- 
piratio.n  due  to  great  prostration  of  the 
whole  organism,  which  is  augmenting 
Tioiwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  pa- 
tient at  times  takes  a  little  nourisment. 
The  pope  continues,  now  and  then  to 
ir.uticr  phrases,  although  unconscious. 
His  mind  evidently  returns  to  the 
events  which  impressed  him  most  be- 
fore nis  illness  began.  At  one  moment 
he  IS  feeling  about  with  his  hands  and 
moving  his  head  from  side  to  side 
trymg  to  lift  himself,  while  he  mur- 
murs: "Whfit  crowds.  What  devotion. 
My  dear  people."  Then,  falling  back 
Inertly  he  sighs  and  says:  "Oh,  the 
weight  of  these  robes.  Can  I  hold  out 
\j!uil  the  end?"  This  is  followed  by 
scraps  of  Latin  verses  and  prayers  and 
(then  comes  an  interval  of  silence, 
which  is  broken  by  another  moment  of 
.anergy  in  %vhich  the  pope  cries:  "The 
consistory  is  over.  They  can  reproach 
me  no  longer.  How  many  faces  of  all 
kinds.  How  mnay  foreigners.  The 
church  is  triumphing."  and  so  on  over 
and  over  again. 

A  wonderful  thing  about  Pope  Leo  is 
that  every  time  his  mind  becom.es  dear 
he  seems  to  grasp  the  fact  that  it  m.-^y 
be  the  last,  and  he  makes  the  highest 
use  of  it.  When,  during  the  a'arming 
crisis,  about  noon,  he  was  lying  on  his 
bed.  perfectly  motionless,  while  around 
him  knelt  the  cardinals  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  papal  court,  praying  and 
not  knowing  whether  the  pope  was  not 
already  dead,  without  any  preliminary 
restlessness  the  pope  opened  his  eyes, 
which  fell  on  Cardinal  Oreglia,  who 
wa?  at  his  side,  and  he  said  solemnly: 
"To  your  eminence,  who  will  soon  seize 
the  reins  of  supreme  power.  I  contide 
the  church  in  these  difficult  times." 

Then  Monsignor  Bisleti.  the  master  of 
the  chamber,  asked  for  the  pope's  bene- 
diction for  the  court,  which  the  pontiff 
granted,  adding: 

"Be   this   my   last   greeting." 

Then  the  pontiff  gave  his  hand  to  kiss 
to  the  cardinals  present,  who  were 
Oregiia.  Kampoila,  Serafino,  VanutelH, 
Delia  Volpe  and  Vives  y  "luto.  Dr. 
Lapponl  profited  by  the  pope's  ani- 
mation to  administer  restoratives, 
whereupon  the  patient  sank  back  an 
Buddt^nly  as  he  had  revived. 

The  words  the  pope  addressed  to 
Cardinal  Oreglia,  and  which  may  per- 
haps prove  to  be  his  last  utterance,  the 
last  supreme  effort  of  that  intelligence 
which  has  astonished  the  world,  are 
much  commented  upon,  and  it  is  won- 
dered whether  the  intention  of  Leo  XIII 
was  to  indicate  Cardinal  Oreglia  as  his 
successor.  They  will  certainly  have 
considerable  weight  in  the  decision  of 
the  cardinals  who  will  take  part  in  the 
conclave. 

Rome,  July  20.--An  attempt  to  gather 
something  regarding  the  popes  condi- 
tion from  the  expression  on  the  face 
of  Centra,  the  ronti'^'''  valet,  as  he 
opened  the  window  of  the  room  of  his 
holiness  at  dayberak  each  morning, 
has  been  for  days  past  the  last  act  of 
the  night  catchers  in  the  pla'za  of  St. 
Peter's  before  going  to  their  well- 
earned  rest  and  being  replaced  by 
others.  This  niorning,  as  usual,  their 
eyes  were  fixed  vpon  the  window,  but 
time  passed  and  still  the  shutters  re- 
mained sealed.  Seconds  gcew  into 
minutes,  but  still  there  was  no  move- 
ment and  this  fa<  t  produced  indescrib- 
able animation  among  those  gathered 
In  the  plaza.  What  can  it  mean?  th? 
people  asked.  "The  pope  must  have 
passed  away.  With  this  idea  in  mind, 
some  sped  ir^.to  the  city,  while  others 
less  precijitated,  besieged  the  bronze 
doors,  whi<  h  were  opened  by  the  burly 
Swiss  guard,  who.  told  them  to  go  away 
as  they  know  nothing  of  the  pontiff's 
condition. 


The  general  depression  was  aug- 
mented by  the  weather,  which  is  very 
warm.  This  gave  to  St.  Peter's  and 
the  Vatican  a  more  majestic  appear- 
ance, but  abandoned  and  quite  strik- 
ine:. 

As  the  morning  wore  on,  but  still 
early,  Cardinal  Oreglia,  the  dean  of 
the  sacred  college,  who  always  has 
shown  great  eagerness  to  assume  com- 
mand, who.  however,  cannot  do  so  until 
Pope  Leo  is  actually  dead,  arrived  with 
considerable  paraphernalia,  indicating 
that  he  had  com.e  to  stay,  ordering  his 
carriage  to  go  home  and  not  return. 
After  him  came  other  princes  of  the 
church,  all  with  grave,  preoccupied 
faces,  who  returned  each  other's  greet- 
ing with  such  expressions  as  "I  have 
not  slept  at  all,"  One  even  was  heard 
to  say:  "I  think  we  are  at  the  end.  "Or 
the  beginning?"  retorted  a  bystander 
to  the  cardinal,  who  spoke,  the  latter 
being  considered  very  likely  to  be  the 
next  pope.  Klght  cardinals,  an  un- 
usual number  for  such  an  hour,  had  by 
this  time  gathered  and  they  went 
anxiously  forward,  followed  at  a  re- 
spectful distance  by  the  others  present. 
When  the  bulletin  announcing  the  pon- 
tiff's condition  was  posted,  one  in  the 
assemblage  said:  "His  agony  is  almost 
over.  What  a  happy  relief  for  him." 

Among  the  members  of  the  sacred 
college  jiresent  was  Cardinal  Mathieu, 
who  has  attracted  much  notice  by  the 
assiduity  with  which  he  watches  event;* 
for  the  French  ambassador. 

A  stop  has  been  put  to  the  frequent 
visits  made  to  Pope  Leo's  sick  cham- 
ber, although  now  the  presence  of  call- 
ers would  not  harm  him.  While  he  was 
conscious  these  visits  exhausted  him, 
but  it  was  his  wish  that  visitors  should 
be  admtted  and  the  attending  doc- 
tors thought  it  better  not  to  cross 
him-. 

The  pope  will  die,  one  may  say,  In 
harness,  and  if  not  standing,  as  he  de- 
clared he  would  be,  at  least  perform- 
ing his  dutif-s  to  the  end.  This  morn- 
ing the  sick  room  was  the  quietest  and 
most  tranquil  spot  in  the  Vatican. 

The  pontiff  lies  on  his  bed.  the  pillows 
of  which  are  not  whiter  than  his  face, 
which  has  a  strange  aspect,  owing  to 
his  not  having  been  shaved  for  so  Ions, 
His  hands  are  folded  over  the  rosary 
which  he  has  used  for  fifty  years.  The 
fam.ous  arm  chair,  which,  perhaps,  his 
holiness  will  never  again  enter,  stands 
invitingly  near,  with  his  stick  beside 
it.  While  Centra,  his  valet  orajs  and 
weeps  before  a  huge  ivory  crucifix,  Dr. 
Lapponi  sits  by  the  bedside  ready  for 
r.ny  emergency.  The  doctor  from  time 
to  time  rises  noislessly  to  administer 
nourishment  of  which,  this  momln;?:, 
the  pontiff  has  taken  some.  Indeed  Dr. 
Lapponi  succeeded  in  having  him 
swallow  several  teaspoonfuls  of  coffee, 
milk  and  brandy  mixed.  The  silenc? 
of  the  sick  room  is  occasionally  broken 
by  a  hacking  cough,  due  to  the  gather- 
ing of  phlegm  In  Pope  Leo's  throat. 
These  coughing  spells  arouse  the  pon- 
tiff, causing  him  to  open  his  eyes  and 
revive  slightly.  While  the  doctors  were 
examining  their  patient  this  morning, 
believing  him  to  be  in  a  stupor,  his 
holiness  suddenly  fixed  his  eyes,  even 
now  bright  and  by  no  means  lifeless, 
on  them,  saying:  "This  time,  doctors, 
you  will  not  win  In  your  brave  fight 
with   death." 

"It  is  your  holiness  who  is  brave," 
replied  Dr,  Lapponi,  but  before  the  re- 
mark was  uttered,  the  pope  was  again 
unable  to  understand  what  was  said. 

Paris,  July  20.— The  exceptional 
character  of  the  action  of  the  pope  in, 
according  to  the  dispatches  received 
here  from  Rome,  delegating  part  of 
his  powers  to  Cardinal  RampoUa,  has 
attracted  considerable  attention  In 
Paris  and  has  been  strongly  empha- 
iMzed  by  an  unnamed,  but  well-in- 
formed cardinal,  a  non-resident  of 
Rome,  in  an  interview  published  by 
the   Eclair,   as   follows; 

'Certainly,  the  physical  condition  of 
the  pope  may  continue.  His  body, 
which  still  breathes.  Is  on  earth,  buc 
his  powerful  Intelligence  has  departed 
forever.  Senile  infants  are  no  longer 
pontifex   maxim. 

"Yesterday  Rampolla  announced  that 
.nost  extensive  powers  had  been  con- 
ferred upon  him.  By  whom?  The 
sacred  college?  It  has  no  power  while 
the  pontiff  breathes.  The  pope  alone 
of  a  child.  Whot*  are  the  powers 
but  in  order  to  do  so  he  must  be  in  a 
position  to  act  within  intelligence, 
and  Dr.  Rossonl,  an  eminent  physician, 
bears  witness  to  the  fact  that  Pope 
Leo  is  adorable,  but  his  speech  is  that 
of  a  child.  What  aer  the  powers 
conferred  on  Rampolla?  They  ar? 
evidently  spiritual.  It  is  not  known 
how  far  they  extend.  The  eminent  sec- 
retary of  state  is  about  to  renew  his 
t  ntourage  by  cutting  down  the  incon- 
venient trees  and  planlting  insignl- 
licant  bushes  In  their  place.  To  assume 
such  a  responsibility,  to  risk  such  a 
danger  is  an  act  of  courageous  devo- 
tion to  the  church,  because  if  the  new 
plenipotentiary  does  not  come  to  ^n 
understanding  with  the  comerlingo,  all 
the  plantation  will  be  torn  up  on  the 
mon*ow  of  the  pope's  death.  History 
furnishes  no  precedent  for  the  delega- 
tion of  powers  in  art'culo  mortis."

St.  Paul,  July  20.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Upon  receipt  of  the  news  of 
the  death  of  Pope  Leo,  Archbishop 
Ireland  paid  the  follownig  tribute  to 
the  dead  prelate. 

In  Leo  a  truly  great  and  good  man 
passes  from  earth.  The  extraordinary, 
the  unparalleled  interest  witii  which 
the  world  this  last  fortnight  kept  vigil 
around  the  Vatican  where  the  old  hero 
battled  dramatically  with  grim  death 
is  the  magnificent  tribute  to  Leo, 
which  nothing  could  ever  have  evoked, 
save  unusual  grandeur  of  soul  and 
unusual  feats,  the  offspring  of  that 
grandeur.  In  the  death  of  Leo  humanity 
realizes  that  the  orb  of  light,  such  as 
13  seldom  seen  to  dominate  the  high 
skies  of  its  moral  and  intellectual  firm- 
ament has  fallen,  making  a  mighty  void 
which  soon  again  may  not  be  filled. 

(ireat  and  good  Leo  truly  was,  fash- 
ioned so  by  nature  and  by  grace  div- 
ine. What  a  mind.  Loftiest  it  was  In 
vision,  reaching  out  to  the  vastest  hor- 
izons, soaring  upward  to  highest  re- 
gions of  thought  and  truth.  To  have 
sat  at  his  knee  and  heard  him  tell  of 
the  sights  he  saw,  of  the  dreama  he 
dreamt,  of  purposings,  of  plannings  be- 
gotten of  his  sights  and  dreams  was 
to  be  made  to  forget  for  a  moment 
earth's  comm.on  limitations  and  to  be- 
hold human  life  and  destiny  as  proph- 
ets behold  It.

before  them,  and  detail  had  to  follow 
detail,  before  they  had  grasped  its 
bearing.  A  few  mli.utes  with  Leo,  a 
few  brief  explanations,  mostly  in  ans- 
wer to  rapid  ques^tiorings  from  himself, 
the  problem  was  understood,  and  the 
solution  given.  How  rich  and  varied 
the  store  of  knowled.ce.  Rapidly  as  he 
conversed,  he  would  travel  from  liter- 
ature to  science  nd  ni  t,  from  theology 
to  diplcmacj' — evorywl.ere  the  manifest 
master,  everywhi;re  t;.e  most  cultured 
scholar. 

And.  then  he  Aas  mbitloiw  t9;  P^^* 
to  profit  his  tali^-nt^;  ambitioas  to  do 
great  things.  Vt'hgn  he  a«.en<l*d  ttie 
pontifical  throne  he  resolved  that  so 
far  as  opportunity  came,  his  would  be 
a  historic  pontificate,  and  to  that  end 
he  worked  con«c  ously  during  his  life. 

Greatness  Includes  goodness.  Or  at 
least,  without  goodness  greatness  is  no 
boon  to  humanity.  Leo  was  a  good 
man:  he  sbone  in  every  virtue;  his 
life  was  unAullieO.  He  was  deeply  Im- 
bued with  rhe  spirit  of  faith.  He  lived 
and  worked  pur>^ly  for  God  and  for 
men.  Most  high  minded  disinterested- 
ness of  purpose,  moFt  absolute  endur- 
ing of  self  to  the  duties  of  his  office 
characterized  all  his  thoughts  and  acts. 

Made  he  was    to   win   the   hearts  of 


men.  He  was  simple  and  loving  as  a 
child  in  his  intimate  relations  with 
people  who  came  into  his  presence. 
Considerate  and  tactful,  sweet  of  tem- 
per and  kindliest  of  word.  He  met 
kings  and  peasants,  men  of  highest 
social  rank  and  of  lowset — all  bowed 
before  his  graciousness  and  whispered 
to  him  words  of  affection  and  devo- 
tion. A  great  man  requires  besides  his 
native  greatness,  greatness  in  setting 
greatness  In  opportunities.  All  this  was 
given  in  super-abundance  to  Leo. 
There  Is  no  other  post  of  honor  and 
duty  so  elevated,  so  sublim.e  as  the 
Roman  pontificate,  the  treasury  of  cen- 
turies of  inspirations,  the  world's  chair 
of  moral  authority,  ruling  directly  two 
hundred  and  fifty  millions,  of  every 
tribe  and  every  nation,  ruling  indirect- 
ly by  the  silent  prestige  of  its  name 
and  power,  by  the  vast  spiritual  force 
oi  ite  life  and  teachings,  entire  human- 
ity. Into  that  pontificate  Leo  entered. 
In  it  he  reigned,  as  only  two  of  his 
predecessors  reigned,  a  quarter  of  a 
century— leaving  posterity  to  say,  as 
he  clones  the  last  pages  of  his  record, 
that  in  him  the  Catholic  church  has  had 
one  cf  the  most  wondrous  of  her  wond- 
rous sovereigns,  and  humanity  one  of 
its  noblest  thinkers  and  highest  ex- 
emplars of  fledelity  to  God— given  duty. 
Volumes  will  be  written  to  narrate 
the  things  done  by  Leo.  In  a  hurried 
eulogy  there  is  room  only  to  note  lh<i 
general    results    he    has    accomplished. 


ROME,    JULY    20.— THE    POPE 
PASSED  AWAY  AT  4:04  P.  M. 


Rome,  July  20,  4:20  p.  m.— The  pope 
died  shortly  after  4  o'clock  this  after- 
noon. His  last  moments  were  com- 
paratively peaceful  and  painless  and 
were  preceded  by  a  period  of  Insensibil- 
ity. Around  the  bedside  at  the  final 
m.oment  were  the  cardinals,  the  rela- 
tives and  the  members  of  the  papal 
court.  Before  lapsing  into  unconscious- 
ness the  dying  pontiff  feebly  moved  his 
lips,  his  last  articulate  words  being 
those  used  in  bestowing  a  benediction. 

Gradually  the  shadow  of  death  spread 
over  the  pontiff,  his  extremities  be- 
came cold,  his  features  assumed  the 
fixed  rigidity  of  death,  and  Dr.  Lapponi 
noted  his  last  fluttering  heart  beats, 
which  gradually  became  slower  and 
slower  until  they  finally  stopped. 

The  news  of  the  pope's  death  spread 
rapidly  throughout  Rome  and  caused 
a  most  profound  sensation.  The  whole 
city  is  in  mourning.

Falconio  nor 
Bishop  Rooker,  who  was  with  him  at 
the  time,  would  make  a  statement  but 
as  soon  as  he  has  received  the  official 
announcement  of  the  pope's  death.

recting  that  a  solemn  requiem  mass  be 
celebrated  in  memory  of  Leo  XIII.  The 
location  of  the  official  requiem  service 
is  not  yet  determined  upon,  but  it  will 
probably  bo  the  Brompton  oratory. 

Curiously  enough,  the  new  cathedral 
will  not  be  utilized.  The  building  is 
still  unfinished  and  has  not  been  ded;,- 
cated.  The  fact  that  a  requiem  mass 
for  Cardinal  Vaughan  was  celebrated 
there  was  due  entirely  to  the  fact  that 
the  cathedral  was  his  life  work,  and 
that  he  had  specially  requested  that  the 
service  be  perfohmed  there.  A  little 
chapel  in  the  west  wing  of  the  cathed- 
ra! is  the  only  portion  of  the  edifice 
now  open  to  the  public,  and  services 
have  been  held  there  almost  continu- 
ously for  a  fortnight  past,  groups  of 
devout  worshipers  kneeling  and  praying 
for  the  recovery  of  the  pope. 

Mgr.  Johnson  did  not  communicate 
the  news  of  Pope  Leo's  death  to  the 
foreign  office  because  the  Vatican  does 
not  rank  as  a  temporal  power.  It  is 
entirely  optional  v.ith  the  individual 
churches  that  they  shall  display  mourn- 
ing but  they  will  all  drape  their  chan- 
cels in  black  until  the  conclave  elects 
a  successor  to  the  deceased  pontiff. 

New  York,  July  20.— Owing  to  the 
death  of  the  pope,  the  ceremony  of 
the  investiture  of  Archbishop  Farley 
with  the  pallium,  which  was  to  have 
taken  place  Wednesda.y  has  been  post- 
poned until  after  the  obsequies.

MOURN  FOR 

News  of  Prelate's  Death 

Causes  Keen  Sorrow 

In  Duluth. 


Bishop  McGoIrick  Speaks 

of  His  Meeting  With 

Leo  Xlil. 


Though   expected  almo.^t  hourly     for 

days,  the  news  of  the  death  of  the  pope 

came  none  the  less  as  a  shook  to  Du- 

luth  Catholics,  and  mourning  was  deep 

and   sincere^       Non-Catholics,    to,    wixo 

were    familiar    with    the    brilliancy    of 

the    dead    prelate,    with    his    long    and 

useful  career  and  with  his  remarkably 

enlightened    and      modern      character, 

were   sincerely    regretful   that    the    end 

of  so  busy  and  useful  a  life  had 
come. 

Official  notice  of  the  death  of  the 
pope  has  not  yet  been  received,  but 
some  time  during  the  week  every  parish 
in  the  Duluth  dioce.se  will  offer  solemn 
requiem  mas.s.  Some  day  durir.g  the 
week  the  general  notice  that  the  pope 
nas  passed  away  will  be  received,  and 
a  day  will  be  lixed  on  which  solemn 
requiem  mass  will  be  held  all  over  the 
country. 

Kight  Rev.  James  McGolrick,  bishop 
of  the  diocese  of  Duluth,  was  seen  by 
The  Herald  this  afternoon.  His  .sor- 
row at  the  pope's  death  was  great,  for 
he  had  not  only  the  general  knowledge 
of  his  high  character  that  everybody 
has,  but  pleasant  personal  recollec- 
tions as  well. 

"The  pope  took  a  deep  and  abidin? 
mterest  in  this  country,"  said  tlv3 
bishop,  "and  once  said  that  now-heri 
was  he  more  pope  than  in  the  United 
States.  He  took  an  active  part  in 
movements  for  the  advancement  of 
education  and  religion  in  this  country. 
He  founded  in  the  United  States  dur- 
ing his  reign  three  metropolitan  sees 
and  twenty-four  episcopal  sees,  a  v.on- 
derful  record  in  one  country  in  the 
reign  of  one  man.  The  Catholic  uni- 
versity at  Washington  is  his  work,  an  1 
.so  was  the  appointment  of  an  apostolic 
delegate  to  this  country.  This  cleared 
away  many  dillculties  in  the  manage- 
ment of  church  affairs,  as  it  obviated 
the  necessity  of  carrying  them  to 
Kome  ut   the  sacrifice  of  much  time>. 

"A  large  number  of  the  people  of 
the  United  States,  Catholic  and  non- 
Catholic,  met  the  pope,  and  all  went 
away  firmly  impressed  with  the  idea 
that  he  was  a  sr<>at  man  and  a  good 
man.  His  action  in  relation  to  recep- 
tions of  this  kind  did  more  to  obliter- 
ate prejudices  in  religion  than  had 
been  done  by  all  his  predecessors. 

"The  pope  wa,s  not  only  a  scholar  him- 
seJf.  but  he  attracted  to  him.self  the 
st'holars  of  tho  world,  and  did  an  inestim- 
able .service  to  the  world  by  throwing 
open  to  their  u.ses  the  ruch  treasures  ol 
the  Vatican  for  the  first  time  in  history. 
It  was  interesting  to  see  scholars  from 
al!  over  the  world  in  the  Vatican,  copy- 
ing manuscripts,  for  which  purpose  every 
lacilitv   was   afforded. 

"My  personal  meeting  with  the  pope 
came  four  years  ago.  when  I  was  re- 
ceived bv  him.  I  had  been  warned  by 
bis  attending  physicians  not  to  remain 
long,  becau-se  the  pope  had  lately  had 
an  operation,  and  they  did  not  wont  long 
visits  paid  to  him.  He  expressed  pleasure 
at  .seeing  me.  especially  as  I  came  ho 
long  a  distan>-e.  In  saying  that  I  was 
glail  to  setl  him.  I  said  that  the  physi- 
cians   had    warned    me    not    to   stay    long. 

'  'Oh.'  he  replied,  'pay  no  attention  to 
that!' 

"Then  he  proceeded  to  question  me  very 
clo.sely  about  the  condition  of  education 
In  the  diocese  of  Duluth.  asking  not  only 
of  the  parochial  .schools,  but  of  education 
generally,  and  he  seemed  much  pleased 
at  my  reports. 

"  'Do  vou  live  on  good  terms  with  your 
non-Catholic    neighbors?"    he    then    asked. 

"  'The    verv    be.st.'    I    replied. 

"  'For  that  you  have  reason  to  thank 
God.'    he    said. 

"The  election  of  the  new  pope  will 
come  ten  days  after  the  death  of  tho 
late  pope.  I  understand  that  all  of  the 
cardinals  will  be  there  with  the  possible 
exception  of  Cardinal  Moran.  of  Aus- 
tralia, who  may  not  be  able  to  arrive 
in  time.  As  soon  as  the  vote  has  been 
cast,  a  delegation  will  seek  the  next  pop? 
and  notify  him.  asking  him  if  ho  is  will- 
ing to  se.rve.  Upon  his  acceptance  he  im- 
mediately becomes  pope,  chosing  his  own 
name."

Milwaukee  has  a  strong  winning 
team  with  a  safe  lead  in  the  pennant 
race  in  this  league  and  those  in  favor 
of  the  transfer  proposition  say  that 
Duluth  would  certainly  have  cause  to 
work  up  enthusiasm  if  the  deal  could 
be  made. 

Local  backers,  however,  say  that  tho 
Western  would  not  begin  to  draw  like 
the  American  a.ssociation  here,  and 
they  are  slow  to  take  hold  of  the  new 
idea  for  the  rea.son  that  railroad  jumps 
are  such  that  the  transportation  item 
of  expense  would  clean  up  about 
everything.

Agent  H.  C.  Withrow,  of  the  Humane 
society  is  engaged  in  a  discussion  of 
the  value  of  art  vs.  horses  with  Man- 
ager Francis  Courtenay,  of  the  Mac- 
Dowell  company,  at  the  Lyceum  the- 
ater. 

The  Humane  society  agent  made  an 
investigation  into  the  death  of  the 
horse  which  fell  from  a  raised  plat- 
form through  the  stage  flooring  at  the 

Lyceum    during    rehearsal    last    night, 
and  was  killed. 

From  information  received  at  the  of- 
fice of  Mr.  Withrow  this  morning,  he 
was  under  the  belief  that  the  feat  was 
hazardous,  and  that  more  horses  might 
be  jeojardized  in  an  attempt  to  make 
the  realistic  feature  of  "Under  Two 
Flags"  more  perfect. 

He  went  to  the  theater  about  noon 
and  after  inspection  of  the  stage  ap- 
paratus and  a  long  conference  with 
Manager  Courtenay  of  the  company 
and  Manager  Charles  A.  Marshall,  of 
the  theater,  decided  that  the  accident 
was  unavoidable  and  could  not  hap- 
pen again  under  circumstances  which 
will  be  provided  in  the  subsequent  re- 
hearsals and   in   the   play   itself. 

"I  found  that  the  trial  had  been 
made,"  said  Mr.  Withrow  to  The  Her- 
ald this  afternoon,  "with  the  staging 
incomplete,  and  the  boy,  who  wa.s 
green  and  Inexperienced,  but  who  said 
he  could  do  the  act,  and  said  it  with 
such  confidence,  that  the  management 
never  considered  that  he  did  not  know 
what  he  was  talking  about.  A  scare  to 
the  horse  caused  its  death,  and  allow- 
ance is  to  be  made  for  that.  When  the 
staging  is  complete  there  cannot  be 
any  kind  of  an  accident  as  the  horse 
is   hemmed    in    by    railings. 

"Manager  Courtenay  showed  me 
where  the  same  act  had  been  done  in 
the  largest  productions  of  the  play, 
and  there  had  never  been  an  accident 
before.  He  says  that  the  dash  on 
horseback  from  the  hills,  by  Miss  Stone, 
ie  one  of  the  strong  illusions  of  the 
play  and  an  essential  feature.  As  it 
was  shown  that  the  fall  was  purely 
the  result  of  an  accident  under  cir- 
cumstances which  could  not  have  been 
averted,  I  do  not  deem  it  my  duty  to 
interfere. 

"If  a  horse  was  being  killed  every 
other  performance  or  it  was  an  ex- 
tremely hazardous  performance,  I 
might  prohibit  the  act,  but  I  am  satis- 
fied   that    it    is   not." 

The  cause  of  the  accident,  :t  has  de- 
veloped, is  about  as  remarkable  as 
the  acident  itself,  and  as  a  result  Miss 
Stone  has  a  badly  burned  hand  and  a 
singed  face. 

It  was  thought  last  night  that  sho 
might  not  be  able  to  go  on  in  "La 
Tosca"  tonight,  owing  to  the  pain  she 
was  in,  b'Jt  Dr.  Patton,  who  dressed 
her  injuries,  said  they  were  slight,  and 
that  the  pain  would  leave  by  today,  and 
I  this  afternoon  she  said  she  would  be 
able  to  play  tonight.

President  I.  Freimuth  in  his  address 
expressed  the  pleasure  of  the  congre- 
gation at  the  showing  made  by  the 
pupils,  and  extended  thanks  to  their 
Instructor,  53.

Mr.  Bernhard  in  his  address  to  the 
class  said:  '"My  dear  pupils  of  the  con- 
firmation class:  I  bid  you  welcome  to 
this  your  new  period  of  life.  I  have  for 
swme  time  been  preparing  your  minds 
and  hearts  for  this  day,  and  you  have 
shown  before  this  congregation  that 
you  can  be  numbered  among  the  con- 
gregation of  Israel.  It  was  my  great 
endeavor  during  the  time  you  were  un- 
der my  instruction  to  enlighten  your 
minds,  but  not  to  chain  them  down  to 
any  creed.  I  have  never  said  to  you 
that  you  must  believe  this  or  that.  I 
have  tried  all  along  to  lay  out  before 
you  our  ancestral  religion  and  have 
allowed  you  to  exercise  your  own  un- 
derstanding of  it.  I  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve thHt  the  doctrines  and  duties  I 
have  taught  you  have  found  an  en- 
trance to  your  hearts.  I  shall  therefore 
ask  you  today  to  bind  yourselves  to 
nothing  more  than  to  this  common 
obligation,  that  virtue  and  moraltiy  is 
impost'd  upon  every  member  of  society. 
If  today  you  have  established  in  your 


hearts  the  love  and  fear  of  God,  there 
will  be  a  solid  foundation  of  future 
happiness,  a  tree  which  bears  delicious 
fruit;  but  if  you  are  insincere  and 
wavering  and  look  upon  this  merely  as 
a  ceremony  that  will  vanish  with  this 
hour  and  leave  no  effect  on  you,  there 
is  reason  to  believe  that  every  future 
act  in  j'our  lives,  no  matter  of  what 
importance  it  may  be,  will  be  unstable 
and  your  characters  marked  by  incon- 
stancy and  infidelity.  Such  a  char- 
acter would  be  sad  in  the  extreme.  I 
therefore  admonish  you  to  consider  this 
act  of  this  hour  in  its  true  light,  in  the 
light  of  solenmity  and  the  light  of  holi- 
ness. May  you  tread  with  a  firm  step 
on  the  path  that  opens  to  you  today, 
the  path  of  virtue,  the  path  of  morality, 
and  may  God  bless  you,  keep  you  and 
protect  you  in  all  your  future  careers." 

Rabbi  faro's  sermon  was  a  powerful 
and  impressive  one. 

In  the  evening  a  reception  was  ten- 
dered to  the  rabbi  at  the  vestry  rooms 
of  the  Temple,  which  was  attended  by 
a  large  number.

His  late  holiness  ^'as  born  at  Car- 
pineto,  in  the  diocese  of  Amagni,  in  the 
papal  states,  on  March  2,  1810,  being 
christened  under  the  name  of  Vincent 
Joachim    Raphael    Louis    Tecci.       The 

name  Vincent  was  given  him  by  his 
mother  who  had  great  veneration  for 
the  famous  dominlcan  missionary 
saint,  Vincent  Ferrieri,  bishop  of  Val- 
ence but  after  her  death  he  used  the 
name  Joachim  which  he  kept.  The 
Society  of  Jesus,  which  it  was- 
afterwards  the  first  care  of  his 
pontificate  to  restore  to  its  an- 
cient position  in  the  councils  of  the 
church,  wtis  entrusted  with  his  educa- 
tion, young  Pecci  being  sent  at  the  age 
of  8  years  to  the  Jesuit  college  at  Vi- 
berbourg,  where  he  remained  until  his 
fourteenth  year.  At  this  time  his 
mother  died  and  he  shortly  after- 
wards proceeded  to  Rome«  to  continue 
his  studies  at  the  Jesuit  college  in 
that  city.  When  he  was  IS  years  old  he 
secured  the  first  prize  for  chemistry 
and  physics.  His  aptitude  for  natural 
science,  however,  in  no  way  interfered 
with  his  taste  for  literature  and  class- 
ical studies,  and  even  in  those  early 
days  he  was  remarkable  for  the  ele- 
gance and  purity  of  hjs  Latin,  which 
subsequently  found  such  notable  ex- 
pression not  only  in  his  encyclicals 
and  ecclesiastical  work,  but  in  the 
higher  plane  of  poetry.  He  obtained, 
in  1831,  the  degree  of  doctor  of  divinity 
and  entered  the  Academy  of  Noble 
Ecclesiastics  to  study  law  and  diplo- 
macy and  thus  quality  himself  for 
joining  what  may  be  termed  the  papal 
diplomatic  service  and  become  con- 
\er.sant  with  the  system  of  the  spiri- 
tual government.  It  is  from  the  ranks 
of  this  official  body  that,  in  these  days, 
a  new  pontiff  is  almost  invariably 
chosen. 

In  1837  he  received  the  sub-diaconate 
and  diaconate  and  on  March  14  of  the 
same  year  Gregory  XVI  made  him  a 
domestic  prelate,  his  first  promotion, 
with  the  title  of  monsigneur. 

On  Dec.  23,  1837,  ho  was  ordained 
priest  by  Cardinal  Odescalchi,  saying 
his  first  mass  in  the  chapel  of  St.  Sta- 
nislaus at  the  Jesuit  novitiate  of  St. 
Andrew.  Early  in  1838  Monsigneur 
Pecci  was  named  governor  of  the  papal 
province  of  Benevento  and,  like  Slxtus 
V,  busied  himself  with  the  suppression 
of  brigandage.  In  connection  with 
this  work  the  following  story  was  told 
of  Mosigneur  Pecci.  A  certain  marquis 
called  one  day  to  protest  against  what 
he  considered  the  interference  of  the 
governor  and  informed  the  latter 
that  he  was  just  starting  for  Rome  to 
procure  his  recall. 

"Have  you  considered  the  step  well, 
marquis'?"    asked    Monsigneur    Pecci. 

"Yes,  monsigneur."  said  the  other, 
"and  I  am  going  art  once." 

To  this  the  governor  rejoined:  "Reso- 
lutions of  this  kind  should  be  well 
cocsldered  at  leisure.  You  will  do 
me  the  honor  of  staying  here  for  the 
present."  . 

That  same  night  the  marquis  cjxstle 
was  surrounded  and  twenty-eight  brl- 
gan-is,  of  whom  he  was  patron  and 
chief,    were   arrested   or  shot. 

From  Benevento  Monsignor  Fecci 
was  transferred  to  the  governorship 
of  Prugia,  where  he  remained  for  a 
year  and   a   half. 

The  young  man,  in  1843,  was  called 
to  exercise  his  talents  In  a  more  im- 
portant post,  being  consecrated  bishop 
of  Damietta  in  partibus  and  sent  to 
Brussels  as  papal  nuncio.  It  was 
as  representative  of  the  Vatican  in  the 
Belgian  capital  that  he  first  gained  the 
political  insight  and  experience  which 
have  been  one  of  the  principal  char- 
acteristics of  his  tenure  of  the  pontific- 
al throne. 

Monsigneur  Pecci  remained  over 
three  years  in  Belgium  and  on  his  re- 
call to  Italy  was  decorated  with  the 
grand  cordon  of  the  Order  of  Leo- 
pold. 

After  leaving  Brussels  the  nuncio 
paid  a  visit  to  London.  This  was  in 
February,  1846,  and  in  the  same  year 
he  was  conseciated  archbishop  of  Pe- 
rugia. He  continued  in  this  position 
for  the  thirty-two  years  which  inter- 
vened before  his  election  to  the  highest 
position  in  the  church,  his  tenure  of 
the  episcopate  coinciding  exactly  with 
the  thirty-two  years  of  the  reign  of 
Pius  IX. 

In  his  episcopal  labors  the  arch- 
bishop showed  no  less  energy  and  zeal 
than  he  had  displayed  as  governor  of 
a  pontifical  state.  Among  other 
achievements  he  succeeded  in  purging 
the  arch-diocese  of  brigandage  and  at 
a  certain  time  all  the  prisons  under 
his  spiritual  jurisdiction  were  empty. 
Such   success   did   not   pass    unnoticed, 

and  in  1850  Monsigneur  Pecci  was 
elevated  to  the  dignity  of  cardinal 
Xiriest. 

At  ^he  consistory  held  In  ".STT  Cardi- 
nal Peel  was  appointed  Camerlingo  of 
the  Roman  church,  which  gave  him 
chief  charge  of  the  temporalities  of  the 
holy  see.  In  this  capacity  it  fell  to  his 
task  to  make  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments for  the  conclave  for  the  election 
of  a  new  pope  after  the  death  of  Pius 

IX,  in  February,  1878.  The  conclave 
lasted  thirty-six  hours,  and  at  the  third 
ballot  Cardinal  Pecci  was  elected  su- 
preme pontiff  and  took  the  name  of 
Leo  XIII.   after  the  famous   pope.   Leo 

X,  for  whom  he  had  a  great  veneration. 
He  was  crowned  on  March  3  with  the 
tiara,  or  triple  crown,  the  ceremony 
taking  place  not  in  St.  Peter.s,  where 
all  his  predecessors  but  one  had  been 
crowned,  but  in  the  Sistine  chapel  in 
the  Vatican,  where  the  conclave  had 
been  held. 

Public  opinion  regarded  the  new  pope 
as  characterized  above  all  things  by  a 
love  of  peace,  and  it  was  expected  that, 
departing  from  that  non  possums  pol- 
icy of  his  predecessor,  he  would  speed- 
ily conclude  a  compromise  with  the 
Italian  government,  and  thus  put  an 
end  to  the  antagonism  between  the 
Vatican  and  the  quirnal.  But  the 
world  was  soon  undeceived  and,  in  his 
first  encyclical  promulgated  at  the 
Easter  following  his  accession.  Pope 
Leo  Xin  unhesitatingly  maintained 
his  demaJid  for  the  restoration  of  the 
temporal  power  of  the  papacy,  nor  did 


he  ever  recede  from  the  position  then 
taken  up.  At  the  same  time  the  policy 
of  the  Roman  curia  certainly  under- 
went A  development  in  the  direction  of 
moderation,  which  greatly  contributed 
to  increasing  the  intluence  of  the  Vati- 
can abroad.  From  the  very  outset  the 
new  pontiff  displayed  the  greatest  in- 
terest in  the  social  questions  agitating 
the  world  of  the  da '/,  and  appealed  to 
the  intollectuj.1  fonts  of  Catholicity  to 
contest  tile  propagaida  of  doctrines 
which  his  holiness  d-escribed  as  subser- 
vient of  social  order,  alluding  especi- 
ally to  the  Socialists  in  Germany  and 
the  Nihilists  in  Russia. 

The  co-operatio!i  atorded  by  the  pope 
to  the  various  governments  in  opposing 
the  growing  forces  of  social  democracy 
paved  the  way  for  the  .settlement  of 
disputes  existing  between  these  govern- 
ments and  the'  vati-an,  both  spiritual 
and  civil  authcjrltlf^s  being,  as  it  were, 
called  upon  to  merge  their  differences 
and  make  common  cause  against  the 
common  enemy.  The  first  great  politi- 
cal achievement  of  the  pope  was  the 
settlement  of  the  ililferehces  with  Ger- 
many, which  had'  given  rise  to  the 
famous  kulturlfampf. 

The  rapid  spread  of  anarchic  doctrine 
in,  and  the  att^empts  made  on  the  em- 
peror's life  in  1S78.  i'lduced  Prince  Bis- 
marck to  make  approaches  to  the 
Ultramontane  parly  to  secure  their 
support  for  his  economic  pollcj'.  Herr 
Falki,  the  famous  author  of  the  May- 
laws,  was  removL'd!  from  office,  and 
other  concessions  v/ero  made  to  the 
Catholics.  Finally,  diplomatic  relations 
with  tite  Vatican  were  resumed,  and 
the  late  Emperor  Fn^derlck,  then  crown 
prince,  signalized  the  restoration  of  an 
harmonious  understanding  by  visiting 
the  pope  at  the  Vatican.  A  still  greater 
tribute  was  paid  in  Germany  to  his 
holines.s  by  her  se  ection  of  him  as 
arbitrator  in  the  dispute  with  Spain 
regarding  the  Cai  >liiie  islands,  and  her 
referential  acc?eptance  of  his  decision  in 
favor  of  the  weakei'  power.  His  suc- 
cess in  this  arbitration  induced  the 
pope  to  declare  his  readiness  to  act  as 
arbitrator  in  other  disputes  for  the 
benefit  of  the  wiiole  of  Europe  and  of 
Christianity,  but  for  this  his  holiness 
declared  it  to  lie  essential  that  he 
should  be  restoted  his  liberty  as  an 
independent  tempor^J  sovereign.  This 
demand,  however,  met  with  no  response 
as  far  as  foreign  governments  were 
concerned,  and  the  hopes  which  had 
been  expressed  in  some  quarters  that 
the  German  emperor's  visit  to  the  pope 
in  1888  might  lead  to  Germany  advocat- 
ing the  temporal  claim  of  the  holy  see 
were  soon  dissipated.  The  pope  him- 
self, in  a  letter  to  the  German  bishops, 
declared  that  he  regarded  the  presence 
of  Emperor  William  in  Rome  a.s  the 
guest  of  the  quirinal  as  a  'deplorable 
recognition  of  accomplished  facts."  The 
interests  of  the  triple  alliance  were  not 
compatible  with  those  of  the  Vatican, 
and  even  Catholic  Austria  could  not 
afford  to  offend  Italy  by  espousing  the 
pope's  cause,  although  the  Emperor 
Francis  Joseph  abstained  from  visiting 
King  Humbert  in  th?  city  of  Rome  and 
thereby  openly  rec^ognlzing  the  legal- 
icity  of  the   Italian   occupation. 

Perhaps  the  most  remakable  feature 
of  the  late  pope's  policy  was  the  change 
In  the  attitude  whif^h  the  Vatican  had 
hitherto  preserved  In  regard  to  the 
French   republic. 

At  the  beginnine  r-f  Pope  Leo's  reign 
the  identification  of  the  clergy  with 
the  Royalist  movement  which  gave 
rise  to  Gambettl's  f;  nious  remark,  "Le 
clericalisme,  viola  iinnmi"  had  caused 
an  antagonism  to  ill  that  savored  of 
religion  which  at  one  time  bid  fair  to 
lead  to  the  early  separation  of  church 
and  state  in  France.  Alive  to  thi 
danger  of  the  situatim,  the  pope  sought 
to  conciliate  the  republic  by  acknowl- 
edging It  as  the  e.st  ibllshed  legal  form 
'of  government,  and,  in  1891,  the  late 
Cardinal  Lapigerie  ^ave  expression  to 
his  holiness"  vieyvs  on  this  subject,  to 
the  gfeat  surprise  of  the  Catholic 
press  and  the  perturberation  of  not  a 
few  members  of  tie  French  episco- 
pate. While  thus  engaged  in  political 
negotiations  with  v<  rious  countries  re- 
quiring the  greatest  address  and  dex- 
terity, the  late  pope  paid  special  atten- 
tion to  the  actual  w  >rk  of  propaeating 
the  Catholic  faith,  and  no  pontifical 
reign  since  the  refirmation  has  wit- 
nessed such  a  recrudescence  of  Cath- 
liclsm  or  such  an  extension  of  the 
spiritual  dominion  of  the  Catholic 
church,  especially  in  English-speaking 
countries.  As  an  e>  ample  of  this  m  ly 
be  cited  the  numerous  pilgrimages 
which  came  to  the  Eternal  city  from 
all  parts  of  the  world,  for  instance,  at 
the  time  of  the  C'^Iebration.  Dec.  23, 
1887,  of  the  Jubilee  rf  the  pope's  ordin- 
ation to  the  priesliiood.  The  jubilee 
service  in  St.  Peters  on  that  occasion 
was  attended  by  SO.oOO  persons. 

His  holine.ss  also  >vore  a  magnificent 
diamond  ring  sent  him  by  the  sultan  of 
Turkey  as  a  personal  mark  of  his  good 
will  and  pletisure. 

In  February,  1900,  the  pope  issued  an 
encyclical  on  Americanism,  which 
caused  much  discussion,  and  in  June, 
1901.  he  issued  a  letter  on  labor  which 
also  aroused  much  interest. 

On  March  3,  1902,  the  late  pooe  took 
part  in  the  public  celebrations  in  honor 
of  the  twenty-fourth  anniversary  of  his 
coronation  by  holdirg  a  "papal  chapel" 
in  the  ba.sllica  of  St.  Peter's,  on  whicn 
occasion  he  was  gn-eted  by  50.000  per- 
sons. This  was  the  first  time  a 
"chapel"  liad  been  h^ld  in  the  basilica 
snce  1870.  sufh  ceremonies  having 
hitherto  takeii  plu  e  in  the  Sistine 
chapel.  Thirty  cardinals  were  among 
those  present.  Tpie  late  pontiff,  on 
March  29.  1902.  published  a  long  ency- 
clical letter  the  {one  of  which  sug- 
gested testamentary  recommendations, 
and  in  which  he  deplored  the  renewed 
attacks  on  the  church  and  the  "recent 
errors  of  humanity^"  instancing  divorce, 
and  picturing  the  present  condition  of 
society  as  having  drifted  into  a  state 
of  anarchy. 

The  twenty-fourih  anniversary  of 
Pope  Leo's  coronation  was  celebrated  at 
the  Vatican  July  (?,  1902,  by  the  entire 
papal  court,  And  •  t  louaands  of  mem- 
bers of  all  t*le  CTa:holic  societies  as- 
sembled in  Rome  f&i  the  occasion.

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The  last  notable  encyclical  of  Leo 
XIII  was  dated  Oct.  30,  1902,  and  was 
designed  to  promote  study  of  the 
Scriptures,  and  in  February  of  this  year 
he  wrote  a  poem,  dedicated  to  a  friend 
whom  the  pope  desired  to  advise  on  the 
best  means  of  prolonging  life. 

The  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the 
late  pope's  election  to  the  chair  of  St. 
Peter  was  celebrated  Feb.  20  of  this 
year  with  elaborate  pomp  in  the  Hall 
of  eatiflcation,  above  the  portico  of  .St. 
Peter's,  on  which  occasion  the  vener- 
able prelate  was  presented  with  a  gold 
tiara,  costing  $25,000,  as  the  jubilee 
present  of  the  Catholic  world,  and  with 
large  sums  of  money  from  various 
sources. 

The  celebration  of  the  twenty-fifth 
anniversary  of  the  late  pope's  coro- 
nation occurred  in  St.  Peter's  March  3 
last  with  all  the  impressiveness  and 
grandeur  of  the  Catholic  church,  and 
on  April  28  the  pontifical  of  the  late 
pope  surpassed  in  length  that  of  St. 
Peter,  Leo  XIII  having  then  been  elect- 
ed pope  twenty-five  years  two  months 
and  seven  days,  known  as  "the  years 
of  Peter."  King  Edward  visited  the 
late  pope  in  the  latter  part  of  April, 
and  Emperor  William  was  received  by 
the  late  pontiff  early  in  May. 

"Under  Leo  XIII.  the  American  dio- 
cese almost  doubled  in  number  and  the 
Catholic  university  at  Washington  was 
founded.  The  pope  was  represented  at 
the  World's  fair,  Chicago,  by  Mgr.  now 
Cardinal  Satolli,  who  shortly  after- 
ward was  appointed  papal  delegate  at 
Wcishington.  His  holiness  was  much 
gratified  when  President  Roosevelt  sent 
Governor  Taft  to  discuss  Philippine 
questions,  but  one  of  his  greatest 
dreams,  which  was  never  realized  was 
that  America  should  iiave  a  diplomatic 
representative   at   the  Vatican, 

CEREMONIES 
AFTER  DEATH 


Procedure  When  the  Death 

Of  Pope  Leo  Was 

Announced. 


On  the  offlcl4l  notification  by  the 
pope's  medical  attendants  that  his 
holiness  is  in  a  critical  condition,  the 
sacrament  is  set  forth  in  all  the 
churches  in  Rome.  At  St.  Peter's  it  is 
exposed  on  the  high  altar,  covered  with 
a  cloth  of  white  lawn,  which  is  only 
removed  on  the  death  of  the  pope. 

Meanwhile  summonses  are  sent  by 
telegraph  to  the  foreign  or  absent  car- 
dinals, and  those  in  Rome  are  called  to 
the  Vatican. 

On  the  death  occurring,  the  first 
step  to  be  taken  is  the  official  verifica- 
tion that  the  vicar  of  Christ  is  no 
more.  This  act,  which  is  performed 
with  a  cert.ain  prescribed  ceremony,  de- 
volves upon  the  cardinal  cameringo 
(chamberlain),  to  whom,  on  the  demise 
of  the  holy  father,  the  supreme  au- 
thority for  the  time  being  Is  committed. 
Attired  in  full  canonicals,  his  eminence, 
attended  by  cardinals,  prelates  and 
laymen  of  high  rank  at  the  papal  court, 
proceeds  to  the  chamber  of  death. 
Knocking  at  the  door  with  a  wand  of 
silver,  the  cardinal  camerlingo  enters 
the  rooir.,  and  advancing  to  the  couch 
on  which  lies  the  dead  figure  of  the 
pope,  touches  the  breast  and  forehead, 
and  then,  sinking  on  his  knees,  he  pro- 
claims in  a  loud  voice,  'Mominus  Papa 
Noster  Mortus  est."  The  fisherman's 
ring  and  the  other  papal  seals  are  then 
handed  to  the  cardinal  camerlingo,  to- 
gether with  a  document,  formally  at- 
testing the  death  of  the  pope.  As  soon 
as  this  ceremony  is  accomplished,  the 
l>ody  is  embalmed,  and  attired  in  the 
pontifical  vestments,  as  preliminary  to 
the  public  exhibition  of  the  remains  in 
St.  Peter's.  The  body,  which  is  com- 
mitted to  the  charge  of  the  papal  cham- 
berlains, is  first  of  all  taken  to  the 
Sistine  chapel  and  thence  by  a  covered 
way  to>the  great  basilica,  where  it  lies 
in  state  for  three  days  in  the  chapel  of 
the  holy  sacrament,  reposing  on  a  rich- 
ly draped  couch.  Four  members  of 
the  noble  guard  watch  over  the  re- 
mains, day  and  night,  with  drawn 
swords.  The  body  Is  so  exposed  that 
the  faithful,  in  defiling  past,  can  kiss 
the  feet  of  the  dead  pontiff.  While  every 
church  in  Rome  is  draped  in  mourning 
and  masses  for  the  repose  of  the  soul 
of  the  departed,  together  with  the 
special  prayer  for  the  guidance  of  the 
church  and  of  the  new  pope,  are  said 
constantly. 

During  this  time  the  arrangements 
for  the  holding  of  the  conclave  are 
being  perfected.  The  congregations 
meet  on  the  third  day  from  his  death 
in  the  hall  of  consistory,  and  there  ap- 
point three  members  of  their  body,  a 
cardinal  bishop,  a  priest  and  a  cardinal 


deacon,  to  form,  with  the  cardinal 
camerlingo,  the  temporary  state  execu- 
tive. On  the  first  meeting  of  the  car- 
dinals the  cardinal  camerlingo  reads 
the  papal  bulls  touching  the  election  of 
a  pope,  and  then,  in  the  presence  of  all, 
breaks  the  fisherman's  ring  ^nd  signets 
of   the   deceased   pontiff. 

On  the  tenth,  or  at  latest  the  twelfth, 
day  after  the  death  of  the  pope  the 
conclave  assembles  for  the  election  of 
the  new  pontiff.  It  is  held  at  the  beau- 
tiful Sistine  chapel  within  the  walls  of 
the  Vatican.  Built  by  Pope  Slxtus  IV, 
this  famous  church  has  been  adorned 
by  the  hands  of  the  greatest  of  Italian 
painters.  On  the  walls  are  the  works 
of  Slgnoretti,  Bitoccoli  and  Perugino, 
but  these  are  dimmed  by  the  splendor 
of  the  frescoes  of  Michael  Angelo,  illus- 
trating the  creation  and  the  last  judg- 
ment. 

Connected  with  the  chapel,  which  is 
itself  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Vatican, 
ar?  the  large  galleries  v.hich  are  fitted 
for  the  reception  of  the  cardinals  and 
their  attendants  and  the  arrangeme>nts 
are  such  that  when  their  eminences 
have  entered  the  place  of  conclave,  the 
entire  section  of  the  Vatican  set  apart 
for  the  purpose  can  be  separated 
from  the  outsied  world,  that  the  mem- 
bers of  this  .exalted  council  shall  be 
subjected  to  no  mundane  influences, 
ilach  cardinal  is  allowed  the  services 
of  a  s^^ecretary  and  an  attendant,  who, 
while  the  conclave  lasts,  occupy 
rooms  adjacent  to  the  particular  eel! 
allotted  to  their  master.  On  the  day 
fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  conclave, 
the  cardinals  asse^nble  to  hear  special 
ma.ss  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  to  take 
the  oaths  of  faithfulness  and  secrecj'. 
When  this  is  accomplished  all  the 
members  of  the  sacred  congregations 
go  in  solemn  procession,  two  by  two, 
and  followed  by  the  long  retinue  of 
attendants,  to  the  conclave,  while  the 
inspiring  strains  of  "Veni  Creator 
Spiritus  '  are  chanted.  Once  within  the 
confines  of  the  concslave  the  massive 
doors  are  shut  with  double  locks  and 
from  that  moment  until  the  new  pon- 
tiff is  elected,  no  person  is  permitted 
to  pass  in  or  out.  The  meals  for 
the  assemblage  are  prepared  within 
the  walls  of  the  Vatican  and  are  de- 
livered through  a  wicket  gate,  or 
rather  casement,  let  into  the  great 
door.  It  is  here,  also,  that  on  the  first 
day  of  the  conclave  a  committee  of 
cardinals,  appointed  by  the  whole 
body,  gives  audience  to  the  foreign 
envoys.  This,  however,  takes  place 
before  the  conclavLe  has  actually  met 
for  the  papal  election.  The  Sistine 
chapel  is  especially  fitted  for  the  hold- 
ing of  this  momentous  council  of  the 
church.  The  stalls  for  the  cardinals, 
ranged  on  oen  side,  are  surmounted 
by  canopies  of  cloth  In  the  ecclesiastic- 
al colors  and  at  the  far  end.  opposite 
the  high  altar,  are  places  aissigned  to 
the  secretaries.  On  the  altar  it.self, 
or  on  a  table  in  front  of  it,  is  a  chalice 
of  silver,  on  which  rests  the  pix  con- 
taining the  host.  When  mass  has 
been  said  and  all  is  prepared,  the  con- 
clave proceeds  to  its  solemn  task.  The 
election  of  a  pope  is  effected  by  three 
methods,  by  aclamation  or  adoration, 
in  which  is  emliodied  the  idea  of  di- 
lect  divine  inspiration,  by  the  com- 
promise or   by   vote. 

The  late  Pope  Leo  was  elected  on 
the  second  day  of  the  conclave  by  ac- 
clamation. The  system  of  voting, 
called  the  scrutinum.  Is  regulated  by 
exact  prescription.  The  proceedings 
.■ire  under  the  directions  of  six  car- 
dinals, two  from  each  order  of 
bi.shops,  priests  and  deacons.  Every 
cardinal  is  provided  with  a  voting  pa- 
per, on  which  he  writes  the  name  of 
his  chosen  candidate,  but  not  his  own 
name.  No  one  is  permitted  to  vote 
for  himeslf.  When  the  reciuisite  in- 
terval has  passed,  each  cardinal,  be- 
ginning with  the  one  of  the  most  an- 
cient creation,  leaves  his  stall  and  ad- 
vances to  the  high  altar.  Amid  a 
.solemn  hush  the  elector  prays  for  a 
while  on  the  altar  steps  and  then, 
declaring  aloud  that  his  vote  is  giv-en 
acording  to  his  conscience,  drops  his 
voting  paper  in   the  chalice. 

When  all  have  voted  in  like  manner 
the  six  scrutineers  examiue  the  papers 
and  proclaim  the  result.  If  no  cardinal 
hps  obtained  the  required  number  of 
vote'^— two-third  of  the  number  of  car- 
dinals present,  plus  one— the  result  is 
declared  void,  and  the  voting  papers, 
collected  together,  are  burned  in  a 
brazier  with  damp  straw,  the  dense 
smoke  from  which  issues  through  a  par- 
ticular chimney,  visible  from  outside, 
and  proclaims  to  the  world  that  no 
election  has  taken  place.  Under  the 
circumstances,  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
same  dav  a  second  vote  takes  place. 
supi»lementary  to  the  first,  and  called 
the  accessit  vote.  In  this  the  procedure 
embodies  the  theory  that  the  cardinal 
who  has  obtained  the  largest  number 
of  votes  in  the  morning  is  the  most  ac- 
ceptable to  the  conclave.  Consequent- 
ly his  name  is  the  only  one  considered 
for  the  moment,  and  each  cardinal 
votes  for  him  by  writing  the  word 
"accedo"  on  his  scheda  voting  paper, 
cr  signifies  his  dissent  by  the  words, 
"accedo  nemini."  If  this  new  vote  leads 
to  no  result,  the  papers  are  burned  aa 


before  and  the  conclave  adjourns  until 
the  following  morning,  when  the  elec- 
tion begins  afresh  and  quite  irrespec- 
tive of  the  previous  day's  proceedings. 
VMien,  at  length,  the  determining  vote 
is  taken  and  the  cardinal  deacon,  as 
scrutineer,  annnounces  that  a  certain 
candidate  has  been  elected  pope,  there 
is  a  departure  from  the  procedure 
adojited  hitherto. 

The  cardinal  deacon  opens  each  folded 
voting  paper  fully,  and,  reading  the 
Latin  motto,  which  each  cardinal  has 
to  Inscribe  on  it  for  the  purixjse  of  ul-. 
timate  identification  make  sknown  how 
each  member  of  the  conclave  has  voted. 
In  old  days  when  much  depended  upon 
the  favor  of  the  pontiff,  the  knowledge 
that  the  newly-elected  pope  would 
learn  the  names  of  his  opponents  was 
frequently  a  determining  factor  when 
the  voting  became  close,  and  induced 
waverers  to  rally  to  a  candidate  who 
appeared  to  have  a  good  prospect  of 
success.  The  election  being  over,  a 
ot  ceremonies,  who  speedily  enters  the 
summons  is  at  once  sent  to  the  prefect 
chapel,  bearing  the  fisherman's  ring. 
An  interval  then  occurs,  during  which 
the  canopies  are  removed  from  the 
stalls  of  all  the  cardinals  except  that 
of  the  newly-elected  pope,  and  his  holi- 
ness retires  to  robe  hiniself  In  the  pon- 
tifical vestments.  On  his  return  the 
fisherman's  ring  is  placed  on  his  finger 
by  the  cardinal  camerlingo,  and  the 
new  vicar  of  Christ  gives  his  first  sol- 
emn benediction  to  the  memi>ers  of  the 
.sacred  college  from  the  steps  of  the 
altar.  Then,  taking  his  seat  on  the 
.«edia  gestatora,  the  pope  receives  the 
homage  of  their  eminencies  and  com- 
municates the  names  which  it  is  hla 
pleasure  to  assume  as  pontiff.  Next, 
the  first  cardinal  deacon  takes  the  oath 
of  obedience,  and,  hastening  to  the 
grand  loggia,  or  balcony,  of  St.  Peter's, 
looking  onto  the  great  piazza,  an- 
nounces to  the  expectant  multitude  the 
election  of  the  pope.  , 

The  people  then  flock  into  St.  Peters 
to  see  the  pope  and  receive  his  blessing, 
and  it  is  a  stirring  scene  which  pre- 
sents itself  in  the  noble  cathedral  when 
the  sovereign  pontiff,  clad  in  the  rich- 
est vestments  and  wearing  the  triple 
tiara,  is  borne  aloft  with  all  the  prin- 
ces of  the  church  in  his  train,  through 
the  ranks  of  kneeling  worshippers  on 
whom,  with  uplifted  finger,  his  holiness 
bestows  his  pontifical  benediction.  The 
ceremony  of  the  adoration  by  the  car- 
dinals then  takes  place,  and  the  pop«» 
having  put  off  his  pontifical  robes  and 
assumed  his  ordinary  white  vestments, 
with  the  broad  cardinal's  hat  and  scar- 
let hood,  is  carried,  attended  by  an  es- 
cort of  the  noblp  guard,  to  his  new 
apartments  in  the  Vatican. 

DAISY  MARRIES  AGAIN. 
New  York,  July  29.— Daisy  Ellsworth 
Kirk,  daughter  of  a  wealthy  resident 
of  the  Bronx,  and  former  wife  of 
William  McKay  Barber,  a  mine  owner 
of  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  has  been 
married  according  to  the  Herald,  to 
Count  Paul  Martel  De  La  Chesnye. 
The  ceremony  took  place  July  4,  at 
Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  and  has  been  kept 
secret  owing  to  the  severe  illness  of 
the  bride's  father.  The  count  former- 
ly lived  in  Colorado.  He  left  his  family 
seat  at  Rouen.  France,  several  years 
ago  and  will  continue  to  reside  in  the 
United   States.

Capt.  Stevens,  who  is  a  weii- 
known  tugman  living  in  the  West  End, 
succeeds  J.  O.  Milne,  the  president  of 
the  board,  and  Mr.  Powell,  who  is  pastor 
of  the  Endion  Methodist  church,  suc- 
ceeds Dr.  VV.  H,  Salter,  who  did  not  run 
for    re-election. 

Charles  H.  Merritt,  J.  O.  Milne  and  C. 
W.  F.  Hegg,  the  defeated  candidates, 
finished  in  the  order  named,  the  last 
named  receiving  424  votes.  It  had  been 
expected  that  Mr.  Milne  would  make  a 
much  stronger  run,  and  the  defeat  of 
Mr.  Hegg,  the  labor  candidate,  is  laid 
by  the  labor  men  themselves  to  lack  of 
Interest  and  work  on  their  part.

We 
each  love  our  country,  •.•ur;rulers  a.jd  our 
flags;  yet  we  are  so  made  on.'  in  Cliiist 
that  all  several  interests  merge  into  his 
ki.'igdom  and  all  sculs  ijkhd  in  common 
kinship. 

"We  rejoice  in  the '  continued  growth 
and  increaising  usefulness  of  the  young 
people's  societies  of  tiie  churches.  We 
are  grateful  to  Almigiity;^  God  for  the 
marvelous  successes  wfiiclThave  come  to 
the  Epworth  leagut;  since  the  last  inter- 
national convention  at  San  Fra'icisco.

Tiis  7o<K)  seats  were 
occupied  and  at  least  2000  more  persons 
were  standing  about  the  edge  of  the 
tent.  Dr.  J.  M.  Buckley  of  New  York, 
was  the  first  SDOikf>r.  discu.ssing  "Christ 
Our  King."

I  would  be 
willing  to  receive  an  honest  doubter  into 
the  church,  but  if  i'>-  dogmatically  de- 
clares hat  Christ  is  n't  God,  I  would  be 
as    willing   to   recehe    a    Mormon." 

Dr  Buckley  urgfd  more  reverence  in 
wor.=hipL  He  said:  "JL.ack  of  reverence 
makes  many  revivals  mere  hypocritlo 
farces." 

Dr.  Buckley  said  th.Tt  we  must  believe 
that  what  we  conclude  after  prayer, 
thoughtful  earnest  prayer,  is  what  Christ 
would   have  us  exporiment   with. 

Rev.  C.  O.  Johnston  of  Toronto,  Can- 
ada, spoke  on  "His  Conquering  King- 
dom. '  and  Bishop  Jol  n  M.  Walden  dis- 
cussed,  "My  Place   in  the  Army." 

Rev.  George  J.  Bishop,  of  I,.ondon, 
Canada,  led  the  waiing  hour.  Several 
other  meetings  wen?  held. 

FIRE  AT^  aOQUET. 

Nine  Dwellings  and  One  Gen- 
eral Store  fiurned. 

Fire  destroyed  one  general  store  and 
nine  dwellings  at  Cioquet  Saturday, 
occasioning  a  loss  of  $20,000  and  render- 
ing about  150  people  homeless  for  the 
present.

The  general  store  destroyed  was 
owned  and  conducted  by  J.  Lundberg, 
and  the  stock  was  largely  consumed. 
His  loss  is  $2500.  The  losses  are  all 
partly  covered  by  insurance,  and  the 
total  insurance  is  said  to  be  $10,000.

Sherman  and  A.  Yongren  lose  build- 
ings. 


LAST  PORTRAIT 
BY  WHISTLER 


Was  of  Canfield  Which 

He    Called     "His 

Reverence." 

New  York,  July  20.— Probably  the  last 

portrait   completed   by   the   late   James 

McNeill    Whistler      was     named    "His 

Reverence"  by  the  artist.     The  original 

is  Richard  A.  Canfield,  of  this  city,  the 
well-known  sporting  man. 

Whistler  gave  Canfield  the  last  sit- 
ting on  the  afternoon  of  May  15  in  the 
studio  of  his  London  residence,  and 
the  portrait  was  finished  some  time 
last  month.  It  is  supposed  to  be  resting 
now  on  the  easel  on  which  it  was  paint- 
ed, Canfield  is  in  Saratoga.  A  dis- 
patch from  that  city  quotes  him  as  say- 
ing of  the  painter,  whom  he  had  known 
for  many  years: 

"I  see  there  is  some  speculation  there 
as  to  the  disease  which  carried  him  off, 
owing  to  the  reticence  of  the  family. 
Among  those  who  knew  him  well  tht. re 
is  no  doubt  as  to  the  cause  of  death. 

"It  was  heart  disease.  He  discovered 
that  he  had  a  weak  heart  in  Holland 
last  year  when  he  was.  there  with  Col. 
Charles  L.  Freer,  of  Detroit,  who  has, 
by  the  way,  the  finest  and  most  com- 
plete of  Whisler's  etchings  in  the 
world. 

"Whistler  gave  me  my  first  sitting  for 
the  portrait  in  the  spring  of  1902,  just 
after  he  closed  his  studio  in  Paris  and 
returned  to  London.  He  gave  me  sev- 
eral sittings,  and  then,  as  I  had  to  come 
home,  the  work  was  laid  aside  until  I 
should  return  to  London  the  following 

year.  ,       „ 

"I  had  my  first  sitting  on  New  Year  s 
day  of  this  year.  He  had  changed 
greatly  in  the  twelve  months  that  had 
passed.  I  commented  on  his  appear- 
ance, but  his  reply  showed  that  he  was 
very  sensitive  on  that  score,  and  so 
ever  after  that  I,  a^did  all  his  friends, 
told  him  he  looked  stronger  and  better 
every  time  I  saw  him,  and  that  was 
every  day  until  I  sailed  for  New  York, 
May  16.  He  was  not  able  to  work, 
however,  on  all  those  days.  In  fact, 
there  were  days  at  a  time  when  he 
could  do  nothing  but  lie  on  a  couch  and 
talk  as  only  Whistler  could  talk,  about 
those  things  which  Interested  him. 

"In  spite  of  all  that  has  been  said  of 
him  I  know  that  Whistler  was  one  of 
the  intensest  Americans  who  ever  lived. 
He  was  not  what  you  call  an  enthusias- 
tic man,  but  when  he  reverted  to  the 
time  spent  at  West  Point  his  enthus- 
iasm was  infectious.  I  think  he  was 
really  prouder  of  tHe  years  he  spent 
there  than  any  of  his  life." 

MASTSMADE  OBSOLETE. 

Marconi  FindTway  to  Sim- 
plify Wireless  Method. 

New  York,  July  20.— Obstacles  which 
have  interfered  with  the  transmission 
of  wireless  messages  across  the  ocean 
are  said  to  have  been  overcome  by  dis- 
coveries made  by  Marconi  In  England 
in  the  last  two  or  three  weeks,  which 
will  It  Is  claimed,  render  tall  masts  ob 
solete  for  wireless  messages  and  great- 
ly simplify  aerial  telegraphy.  As  the 
result  of  the  discoveries  the  plants  at 
Cape  Breton,  N.  S.,  and  Poldhu.  Eng- 
land will  be  dismantled  and  new  ap- 
paratus Installed.  Just  when  this  will 
be  done  the  representatives  of  Marconi 
in  this  country  have  not  been  ad- 
vised. 

Except  for  a  brief  statement  that 
Marconi  has  decided  to  abandon  tall 
masts  and  suspended  wires,  no  details 
of  the  new^  system  have  been  received 
at  the  New  York  office  of  the  Marconi 
company.  Before  the  change  was  made, 
it  is  stated,  the  transmission  of  corn- 
mercial  messages  across  the  Atlantic 
will  be  resumed,  in  accordance  with 
the  contract  of  the  company  with  the 
London  Times.    None  of  the  new  aj)pa-

WHAT  WILL  SPEAKER  CANNON  DO? 

Although  it  is  still  many  weeks  before  congress  will 
meet,  there  is  already  considerable  gossip  as  to  the  pos- 
sible changes  which  Speaker  Cannon  may  make  in  the 
house  organization.  It  is  more  than  possible  that  some 
changes  may  be  made  in  the  committee  on  rules — really 
the  most  important  in  the  house.  It  is  intimated  that  in 
order  to  bring  about  complete  hariT\ony  with  his  ideas, 
Mr.  Dalzell  might  be  left  off  the  committee  and  one  of 
Mr.  Cannon's  intimate  friends  appointed.  Mr.  Hemen- 
way  of  Indiana,  who  is  to  be  chairman  of  appropriations, 
is  mentioned  in  connection  with  the  rules,  a  vacancy 
which  it  is  alleged  will  be  occasioned  by  Mr.  Dalzell's 
transfer.  It  is  said  that  Mr.  Cannon  has  expressed  his 
determination  to  make  up  the  rules  committee  so  that 
there  may  be  a  perfect  understanding  between  himslf 
and  the  Republicans  who  control  it.  Mr.  Grosvenor  is 
the  other  Republican  member  of  the  committee  and 
counted  by  Mr.  Cannon  as  one  of  his  ardent  supporters. 
If  Mr.  Dalzell  is  omitted  from  the  membership  of  the 
committee  it  will  be  a  notable  change  in  procedure.  Mr. 
Dalzell  went  on  the  committee  in  the  Fifty-fourth  con- 
gress, and  has  been  a  wheel  horse  of  the  party,  bringing 
in  many  important  rules  and  fighting  them  through  the 
house,  his  knowledge  of  parliamentary  law  and  ability  as 
a  .debater  serving  him  successfully. 

It  is  said  that  beyond  makir.g  the  rules  committee 
airtight,  Mr.  Cannon  does  not  have  in  view  any  startling 
changes  in  committee  assignments.  It  is  stated  that  he 
will  not  disturb  Mr.  Payne  in  his  capacity  as  chairman  of 
ways  and  means  and  floor  leader.  It  has  been  reported 
that  he  intended  to  displace  Mr.  Foss'  friends. 

The  Democrats  h-ve  two  places  on  the  rules  commit- 
tee, and  one  of  them  v.ill  go  to  Mr.  Underwood  of  Ala- 
bama. The  other  will  be  given  to  the  man  who  the  mi- 
nority selects  as  fts  leader;  that  is,  who  will  get  the  mi- 
nority complimentary  nomination  for  speaker,  and  Mr. 
Williams  of  Mississippi  is  thought  to  be  in  the  lead.  This 
is  on  the  presumption  that  the  movement  to  increase  the 
membership  of  the  rules  committee  will  prove  unsuc- 
cessful. Four  Republican  and  two  Democratic  vacan- 
cies will  exist  on  the  ways  and  means  committee,  and 
their  filling  will  give  Mr.  Cannon  his  hands  full  for 
awhile.  It  is  said  that  Michigan  will  claim  a  place  on 
that  committee,  and  Mr.  Fordney,  Mr.  Hamilton  and  Mr. 
William  .Mden  Smith  are  in  hot  competition  for  it.  The 
corn  belt  is  after  a  place,  and  Iowa,  Kansas  and  Ne- 
braska will  present  claimants. 

There  is  no  reason  why  the  new  speaker  should  not 
make  up  the  committees  as  he  wants  them.  Those  who 
suited  his  predecessor,  may  not  suit  him  and. he  should 
have  no  hesitancy  in  naming  men  who  are  in  complete 
touch  with  him. 


THE  PASSING  OF  LEO  XIII. 

Leo  XI II  is  dead.  The  venerable  pontiff,  after  a  v.'on- 
derful  struggle  which  was  watched  with  tender  solicitude 
by  the  civilized  world,  has  passed  away.  With  his  de- 
mise, the  last  of  the  three  "grand  old  men  of  Europe" 
has  disappeared  from  earth.  Gladstone,  Bismarck  and 
Leo,  more  than  other  men,  left  their  impress  upon  the 
nations  of  the  old  world  during  the  last  half  century,  and 
not  the  least  of  the  three  in  the  influence  they  exerted 
was  Leo  XIII.  He  was  a  great  man  as  well  as  the  able 
and  revered  head  of  the  great  Roman  Catholic  church. 
His  pontificate  will  be  memorable  in  history,  and  his 
name  will  stand  in  the  same  rank  with  those  of  Gregory 
the  Great,  Hildebrand,  Innocent  III,  Leo  X  and  Sixtus 
V.  Leo  XI II,  however,  was,  in  a  truer  sense  than  any  of 
these,  the  pope  of  the  people.  He  was  democratic,  and 
his  sj'mpathies  were  with  the  people,  as  was  evidenced 
by  his  expressed  conviction  that  the  church,  if  she  were 
to  carry  on  the  the  mission  for  which  she  was  established, 
should  rely  ?nore  upon  the  people  and  less  upon  kings 
and  princes.  The  world  will  not  forget  his  demand  that 
the  dignity  of  the  workingman  and  the  rights  of  the  peo- 
ple be  respected.  His  encyclical  on  the  conditions  of  la- 
bor attracted  world-wide  attention  when  it  was  issued,  on 
account  of  the  masterly  manner  in  which  the  subject  was 
handled.  All  his  writings  and  utterances  were  distin- 
guished by  wisdom  and  moderation,  and  his  views  were 
respected  by  the  leading  statesmen  of  the  wbrld.  His 
encyclical  on  the  "Origin  of  Civil  Authority  and  Human 
Liberty"  is  studied  by  all  admirers  of  profound  philoso- 
phy and  those  interested  in  social  questions.  One  of  the 
last  great  papers  written  by  Pope  Leo  was  the  encycli- 
cal on  the  study  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  which  is  regard- 
ed by  all  students  of  theology  as  one  of  the  most  scholar- 
ly papers  ever  written  upon  that  subject. 

Pope  Leo's  love  for  science  and  art  is  well  known, 
Ilis  opening  of  the  Vatican  archives  to  all  scientists  re- 
gardless of  creed  was  a  memorable  event.  He  was  in- 
strumental in  securing  the  creation  of  the  great  Catholic 
university  in  Washington.  His  love  for  America  was 
frequently  made  manifest,  and  he  always  took  a  deep  in- 
terest in  the  affairs  of  this  country. 

Loved  and  respected  by  the  v.-hole  world,  both  Cath- 
olic and  non-Catholic,  there  will  be  deep  regret  that  the 
aged  and  illustrious  pontiff  has  passed  away,  but  the  in- 
fluence which  he  exerted  upon  the  age  in  whid^  he  lived 
will  long  be  felt  and  his  name  will  live  in  history  when 
many  of  the  monarchs  and  princes  of  his  generation  will 
have  been   forgotten. 


COUNTERFEIT  MONEY. 

An  attempt  is  to  be  made  by  the  secret  service  offi- 
cials to  compel  officers  of  all  the  banks  in  the  country 
to  assist  them  in  suppressing  the  circulation  of  coun- 
terfeit notes.  All  officers  will  be  ordered  to  properly  de- 
face counterfeit  money  whenever  it  is  presented  to  them. 
Whether  they  will  do  this  or  not  remains  to  be  seen.  A 
great  many  have  refused  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
the  law  for  fear  of  offending  patrons  and  as  a  result 
many  a  dangerous  counterfeit  bill  goes  back  into  circula- 
tion even  after  its  spurious  character  is  pointed  out. 
Secret  service  officers  find  that  in  tracing  the  history  of 
counterfeit  notes  it  has  been  discovered  that  in  many 
instances  holders  of  the  notes  had  submitted  them  to 
bank  officers  for  opinions  as  to  their  genuineness;  that 
the  bank  officers  had  descriued  the  notes  as  counterfeit 
and  then  returned  them  to  the  holders  without  branding 
them  "counterfeit"  or  "worthless."  Similarly  counterfeit 
notes  detected  in  daily  remittances  were  re.turned  to  de- 
positors unbranded.  This  practice  not  onfy  lengthened 
the  life  of  the  note  in  circulation,  but  was  a  direct  incen- 
tive to  the  holder  to  commit  the  crime  of  passing  a  note 
when  he  knew  it  to  be  counterfeit. 

While  a  section  of  the  federal  statutes  provides  that 
officers  of  national  banks  shall  brand  counterfeits  as 
"counterfeit"  or  "worthles.ss."  it  has  been  found  that  the 
national  banks  in  some  instances  ignore  this  provision, 
while  state  and  private  banking  institutions  habitually 
disregard  it.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  a  bank  which 
rigidly  enforced  the  law  usually  found  that  the  owner 
withdrew  his  account  and  put  it  in  some  bank  where  the 
officers  were  less  particular  in  this  regard. 

Naturally  there  is  no  question  that  the  man  who  has 
taken  a  counterfeit  note  would  feel  offended  to  find  that 
he  could  never  pass  it  by  having  a  bank  stamp  it  "bad." 
He  feels  that  although  he  has  been  made  a  victim  he  has 
a  perfect  right  to  keep  the  bill  moving.  Of  course  this 
simply  illustrates  human  nature  and  the  man  can  hardly 
be  blamed  except  from  a  moral  standpoint.  Still  if  the 
law  was  properly  enforced  it  would  not  be  long  before 
the'  large  proportion  of  counterfeits  would  be  out  of 
circulation. 


AFTER  THE  TRUSTS. 

From  insiilc  it  formation  that  has  leaked  out  from 
Washington,  it  seems  evident  that  a  warfare  is  soon  to 
be  inaugurated  against  certain  monopolistic  corpora- 
tions engaged  in  interstate  trade.  While  but  little  is  said 
it  seems  to  be  the  determination  on  the  part  of  the  gov- 
ernment to  proceed  against  those  who  are  operating  in 
violation  of  the  Sherman  anti-trust  law.  The  new  bu- 
reau of  corporations  is  co-operating  with  the  legal 
branch  of  the  government  in  collecting  evidence  on 
which  the  suits  will  be  brought.  Assistant  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Day,  who  has  been  closely  identified  in  all  the  fed- 
eral prosecutions  of  the  trusts  of  late  years,  has  been 
conferring  with  several  United  States  district  attorneys 
in  different  parts  of  the  country,  and  the  preparation  of 
the  cases  has  been  under  way  for  some  time.  It  is  like- 
ly that  .suits  similar  to  that  which  was  recently  terminat- 
ed in  the  United  States  court  at  Chicago,  by  which  a  de- 
cision was  secured  dissolving  an  unlawful  coal  combine, 
are  to  be  brought.  It  was  stated  at  the  department  of 
justice  that  evidence  was  being  gathered  against  several 
trusts  ^hose  operations  were  known  to  be  in  violation  of 
the  law.  Ihe  only  thing  that  was  necessary  to  bring  suits 
being  evidence.  Owing  to  the  reticence  that  is  displayed 
by  Commissioner  of  Corporations  Garfield  and  Judge 
Day,  it  is  impossible  to  learn  to  what  extent  the  newly 
established  bureau  of  corporations  is  assisting  in  the  col- 
lection of  evidence. 

Mr.  Garfield  states  that  he  has  received  a  number  of 
letters  and  petitions  from  persons  alleging  that  certain 
corporations  were  violating  the  federal  anti-trust  laws. 
Nothing  has  been  done  toward  investigating  these  state- 
ments, Commissioner  Garfield  says,  bej'ond  acknowledg- 
ing tlK"  letters  of  complaint.  Mr.  Garfield  declines  to  say 
what  his  bureau  is  doing  and  has  no  idea  yet  when  he; 
will  be  prepared  to  submit  a  report  of  his  operations  to 
the  president. 

While  undoubtedly  the  proposed  action  against  the 
trusts  is  largely  a  p6litical  move,  still  the  public  will 
feel  well  pleased  to  see  those  that  violate  the  law  prose- 
cuted.

ANOTHER  NEW  PARTY. 

The  new  party,  to  be  known  as  the  United  Christian 
party,  which  will  meet  next  year  at  St.  Louis  to  nomi- 
natr  presidential  candidates  may,  and  doubtless  will  at- 
tract some  followers,  although  it  can  never  prove  ef- 
fective except  possibly  to  detract  votes  from  one  party  so 
that  another  may  elect  its  candidates.

Thre^■  bands  accompanied  the  parade.

Tlie  iLtiijwiiig  societies  participated  in 
tl.e  ceremonies;  St.  James  court  C.  O.

IS  JAILED 


SUSTAINED  CHIEF. 


Scott,  the  Negro,  Is  Be- 
hind the  Bars  at 
Glencoe. 

Montevideo,  Minn..  July  20.— Jo.seph 
Scott,  the  negro  who  murderously  as- 
saulted Miss  Helen  Olson  in  her  home 
at  Watson,  was  safely  lauded  behind 
the  bars.  Scott  was  cafitured  by  a 
mob  Saturday  night,  after  being  shot 
in  the  arm.  Ke  was  placed  on  board 
a  train  and  was  taken  to  the  Glencoe 
priooa. 

The  officers  who  arrested  him  say 
thit  he  made  a  complete  confession  of 
hts  crime.  There  v.as  no  excitement  at 
Glencoe  and  everything  is  quiet  at 
Montevideo. 

Mi.ss  Olson  will  die,  according  to  a 
statement  issued  by  attendant  physi- 
cians. 

Scott  does  not  hesitate  to  admit  his 
guilt.  la  giving  his  version  of  the 
crime,  he  said: 

"I  was  watching  the  hou.^e  nearly  all 
day,  and  about  midnight  I  entered  it. 
The  girls  had  gone  to  bed.  I  knew  ther-i 
was  some  money  in  the  house,  as  I 
had  heard  them  talking  about  it  during 
the  day. 

"I  looked  through  the  house,  but 
could  not  find  it,  but  if  I  had  I  would 
not  have  touched  either  of  them,  but 
when  I  couldn't  find  it  I  went  up.stair.? 
and  woke  them  up  and  told  them  to  get 
the  money  qui'^k. 

"They  got  $4  and  said  that  was  all 
they  had.  I  got  to  talking  with  them, 
and  the  pretty  one  called  to  the  other 
to  get  a  revolver  and  shoot  me. 

"Then  I  struck  her  a  roupla  of  tim*^s 
with  the  ax.  I  then  ran  away,  and  that 
Is  all  there  is  to  it." 


Red  Lodge.  Mont..  July  20.— Jim  Gor- 
Gorman,  who  killed  his  brother  about  a 
year  ago  and  ran  off  with  liis  brother's 
wife,  and  a  man  named  Walters,  who 
killed  a  widow  n.amed  Hoover  at  the 
Hot  Springs  two  year ;  ago  because  she 
refused  to  marry  him.  were  lynched  at 
Basin,  Wyo.,  early  yesterday.  C.  E. 
Pierce,  deputy  sheriff,  was  killed  during 
the   attack   on    the   jail. 

A  state  of  lawlessness  now  prevails 
in  Northern  Wyoming  as  a  result  ot 
wliicli  all  order  seems  to  have  been 
aboli.shed.  Frpm  Pre.-;ident  Moffat  oi 
tlie  Montana  &  Wyoming  Telephone 
company,  who  is  now  making  a  tuur  of 
inspection  of  his  company's  line,  comes 
the  news  of  tlie  lynching  and  ot  an  ap- 
peal fur  help  from  Sheriff  Fenton  of 
Big  Horn  country,  who  has  arrested  a 
number  of  prominent  cattlemen  noar 
Thermopolis  and  has  appealed  to  the 
government  of  Wyoming  for  assistance 
trom  militia,  in  getting  his  prisoners  to 
Basin. 

It  was  reported  to  Sheriff  Fenton  last 
Wednesday  morning  that  a  mob  was 
coming  up  to  Basin  from  Hiattsville 
and  Tonslip,  for  the  purpose  of  lynch- 
ing Gorman  and  Walters.  As  a  meas- 
ure of  precaution  the  sheriff  took  the 
two  men  and  a  horse  thief  out  of  the 
jail  and  secreted  them  in  a  gully  near 
town  under  guard  of  Deputy  Sheriffs 
Felix  Alston  and   C.   E.   Pierce. 

Gorman  inan.iged  to  slip  his  hand- 
cuffs and  make  his  escape.  He  swam 
the  Big  Horti  river,  an  unprecedented 
feat,  and  made  for  the  mountains. 
A  posse  of  seven  men  quietly  organ- 
ized and  Gorman  was  recaptured  early 
yesterday  morning  about  fifty  miles  from 
Bashi. 

Saturday  night "  a  mob  of  about  fifty 
unmasked  men  rode  up  the  east  bank  of 
the  Big  Horn  and  compelled  the  ferry- 
man to  carry  them  across  the  river. 
They  made  no  demonstration  until  they 
entered  Basin,  when  five  shots  were 
fired  as  a  warning. 

The  mob  proceeded  at  once  to  the 
county  jail  and  fired  a  volley  into  the 
jail.  Deputy  Pierce  and  Special  Deputy 
Meade  were  guarding  the  prisoners  at 
the  time.  One  bullet  grazed  Meade's 
shoulder  and  entered  Pierce's  heart. 
Members  of  the  mob  then  tore  up  the 
telephone  poles  and  battered  the  jail 
doors  down. 

The  first  came  to  Walters,  who  was 
crouched  In  his  Cell,  piteously  begging 
for  mercy.  Xo  needless  torture  was 
employed.    Walters    was    shot    instaiUly. 

The  mob  next  found  Gorman,  whose 
body  was  pierced  by  five  bullets  and  left 
presumably  dead.  He  lingered,  however, 
until  this  afternoon. 

A  still  more  alarming  .state  of  affairs 
is  reported  from  the  vicinity  of  Therom- 
opolis. 

About  SIX  weeks  ago.  as  a  result  of 
range  fued  that  has  been  bitterly  wa^- 
ed.  a  sheepman.  Ben  Minnick.  was  killed 
by  cattlemen.  The  sheriff,  it  is  assert- 
ed, has  captured  the  murderers,  who  are 
all  prominent  cattlemen.  and  whose 
names  have  been  withheld  owing  to 
threats  made  against  the  sheriff.  Sheriff 
Benton  is  unable  to  get  his  prisoners  to 
Basin. 

It  is  said  that  the  same  mob  that 
lynched  Gorman  and  Walters  are  sym- 
pathizers, and  have  d*»clared  that  Sheriff 
Benton  will  never  get  out  of  the  locality 
alive  with  his  prisoners.  Sheriff  Fenton 
has  wired  the  governor  of  Wyoming  for 
permission  to  use  the  state  militia  at 
Leander.  and  has  also  sent  a  telephone 
message  to  Basin  and  other  towns,  ask- 
ing for  volunteers  to  a.ssist  liim  in  up- 
holding the  law.  Everywhere  hardy 
westerners  are  responding  to  the  cali. 
arming  them.selves,  and  hastening  toward 
Theromopolis. 

It  is  probable  the  militia  will  be  order- 
ed to  the  scene,  and  a  bloody  battle  may 
be  fought.  The  country  about  Thero- 
mopolis is  a  wild  and  lawless  one.  The 
last  message  from  Sheriff  Benton,  which 
was  received  said  he  still  held  the  pris- 
oners, and  thaf  he  believed  he  could  hold 
out  until  reinforoements  came.

Chicago,  July  20.— The  Black  Diamond, 
reviewing  the  western  coal  trade  says: 

Feature.s  of  the  western  coal  traJe  this 
week  are  confined  to  a  gradual  strength- 
ening of  values  on  bituminous  coals, 
coupled  with  a  better  demand  and  a 
c,ontinued  active  market  for  anthracite. 
]Mo.st  of  the  western  bituminous  mines 
are  putting  in  l>etter  time  thi.s  week  than 
tliey  have  since  the  middle  of  June, 
tran.'sportation  conditions  are  satisfac- 
tory and  there  is  more  inquiry  for  coal 
to  be  moved  to  the  dealer  trade.  Con- 
sumption of  steam  grades  of  coal  in  the 
Chicago  market  and  at  other  western 
con.suming  points  i.s  not  yet  up  to  the 
point  it  wa.s  the  middle  of  June,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  many  manufacturing 
instutiions  are  closed  down  for  repairs, 
or  due  to  mid-summer  dullness,  but  the 
prospects  are  favorable  for  an  increased 
demand  the  coming  week,  and  by  the 
first  of  August  it  is  expected  the  con- 
sumption will  be  up  to  the  maximum 
point   again. 

In  the  western  anthracite  trade,  condi- 
tions are  slightly  ea.sier  than  they  were 
a.s  to  a  supt)ly  of  coal.  Movement  con- 
tinues very  heavy  by  way  of  the  great 
lakes,  and  there  is  a  fair  amount  of  coal 
moving  all-rail.  For  the  first  six  months 
of  the  year,  according  to  the  Chicago 
Bureau  of  Coal  Statistics,  there  was  an 
increase  of  11.5.111  tons  in  the  total  lake 
and  rail  receipts  of  anthracite  at  Chi- 
cago, as  compared  with  the  same  period 
in  IWl.  No  comparison  can  be  made 
with  the  year  1*>l'.  owing  to  the  fact  that 
receipts  were  very  light  during  May  and 
June  a  ,vear  ago.  due  to  the  strike  in 
the  anthracie  field.

Lumbermen  Look  For  Im- 
provement Within  a 
Short  Time. 


Buyers  Seem  Reluctant 

to  Pay  Present  Prices 

For  Lumber. 


Market  letters  and  inquiHes  from 
the  East,  received  by  the  local  lumber 
manufacturers,  are  said  to  presage  a 
much  better  lumber  market  in  the  near 
future.  It  is  expected  that  the  ship- 
ments down  the  lake  will  also  increase 
toward  the  close  of  the  month  as  some 
of  the  new  cut  stock  will  have  dried 
out   by    that    time. 

Present  conditioiis  in  the  markets 
along  the  great  lakes,  so  far  as  prices 
are  concernfd.  are  said  to  be  pleasijtg 
to  the  cart'o  de;tlers,  but  otherwise  the 
field  is  not  so  inviting  as  there  is  not 
much  lumber  offered.  Dealers  predict 
that  the  market  would  liven  up  ma- 
terially were  prices  to  sag  a  little  for 
the  reason  that  the  buyers  are  re- 
luctant to  pay  present  quotations  basec 
on  $17  for  No.  1  piece  stuff.  Thi.s 
grade  of  lumber  is  not  plentiful  m  any 

0  fthe  markets,  however.  Low  grados 
of  lumber  are  selling  fairly  well  with 
firm   prices  quoted. 

Freight  rates  are  being  maintained 
at  J2.oO  per  thousand  feet  from  Lake 
Superior  to  either  Chicago  or  Lak? 
Erie  ports.  Car  shipments  South  ami 
West  continue  quite  active  with  a  little 
complamt  of  car  shortage. 

The  log  drives  on  various  driving 
ptreams  of  the  Northwest  are  novv 
pretty  weil  linished  for  the  season.  Th-? 

1  ear  of  the  Musser-Sauntry  big  drive 
on  the  St.  Croix  river,  amounting  to 
over  25,000.000  feet,  has  reached  the 
mills   at   Stillwater. 

J.  A.  Irvine,  of  Stillwater,  Minn., 
who  has  been  operating  camps  at 
Black  Duck,  will  very  shortly  open  new 
camps  in  the  virgin  forest  near  the 
Canadian  boundary,  about  eighty  miles 
from  the  present  terminus  of  the  Min- 
r>esota  &  International  road,  which  is 
being  built  north  from  Bemidjl.  It  is

The  court  held  that  it  was  not 
part  of  the  surveyor  general's  duty  to 
sort  out  logs,  that  he  is  only  compelled 
to  scale  them  when  cut  out  and  placed 
with  reach  of  the  scalers.

WASHINGTON  BUREAU. 

Washington,  July  20.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  foreign  commerce  of  the 
United  States  in  the  fiscal  year  just 
ended  is  larger  than  in  any  preceding 
year  in  its  history.  The  total  of  im- 
ports arid  exports  as  shown  by  the 
department  of  commerce  through  its 
bureau  of  statistics,  is,  for  the  year 
1903,  .$2,445,610,417  against  $2,310,937,156  in 
the  year  1900,  which  was  considered 
the  banner  year  prior  to  1903.  Imports 
are  larger  than  in  any  preceding  year 
and  exports  are  larger  than  in  any  pre- 
ceding year  save  in  the  exceptional 
year  Idol.  The  imports  for  tlie  first 
time  crossed  the  billion  dollar  line, 
the  total  being  $1,025,619,127  and  the  ex- 
F)orts  for  the  second  time  crossed  the 
fourteen  million  line,  being  $1,419,991,- 
290,  or  practically  fourteen  hundred 
and  twenty  millions.  The  single  year 
in  which  the  value  of  exjiorts  exceeded 
those  of  1903  is  the  fiscal  year  1901,  when 
the  total  was  $1,487,164,991.  The  im- 
ports exceeded  those  of  1893  by  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty  nine  million  dol- 
lars and  the  exports  exceeded  those  of 
1903  by  about  five  hundred  and  seventy- 
two  million  dollars.  The  imports, 
therefore,  have  increased  eighteen  and 
a  quarter  per  cent  during  the  decade 
anfl  exports  have  increased  sixty-seven 
and  one-fifth  during  the  same  period. 

Comparing  the  figures  of  1903  with 
those  at  decennial  periods  at  earlier 
dates,  it  may  be  said  that  the  imports 
of  1853  were  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  millions,  those  for  1863.  two  hun- 
dred and  forty-three  millions,  for  1873, 
six  hundred  and  forty-two  millions;  for 
1883,  seven  hundred  and  twenty-three 
millions;  for  1893,  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-six  millions  and  lor  1903"  ten 
hundred  and  twenty-five  millions.  The 
exports  of  1S53  were  two  hundred  and 
three  irwllions;  ithose  for  1863,  two 
hundred  and  four  millions;  for  1873, 
five  hundred  and  twenty-two  millions; 
for  1883,  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  millions;  for  1893,  eight  hundred 
and  forty-seven  millions  and  those  for 
1903  were  within  a  fraction  of  fourteen 
hundred  and  twenty  millions. 

The  Imports  of  1903.  tJierefore,  are  less 
than  four  times  those  of  1853  while  the 
exports  for  1903  are  practically  seven 
times  those  of  1853.  The  table  which  fol- 
lows shows  the  total  imports  and  total 
exports  and  tiie  grand  total  of  imports 
and  exports  at  decennial  periods  from

Discussed  By  Henry 

CleWs. 

Troubles  of  Wall  Street 

Thus  Far  Strictly 

Financial. 


New  York,  July  20.— Henry  Clcv/s,  In 
his  review  of  the  stock  market  during 
the  past  week,  says:  Another  week  of 
heavy  and  mysterious  liquidation  has 
taken  place.  Further  los.ses  were  of 
course  incurred,  and  rvimors  of  embar- 
rassment were  more  or  less  current, 
which  investigation  proved  to  have  littlo 
foundation,  for  the  reason  hat  injuries 
have  fallen  ij^i'on  the  jgtJong  rather  tlian 
upon  the  weak.  Thtre  was  not  much  in 
the  way  of  new  explanations  for  the  de- 
cUne.  The  old  reactionary  forces,  though 
still  at  work,  seemed  to  have  temporarily 
exhausted  themselve.-;,  until  the  bear  con- 
tingent, encouraged  by.j.ast  success,  dis- 
covered fresh  points  ol  weakness  that 
yielded  to  attack.  As  a  result  of  the  lat- 
ter operations  pricts  again  touched  the 
lowest  point  in  the  present  movement, 
and  good  support  wa.«j  entirely  lacking 
at  times,  except  when  symptoms  seemed 
panicky,  Wnenever  punici.  however, 
seemed  imminent  it  was  oLserved  the 
dechne  was  stopped;  and  in  high  olfi- 
cial  circles  the  abseiiee  of  concern  at  the 
market's  gyrations  was  very-  noticeable.

BREACH  OF  CONTRACT  TO  PRE- 
PARE TROUSSEAU.— The  supreme 
court      of  Louisiana,       in  the  case 

case  of  Lewis  v.  Holmes,  34  South- 
ern Reporter,  66,  holds  that  damages 
may  be  recovered  for  the  deprivation 
of  intellectual  enjoyment  and  for  men- 
tal suffering  resulting  from  the  breach 
of  contiact  of  a  fashionable  milliner 
to  furnish  the  dresses  for  a  trousseau 
of  a  bride  of  wealth  and  high  social 
standing.  The  coiwt  sta.tes  that  it 
must  take  into  consideraion  not  alone 
the  disappointment  of  the  bride  in  not 
having  the  dresses  in  time  for  the 
wedding,  and  her  mortification  and 
humiliation  in  going  to  her  husband 
unprovided  with  a  suitable  trousseau, 
but  also  the  fact  that  entertainments 
had  been  planned  in  her  honor  on  her 
wedding  tour  and  at  her  arrival  at  the 
home  of  her  husband,  which  entertain- 
ments she  had  to  forego  for  want  of 
the  dresses.

BEEF  TRUST.— An  interesting  opin- 
ion      on       the       trust       question      has 
been       h."^nded       down       by       the     su- 
preme   court    of    Missouri    in    the    case 
I  of  State  v.  Armour  Packing  Co.  et  al., 
[  73     Southw  estern     Reporter,     645.     This 
I  prosecution     was    brought    under    the 
'  revised    statutes   of    Missouri,    and    the 
'  court   holds   that   in  order  to  secure  a 
conviction,  It  Is  not  even  necessary  that 
there   should   be  a  complete   monopoly, 
nor  that  injury  to  the  public  be  shown. 
The  offense  consists  in  entering  into  a 
combination  to  fix  and  regulate  prices, 
and  the  punishment  is  the  forfeiture  of 
corporate    rights    in    the    state.        The 
court  holds   that   punishment  need   not 
be  a   general   judgment  of  ouster,    but 
that    a    simple    fine    is    adequate,    pro- 
vided the  'combination  is  abandoned. 


DEFECTIVE  TRANSFER  TICKET. 
— That  a  passenger  is  not  presumed  nor 
bound  to  know  the  meaning  of  the 
various  figure.s,  abbreviations,  punch 
marks,  and  other  mystic  symbols  found 
upon  the  usual  transfer  ticket,  Is  up- 
held by  the  supreme  court  of  Indiana, 
in  the  case  of  Indianapolis  Street  Rail- 
way company  v.  Wilson,  66,  Northeast- 
ern Reporter,  950.  The  court  further 
holds  that  where  a  transfer  ticket  is 
defective  through  the  mistake  or  fault 
of  the  conductor  of  the  car  from  which 
the  passenger  was  transferred,  the 
company  is  liable  for  the  forcible  ex- 
pulsion of  the  passenger,  and  that  the 
burden  of  ascertaining  that  the  ticket 
is  properly  made  out  is  not  upon  the 
latter. 


CONTRACTS  TO  RPOCURE  EM- 
PLOYMENT OF  LAWYER.— The  su- 
preme court  of  Nebraska,  in  the  case  of 
Langdon  vs.  Conlin,  93  North •.vesterii 
Reporter,  389,  holds  that  a  contract  be- 
!  tw  een  an  attorney  and  another,  by 
which  the  latter  agrees  to  procure  the 
employment  of  the  former  in  the  prose- 
cution of  suits,  and  also  to  assist  in 
looking  after  and  procuring  witnesses 
whose  testimony  is  to  be  used  in  the 
cases,  in  consideration  of  a  share  of  the 
fees  which  the  attorney  shall  receive  for 
his  services,  is  against  public  policy, 
and  void. 


354,  that  the  keeper  of  a  bathhouse  ia 
a  bailee  for  hire  of  the  valuables  which 
customers  may  deposit  at  their  invita- 
tion in  places  provided  by  them  before 
using  the  baths,  and  that  they  are 
therefore  liable  for  the  loss  of  said 
property,  even  though  no  direct  charge 
be  made  and  paid  for  the  care  of  said 
valuables.  The  court  cites  many  in- 
teresting cases  holding  that  whatever 
a  person  generally  carries  with  him, 
and  which  necessarily  must  be  laid 
aside  in  a  store  or  other  place  while 
making  and  examining  purchases,  is 
presumed  to  be  laid  aside  by  the  invita- 
tion to  come  and  jnirchase.  and  that 
the  care  of  the  property  would  ordinar- 
ily be  within  the  tiuthority  of  the  sales- 
man assigned  to  wait  upon  the  cus- 
tomer, and  would  be  part  of  the  trans- 
action in  which  he  is  authorized  to  rep- 
resent his  employer. 


WEEKLY  WAGE  LAyV  UNCONSTI- 
TUTIONAL.—The  same  court  has 
also  held,  in  the  case  ol  Re- 
public Iron  &  Steel  Co.  v. 
State,  66,  Northeastern  Reporter,  1005, 
that  the  weekly  wage  law,  providing 
that  every  person,  company,  or  corpora- 
tion, employing  any  person  to  labor, 
shall  make  weekly  payments  for  the 
amount  due  for  such  labor,  and  that 
any  person  hiterested  may  bring  suit 
in  the  name  of  the  state  against  any 
person,  company,  or  corporation  that 
neglects  or  refuses  to  comply  with  the 
above  provision,  is  not  sustainable  as 
a  proper  exercise  of  the  state's  police 
power,  and  that  the  act  is  uncon.ctitu- 
tional  as  infringing  the  right  of  private 
contract.

BIBLE  READING  IN  THE  PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS.— In  denying  a  petition  for 
rehearing,  supreme  court  of  Nebraska, 
In  case  of  State  v.  Scheve,  93,  North- 
eastern Reporter.  1C9,  haids  thnt  the  law 
does  not  forbid  the  use  of  the  Bible 
ill  the  public  schools,  nor  did  their 
previous  opinion  hold  lo  that  effect. 
The  question  as  to  whether  it  is  ex- 
pedient to  have  the  Bible  read  Is  one 
for  the  school  authorities,  and  the 
courts  may  only  rightfully  interfere 
whpre  those  who  are  privileged  to  use 
it  have  misused  the  privilege  by  at- 
tempting to  propagate  their  own  pe- 
culiar theological  or  ecclesiastical  views 
and  opinions. 

"GREEN  STICK  FRACTURE."— 
In  the  trial  of  a  personal  injury  case, 
which  was  afterwards  appealed  to  the 
court  of  appeals  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  the 
interesting  question  arose  as  to  whether 
the  ribs  of  a  man  sixty-nine  years  of 
age  had  sustained  a  "green  stick  frac- 
ture," that  is,  a  fracture  in  which  only 
one  side  of  the  rib  was  broken;  and  a 
verdict  based  upon  this  assumption 
was  sustained  in  the  face  of  strong 
expert  testimony  as  to  the  impossi- 
bility of  fuch  a  fracture  being  sustained 
by  a  man  of  that  age.  The  appellate 
court,  in  passing  upon  the  ma.tter, 
passes  over  the  entire  question  of  ribs 
In  general,  and  devotes  especial  atten- 
tion to  the  scientific  question  of  green 
stick  fracture.  The  court  says:  "Ribs 
are  of  ancient  origin.  Adam  had  an 
experience  with  one,  wliich,  if  he  had 
not  had,  we  would  be  in  paradise  today, 
instead  of  here,  laboring  and  sw^eating 
over  this  rib  question.  Ribs  are  not 
only  ancient  but  common.  We  all 
carry  them  about  with  us,  and  have 
them  on  cur  bill  of  fare  from  day  to 
day.  But  we  must  confess  that  until 
we  had  them  in  the  bill  of  conceptions, 
we  never  thought  that  there  was  any 
sympathy  between  ribs  and  green 
sticks,  or  dry  ones.  We  all  know  that 
in  the  vicissitudes  of  fortune  and  the 
mutation  of  time  all  things  change, 
ribs  not  excepted.  We  do  not  think 
that  these  changes,  are  in  the  case  of 
ribs,  uniform  as  to  time,  but  are  de- 
pendant somewhat  on  the  strength, 
character  and  environment  of  the  par- 
ticular rib.  and  we  must  decline  to  lay 
down  an  ironclad  rule  to  settle  for  all 
ages  when,  if  at  all,  a  rib  under  the 
process  of  fracture  will  not  imitate  a 
green  stick  undergoing  the  same  pro- 
cess."   The  caee  is  entitled  Gorman  v. 


ASSAULT  WITH  INTENT  TO  COM- 
MIT MURDER.— A  most  unique  and 
diabolical  plan  for  committing  murder 
by  means  of  an  infernal  machine  was 
considered  by  the  supreme  court  of 
Iowa  in  State  vs.  Hoot,  94  Northwestern 
Reporter,  564,  while  determining  the  ap- 
peal of  the  defendant,  who  was  con- 
victed of  assault  with  intent  to  murder, 
and  sentenced  to  ten  years  in  the  peni- 
tentiary. Defendant  and  his  wife  were 
not  happily  married,  and  were  not  liv- 
ing together.  It  appeared  that  the  wife 
was  in  the  habit  of  opening  letters  re- 
ceived at  her  residence  addressed  to  the  1 
husband,  and  forwarding  those  which 
she  deemed  important.  One  of  the  let- 
ters opened  by  her  purported  to  come 
from  a  woman  in  Chicago,  and  stated 
that  the  presents  which  had  been  given 
to  her  by  the  defendant  had  been  re- 
turned to  him.  by  express,  for  reasons 
known  to  him.  The  same  day  a  box 
arrived  from  Chifago,  addressed  to  the 
defendant,  apparently  by  the  same  per- 
son who  had  written  the  letter.  The 
defendant's  wife  opened  the  package, 
and  found  a  highly  polished  box,  with 
a  handle  on  each  end.  Underneath  one 
of  these  handles  was  a  drawer,  and  in 
it  a  small  hole,  by  means  of  which  the 
drawer  could  be  pulled  out.  She  open- 
ed the  drawer  a  short  distance,  when 
there  was  a  sharp  explosion.  The  ex- 
plosion did  no  damage,  and  the  box 
was  turned  over  to  an  officer,  who  open-  | 
ed  the  drawer  by  means  of  a  long  ' 
string  attached  thereto.  A  terriffic  ex- 
plosion followed.  The  evidence  showed 
that  the  box  had  been  purchased  by  thJ 
defendant  in  Omaha,  that  dynamite 
had  been  purchased  by'  him  In  another 
city,  and  that  he  was  the  person  wiio 
expressed  the  box  from  Chicago.  The 
court  held  that  any  unlawful  acts  on 
the  part  of  the  wife  in  opening  the  let- 
ter and  package,  and  on  the  part  of 
the  express  company  in  delivering  it 
to  a  party  other  than  the  addressee, 
were  immaterial;  that  the  sole  point 
was  the  intention  of  the  defendant  in 
sending  the  box,  and  that  It  was  clearly 
shown  that  this  intention  was  to  cause 
the  death  of  his  wife.

REBELS  BEGAN 
THE  ATTACK 


A   Fierce    Battle   Was 

Waged  at  Ciudad 

Bolivar. 

Soledad.  Vez.,  Sunday,  July  19. — At 
5  o'clock  this  morning  the  engagement 
between  the  government  forces  anl 
the  revolutionists  occupying  Bolivar 
began  in  two  different  directions.  Thi 
rebels  opened  the  battle.  At  6  o'clock 
the  smoke  over  Ciudad  Bolivar  was  so 
thick  that  it  was  impossible  to  see  the 
city.  At  7  o'clock  the  government 
trooi>8,  afte-r  a  terrible  fight,  in  which 
they  lost  more  than  100  men,  captured 
the  cemetery.  At  8  o'clock  th-2 
Venezuelaji  lleet,  consisting  of  five 
Bien-of-war,  shelled  the  government 
buildings  at  Ciudad  Bolivar. 

At  10  o'clock  the  revolutionists'  fla§r 
had  disappeared  from  the  government 
building  and  at  11  the  streets  near 
that  building  were  captured  by  the 
government  forces  and  a  charge  of 
all  the  government  soldiers  on  the  city 
■was  ordered. 

The  wounded  were  then  beginning 
to  arrive  at  the  government  head- 
quarters from  all  directions  and  the 
fight  was  general,  but  the  movements 
could  not  be  followed  from  here  in  con- 
sequence of  the  smoke  cau.sed  by  thi 
fire  of  the  artillery  of  the  revolution- 
ists which  seemed  formidable.  It 
was  answered  vigorously  by  the  gov- 
ernment guns  and  only  a  few  shot^ 
reached   the   tleet. 

At  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  a  block 
of  houses  opposite  the  government 
building  was  captured  by  storm.  Th<? 
revolutionists  seemed  to  be  resisting 
desperately. 

The  Associated  Press  correspondent 
will  follow  the  advance  with  Gen. 
llivas.  The  latter  Is  Availing  for  a  sig- 
nal from  Gen.  Gomez,  the  Venezuelan 
*-ommander-in-chief,  who  conducted 
the  attack  from  Miratlares.  to  enter 
Ci'idad  Bolivar  with  all  his  reserves 
and   fourteen  guns. 

The  spectacle  in  the  streets  of  Ciu- 
dad Bolivar,  when  the  smoke  cleared 
away  was  heart-rending. 

There  were  more  than  200  dead  revo- 
lutionists in  the  streets,  not  counting 
the   wounded.

— The  annual  count  of  the 
money  and  securities  actually  In  the 
vaults  of  the  treasury  department  has 
just  been  completed,  and  the  report 
shows  that  the  vast  sum  of  $1,176,473,- 
502.12  is  stored  in  these  vaults  and  not 
a  single  penny  is  missing,  and  United 
States  Treasurer  Ellis  H.  Roberts  is 
correspondingly  happy. 

To  count  the  actual  cash,  gold,  silver 
1  and   greenbacks   in   the  treasury  occu- 
pied   the    entire    month    of    June,    and 
thirty  persons  were  engaged  eight  hours  I 
a  day  during  that  period.     The  count  1 
was  conducted  under  the  supervision  of 
a  committee  of  three  men  appointed  by 
the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  and  there  ] 
were  twenty-two  persons  actually   en-  j 
gaged  in  the  work,  five  acting  as  seal-  | 
ers  and  five  engaged  in  weighing  and  , 
lifting  sacks  and  boxes  containing  the  [ 
gold    and    silver    coin.      The    gold    and 
silver  is  not  counted  piece  by  piece,  but  I 
is  weighed,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  ;

The  counting  was  proceeding 
in  the  usual  manner,  sacks  containing 
each  1000  dollars  being  lifted  upon  the 
platform   of   the   delicate   scales,   when 


superintendents  were  named.  It  Is  true 
that  generally  the  Indian  ag^ent  was 
named  as  bonded  school  superintendent 
and  in  reality  lost  nothing  In  point  of 
salary.  In  fact,  he  is  the  gainer 
thereby  because  he  is  covered  into 
the  classified  service  and  placed  be- 
yond the  pale  of  politics.  There  are 
twelve  Indian  agencies  which  a  year 
ago  were  in  charge  of  Indian  agents, 
but  which  are  now  under  control  of 
bonded  superintendents,  the  charge  in 
nearly  every  instance  being  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Indian  office.  There  still 
remains  in  the  service  thirty-three  In- 
dian agents  presiding  over  that  man/ 
reservations.  A  number  of  these,  how- 
ever, will  be  recommended  for  dis- 
continuance at  the  next  session  of  con- 
gress and  only  the  most  powerful  po- 
litical in:luence  will  hold  the  agents 
upon  their  reservations.  The  fight 
which  the  South  Dakota  delegation 
made  to  hold  the  Indian  reservatious 
in  that  state  as  agency  reservations  is 
still  remembered.  The  South  Dakota 
delegation,  however,  will  have  to  use 
the  same  powerful  influence  they  did  ir. 
the  Fifty-seventh  congress  tor  Com- 
missioner Jones  is  determined  to  place 
bonded  superintendents  at  Cheyenne 
River,  Crow  Creek  and  Lower  Brule, 
leaving  the  other  reservations  in  the 
ftate,  Pine  Ridge,  Rosebud  and  Sisse- 
ton   as  at   present   constituted.

Judge  J.  H.  Henderson,  of  Indianolo, 
Iowa,  is  in  West  Duluth  today  on  busi- 
ness connected  with  the  first  as.sess- 
ment  on  certain  property  which  he  owns 
on  Central  avenue. 

Mr.  Henderson  was  for  ten  years 
judge  of  the  district  court  in  Indianolo. 

"Our  city  is  not  the  noted  city  of 
Indianolo.  Mis.s.,  where  they  have  had 
I  so  much  trouble  concerning  the  negro 
i  postmaster,"  said  Mr.  Henderson  this 
morning.  "We  are  comparatively  free 
from  the  negro  problem,  in  our  country, 
although  we  had  a  lynching  there  in 
1875.  Our  negroes  are  for  the  most 
part  inoffensive  citizens,  and  since  our 
first  and  only  lynching  we  have  had  no 
trouble  with  them.

THE  KING  AND  QUEEN  LEAVE 
LONDON  FOR  TRIP  TO  IRELAND 

> — ■ 

Great  Entliusiam  Is  Manifested  By  the  People  as 
Their  Majesties  Ride  In  State  From  Bucliingham 
Palace  to  Euston  Station. 


London,  July  20. — King  Edward  and 
Queeji  Alexandria,  accompanied  by  the 
Princess  Victoria  and  ther  suites,  left 
London  at  1  p.  ra.  today  for  Ireland. 
Though  the  day  was  gloomy,  large 
crowds  gathertfd  in  front  of  Bucking- 
ham palace  and  along  the  route  to 
Euston  station  and  enthusiastically 
cheered  their  majesties,  who  drove  to 
the  station  in  state  accompanied  by 
cavalry.  The  king'  wore  the  uniform  of 
an  aumiral. 

Elaborate    arrangements    were    made 
by  the  railroa<l  cotr.pany  for  the  corn- 


one  bag  slipped  out  of  the  hands  of 
the  laborers  and,  falling  to  the  floor, 
burst  open  and  almighty  dollars  rolled 
about.  The  coin  from  the  bursted  bag 
was  gathered  up  and.  to  the  amazement 
of  the  supervisors  of  the  count,  three 
or  four  leaden  disks,  the  exact  size 
and  weight  of  a  standard  silver  dollar, 
were  found.  There  was  a  pause  in  the 
count  and  much  speculation  as  to  how 
the  leaden  disks  should  have  come  into 
the  bag,  which  was  duly  sealed  and 
upon  the  face  showed  that  it  contained 
1000  good  silver  dollars.  When  the  b.ag 
containing  the  lead  disks  was  dis- 
covered, the  count  was  about  half  over, 
and  it  was  decided  to  reopen  every  bag 
hitherto  passed  and  actually  count  the 
coin  dollar  by  dollar  to  see  if  any  other 
bags  contained  other  than  good  silver 
dollars.  This  work  consumed  nearly 
three  months,  and  at  its  completion  it 
was  found  that  800  silver  dollars  had 
been  abstracted  and  leaden  disks  sub- 
stituted. >t**.  „.„ 
There  were  three  or  four  men  who 
could  possibly  have  thus  filched  the 
money  and  a  sharp  investigation  gra- 
dually narrowed  the  margin  do^^n/o 
one  man-a  negro  messenger.  Bein^- 
cornered  the  negro  made  a  confession. 
He  had  purchased  a  delicate  scale  and 
knowing  the  exact  weight  of  a  .standard 
dollar  had  spent  hours  in  forming  lead 
disks  of  the  exact  size  and  ^veight  of 
a  silver  dollar.  This  messengers  duty 
was  to  open  and  close  the  vaults  con- 
taining the  silver  dollars  and  as  op- 
portunities arose  he  would  carefully 
slit  a  bag  along  the  seam,  ab.stract  a 
to    the   fact    that   I   am    taking   a    much-    couple   or  more  coins  and   insert       his 

pieces  of  lead  in  their  place.  He  had 
been  working  his  little  scheme  for 
many  months  and.  as  before  stated, 
secured,  all  told,  800  bright,  new  sil-

Leo's  services  were,  of  course,  primar- 
ily to  the  churgh.  Leo  made  th'J 
church  known  to  the  modern  world. 
as  she  wished  to  be  made  known  as 
hhe  had  not  before  been  known.  In 
one  encyclical  after  another  he  dis- 
coursed on  the  vital  moral  and  dog- 
matic principles  which  constitute  its 
doctrinal  life,  to  the  end  especially  of 
making  clear  their  social  and  civil 
value.  By  dint  of  wise  words  and  acts 
he  tore  to  shreds  the  thick  veils  of  pre- 
judice and  misunderstanding  which,  as 
the  result  of  strifes  and  controversiei 
of  centuries,  had  been  hiding  its  fea- 
tures from  the  eyes  of  millions  of  the 
non-Catholic  world.  He  brought 
close  to  the  church  the  new  age  of 
humanity  and  put  beyond  all  doubt- 
ing the  fact  that  the  most  cherished 
aspirations  of  the  age  not  only  re- 
ceived countenance  from  the  church, 
but  had  grown  out  of  its  spirit  and 
teachings.  Liberty,  civil  and  political, 
individual  rights,  education,  the  pro- 
gress of  science  and  of  discovery,  the 
material  comfort  of  the  masses— all 
this  Leo.  in  the  name  of  the  church, 
blessed  and  advocated.  Today  th^ 
Catholic  church  is  universally  admitted 
to  be  in  the  van  of  humanity's  forward 
march,  and  for  this  Leo  is  to  be 
thanked. 

The  age  owes  much  to  him.  He  was 
the  powerful  exponent  of  its  best  im- 
pulses and  hopes.  He  argued  in  its  sup- 
port. He  swung  the  mighty  power  of 
the  whole  Catholic  church  Into  its  lines 
of  onward  march. 

All  humanity  has  been  benefited  by 
him.  His  noble  life  has  been  an  ex- 
emplar of  ideal  conduct.  He  worked 
lor  humanity  when  he  worked  for  th-» 
thurch,  for  he  believed  that  the  church 
was  the  lever  wherewith  to  uplift  hu- 
manity. He  never  sought  to  help  th-5 
church,  except  through  motives  and 
methods,  most  worthy  in  themselves, 
most  useful  to  humanity.  He  never 
hesitated  to  reach  out  beyond  the  for- 
mal confines  of  the  church  to  serve 
humanity,  to  serve  nations  and  men 
who  were  not  of  the  fold  of  the  church. 
The  heart  of  Leo.  as  his  mind,  knew 
no  limitations,  no  frontiers.  He  was 
the  pontiff  of  humanity. 

One  of  the  most  meaningful  of  the 
acts  of  Leo  was  his  announcement  to 
the  Catholics  of  France  that  it  was  their 
moral  duty  to  adhere  to  the  republic, 
and  the  doctrinal  teaching  regarding 
modern  ideas  and  forms  of  government 
involved  in  that  announcement.  It  was, 
too,  a  masterful  stroke  of  diplomacy. 
All  the  Catholics  of  France  did  not 
follow  Leo;  their  political  traditions 
held  the  field:  today  they  are  suffering 
from  their  shortsighted  conservatism 
and  their  disobedience  towards  Leo. 

What  a  majestic  figure  was  that  of 
Leo.  There  he  stood  for  twenty-six 
long  years  an  old  man,  stripped  of  ex- 
ternal power— naught  but  a  personality 
and  a  voice.  But  kings  and  emperors 
did  him  homage;  his  words  were  caught 
up  by  the  peoples  of  all  countries;  his* 
hand  reached  out  to  the  high  and  the 
low,  the  cultured  scholar  and  the  un- 
tutored .savage;  to  peoples  civilized  and 
tribes  barbarian;  and  by  all  it  was 
grasped  with  loving  and  reverent  ten- 
derness. No  other  man  reigned  at  the 
dawn  of  the  twentieth  century  as  Leo 
reigned— truly  the  .sovereign  of  sove- 
reigns. It  was  the  supreme  triumph 
of  moral  power— the  triumph  of  truth 
and  of  justice,  the  triumph  of  a  soul 
I  replenished  with  truth  and  justice. 
I  With  Leo  there  dies  the  admirer  and 
i  the  lover  of  America.  .Said  he  one  day 
to  a  bishop  from  America:  "Oh,  Amer- 
ica it  is  the  future."  Leo's  clear  vision 
of  things  far  away  in  time  as  well  as  in 
«;pace  had  endeared  America  to  him. 
As  no  other  statesman  in  Europe  Leo 
understood  America— its  possibilities 
and  the  meaning  of  its  institutions. 

Nothing  in  the  circumstances  con- 
nected with  the  illness  and  death  of  Leo 
does  so  much  honor  to  him  and  so  mucn 
honor  to  our  common  human  nature  a-s 
the  sincere  and  outspoken  interest 
taken  in  him  bv  the  non-Catholic  world, 
especially  in  the  United  .states. 

In  America  the  Associated  Press  daily 
burthened   trans-Atlantic     wires     with 

messages  lengthy  and  syn^P^t^K^'^/m?^ 
RonT-.  The  newspapers  of  the  coun- 
try quickly  opened  their  columns  to 
those  messages  and  repeatedly  wrote 
of  Leo  in  friendliest  language. 

In  numerous  Protestant  churches, 
kindliest  mention  was  made  of  Leo 
from  the  pulpit,  and  i.rayers  for  him 
vMcrftiup  to  heaven  from  the  lips  and 
hearts  of  ministers  and  of  congrega- 
tions What  transcendent  merit  in  Leo 
to  have  won  the  world  to  such  an 
axtent— what  nobleness  of  mind  and 
heart  in  men  to  have  risen  high  above 
traditions  and  customs— to  have  accord- 
ed Leo's  greatness  and  goodness;  to 
have  given  him  such  unstinted  love- 
Leo  in  his  last  moments  was  deeply 
touched  on  hearing  of  this  attitude  of 
Protestants  toward  him.  The  world  is 
today  the  better  for  the  sweet  kindliness 
begotten  in  it  by  Leo. 

The  Catholic  church,  America,  hu- 
{manity.  bid  Leo  a  loving  farewell. 
Those  Avho  know  him  closely  feel  their 
heart  strings  quiver  with  deepest  sad- 
ness as  the  marble  lid  closes  over  his 
mortal  remains.  But  God  liveth— and 
other  Leos  we  pray,  will  come  to  us 
as  heaven's  gift.  Best  thou,  Leo;  rest 
at  last  from  thy  long  and  toils<Miie 
battlmgs  on  eartho;  rest,  forever  with 
thy  God,  thy  master.

"The  vessel  owners  should  agree 
among  themselves,  to  cut  out  free  passes 
except  to  members  of  the  companies  and 
close  personal  friends,  or  to  business  ac- 
quaintances witli  a  direct  claim  upon  the 
company."

It  Is 
appalling  to  think  of  any  wheelman  who 
has  the  temerity  to  ride  down  an  incline 
nearly  KKi  feet  high  and  after  travi  rslnff 
a  few  feet  of  almtst  horizontal  planking", 
detaches  himself  from  his  wheel  and 
dive.s  1(>6  feet  through  the  air  tn  a  shallow 
teiik.  Yet  this  is  done  almost  dally  by 
Mr.  A.  M.  Schreyer. 

The  chute  Is  a  light  wooden  structure 
measuring  W-  feet  in  height  at  its  top 
and  2.5  feet  high  at  tlie  lower  end.  or  what 
in  this  instance  might  be  called  tht> 
"jumi'ing  off  place."  The  total  length  of 
the  structure  Is  215  feet.  The  floor  of 
the  raceway  is  formed  of  slat.s  p!ace«l 
thrte  inches  apart.  A  strip.-  of  black 
paints  indicates  the  center  of  the  rath. 
There  i.s  a  slight  ciive  at  the  hjwer  eii<l 
of  the  incline  and  this  curve  in  turn  gives 
way  to  a  nearly  horizontol  pathway  wliicli 
is  slightly  tilted.  The  dive  begins  about 
20  feet  from  the  end  of  this  section.  Th© 
pool  of  water  is  79  feet  away  an«l  Is  38 
feet    loiip.    .S    feet    wide   and    4    feet    <^eep. 

It  would  seem  at  fir.st  sight  that.  If 
this  feat  could  be  successfully  performed, 
it  could  be  repeated  every  day  with  as 
much  precision  as  riding  .i  k>oi>.  but  this 
performance  1'^  one  In  wiiieh  the  <<i!idi- 
tions  are  constantly  changing,  and  ir» 
which  psychology  plays  an  imp<irtant 
part. 

Before  riding  Mr.  .Schreyer  give."  sim- 
.•-•elf  half  an  hi^ur  of  quiet  and  then 
mounts  the  lower  entl  of  the  p:ithway. 
Here  he  studie.«  tlic  position  of  a  fla^ 
beyond  the  pool,  wiiicli  is  adjusted  to 
meet  various  conditions  of  wind.  He  then 
mounts  to  the  top  where  his  helper  hold.-* 
his  wheel.  He  carefully  observes  every 
feature  of  the  landscape,  cheers  himself 
up.  and  when  he  feels  his  nerve  is  at  its 
best  he  releaves  himself  and  pedals  down 
the  incline  at  railroad  speeil.  He  holds 
his  wheel  to  a  painted  stripe  and  looks 
out  f<  r  a  mark  a  little  way  beyond  the 
curve  which  designates  the  spot  where 
he  springy  from  the  wheel.  When  he 
reaches  the  mark  or  the  pathway  he 
rever.-^es  his  wheel  Instaiitly.  and  by  a 
supreme  effort  lie  raises  himself  wtr  the 
handle  bars  and  hurls  liimself  lorwnnt 
to  the  pool,  never  taking  his  eyes  off  the 
little  flag.  His  dive  really  begins  frona 
the  pedals  and  handle  bars  of  his  ni.a- 
chine.  He  sails  through  the  air.  his  body 
twisted  and  temporarily  df-formed.  he 
swings  himself  around  and  gracefully  de- 
•ieends  into  the  tank  amid  the  applause 
of  thousands.  The  wheel  drops  ne.ir 
the  tank  and  is  usually  caught  by  men 
with  a  rope.  The  sen.sation  from  the  time 
the  dive  actually  begins  Is  beyond  de- 
scription.

Most  Warmly  Greeted  By 
People  of  the  City. 

Grand  Reception  Was  Ac- 
corded at  Kingstown. 


Kingston,  Ireland,  July  21.— Xing 
Ed  ward  i.nd  Queen  Alexandra,  ac- 
companied by  Princess  Victoria  and 
th€ir  suites,  arrived  here  this  morn- 
ing on  board  the  royal  yacht  Victoria 
and  Albert. 

Immediately  after  the  yacht  took  its 
position  in  the  harbor,  the  royal  salute 
was  fired  by  thirteen  vessels  of  the 
home  fleet.  A  heavy  rain  which  had 
been  faliing  since  an  early  hour  ceased 
at  1»  o'clock  and  the  sky  cleared,  giving 
irorr.ise  of  fine  weather  for  the  roya) 
eritry  into  Dublin. 

The  morning's  rain  had  bedraggled 
the  decorations,  which  had  been  most 
€-fft-.t;veiy  carried  out  every v, here. 
Mhcie  were  signs  of  welcome  on  the 
public  and  private  buildings  and  small 
(laft  and  the  great  battleships  in  the 
barter  were  gay  with  flowers,  flags 
rnd  bunting.  Thousands  of  people 
Jmed  the  street  and  wharves  awaitij.g 
the  arrival  of  their  majesties.  Whiie 
they  were  gathering  a  note  of  mourn- 
ing was  sourid»-d  amid  the  general  re- 
joicings. It  came  from  the  great  bell 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  church  of  St. 
Michael,  which  was  tolled  solemnly 
In  memory  of  the  pope,  whose  death 
imdf^i.iably  mars  the  sponanetity  of 
wekon.e.  Their  majesties  were  rowed 
fiom  the  Victoria  and  Albert  in  a 
roval  barge  to  the  Victoria  dock,  where 
they  landed  at  11  o'clock. 

They  were  received  by  the  earl  of 
I>ud!ey.  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland,  and 
a  number  of  officials  and  were  con- 
ducted to  a  pavilion,  where  an  address 
of  welcome  was  read  in  behalf  of  the 
Kingston  municipal  council. 

In  replying  to  the  address  King  Ed- 
ward said  he  shared  irt  the  sadness  of 
multitudes  of  his  subjects  over  ihs 
news  of  the  pope's  death.  His  ma- 
jesty said  he  remembered  the  kindness 
•with  which  his  hoUness  hr.d  so  re- 
cently received  him  and  the  interest 
which  Leo  took  in  the  welfare  of 
the    English    people. 


The  king  added  that  his  visit  cam.e 
at  a  time  when  a  new  era  is  opening 
for  Ireland. 

A  special  performance,  which  had 
been  plained  in  the  Royal  theater,  in 
Dublin.  July  24.  has  been  counter- 
m.anded  in  consequence  of  Pope  Leo's 
death. 

Imm.ediately  after  the  cerem.onv 
their  majesties,  accompanied  by  horse 
guards,  drove  off  in  the  direction  of 
Dublin  amid  the  greatest  enthusiasm 
on  the  part  of  the  crowds  lining  the 
road  between  Kinj^ston  and  'Bulls 
Bridi;e.

WORLDWIDE  COMMENTS  ON 

THE  DEATH  OF  THE  PONTIFF 

The  Press,  the  Clergy  and  Many  Others  In  the  Old 
World  and  New  Pay  Tribute  to  Departed  Pope. 


PPvOFOUNDLY  IMPRESSIVE  WAS 
SCENE  AT  DEATH  OF  THE  POPE 

The  Passing  Away  of  the  Venerable  Pontiff,  Sur- 
rounded By  Members  of  the  Sacred  College,  Was 
an  Event  Never  to  Be  Forgotten. 


Rome,  July  21.— The  final  scene  in 
the  death  chamber  of  Pope  Leo  was 
profoundly  impressive.  The  pope's 
death  having  been  expected  since 
noon,  his  deathbed  was  surrounded  by 
practically  all  the  members  of  the 
sacred  college  now  in  Rome  and  the 
"Whole  papal  court,  while  the  pontiff's 
nephews  remained  in  the  papal  library 
until  they  received  word  from  the  doc- 
tors which  announced  that  his  last  ex- 
piring breath  v.as  approaching.  Then 
they  moved  silently  within  the  death 
chamber,  some  standing,  some  kneeling, 
all  awaiting  the  awful  moment  of  dis- 
solution. 

In  the  ante-chamber  had  assembled 
the  high  ecclesiastics,  members  of  the 
diplomatic  corps  and  representatives  of 
the  aristocracy.  awrUting  the  announce- 
ment that  the  final  moment  had  come. 
Profound  silence  reigned  in  the  pope's 
bedroom,  only  broken  by  the  doctors 
rising  to  render  their  expiring  patient 
jncre  comfortable,  by  the  sobs  of  the 
ever-faithful  valet.  Pio  Centra,  or  the 
murmured  prayers  of  Monsignor  Pifferi, 
the  papel  confessor,  himself  S4  years 
old,  who  had  to  be  assisted  to  the  bed- 
side. Softly  he  recited  the  prayers  for 
the  dying,  the  pontiff  at  one  moment 
appearing  to  follow  them  as  though 
conscious  of  what  was  transpiring,  but 
he  could  not  speak.  Then  the  dying 
pope  murmured  something  to  himself. 
In  which  those  bending  over  him  heard 
the  v.ords  "father"  and  "mother." 

Dr.  Lapponi,  who  almost  constantly 
had  his  fingers  on  the  pope's  pulse,  felt 
It  grow  gradually  weafcer  and  weaker, 
and  at  the  same  time  the  pontiffs  ex- 
tremities began  to  get  cold,  his  lips 
becamie  blue,  his  eyes  sank  more  deeply 
Into  his  head,  his  breathing  became 
even  more  difficult  and  there  were 
etiitnge  ratt lings  in  his  throat. 

Finally  the  pope  was  asked  to  bless 
his  nephews  and  all  the  others  present. 
He  attempted  to  raise  himself,  and  the 
extrem.e  emaciation  of  his  person,  cov- 
ered with  a  fine  nightr  shirt,  was  ren- 
dered more  pronounced  by  the  sur- 
roundings. The  portiers  dividing  the 
door  were  drawn  back  to  the  utmost 
to  admit  as  miuch  air  as  possible,  while 
the  light  filtering  through  the  green 
shades  of  the  v.indow  rendered  his 
sunken  eyes  and  shrunken  features 
absolutely  ghastly. 

It  was  a  most  solemn  moment.  The 
head  of  the  pontiff  with  its  white  skull 
cap.  no  whiter  than  the  fringe  of  sil- 
very hair,  rising  above  the  crimson 
coverlet,  his  hand  raised  in  the  fa- 
miliar gesture  of  benediction,  the  kneel- 
ing assemblage  being  too  earnestly  ab- 
sorbed in  deep  affliction,  veneration  and 
weeping  to  even  make  a  movement. 

The  doctors  again  examined  the  dying 
holy  father,  and  ♦hi?  time  found  that  h*^ 
•was  at  the  extreme  limit  of  his  powers 
of  respiration.  Hl.««  eyes  begnn  to  be- 
come dull  and  clouded,  and  Leo  XIII 
entered  into  the  rea.1  agony  of  death, 


v.hich   v.as   recognized   by   all   present 
kneeling. 

The  last  conscious  act  of  the  pontiff 
was  to  turn  his  eyes  toward  the  great 
crucifix  on  the  wall,  after  which  he- 
suffered  from  a  paroxysm  of  choking, 
during  which  he  i)assed  away. 

The  occurrences  in  the  death  cham- 
ber im.m.ediately  foUov.-ing  the  pope'^ 
dem.ise  were  of  impressive  solemnity. 
Couriers  had  been  dispatched  to  sum- 
mion  those  v,ho  are  delegated  to  per- 
form the  first  religious  offices  toward 
the  dead  pope  and  s^oon  the  chanting 
of  the  Franciscan  monks  was  heard  as, 
two  by  tv.o,  in  coarse  brown  habits 
and  with  sandaled  feet,  they  proceeded 
to  the  room  in  which  Leo  lay  dead. 
From  time  immemorial  the  Francis- 
cans have  been  penitentiaries  of  St. 
Peter's.  Following  them  came  the  noble 
guard,  to  watch  over  the  pontiff's  re- 
mains, the  brilliancy  of  their  uniforms 
contrasting  strikingly  with  the  sombre 
attire  of  the  quaintly  garbed  nionks 
and  the  solemn  dignity  of  the  cham- 
ber itself.  The  only  sound  heard  was 
the  measured  chanting  of  the  psalms 
of  penitence  by  a  group  of  mionks, 
kneeling  beside  the  dead  pope.  Guards 
took  up  positions  at  the  foot  of  the 
couch  and  stood  by,  rigid  and  silent  as 
statues  v.lth  swords  drawn  and  re- 
versed,  pointing  to   the  floor. 

The  death  chamber  presented  much 
the  appearance  as  it  did  at  the  time 
of  the  final  illness  of  the  pope.  It  is 
situated  on  the  third  lloor  of  the  Vati- 
can, the  apartments  fronting  the  splen- 
did plaza  of  St.  Peter's  and  the  win- 
dows of  the  room  comm.anding  a  view 
of  the  tall  obelisk  and  playing  foun- 
tains, with  Rome  stretching  off  be- 
yond the  Tiber.  Across  the  middle  of 
the  room  hang  heavy  draperies,  partly 
concealing  the  bed  on  which  lay  the 
silent  form  of  the  dead  pontiff.  By  the 
side  of  the  low  bed  burned  a  number 
of  candles  and  from  above  looked  down 
the  picture  of  the  Madonna,  with  the 
infant  Christ  in  her  arms.  Leo's  desk 
was  closed,  but  some  of  the  books  on 
religious  topics  remained  on  It.  The 
body  lay  exactly  as  it  was  at  the  mo- 
ment of  the  pope's  last  expiring  breath. 
A  white  veil  was  thrown  over  the  dead 
man's  face,  while  awaiting  the  solemn 
entrance  of  the  camerlingo,  who  was 
to  officially  pronounce  the  jvontiff  ac- 
tually dead.  The  gruesome  details  of 
the  embalming  will  not  be  performed 
until  alter  the  lapse  of  twenty-four 
hours.  Then  the  body  will  be  robed  in 
full  pontifical  vestments  for  the  im 
posing   funeral    ceremonies.

Paris,  July  21.— The  Figaro  this  morn- 
ing, in  an  article  on  Pope  Leo,  describes 
him  as  one  of  the  greatest  political 
popes.

The  history  of  his  pontificate,  with 
its  marvels  and  its  blessings,  point  to 
Leo  XIII  as  having  been  pre-eminently 
a  chosen  instrument  in  the  hands  of 
Divine  Providence. 

His  paternal  solicitude  extended  to 
all  peoples.  America  always  had  a 
large  share  of  both  his  pronounced  af- 
fection  and   his  anxious   care. 

With  what  emotion  do  I  recall  the 
words  that  fell  from  those  venerable 
lips  as  I  bade  farewell  at  the  end  of 
a  mem.orable  audience,  after  he  had 
listened  to  an  account  of  the  progress 
of  the  church  in  this,  our  diocese,  dur- 
in  ghis  own  lifetime:  "Ah,"  he  said, 
"amid  my  many  trials,  America  is  my 
consolation.  There  the  church  enjoys 
liberty.  In  the  United  States  she  is 
free  to  build  her  churches  and  her 
schools  unmolested.  Here  in  Rome,  I, 
the  vicar  of  Christ,  am  as  a  slave,  de- 
prived of  free  action.  In  Italy,  in 
France,  the  church  is  being  persecuted 
by  those  who  should  defend  hir. 
Thank  God  for  the  consolation^^  that 
conies  to  use  from  free  America." 

The  Tribuna  today  published  an  inter- 
view with  Cardinal  Svampa,  archbishop 
of  Bologne,  who.  the  paper  say-s,  has 
quit,--  '•ecovered  from  his  stroke  of  par- 
alysis.

Rome,  July  21.— This  morning  began 
the  first  of  those  grandiose  and  unique 
cerem.onies  which  follow  the  demise  of 
a  pope  and,  although  private,  it  was 
conducted  with  great  pomp  and  was 
most  impressive.  All  the  cardinals 
present  Jn  Rome,  numbering  twenty- 
nine,  assem.hled  at  the  apostolic  palace 
to  view  the  remains  of  the  late  Leo 
Xill  and  officially  to  pi-onounce  hiin 
dead.  Cardinal  Oreglia,  dean  cf  the 
sacred  college  and  camerlingo  of  the 
holy  Roman  church,  had  to  put  aside 
his  cardinal's  robes  as  a  sign  of  deep 
mourning,  and  was  gowned  entirely  in 
violet.  The  other  cardinals  were  crim- 
son robes  with  violet  collars,  indicative 
of  mourning. 

Within  the  death  chamber  the  body 
lay  with  a  v.hite  veil  over  the  face,  on 
the  bed,  surrounded  by  Franciscan  pen- 
itentiaries, while  outside  the  noble 
guard  maintained  a  solemn  vigil.  The 
profound  silence  was  anly  broken  by 
the  chanting  of  prayers  for  the  dead. 
Into  this  solemn  presence  cam.e  the 
mourning  procession  of  cardinals,  who, 
kneeling,  silently  prayed.  Then  the 
prelates  reverently  looked  on  while 
Cardinal  Oreglia  approached  the  re- 
m.ams.  For  this  niorning's  function 
the  piope's  bedroom  had  been  trans- 
formed into  a  kind  of  mortuary  chapel, 
with  the  altar  at  one  end,  liaving  in  the 
center  a  crucifix  surrounded  by  six 
lighted  candles.  Four  candles  stood  at 
the  bed  corners. 

The  white  veil  was  then  removed 
from  the  dead  man's  face,  revealing  the 
cameo-like  features  of  the  departed 
pcie,  rendered  sharper  and  more  trans- 
parent by  death.  So  lifelike  was  the 
body  that  thoi?e  present  half  expected 
Leo  to  raise  his  hand  in  the  familiar 
gesture   of  blessing. 

A  moment  of  breathless  silence  en- 
sued and  then  the  cardinal  camerlingo, 
taking  the  aspersorium,  sprinkled  the 
late  pontiff  with  holy  w.'iter  and  said, 
in  a  firm  voice,  "Qiocchino,"  (the 
Christian  name  of  the  deceased  holy 
father),  when  there  was  no  answer  tne 
same  word  was  repeated  three  times, 
louder  and  louder.  After  which,  turn- 
ing to  the  kneeling  cardinals,  the  cam- 
erlingo solemnly  announced: 

"Papa  vere  mortuus  est"  ("The  pope 
is  really  dead.")  As  the  words  were 
uttered  there  arose  from  the  kneeling 
cardinals  a  sigh,  like  that  of  the  wind 
in  the  trees  at  night,  a  tribute  paid  to 
the  late  pontiff  by  these  princely  beads 
of  the  church. 

After  this,  in  voices  trembling  with 
emotion,  the  ranking  cardinals  recited 
the  De  Profundis,  gave  absolution  and 
tpringlcd  the  body  with  holy  water. 

Following  the  ceremony  of  the  recog- 
nition of  the  death  of  th^-  pope  by  the 
sacred  college  came  another,  s'norter, 
but  no  less  significant  ar.d  symbolic. 
On  Leo's  finger  was  the  famous  Fisher- 
man'K  ring,  which  the  camerlingo,  with 
a  whispered  prayer,  drew  gently  off, 
and  wnich,  later,  will  be  broken  in  the 
presence  c>f  the  cardinals,  reset  and 
presented  to  the  new  pope  when  he  is 
elected. 

The  ring  is  of  very  great  antiquity. 
It  is  even  said  to  have  belonged  to  St. 
Peter  himself.  It  is  a  stone  of  little 
value,  cut  with  the  scene  of  St.  Peter 
drawing  in  fishing  nets.  Jt  was  firsz 
used  about  the  year  1265,  but  for 
secret  docum*»nts  it  was  only  used  later. 
Officially,  it  is  one  of  the  symbols  of 
office  most  prized  by  the  cnurch.  Al- 
though lost  two  or  three  timics,  it  has 
always  been  recovered. 

Hundreds  of  offers  have  come  from 
Italy  and  abroad,  from  doctors,  drug- 
gists and  specialists  for  the  embalm- 
ing of  the  remains  of  Pope  Leo,  but, 
naturally,  not  one  of  them  has  be  in 
accepted. 

Cardinal  Rampolla  intended  to  leave 
the  Vatican  last  night,  im.mcdiately 
after  the  death  of  the  pope,  v.hcn,  hav- 
ing officially  announced  the  demise  of 
the  pontiff  to  the  diplomatic  body  ac- 
credited to  the  Vatican  and  to  the 
papal  nuncios,  with  instructions  to 
have  the  news  communicated  to  the 
various  foreign  rulers,  he  considere.l 
his  duties  as  papal  secretary  of  state 
to  have  teen  done.  Kampoila  was  on 
the  point  of  leaving  when  Cardinal 
Oregiia  insistently  begged  him  to  re- 
m.aiii  in  the  apartment  he  had  occu- 
pied for  more  than  sixteen  years  and 
the  secretary  of  state  acceded  to  the 
reciuest. 

The  vicar  of  Rome.  Cardinal  Fietro 
Respighi,  has  caused  to  be  attached 
to  the  doors  of  the  churches  an  an- 
nouncem.ent  of  the  death  of  Pope  Leo 
with  instructions  regarding  the  prayers 
to  be  offered  and  also  giving  informa- 
tion about   the   funeral  services. 

The  government  of  tl|e  Catholic 
church  has  been  officially  a^sum.ed  by 
Cardinal  Oregiia  as  dean  of  the  sac- 
red college  and  as  dean  of  the  car- 
dinal bishops.  He  will  be  assisted  by 
the  deans   of  the  other  two  orders  of 

cardinals,  Cardinal  Macchi  of  the 
cardinals,  and  Cardinal  Rampolla  for 
the  cardinal  priests,  the  last,  however, 
merely  as  a  substitute  for  Cardinal 
Netto,  the  patriarch  of  Lisbon,  who. 
when  he  arrives,  will  take  over  his 
own   duties. 

The  cardinals  present  in  Rome  met 
this  miorning.  under  Cardinal  Oregiia, 
in  a  preparatory  congregation,  held  m 
the  Fiall  of  the  consistory.  Oregiia 
communicated  to  them  the  first  in- 
structions he  has  given  since  the  death 
of  the  peope,  informing  them  of  the 
numerous  messages  of  condolence  re- 
ceived from  all  parts  of  the  world  an  J 
of  the  universal  mourning  for  Leo  XIII. 
An  exchange  of  ideas  took  place  re- 
garding the  ceremonies  preceding  the 
conclave.  When  Cardinal  Oregll.t 
asked  for  the  advice  of  one  of  the 
caxdixials  present,  the  latter  replied: 


"It  is  difficult  to  give  advice.  In- 
deed, you  must  teach  us  what  to  do.  as 
not  one  of  us  has  ever  participated  In  a 
conclave." 

Tile  following  telegram,  dated  Molde, 
Norway,  has  been  received  by  Cardinal 
Oregiia  from  the  German  emperor: 

"Molde,  Norv.ay.  July  20,  1»C'.3.— I  am 
painfully  affected  by  the  sad  news  I 
have  just  received.  I  send  to  the  illus- 
trious college  of  cardinals  the  expres- 
sions of  my  sincere  sympathy  at  the 
grievous  loss  the  Roman  Catholic 
church  has  sustained  through  tlio 
demise  of  the  pope.  I  shall  aiways  re- 
tain a  faithful  memory  of  the  exalted 
and  venerable  man,  who  v.as  a  personal 
friend  of  mine,  and  whose  extraordin- 
ary gifts  of  heart  and  mind  compelled 
my  admiration  anew  only  a  few  weeks 
ago  on  the  occasion  cf  my  last  visit  to 
Rom.e.  WILHELM,   I.    R." 

Dr.  Lapponi  yesterday  sent  to  Prince 
Colonna,  mayor  of  Rome,  the  following 
notice: 

"To  the  Illustrated  Mayor  of  Rome, 
the  Capitol:  With  grief  I  announce  to 
you  that  at  4  p.  m.  today  there  erased 
to  live,  from  a  dynamic  pneumonia, 
folicwed  by  hemorrhagic  pleurisy,  the 
holiness  of  our  Lord,  Leo  XIII,  pope, 
formerly  Gioacchino  Pecci.  of  Carpin- 
eto.  Rome,  at  the  age  of  S>3  years  and  S 
months.

"Pontifical  Physician  and  Sanitary 
Official  Delegated  to  the  Vatican  by 
the  Nuncio  of  Rome. 

"From  the  Vatican.  July  20.  If03." 

The  Italian  government  has  given 
orders  to  the  railroad  officials  that  car- 
dinals con.i ng  to  Rome  for  the  con- 
clave shail  be  considered  princes  of  the 
blood  and  have  reserved  compartments 
from  the  frontier.  In  addition,  m- 
structions  have  been  given  to  all  the 
governmient  authorities  to  put  them- 
selves at  the  disposal  of  the  cardmals, 
if  they  are  requested  to  do  so,  and  to 
leave  nothing  undone  for  their  accom- 
modation and  protection. 

New  York,  July  21.— An  unverified  re- 
port, published  by  the  Temps  and 
cabled  by  the  Paris  correspondent  of 
the  Herald,  says:  "At  the  death  of 
Leo  XIII  a  certain  number  of  bulls 
were  founcl  which  partially  changed 
the  form  of  the  conclave.  This,  in  fact, 
will  not  longer  be  a  conclave,  properly 
speakirig,  as  the  cardinals  will  noj.  be 
restricted  as  to  their  miovements. 

"They  will  simply  assemble  twice  a 
day  for  deliberations  and  balloting, 
without  being  constrained  to  live  in 
common,  which  is  always  harrowing  for 
ill  and  infirm  cardinals. 

"They  will  take  an  oath  each  time 
they  leave  the  Vatican  to  reveal  nothing 
and  not  to  be  influenced  by  any  govern- 
ment. 

"The  pope  has  a  right  I0  modify  the 
method  of  election,  and  bulls  to  that 
effect  remain  in  force  until  modified  or 
abrogated  by  a  suceeding  pope.  Leo 
XIII,  shortly  before  the  death  of  Pius 
IX,  when  he  was  camerlingo,  made  sev- 
eral modifications  In  the  rules  govern- 
ing the  conclave.  It  is  not  unlikely, 
therefore,  that  he  had  planned  other 
modifications  mere  essential  and  appro- 
priate to  m.odern  times." 


Rome,  July  21. — According  to  a  state- 
n:;ent  coming  from  a  high  ecclesiastical, 
arrangements  at  the  Vatican  ai-e  belnff 
pressed  forward  which  will  enable  the 
conclave  of  cardinals  to  begin  sitting 
Aug.  1.  However,  it  is  now  thought  the 
sessions  may  last  considerably  longer 
tlian  at  first  expected — even  lonK 
enough  to  permit  Cardinal  Moran,  of 
Sydney,  N.  S.  W.,  to  arrive  in  time  to 
take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

An  ambassador  accredited  to  th^ 
Vatican  says  the  question  of  Pope 
Leo's  successor  is  a  peculiarly  open 
one  at  the  present  moment.  The  per- 
sonality of  the  candidates  plays  a  mucli 
more  important  part  than  in  any  pre 
ceding  conclave,  since  the  conditiona 
prevailing  in  the  past  are  now  en- 
tirely changed.  Formerly  the  sacred 
college  was  divided  into  several  dis- 
tinct parties.  There  was,  first,  that 
cornpase  dof  the  cardinals  who  were 
members  of  the  great  Roman  families, 
nearly  every  one  of  which  was  repre- 
sented in  the  college.  These  a'ways  ex- 
erted very  powerful  influence  in  the 
election  of  a  pope.  At  the  present  time 
there  is  only  one  scion  of  a  great  Ro- 
man house  among  the  cardinals,  narriC- 
ly  Cardinal  Battisti  Casaii  Del  Grago, 
v'ho,  from  the  standpoint  of  the  elec- 
tion of  a  new  pontiff  is  relatively  un- 
imj-ortant.  Then  there  we.-e  partiea 
composed  of  cardinals  appointed  by 
the  same  vo\>^,  who  usually  ranged 
themselves  into  separate  bodies.  In 
addition  to  the  members  of  the  sa/^red 
college  appointed  by  the  pope  svho 
had  then  just  pasj-ed  away  there  were 
usually  considerable  numbers  chosem 
by  his  predecessor,  and  even  a  few, 
nominated  by  the  pope  preceding  him. 
In  consequence  of  Leo  XIII's  longf- 
reign,  these  parties  have  entirely  dis- 
appeared. In  the  present  conclave 
there  will  be  only  one  cardinal,  Car- 
dinal Oregiia,  who  was  not  appointed 
by  Pope  1^0.  As  a  result  of  thepe- 
changes  the  approaching  conclave  _will 
be  much  more  under  the  influence  of 
individual  candidates  than  in  the  past, 
rendering  it  impossible  to  forecast  lhe> 
election  with  any  degree  of  certainty. 
It  is  considered  highly  probable  that 
the  new  popie  will  be  a  man  at  present 
not   thought  of  and   not  talked  about. 


St.  Petersburg.  July  21.— The  Russian 
press  unanimously  praises  Pope  Leo'» 
Catholicity  of  view,  his  comprehension- 
of  the  historical  mission  of  the  papacy, 
his  grasp  of  social  prcblems  and  his  un- 
failing Interest  In  everything  furthering 
the  peaceful  progress  of  mankind. 
These,  together  with  the  late  pope's 
quick  perception,  strong  will  ard  tem- 
perate, politic  disposition,  justify,  the 
paper  adds,  giving  him  the  title  <3^\ 
•the  great  pope."

All  that  is  left  of  one  of  Paradise 
alley's  most  highly  cultured  colored 
gentleman  is  at  .St.  Luke's  hospital  in 
a  distressingly  carved  condition. 

Incidentally  Duluth  narrowly  es- 
caped the  disgrace  of  another  murder, 
similar  to  that  for  which  Charles  Hen- 
derson paid  the  life  penalty  last  win- 
ter. 

Frank  Casey  and  Willis  Jackson,  both 
colored,  were  rivals  for  the  fickle 
favor  of  Addie  Clayton.  Recently  she 
had  shown  a  decided  preference  for 
Jackson. 

At  an   early   hour  this  morning  she 

invited    Jackson    to    accompany       her 

home  from  a  party.  Hhe  had  apartments 

at  113  St  Croix  avenue.  When  they 
arrived  there  and  were  entering  a 
darkened  room,  Casey  sprang  out  from 
behind  a  door  and  beat  Jackson  ov^r 
the  head. 

Jackson  ran  over  to  the  Central 
hotel  and  secured  a  friend  to  take  him 
to  a  doctor  to  get  his  head  fixed.  When 
they  emerged  from  the  hotel  Casey 
was  there  and  knocked  Jackson  down 
with  a  big  rock. 

Casey  then  jumped  on  the  prostrate 
man  and  cut  him  across  the  wrist  with 
a  sharp  knife.  Jackson  got  the  knife 
away  from  him  and  plunged  it  In 
close  to  Casey's  heart.  That  took  much 
of  the  fight  out  ol*  his  antagonist  and 
Jackson  began  to  tarve  up  the  other 
man  in  a  highly  scierititic  manner. 

He  first  stuck  the  knife  into  one  of 
the  loudest  shirts  that  ever  blazed 
through  Paradise  alley,  incidentally  ex- 
posing the  interior  of  Mr.  Casey's  ab- 
domen, it  then  occurred  to  Jackson 
that  Casey's  face  was  r.ot  as  open  as  It 
might  be,  and  he  opened  it.  Then  he 
remembered  that  somewhere  he  had 
heard  of  people  getting  "ripped  up  the 
back,"  so  Casey  was  ripped  up  the 
back.  He  d'd  not  look  much  like  a 
rival  when  Jackson  got  through  with 
him. 

Jackson  and  his  friend  tried  to  get 
away  from  the  police,  but  it  was  not 
long  before  he  and  the  Clayton  woman 
were  both  behind  the  bars  at  the  cen- 
tral police  station,  where  they  are  held 
pendnig  the  result  of  Casey's  in- 
juries. 

The  remnants  of  Mr.  Jackson's  rival 
crawled  for  a  block  or  so  before  being 
picked  up,  and  was  at  once  hurried  to 
.St.  Luke's.  A  physician  and  sever.il 
nurses  worked  over  him  for  nearly 
three  hours,  sewing  up  the  long  slashes 
and  replacing  certain  parts  of  interior 
that   protruded. 

This  afternoon  1-t  v.-as  said  that  ne 
had  a  good  chance  to  live  If  compli- 
cations did  not  set  in.  With  the  pos- 
sible excet>tion  of  the  Karvo  murder,  it  i 
was  the  ugliest  bit  of  carving  ever 
seen  by  the  local  authorities. 

The  Clayton  person  was  formerly  the 
close  friend  of  Casey,  but  when  Jack- 
son struck  Duluth,  arrayed  to  beat 
Solomon  in  all  his  glory,  Casey  com- 
plained of  severe  chills  every  time  he 
attempted  to  get  within  hailing  distance 
of  Miss  Clayton. 

Peter  Staples,  the  friend  of  Jackson, 
that  saw  the  st^ibbing,  is  under  arrest 
and  v.ill  he  held  by  the  authorities  as 
a  witness.  Even  if  Casey  gets  well, 
Jackson  will  be  prosecuted  for  assault- 
ing him   with   intent   to  kill.

Albert  Lane  Stabs  His 

Shipmate  In   a 

Quarrel. 

Two    America    Sailors 
Fight  Over  Accusa- 
tion of  Theft. 


Two  sailors  from  the  steamer  Am.er- 
ica  fought  a  desperate  battle  on  a  ccal 
dock  at  the  foot  of  Fifth  avenue  west 
this  morning. 

As  a  result.  Wheelman  Peterson  was 
removed  to  St.  Luke's  hospital  quite 
badly  cut  on  face,  hands  and  body, 
and  Albert  Jane,  with  whom  he  v.as 
fighting,  is  at  the  central  police  station 
under  arrest. 

The  America  came  in  from  Port  Ar- 
thur and  Isle  Royale  about  9  o'clock 
<his  morning,  and  after  unloading  pas- 
sengers and  freight  at  the  Lake  avenue 
docks,  moved  over  to  the  Northwestern 
coal  dock  to  coal  up. 

Peterson  and  Lane  had  been  quarrel- 
ing all  morning,  the  wheelman  accusing 
the  latter  of  stealing  $5  from  him 
when  he  went  to  his  berth  for  the  pur- 
pose of  calling  him  on  watch  eaily  in 
the  morning. 

Lane  was  very  indignant  at  this 
charge,  and  during  an  extra  warm 
argument  he  invited  Peterson  out  on 
the  dock  to  fight  it  out.  Peterson  ac- 
cepted. The  mixing  was  fierce  while 
it  lasted,  and  Lane  went  down  with 
Peterson  on  top  of  him.  The  next 
thing  spectators  saw  was  spurting  blood 
and  a  dripping  blade  which  Lane  from 
beneath  was  endeavoring  to  stick  into 
Peterson  again.  At  this  juncture  Mate 
McLane  and  a  young  man  named  Lewis 
Lester  broke  in  and  separated  the 
two. 

The  mate  took  Lane  and  turned  him 
over  to  the  police,  while  friends  took 
Peterson  to  the  hospital.  About  fifteen 
men  stood  around  during  the  cutting 
and  did  not  offer  to  interfere. 

Peterson's  injuries  are  bad  to  look  at, 
and  undoubtedly  very  painful,  but  they 
are  not  considered  serious.

County  Auditor  Halden  has  received 
the  peddlers'  licenses  or  certificates 
that  are  to  be  provided  free  of  charge, 
to  soldiers  and  sailors  who  have  been 
honorably  discharged  from  the  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States,  under  the 
new  law.  The  licenses  state  speci- 
fically across  the  face  of  them  that 
they  are  to  be  used  only  by  such  per- 
bons. 

Mr.  Halden  will  furnish,  on  applica- 
tion, free  of  charge,  to  old  soldiers 
and  sailors,  these  licenses,  the  only  re- 
quirement being  that  the  applicant 
shall  show  him  a  certificate  of  honor- 
able discharge  and  proofs  of  identity. 
The  state  legislature  evidently  sur- 
mised that  efforts  would  be  made  by 
persons  who  never  served  in  the  army 
and  navy  to  fraudulently  gain  pos- 
session of  one  of  these  certificates, 
hence  the  clause  relative  to  the  iden- 
tification. 

In  the  city  of  Duluth  a  peddkr's 
license  costs  $25  and  enarly  all  of  the 
other  towns  in  the  county  charge  a 
fee  varying  from  $1  up  to  $10.  The 
certificates  issued  to  the  old  soldiers 
and  sailors  gives  them  the  privilege 
of  peddling  anywhere  within  the  cities, 
the  county  or  the  state. 

The  issuing  of  licenses  to  the  proper 
persons  is  compulsory  with  the  county 
clerk,  or  with  the  clerk  of  any  incor- 
porated town,  village  or  municipality 
in  the  state,  the  penalty  on  refusal 
beng  a  fine  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $10 
or  more  than  $£0.  To  the  fine  may  be 
eidded  imprisonment  in  iJie  county  jail 
not  to  exceed  ten  days. 

Any  clerk  of  a  county,  town,  village, 
city  or  municipality,  who  charges  a 
fee  for  the  issuance  of  one  of  the  above 
described  peddler's  licenses  will  be 
subject  to  the  penalty.

Will  Found  Home  For  New 
York's  Waifs. 

New  York,  July  21. — Commander 
Booth-Tucker  has  jiurchased  for  the 
Salvation  Army  the  farm  of  Mrs.  Al- 
on^o  D.  Grey  near  Spring  Valley,  N.  Y., 
which  is  to  be  used  as  a  summer  re- 
treat for  ailing  children  and  their 
mothers  from  the  crowded  districts  of 
New  York.  It  is  to  be  called  "The 
Cherry  Tree  Home  for  Waifs  and 
Straj's."  That  name  was  suggested 
for  these  homes  by  Mrs.  Grover  Cleve- 
land at  the  time  of  the  opening  of  a 
similar  retreat  at  Rutherford,  N.  Y,, 
several  years  ago. 

The  property  at  Rutherford  has 
proved  inadequate  recently  principally 
for  lack  of  surrounding  grounds.  They 
Grey  farm  was  bought  by  the  army  for 
$13,000.  About  12000  is  to  be  expended 
on  it  for  imi>roveinenta,  both  on  the 
buildings  and  grounds.  It  comprises 
over  seventy  acres  of  land.  The  proper- 
ty is  situated  on  a  knoll  of  ground 
Ameri- 1  overlooking  a  .small  lake  stocked  with 
fish  and  providing  an  opportunity  al.?o 
for  boating  and  liathlng.  There  is  an 
apple  orchard  of  twelve  acres  as  well 
as  ten  acres  of  woodland,  great  clover 
fields,  and  everything,  in  a  way,  is  of 
.such  natural  attwictiveness  as  to  make 
the  place  Inviting  as  well  as  healthful 
to  the  dwellers  in  the  city  tenements. 

It  was  built  in  the  old-fashioned  resi- 
dential style.  The  building  proper  con- 
tains about  thirty  rooms,  but  a  fresh- 
air  camj)  is  to  be  constructed  near  the 
main  building,  which  is  intended  to  ac- 
commodate about  I'.O  persons.

This  com- 
munity, one  of  the  most  tranquil  in  the 
world,  where  there  are  many  churches 
and  no  .saloons,  was  so  profoundly  shock- 
ed that  girls  of  the  present  day,  whose 
beauty  makes  them  vain,  are  told  of 
M.irtha  Henderson's  charms  and  how  her 
life   was   wrecked. 

Round  Grove,  where  the  Henderson's 
lived,  is  in  the  extreme  northern  pai't  oi 
Lawrence  county.  Since  long  before  the 
v.ai"  a  H'jndersoa  h  id  always  been  a  man 
ot"  inlluence  in  the  community,  but  in 
tlie  fall  of  1S7»;.  when  Martha  llendc-son 
was  a  Hltle  i)ast  IS  years  of  nge,  the  Hen- 
derson homestead  became  a  Mecca,  wiiere 
every  young  man  in  the  neighborhood 
either  paid  homage  or  wanted  to.  The 
girl's  beauty  was  ni>t  the  peach  and  cream 
negative  prettiness  of  so  many  country 
girls,  bt  warm,  rich  and  ruyal.  It  con- 
sisted of  no  particular  feature,  but  a 
combination  of  all  added  to  that  indelin- 
able  <iii;ility  that  the  Scotch  call  'the 
come  hither  in  the  e'e." 

The  hou.se  was  a  veritable  graveyard  of 
lover's  hojjes.  One  suitor  was  refused  as 
impartially  as  another.  Tiiere  wa.i  no 
discrimination  between  the  rick  and  the 
poor  nor  between  the  ugly  and  the  hand- 
some. All  were  welcome  as  friends,  but 
nf  ne    of   them    as    lovers. 

Among  the  legion  that  had  been  re- 
fuseil  were  Robert  Poland  and  Frank 
Morris,  two  young  farmers  of  the  neigh- 
borhood, Poland  was  kr.own  as  a  wild, 
reckless  sort,  whik  Morris  was  a  model 
of  propriety.  The  two  youths  represent- 
etl  two  opposite  types,  and  had  no  likes 
in  common  except  their  love  for  Martha 
Henderson.  Strangely  enough,  instead 
of  making  them  eneirie.^.  this  drew  them 
together,  and  the  plot  they  formed  defies 
comi'rohension.

John  T.  Atkinson,  chief  engineer  of 
dredge  No.  8  of  the  Lake  Superior  Con- 
tracting and  Dredging  company  met  a 
terrible  death  yesterday  afternoon  as 
the  result  of  an  accident  while  working 
on  the  dredge  at  the  blast  furnace. 

He  was  engaged  in  straightening  the 
rope  on  the  drum  with  a  sledge  ham- 
mer. His  foot  slipped  on  the  floor, 
which  Avas  covered  with  oil,  and  he  was 
caught  by  the  cable.  He  was  terribly- 
mangled  before  the  machinery  could  be 
stopped. 

Several  of  the"  men  on  the  dredge 
witnessed  the  accident,  and  they  all  say 
that  he  made  no  outcry.  It  is  likely 
that  death  was  almost  instantaneous. 

The  remains  were  taken  to  Filia- 
traulfs  undertaking  establishment, 
where  they  now  lie. 

The  deceased  came  to  Duluth  about 
ten  years  ago  from  Sciult  Ste.  Marie, 
and  the  remain:  will  be  shipped  to  that 
city  for  burial.  A  brother  arrived  in 
the  city  today  to  take  charge  of  the 
funeral  arrangements, 

Mr.  Atkinson  was  37  years  of  age  and 
leaves  a  wife  but  no  children.  He  lived 
at  2S14  West  Second  street  and  had  been 
in  the  employ  of  the  Lake  Superior  Con- 
tracting and  Dredging  company  for 
about  ten  years,  and  for  the  past  four 
years  had  charge  of  the  dredge  on 
which  he  met  his  death.

Martha  Henderson  was  lying  on  the 
floor  moaning  incoherently.  She  was 
shot  in  the  cheek  and  through  the  bridge 
of  the  nose.  By  her  side  lay  the  family 
Bible.  On  the  other  side  of  the  room 
Robert  Poland  lay.  revolver  In  hand,  and 
a   bullet   through   his   heart. 

In  their  fright  and  anguish,  the  Hen- 
dersons did  not  hear  the  .sound  of  the 
buggy  wheeLs  as  Frank  Morris  drove 
awa.v. 

Farmer  Henderson  at  once  alarmed 
the  neighbors.  A  surgeon  was  summoned. 
He  salil  Martha  Henderson  would  re- 
cover, but  her  face  would  never  again 
be  called  lovely. 

The  tragedy  caused  a  nine-days'  won- 
der. At  the  Inquest  over  the  body  of 
Poland  the  entries  in  his  diary  explained 
the   queer   plot. 

Both  Poland  and  Morris  had  been  re- 
fused. They  made  an  agreement  to  kid- 
nap the  girl  ami  to  compel  her  to  marry 
one  of  them.  This  was  to  be  left  to  her 
choice,  and  in  c:iBe  she  refused 
were  to  draw  cards  to  decide  who  was 
to    be    her    husband. 

Poland,  while  his  companion  in  crime 
was  in  the  roadway  decoying  Hender- 
son away  from  the  house  had  sought 
the  girl  in  her  room  and  had  explained 
to  her  what  they  had  decided  upon.  In 
an  effort  to  escape  him  she  ran  down  the 
stairs,  with  him  after  her.  When  she 
reached  the  sitting  room  she  screamed, 
hoping  to  attract  her  father.  Poland 
on  finding  that  the  girl  was  likely  to  es- 
cape, tired  at  her  just  as  she  had  seized 
the  family  Bible  .nnd  held  it  up  in  front 
of    her    to    protect    herself. 

All  the  communit.v  turned  out  to  hunt 
for  Morris,  but  the  \-oung  mnn  f'.'^d  the 
couvtr.v  and  to  this  day  he  h  i.s  not  been 
found.  It  is  suppo.spil  he  did  not  know 
th.'it  Poland  contemplated  murder  and 
suicide  when  he  went  to  th.^  Henderson

Prof  Sedgwick  is  a  well-known  Inventor, 
nossessiiig  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
mechanical  and  electrical  sciences,  and 
a  practical  railwiy  man  of  many  years' 
experience.  Ten  vears  ago  he  took  up 
the  question  of  safeguarding  railway  traf- 
fic bv  a  system  of  automatic  signaling. 
How  he  reached  a  most  important  con- 
clusion In  his  study  of  the  subject  cf  pre- 
venting railway  accidents  is  related  in  the 
following  account  of  the  inventor's  ex- 
perience as  a  locomotive  fireman: 

"There  Is  a  class  of  large,  heavy  loco- 
motives known  to  railway  men  as 
"Mother  Hubbards,"  or  "Moguls."  On 
tho.'se  huge  machines  the  engineer  and 
fireman  are  far  apart  and  cannot  .see  each 
other  when  at  their  respective  posts,  sn 
that  the  duty  of  watching  the  track  aheai 
devolves  entirely  upon  the  engineer.  Prof. 
Sedgwick  was  riding  upon  one  of  the.se 
locomotives  one  night,  sitting  on  the  left 
side  of  the  cab.  The  height  of  the  boiler 
prevented  him  from  seeing  the  engineer, 
who  was.  of  course,  upon  the  right  side. 
The  train  was  an  Erie  fast  freight,  and 
was  rushing  along  at  the  rate  of  40  miles 
an  hour,  with  orders  to  take  the  siding 
at  a  station  ahead  for  No.  4  the  night  ex- 
press, going  in  the  oppo.site  direction,  on 
a  single-track  division  of  the  line.  Prof. 
Sedgwick  was  deen  in  tne  study  of  the 
vroblcj.i  which  had"  occupied  his  thoughts 
for  years,  when  he  was  .startled  by  the 
cr<^sh  of  breaking  glass  and  the  cry  of  a 
man   evidently     in     need     of   assistance.

"1  said  to  him,  'It 
was  a  lucky  thing  that  I  was  in  the  cab 
tonight.  What  would  have  happened  if  1 
hadn't  heard  your  cry.  or  if  you  had  been 
alone,    as    you    are  generally?" 

'•  VVe  would  never  have  taken  the  .Glid- 
ing for  No.  4.  and  nothing  could  have 
prevented  a  smash  between   us  and  her." 

"    (t  was  then  that  1  decided,"  says  the 
profe.-«or,    "that    no    scheme    that    had    to 
depcnu    upon    any    human    agency 
would     prove      an      effective 
against  railway  accidents,'  " 

His  "train-stop."  therefore,  operates  au- 
tomatically, conii>elliiig  action  by  the  en- 
gineer or  stopping  his  train  in  advance 
of  a  danger  point,  whether  he  .se^s  the 
warning  or  not,  and  even  if  be  should 
be  stricken  by  blindness  or  death  at  his 
liost. 

The  workings  of  Prof.  Sedgwick's  sys- 
tem mav  .ie  explained  by  a  description  of 
the  working  model  which  be  has  con- 
structed. In  a  large  room  In  the  Astor 
Hou.se  he  bad  set  up  a  miniature  railway 
track,  with  rail.s,  ties,  switches  and 
bridges  just  like  an  ordinary  railway  in 
all  except  size.  Thp  piece  of  track  was 
:iG  feet  in  length  and  was  elevated  at  each 
end  so  as  to  make  a  grade  of  300  feet  to 
the  mile.  Midway  between  the  two  ends 
of  the  track  there  was  a  curve  describ- 
ing 18(J  degrees.  On  the  side  of  the  track 
were  four  iron  boxes,  placed  far  enoogh 
one  from  the  other  to  divide  the  lit|'e  rail- 
way about  equally.  Two  of  the  boxes 
represented  the  single-track  railway  and 
two  tlie  double-track  system.  The  single- 
track  boxes  were  so  placed  as  to  show 
the  action  of  the  system  going  each  way. 
The  double-track  boxes  were  "compan- 
ion boxes,  jilaced  one  ahead  of  the  othi>r. 
The  reader  will  understand  that  on  a  dou- 
ble-track railway  each  train  has  oidy  to 
guard  its  rear,  while  on  a  single-track 
system  there  is  as  great,  if  not  greater, 
danger  ahead  than  In  the  rear,  so  that 
safety  from  collisions  can  be  secured  only 
by  guards  both  in  front  .and  behind.  Prof. 
Sedgwick's  "train-stop"  i.s  the  first  .serious 
attempt  to  do  this  bv  one  and  the  .same 
system  of  signaling.  On  each  of  the  boxes 
a  red  target  was  shown  where  there  was 
danger  to  an  approaching  train,  and  to 
indicate  that  the  box  was  in  acii-m  to 
.stop  the  train.  W^hen  the  l>ox  was  re- 
stored to  its  normal  condition  the  red 
target  disappeared.  On  one  side  ot  eacli 
box  was  a  "tell-tale,"  which  invariably 
told  whv  the  train  was  stopped.  In  act- 
ual service  one  of  these  boxes  will  stop  a 
train  bv  automatically  setting  the  brakes, 
and  wlien  the  engineer  gets  off  his  loco- 
motive and  looks  at  the  "tell-talf"  he 
will  know  why  he  was  stooped,  whether 
by  a  train  on  the  track  anead,  an  open 
switch,  a  washed-out  bridge,  or  a  wild  car 
loose  on  the  track.  The  iron  boxes  h<dd 
the  mechanism  which  perform.s  me  i;ur- 
prising  feats  of  the  "train-stop.  '  the  na- 
ture of  which  the  public  is  not  permitted 
to  know  because  patents  are  pending  in 
several  foreign  countrlcjs. 

The  rolling  stock  of  the  miniature  rail- 
way consisted  of  several  odd  coal  cars 
loaded  with  lead,  constructed  in  every 
particular  as  are  the  cars  upon  full-sized 
railways,  and  fitted  with  spring  brakes. 
The  profe.ssor  started  one  of  the  trains, 
which  set  the  box  It  passed  In  its  flight. 
It  was  then  purposely  stopped  by  the  pro- 
fes.sor  and  left  st.anding  on  the  curve  m 
the  track.  The  other  train  was  thdn  ser.t 
down  the  grade,  but  as  it  pas.sed  the  box 
.set  in  action  by  the  preceding  train  the 
brakes  were  applied  by  the  mechanism  of 
the  box,  and  the  train  came  to  full  stop

Settlers    All   Over   the 

Country  Are  Anxious 

For  Them. 


Commissioners  Doing  All 
They  Can— Private  In- 
terests Improving. 


MPTTibers  of  the  board  of  county  com- 
miirsjoncrs  are  finding  strong  s-entimtnt 
Jn  the  outlying  districts  of  the  county 
Tor  more  roads  and  better  roads.  The 
demand  is  far  stronger  this  summer 
than  ever  before,  and  the  petitions  that 
have  I'ten  flooding  the  county  board  re- 
quest enough  road  building  to,  if  it  were 
all  to  be  accomplished,  bring  the  expense 
of     tliC     improvements    to    an    enormous 

eum. 

The  county  commissioners  are  all 
heartily  in  favor  of  better  country  roads, 
for  as  ni:iiiy  new  roads  as  are  praclic- 
al'ie,  and  lur  whiK.li  the  funds  can  be 
provided,  but  they  are  strongiy  against 
pri.misiuous  road  building  where  the 
Denefits  lu  be  derived  will  haidiy  justify 
the    expenditures, 

Aiioiiier  phase  of  the  question  is  that 
Burnt  of  the  petitions  wnidi  have  been 
eeiiC  to  the  county  commissioners  ask 
for  appropriations  for  tiie  improvement 
of  what  the  board  terms  illegal  roads, 
or  roads  on  which  the  commissioners 
have  no  right  to  spend  a  cent  of  the 
county  revenue  and  lor  which  they  would 
be  liable  to  impeachment  if  they  did  so. 
Extreme  care  has  been  used  this  season 
In  this  respect  and  every  proposed  im- 
provement of  roads  has  been  scrutinized 
with  care  to  prevent  the  least  possible 
error  creeping  in. 

The  road  apprc^priations  for  the  season 
have  been  made  in  each  of  the  commis- 
Bicr.tr  liiPtricts  and  a  great  deal  of  sum- 
mer work  is  now  under  way.  There  are 
a  ftw  lot^alities  where  it  is  more  prac- 
ticable to  wurlt  while  the  ground  is 
frf  ztn  over,  but  the  bulk  of  tlie  road 
work  is  accomplished  during  the  sum- 
mer months  wnen  the  settlers  can  use 
their    teams. 

The  appropriations  for  new  road.s  and 
for  the  improvement  of  old  roads  this 
VI  ,'.r  are  considered  quite  liberal  by  mem- 
Vi  ;  s  of  the  county  board,  inasmuch  as 
th€y  are  larger,  in  most  instances,  than 
the  previous  year.  The  commissioners 
are  in  favor  of  even  larger  appropriations 
were  tne  county  ahle  to  pay  for  it,  bui 
tht  y  feel  there  must  be  a  limit  even  to 
this  much  needed  improvemeiif. 

The  greater  demand  for  new  roads  this 
year  !•<  .said  to  be  due  entirely  to  the 
Increased  aotivitj-  in  agiicuitural  devel- 
opment throughout  tiie  country.  One  of 
tiie  firsts  iliing.s  the  prospective  settler 
or  homesteader  sets  out  to  secure  i.-s  a 
road  to  or  close  by  his  property  so  that 
he  will  have  access  to  some  town  or  sta- 
tion. Roads  f.re  essential  to  the  growth 
a:.'l  de-vtlopment  of  tiie  agricultural  in- 
ti. -Ty  and  every  farm  land  dealer  well 
ki.  \vs  tfiat  if  the  farmer  cannot  liave 
e;i.-:.  means  of  access  to  his  lands  in 
order  to  haul  out  his  pr<Klucts.  the  ail- 
vantages  which  are  offered  to  him  in 
othtr  localities  where  attention  is  paid 
to  this  feature  will  offset  tlie  advan- 
ta,jes  that  can  be  offered  iu  this  part 
ol    the   Northwest. 

However,  tht  agricultural  interest.^  of 
the  county  have  faie'l  quite  wt-ll  in  the 
maltt^r  of  road  buiMing  the  past  year 
and  whenever  a  petition  has  had  suffi- 
cltnt  barking  and  it  has  been  shown  that 
tht  exigit-uciea  realb'  dtmand  the  thor- 
oii_;hfare,  tlie  board  has  been  prompt  to 
l.i>>  a  measure  for  relief. 

One  of  tlie  things  that  lias  to  some  ex- 
tent aided  in  cutting  down  the  amount 
available  for  road  hulliling  and  repair 
Is  the  fact  that  some  of  the  I'ridges  wl\ich 
•were  built  at  county  expense  some  years 
ago.  must  he  repluced  this  year.  The  ttn- 
deni  y  everywhere  in  bridge  building  is 
for  the  best  structures,  on  the  plan  that 
gcod  bridges  are  the  cheapest  in  the  long 
run,  because  they  require  less  repair 
and  last  longer  than  less  expensive  struc- 
tures.

missioners also  feel  graeful.

'  Sault  Ste.  Marie— John  Dunbar,  of  Mc-

grower.  The  Soo  News  has  just  received 
from  his  farm  a  stalk  of  clover  which 
is  four  feet  in  height.  Mr.  Dunbar  states 
that  the  clover  stands  on  the  ground 
very  thick  and  is  growing  ropidly.  What 
seems  rather  remarkable  is  tlie  fact 
that  the  land  upon  which  this  crop  is 
growing  has  never  been  enriched  by  the 
application  of  fertilizer.  It  seems  to 
contain  all  the  needed  elements  to  make 
grass  grow  in  true  Upper  Peninsula  style. 
This  is  another  evidence  that  the  North- 
ern part  of  the  state  is  the  banner  hay 
country.  Mr.  Dunbar's  crop  will  be  a 
record  breaker,  and  if  the  growth  con- 
tinues very  much  longer  he  will  have 
the  heaviest  crop  ever  known  in  the 
state. 

Menominee— Before  many  years  Mcnoin- 
inee  will  have  a  Masonic  Temple,  built 
on  the  old  Fleshiem  property  on  Main 
street,  one  of  the  best  lake  fjont  loca- 
tions in  the  city.  The  property,  which 
is  opposite  the  Odd  Fellows'  block,  was 
purcha.ced  several  years  ago  by  a  cor- 
poration known  as  the  Masonic  associa- 
tion, composed  of  a  number  of  Masons 
in  the  citv.  who  formed  a  stock  com- 
p'anv.  At  the  time  the  different  Masonic 
bodies  in  the  city  did  not  have  enough 
monev  to  buy  the  xyQperty  outright  apd 
so  this  method  of  securing  it  was  taken.

Watertown.— AVillie  Croghan,  the  little 
boy  who  was  caught  in  the  cab  of  a 
freight  engine  Saturday  morning,  lies  at 
the  point  of  death.  It  is  only  a  question 
of  time  when  he  will  succumb  to  the 
burns,  cuts  and  bruises  which  he  received 
in  the  smash-up.  Engineer  Miller  is  tlie 
most  severely  injured  of  the  trainmen 
hurt.  He  was  caught  and  .«;queezc-d 
through  the  chest  and  it  is  thought  that 
he  is  liurt  internally.  The  Height  engine, 
which  was  caugnt  between  the  pasRenger 
and  a  cor  of  fuel  oil,  is  bauly  demolish*'H 
i4er  forward  trucks  are  driven  about  lea: 
feet  under  the  boiler  and  the  tender  is 
riding  the  cab.  People  from  all  directions 
are  continually  coming  and  going  to  view 
the   remains. 

Tlie  funeral  of  Fay  I.  Archibald  was 
held  from  the  residence  on  the  North 
side.  Mr.  Archibald  died  Friday  morning 
very  suddenly,  being  seized  with  a  hem- 
morrhage  of  the  lungs.  He  was  on  e  of 
the  prominent  men  of  Watertown.  having 
for  nearly  ten  years  licen  the  foreman 
of  the  Watertown  Marble  and  Graniie 
works. 

Sioux  Falls.— During  a  fight  resulting 
trom  a  numl^er  of  Sioux  Indians  from  Pine 
Ridge  agency,  being  successful  in  securing 
a  quantity  cf  liquor,  a  Sioux  named  Run- 
ning Horse  killed  one  of  his  brethcFn 
named  Fred  Yankton.  The  murder  tcck 
place  at  Bordfaux,  a  village  just  across 
the  reservation  line  in  Nebraska.  As  it 
wa.s  committed  outside  the  re.'^^ervatic n. 
the  state  authorities  w-ill  be  required  to 
take  charge  of  the  prosecution,  'fhe  mur- 
dere  was  arrested  soon  after  the  tragedy 
and  is  now  an  occupant  of  the  Bordeaux 
jail. 

The  Water  companj'  is  endeavoring  to 
prevent  the  city  from  building  munici- 
pal waterworks.  The  case  will  undoubted- 
ly go  ultimately  to  the  United  States 
supreme  court.

The  death  of  the  aged  and  much  beloved  pope,  Leo 
XIII,  and   the   choosing   of  a   successor,    within   a   few 
days,  gives  particular  interest  to  the  head  of  the  Roman 
i  Catholic  church.     For  many  years  the  name  "pope"  was 
I  confined  to  the  bishop  of  Rom.e,  but  now  means  the  head 
I  of  the  church  universal.    The  "papal  idea"  can  he  traced 
to    remote    times.      The    supreme    ecclesiastical    primacy 
was    conceded    by    the    Catholic    church    to    the    Roman 
1  bishop  or  pope  from  remote  antiquity.      Beginning  with 
'  Peter,  whose  accession  occurred  A.  D.  41,  and  coming 
;  down  to  Pope  Leo  XIII,  whose  accession  took  place  in 
I  1878,  there  has  been  an  unbroken  chain  extending  over  a 
j  period  of  1862  years.

A  DESIRABLE  CHANGE. 

The  new  Indian  policy  inaugurated  by  Commissioner 
W.  A.  Jones,  with  the  purpose  of  making  the  Indians 
independent  and  sclf-svipp'»rting,  should  receive  the  sup- 
port of  all  members  of  congress  from  the  West.  It  is  a 
decided  step  in  the  right  direction  and  the  plan  which 
Mr.  Jones  has  evolved  should  bear  good  results.  The 
first  move  made  by  the  commissioner  was  in  diminishing 
the  ration  system.  Rations  are  only  issued  now  to  the 
old  and  infirm  and  in  some  instances  to  children.  The 
next  reform  was  that  of  providing  work  for  the  Indians. 
They  are  not  compelled  to  work,  but  attractive  induce- 
ments are  offered  and  already  manj'  Indians  are  em- 
ployed on  public  works  in  the  vicinity  of  their  reser- 
vations. 

The  next  step  is  to  abolish  the  present  agency  sys- 
tem. The  reservation  is  generally  recognized  as  an  evil 
feature  of  tlie  civilizing  agencies  under  government  con- 
trol, because  it  tends  to  keep  the  Indians  in  their  old 
ways  and  prevents  them  from  learning  the  v,'ays  of  the 
more  progressive  white  race.  It  is  true  that  many  In- 
dians have  adopted  the  customs  of  the  white  people  and 
have  become  civilized,  living  in  comfortable  houses  and 
cultivating  forms  with  a  considerable  degree  of  suc- 
cess. Thi>»  shows  what  the  Indian  is  capable  of  doing, 
and  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that,  if  the  reserva- 
tion plan  were  abolished,  many  more  Indians  would  be- 
come independent  and  self-supporting  and  the  problem 
would  be  Solved. 

It  is  announced  that  Commissioner  Jones  will  recom- 
mend in  his  annual  report  that  the  agency  system  be 
abolished,  the  reservations  divided  into  small  com-* 
munities,  and  these  communities  placed  in  charge  of  of- 
ficials who  will  come  into  frequent  personal  contact  with 
the  families  residing  thereon.  No  doubt  President 
Roosevelt  v.ill  endor.se  this  recommendation,  and  con- 
gress will  be  asked  to  enact  the  necessary  legislation. 
Undoubtedly  th.e  plan  will  be  opposed  by  those  who 
would  be  deprived  of  much  political  patronage  by  the 
change.  The  Mitmesota  senators  and  representatives 
should  be  found  supporting  the  commissioner's  intel- 
ligent policy.

FORTIFYING  THE  PANAMA  CANAL. 

Possibly  cine  of  the  first  duties  of  the  juiiit  army  and 
navy  board  appointed  last  week,  will  be  to  consider  plans 
for  the  fortification  of  the  Panama  canal.  Although  the 
treaty  has  not  yet  been  signed  and  it  is  not  absolutely 
certain  that  it  will  be,  still  the  best  strategists  of  the 
government  think  that  it  is  not  too  early  to  begin  consid- 
eration of  plans  for  fortifications.  In  the  matter  of  pro- 
tection for  the  canal  both  the  army  and  navy  are  inter- 
ested, and  it  is  to  solve  just  such  questions  that  the  joint 
board  was  appointed.  A  great  many  officers  of  both 
army  and  navy  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  duty  of  guard- 
ing the  canal  would  naturally  devolve  upon  the  navy, 
and  that  the  army  would  have  little  or  nothing  to  do  with 
it.  The  general  opinion  is  that  the  proposition  is  a  very 
simple  one,  and  that  the  control  of  the  sea  on  either  side 
of  the  canal  would  determine  the  control  of  the  passage-

Moreover,  the  pope  is  the  supreme  legislator  in  the 
church  and  can  interpret,  modify  and  dispense  in  all  mat- 
ters of  ecclesiastical  law.

peals  from  lower  tribunals.  The  pope  is  the  supreme  ad- 
ministrator— and  therefore  has  the  power  to  watch  over 
the  divine  services,  and  to  appoint,  remove  or  transfer 
bishops.  The  pope  is  the  supreme  supervisor  and  re- 
ceives regularly  reports  and  relations  from  bishops  and 
other  chief  ecclesiastical  authorities  within  the  limits  of 
the'ir  jurisdiction.  The  universal  ecclesiastical  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  pope  includes  the  right  to  send  agents  to  rep- 
resent his  person  and  authority  before  the  churches,  or 
even  before  the  temporal  authorities. 

This      authority     is     claimed,    to     be     vested       in 

i  the      pope    by    divine    right,    because    hfc    is    held    to 

I  be  the  legitimate  successor  of  St.  Peter— and 
as  such  the  chief  bishop  of  the  Catholic  world— the  visi- 
ble and  ministerial  head  of  the  whole  church — whose 
invisible  and  eternal  head  is  Jesus  Christ.  The  origin 
of  the  temporal  power  of  the  pope  occurred  in  the  sixth 
century,  under  Gregory  the  Great.  National  and  religious 
feelings  contributed  to  its  growth  in  the  first  half  of  the 
eighth  century— and  it  the  latter  half  of  that  century  the 
papacy  entered  the  list  of  Fluropean  states  by  the  formal 
donations  of  Pepin  and  Charlemagne.  Under  various 
forms  and  with  varying  boundaries  the  papal  states  exist- 
ed through  the  middle  ages  as  a  legitimate  growth,  and 
their  pacific  possession  through  twelve  centuries  was  not 

seriously  disputed  in  the  propagation  of  Christian  faith  |  ping  at  the  St.  Louis  hotel 
and  culture.  The  violent  usurpation  of  Napoleon  I  was  ' 
undone  by  the  congress  of  Vienna  in  1815.  In  i860  the 
Piedmontese  government  encroached  on  the  states  of 
the  church,  and  in  1870  they  were  incorpor.nted  into  the 
kingdom  of  Italy.

The  ordinary  administration  of 
the  papal  authority  is  carried  on  through  the  body  of  of- 
ficials and  agents  whom  the  pope  employs  in  his  gov- 
ernment. 

From  tlib  great  power  thus  devolving  upon  the  pope, 
the  necessity  of  a  careful  selection  of  a  successor  to  Leo, 
by  the  cardinals,  is  at  once  apparent.  Leo  was  a  remark- 
able man  and  if  his  successor  is  able  to  follow  in  his  foot- 
steps the  growth  of  the  Catholic  church  is  assmred.

MEASURING  THE  EARTH. 

Just  how  flat  the  earth  is  at  the  poles  is  a  question 
that  has  long  interested  our  eminent  scientists,  and 
they  have  been  agitating  the  question  of  determining 
the  exact  amount  of  this  flattening  for  several  years, 
that  they  may  ascertain  the  exact  dimensions  of  the 
earth.    The  project  of  measuring  the  earth  was  taken  up 


way.  It  is  known  that  this  was  the  scheme  favored  by  !  by  England,  Germany  and  the  United  States,  and  has

Washington,  July  21.— ^Special  to  The 
Herald. >— Members  of  the  United  Typoth- 
etae  who  are  dissatisfied  with  the  failure 
of  the  postm.aster  general  to  take  cog- 
nizance of  their  protests  against  the 
awarding  of  the  contract  for  the  printing 
of  money  order  blanks  to  Paul  Heimau. 
of  Rutherfotd,  New  Jer.sey,  do  not  pro- 
pose that  their  prote^sts  shall  be  ended 
with  the  postoflice  department.  It  is 
generally  understood  among  the  members 
of  the  United  Typothetae  that  Herman 
is  backed  by  a  leading  paper  manufac- 
turer. The  Typothetae  protested  against 
the  contract  t>eing  awarded  to  Herman  on 
the  ground  that  almost  up  to  the  time 
of  his  making  the  bid  he  was  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  present  contractors  and  that 
he  was  instrumental  in  preparing  their 
estimate,!  for  tiieir  bids  on  the  new  con- 
tract. They  held  that  should  the  gov- 
ernment endorse  his  action  in  resigning 
his  porfltion  and  immediately  thereafter 
in  putting  in  a  bid  on  his  own  account 
in  competition  with  his  former  employ- 
ers it  would  tend  to  dnioralize  the  estab- 
llsliinents  of  government  contractoi-s 
whose  confidential  employes  might  be 
thus  induced  to  follow  Herman's  example. 
It  is  generally  understood  among  the 
membei's  of  the  United  Typothetae  that 
a  prominent  New  York  paper  manufac- 
turer has  furnished  the  financial  backing 
for  Herman  in  the  matter  of  this  con- 
tract and  Information  has  been  i-eceiveJ 
from  New  York  to  the  effect  that  while 
it  would  l>e  injudicious  for  the  United 
Typothetae  to  take  action  again.st  this 
manufacturer  as  a  body  a  number  of  the 
members  of  the  organization  have  ex- 
pressed their  determination  to  indicate 
their  disapproval  of  liis  course  by  de- 
clining to  purchase  any  more  paper  from 
him.  As  some  of  these  members  are 
among  the  heaviest  patrons  of  this  estab- 
lishment tiie  loss  of  trade  will  be  QUite 
severe.  It  is  stated  at  the  postuffice  de- 
partment that  Acting  Postnia4«t<^r  General 
Wynne  has  decided  that  "bond  paper 
shall  be  used  instead  of  the  so-called 
"safety"  paper,  which  it  was  proposed  to 
u.se,  and  a  saving  of  $54,iWJ.  on  Herman's 
bid  will  thus  be  effected.  As  it  is  said 
that  the  "safety  jjaper"  was  quoted  to  the 
postoffice  department  at  J25,tK)0  abjve  Its 
market  coat,  tiie  manufacturer  of  this 
special  paper,  siiould  he  really  be  l>ehlnd 
Herman,  will  not  make  much  on  the  deal. 
Herman  denied  to  Acting  Postmaster 
General  Wynne  on  Wednesday  last  that 
his  financial  resouri:!es  were  furnished  by 
this  paper  manufacturer,  but  hi  neg- 
lected to  state  who  wa«  putting  up  for 
h  m  and  as  it  is  well  known  he  lias  no 
money  of  his  own  tli«-  curio.-iity  as  to  who 
is    behind    him    is    sUIl    unsatisfied. 

Acting  Postmaster  General  Wynne  does 
not  intend  to  pay  any  attention  to  the 
howls  of  disappointed  bidders  nor  does 
he  pixjpose  to  permit  Heiman  to  use  the 
postoffice  department  to  satisfy  his  i>er- 
sonal  anlmo.sity  against  the  next  lowest 
(jidder  in  w.^ose  employ  he  had  recently 
been  and  conse.jUiMitly  Mr.  Wynne  will 
taKO  best  legal  advice  at  his  command 
betore  signing  the  contract.

It  would  appear  that  American  mer- 
chants and  manufacturers  have  over- 
looked quite  a  good  sized  bet  in  not  ex- 
hibiting their  wares  more  extensively  at 
the  Osaka  fair. 

"Colonel  Dosch*  sn^vs  Consul  Lyon, 
"I'he  very  a.-^tive  and  efficient  commis- 
sioner in  charge  of  the  Oregon  exhibit, 
is  making  the  most  of  a  \  ery  small  ap- 
propriation of  ti-W  set  aside  by  that 
state  to  help  show  up  its  products. 

"The  Oregon  exhibit  have  no  rotate 
building,  but  are  hou.sed  in  the  Foreign 
Samples  buildiiig,  alongside  the  Canada 
building,  which,  with  its  contents,  is  re- 
flecting no  small  degree  of  credit  upon 
Canada.  It  is  said  that  the  Dominion 
has  expended  the  sum  of  $70,000  upon  this 
enteri<rise,  and  its  efforts  to  make  a 
good  show  stand  in  marked  contrast  with 
the  Inactivity  shown  by  the  United 
States. 

"The  Canadian  commi.ssioners  are  dis- 
tributing a  great  number  of  pamphlets 
in  the  Japanese  language,  descriptive  of 
their  products,  copies  of  which,  in  Eng- 
lish.   I   am    forwarding   the   dep-nrtment. 

"One  of  the  principal  features  Inside 
the  Canadian  Exhibition  building  is  the 
great  rush  by  the  Japanese  each  day  at 
4  p.  m.  to  purciiase  biscuits  and  loaves 
of  bread  baked  in  full  view  inside  the 
building.  Hundreds  of  the,se  people  then 
stand  with  their  arms  over  the  railing 
and  money  In  their  liand.s,  ready  to  pur- 
cha.se.  all  clamoring  l.>udly  to  be  waited 
upon.  The  bread  is  made  of  hop  yeast 
and  is  in  much  greater  demand  than  the 
seupply.  It  is  expected  that  In  future 
Canadian  flour  will  be  in  great  demand, 
as  the  bread  made  from  It  is  of  most 
excellent  quality  Had  some  one  of  our 
Northwestern  stales  been  in  evidence  at 
the  Osaka  Exhibition  -A'lth  their  hard- 
wheat  flours,  the  fact  could  have  been 
demonstrated  that  our  flours  are  just  as 
good  and  can  make  as  much  bread  as 
the  Canadian  flour  on  exhildtion. 

"Among  the  .■smaller  countries  exhibit- 
ing may  be  mentioned  Dutch  East  In- 
dia, the  commissloneis  for  which  have 
issued  a  large  pamphlet  describing  their 
exhibits  and  the  resources  of  their  C9un- 
trv, 

"Other  American  exhibits  than  those 
from  Oregon  are  found  scattered  pr'jmls- 
cuously  throughout  the  Foreign  Samples 
building  and  some  are  ino'uiicd  in  dis- 
plays made  by  foreign  firms  in  Japan; 
but  considering  the  extent  of  our  country 
and  Its  immense  re.sources,  it  is  plainly 
evident  that  there  has  been  a  consider- 
able lack  of  interest  at  this  exhibition 
upon   the  part  of  American  exporters.

Lieut.  Governor  Lee  Is 

Damned  By  His  Own 

Letters. 

St.  Ixtuis,  July  21.— Photographic  copies 
of  letters  written  by  former  LieutMlaat 
Governor  John  A.  Lee  to  Daniel  J.  Kel- 
ley,  agent  for  the  baking  powder  trust, 
during  I..ee's  incumbency  of  the  office  of 
lieutenant  governor,  are  in  the  hands  of 
the  St.  Louis  lawyers.  They  are  mt»st 
damaging  in  character,  showing  that  Leo 
not  only  solicited  but  urged  Kelley  to 
send  him  money  for  "campaign  ex- 
penses.'" and  holding  out  as  .securltv  for 
repayment  the  hopes  he  had  in  being 
elected  governor  of  Missouri  and  the  op- 
portunity he  would  have  to  repay  them, 
or  to  put  Lee's  proposition  to  prostitute 
the  high  office  of  governor  of  Mis.sourl 
in  his  own  words,  "there  are  ways  by 
which  the  money  could  be  repaid,  ad- 
vanced for  a  puri>ose  of  that  kind,  wittila 
the    first    year   alter   election." 

The  letters  which  will  Iw  used  as 
evidence  later  on  in  the  boodle  investiga- 
tion are  two  of  many  which  Lee  wro*« 
to  Kelley  and  which  will  be  u.sed  against 
Lee,  against  Kelley  and  against  others 
who  have  been  implicated.

He  was  one  of  the  wealthiest  men  In 
this  vicinity  and  his  fortune  was  vari- 
ously estimated  at  $200,')00  and  $3'J0.C00. 

His  niece  had  always  been  his  favor- 
ite, and  the  intimates  of  the  doctor 
liad  been  told  by  the  old  man  that  she 
would  be  his  sole  heiress.

'Atlanta,  Ga.,  July  21.— A  process  of 
preserving  human  bodies,  known  to  the 
ancient  Egyptians,  lost,  sought  fcr  in 
vain  by  chemists  and  alchemists  for 
more  than  2000  years,  has  been  dis- 
covered by  Dr.  Arnold  Kosett,  of  At- 
lanta. 

Unlike  the  method  practiced  by  the 
priests  who  laid  the  Pharaohs  in  their 
■culptured  sarcophagi,  the  process  of 
Dr.  Rosett  is  not  one  of  mummification, 
but  turns  human  tlesh  into  heavy  white 
Btone.  It  is  the  method  used  by  the 
BUpremie  alchemist.  Nature,  to  pet- 
rify organic  mattei,  that  is  imitated  by 
the  scientist  in  his  laboratory.  Scores,

Luverne,  Minn.,  July  21.— A  hail  storm 
passed  over  the  eastern  part  of  this, 
Rock,  county  late  yesterday,  totally 
destroying  fully  one-third  of  the  entire 
crop,  entailing  a  loss  which  has  approx- 
imately been  estimated  at  one  million 
dollars.  The  storm  lasted  but  ten 
minutes,  but  in  severity  and  area  is  the 
most  destructive  ever  known  in  the 
Northwest.  A  report  is  current  here 
that  from  Trosky,  twenty-two  miles 
north  of  this  city,  south  to  Ellsworth, 
a  distance  of  thirty-nine  miles,  and 
from  there  to  points  east  for  fifteen 
miles,  all  of  the  crops  have  been  totally 
destroyed. 

The  storm  reached  the  most  destruc- 
tive   stage    a    few    miles    north    of    the 
Rock    county    line.      From    that    point 
it  continued  south  with  unabated  fury 
to    Ellsworth,    a   distance   of   thirty-six 
miles.      The    area    of    this    part    of   the 
storm  was  fifteen  miles  wide  and  thirty- 
six    miles    long.      Over   that    vast   area 
with  but  a  few  exceptions  there  is  not 
straw    reported    standing.       In      this 
county   six   townships   were  struck   by 
the  storm,  totally  destroying  fully  one- 
third  of  the  crops  in  the  county.    While 
the  storm  lasted  less  than  ten  minutes, 
I  between   two   and   three  inches   of  hail 
fell,   fairly  beating   the  grain   into   the 
'  ground.    Not  a  spear  of  grass  or  grain 
was    left    standing.      Corn    stalks    were 
chopped  down  close  to  the  ground  and 
_  trees  were  stripped  of  their  leaves  as 
i  clean   as   though   the   season   was  mid- 
winter.    On  young  trees  the  bark  was 
j  fairly   peeled    from   their    trunks.     Not 
'a  pane  of  glass  remains  unbroken  on 
the   side   from   which    the  storm   came, 
while  paint  on  buildings  is' practically 
■  scraped   off.     The   crop   in   this   county 
l^this    year    was    one    of    the    best    ever 
raised,  and  the  farmers  were  preparing 
i  to  cut  barley  this  week. 
'     In  most  cases  farmers  in  the  stricken 
;  district    v.ill    not   have    enough   feed    to 
keep  a  pig  through  the  winter.

Chicago,  July  21.— Members  of  the  facul- 
ty and  students  engaged  in  scientiHc  re- 
search work  at  the  University  of  Chicago 
are  deeply  interested  in  experiments  be- 
ing conducted  for  the  Hrst  time  in  Am- 
erica bv  Professor  Elias  P.  Lyons,  of  the 
phvsiological  department.  Through  these 
experiments  the  scientist.s'  knowledge  of 
the  heart  and  its  workings  is  much  in- 
creased, and  new  lisht  is  thrown  on  al! 
recent  discoveries  concerning  that  or- 
gan made  by  Dr.  Jacques  Loeb,  Dr.

Dr  Lyons'  experiments  show  that  the

New  York,  July  21.— Mrs.  Grace  Tay- 
lor was  arrested  late  at  night  in  com- 
pany with  three  young  men  when  sho 
bad  in  her  possession  a  bag  of  jewel.^ 
worth  150,000.  She  was  arraigned  in 
the  Yorkville  police  court  on  a  charge 
of  intoxication  and  fined  $3,  which  she 
i.aid. 

Her  three  companions  were  held 
cause  Police  Capt.  Tighe  insisted 
on  making  a  complaint  against  them  to 
the  effect  that  one  of  them  at  least 
had  tried  to  get  away  with  the  woman's 
jewel.s.  Neither  Mrs.  Taylor  nor  h?r 
husband.  E.  L.  Taylor,  who  was  in 
court,    would   make  a   complaint. 

Mrs.  Taylor,  Who  lives  at  117  West 
Forty-fourth  street,  says  she  is  the 
widow  of  James  F.  Caldwell,  for  years 
the  best  known  I'ace  starter  in  the 
country.  She  looks  only  a  little  over 
SO  years  of  age,  and  is  of  striking  ap- 
pearance. She  recently  was  married 
to  Taylor.  She  told  the  police  that 
shortly  after  1  o'clock  in  the  morning 
when  she  reached  home  she  had  a  vio- 
lent quarrel  with  her  husband,  and, 
gathering  up  her  jewels,  put  them  in 
a  chamois  bag  and  left  the  house.  She 
went  to  a  saloon  at  Sixth  avenue  and 
Forty-fourth  street,  where  .she  fell  in 
with  the  three  men.  They  accom- 
panied her  when  she  left  the  place, 
and  all  walked  east  across  the  Forty- 
sixth  street  bridge  over  the  New  York 
Central  tracks.  It  was  here  that  the 
disturbance  occurred  which  led  to  th*^ 
arrest  of  the  quartet.  It  is  claimed 
the  woman  gave  one  of  the  men  the 
bag  of  jewels  to  carry  for  her,  but  a 
few  minutes  later  began  to  scream,  and 
Policeman  Connelly  went  running  to 
the  scene.

The  sergeant  thought  that  was  a  fine 
joke,  but  when  he  turned  out  the  con- 
tents of  the  bag  he  was  dazzled  at  tno 
glittering  array  of  precious  stones  In 
gold  settings  which  lay  before  him.  He 
made  an  inventory  of  the  jewels,  which 
included  stick  pins,  diamond-studded 
watch,    earrings    and    collar    buttons.

Muncie.  Ind.,  July  21.— After  three 
years  of  constant  .search  in  all  parts 
of  the  United  States  Mrs.  Perry  York 
has  recovered  her  6-year-old  girl,  Em- 
ma, who  v.as  kidnaped  by  the  child's 
lather  on  Aug.  20.  U^OO.  A  few  days  ago 
It  was  learned  that  the  little  girl  was 
hidden  away  in  Toledo,  Ohio.  Mrs. 
York's  father  at  once  went  to  Toledo 
and  was  rewarded  in  his  search  by  the 
discovery  of  the  long-missing  girl, 
pcK^rly  clad.  and  apparently  half 
starved. 

The  kidnapinar  of  the  litle  girl  was 
onc^  of  the  most  dramatic  incidents 
which  ever  hai'Pened  in  Muncie,  and 
created  a  sensation  at  the  time.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  York  were  well-known  people 
here.  Their  domestic  life  was  not 
happy,  and  Mrs.  York  obtained  a  di- 
vorce. She  was  al.«o  given  the  custody 
of  the  little  girl,  at  that  time  but  3 
yedrs  old.  This  angered  York  and  the 
kidnaping  followed. 

On  Aug.  20  the  child  was  playing  In 
the  yard  in  front  of  the  York  resi- 
dence. Mrs.  York  Wiia  in  the  rear  of 
the  house.  A  m.an  rode  rapidly  down 
the  street  on  a  bicycle  and  entered  the 
yard.  The  little  tot  recognized  her 
father  and  at  once  sprang  to  his  arms 
with  a  coo  of  delight.  He  left  the  wheel 
and  ran  down  the  street  with  the  baby 
m  his  arms.  Mrs.  York  appeared  at 
the  front  drx>r  in  time  to  see  her  former 
husband  making  away  with  the  child. 
Stre;iming,  .she  ran  after  him.  Her  pet 
bulldog,  which  was  in  the  backyard, 
followed  her  and  ran  in  pursuit  of  the 
kiunti-per.  The  neighbor.s.  who  had  also 
been  aroused,  joined  in  the  purdsuit. 
Just  as  the  dog  was  ready  to  spring 
upon  the  man,  he  stopi>ed.  and,  draw- 
ing a  raorz.  cut  the  dog's  throat,  then 
ran  into  the  woods  at  the  edge  of  the 
city  and  escaped.

Meanwhile  I  will  withhold 
my  final  decision  of  the  whole  case  until 
1  have  received  the  reiK)rt  of  the  investi- 
gation on  Miller's  second  communication, 
which  you  notify  me  has  been  begun 
■today.   July  13.  .   ^     ,,„ 

•■  "On  the  face  of  papers  presented.  Mil- 
ler would  appear  to  Nave  been  removed  in 
violation  of  t!ie  law.*  There  Is  no  object- 
ion of  employes  of  the  government  print- 
ing offle-^  constituting  themselves  into  a 
body  if  they  de^in'  .so  to  do.  but  no  rules 
or  regulations  of  theirs  can  be  permitted 
to  ov.rride  the  United  States  laws  which 
It  is  my  sworn  duty  to  enforce. 

"Plea.se  communicate  a  copy  of  this 
letter  to  the  public  printer  for  his  infor- 
mation and  that  of  his  subordinates." 

The  next  day  the  president  followed  this 
letter  up  with  ti)e  following  letter  to 
.Secretary    Cortelyou: 

"In  connection  with  my  letter  of  yester- 
day I  cali  attention  to  this  judgment,  and 
award  by  th**  anthracite  coal  commi.ssion 
In  its  report  to  me  in.  of  March  18.  last: 

'It  is  adjudged  and  awarded  tliat  no 
persons  shall  be  refused  employment  or  in 
any  wav  discriminated  against  on  account 
of  membership  or  non-memJ>ership  in  any 
labor  organization  and  that  there  shall 
be  no  discrimination  against  or  Interter- 
ence  with  any  employee  who  is  not  a 
member  of  any  labor  organization  by 
members  of  such  organization. 

"I  heartily  approve  of  this  award  and 
judgment  by  the  commission  appointed 
by  me  which  itself  included  a  member 
of  a  labor  union.  This  commls.slon  was 
dealing  with  labor  organizations  working 
for  private  employers.  It  is  of  cour.se. 
more  elementary  decency  to  require  that 
all  the  government  departments  shall  be 
handled  in  accordance  with  the  principle 
thus  clearly  and  fearlessly  enunciated. 

"Please  furnish  a  copy  of  this  letter 
both  to  Mr.  Palmer  and  to  the  civil  -ser- 
vice commission  for   their  guidance." 

It  is  announced  that  the  public  printer. 
Palmer,  on  Wednesday.  July  IG.  notified 
Mr.  Miller  that  he  had  been  reinstated 
and  might  report  for  duty  any  day. 


KOHLSAAT  IS 
MENTIONED 

As  the  Likely  Successor 

to  Postmaster  General 

Payne. 

Washington,  July  21.— In  connection 
with  the  report  that  Postmaster  Gen- 
eral Payne  expects  to  retire  on  account 
of  his  health,  there  Is  a  persistent  ru- 
mor that  H.  H.  Kohlsaat  may  succeed 
to  the  place  in  the  event  that  Mr.  Payne 
persists  in  his  determination  to  sever 
his  connections  with  the  president's  offi- 
cial household.  Mr.  Kohlsaat  saw  the 
president  at  Oyster  Bay  a  day  or  two 
ago,  and  that  incident  furninshed  the 
basis  for  a  careful  inquTry,  with  the  re- 
sult that  it  is  now  reported  Mr.  Kohl- 
saat is  to  go  into  the  cabinet. 

That  Mr.  Payne  is  expected  to  re- 
tire is  well  known  throughout  the  coun- 
try, but  the  understanding  has  been 
that  he  would  not  do  so  until  late  in 
the  fall.  But  should  the  report  concern- 
ing Mr.  Kohlsaat  be  correct,  and  there 
are  many  people  in  Washington  who 
believe  it,  the  date  of  the  postmastei 
general's  retirement  will  be  much 
earlier.
